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AN ACT to Organize the Territory of Oklahoma—To Establish Courts in the Indian 
Territory, and for Other Purposes 


Be it evsacted by the Senate and House of Represen tatrbes of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled: 


SECTION |. That all that portion of the United States now ~~ 


known as the Indian territory (except so much of the same as 
is actually occupied by the five civilized tribes, and! the Indian 
tribes within the Quapaw Indian agency, and except the un- 
occupied part of the Cherokee outlet,) together with that por- 
tion of the United States known as the Public Land Strip, is 
hereby-erected into a temporary government by the name of 


‘the territory of Oklahoma. The portion of the Indian territory 
“included, in said Territory of Oklahoma is bounded by a line 


drawn as follows: Commencing at a point where the ninety- 
eighth meridian crosses the Red river, thence by said meridian 
to the point where it crosses the Canadian river, thence along 
said river'to the west line of. the Seminole country, thence 
along said line to the north fork of the Canadian river, thence 
down said river to the west line of the Creek country, thence 
along said line to the northwest corner of the Creek country, 
thence along the north line of the Creek country to the ninety- 
sixth meridian, -thence northward by said meridian to the 
southern boundary line of Kansas, thence west along said line 
to the Arkansas river, thence down said river “to the north line 
of the land occupied by the Ponca tribe of Indians, from which 
point the line runs so as to include all the lands occupied by the 
Ponca, Tonkawa, Otoe and Missouria, and Pawnee tribes of In- 
dians until it strikes the south4line of the Cherokee outlet which 
it follows westward to the (east) line of the state of Texas. 
thence by the boundary line of the state of Texas to the point 


` of beginning; the Public Land Strip which is included in said 


territory of Oklahoma is bounded east by the one-hundredth 
meridian, south by Texas; west by New Mexico, north by Colo- 
rado and Kansas. Whenever the interest of the Cherokee In- 
dians in the land known as the Cherokee outlet. sHall have been 
extinguished and the president shall make proclamation thereof, 
said outlet shall thereupon and without further legislation be- 
come a part of the: Territory of Oklahoma. Any other lands 
within the Indian Territory not embraced within these boundaries 
shallhereafter become a part of the Territory of Oklahoma 
whenever the Indian nation or tribe owning such lands shall 

signify to the president of the United States in legal manner its 
assent that such lands shall so become a part of said Territory 
of Oklahoma, and the president shall thereupon make procla- 
mation to that effect. 
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Congress may at any time hereafter change the boundaries of 


said territory, or attach any portion of the same to any other, 


i state or territory of the United States, without the consent of 
the inhabitants territory hereby created: Provided, That 
nothing in this act sHall be so construed to impair any right now 
pertaining to any Indians or Indian tribe in said Territory under 


the laws, agreements, and treaties of the United States, or to © 


impair the rights of person or property pertaining to said 


Indians, or to affect the authority of the government of the ` 


United States to make any regulation or to make any laws 

' respecting said Indians, their lands, property or other rights 
which it would have been competent to make or enact if this act 
had not been passed. 


SECTION 2. That the executive power of the Territory of 
Oklahoma shall be vested in a governor, who shall hold his office 
for four years, and until his successor shall be appointed and 
qualified, unless sooner removed by the president of the United 
States. - The governor shall reside within said Territory; shall 
be commander-in-chief of the militia thereof; he may grant 


pardons for offenses against the laws of said Territory, and. 


reprieves for offenses against thelaws of the United States, until 


the decision of the president can be made known thereon; he. 


shall commission all officers who shall be appointed to office 
under the laws of said Territory, and shall take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed. 


SECTION 3. - That there shall be a secretary of said Territory, 
who shall reside therein and hold his office for four years, unless 
sooner removed by the presideut of the United States; he shall 
record and preserve all the laws and the proceedings of the 
legislative assembly hereinafter constituted, and all acts and 
proceedings of the governor in his executive department; he 
shall transmit one copy of the laws and journals of the leg- 
islative assembly, within thirty days after the end of each 
session thereof, to the president of the United States and to the 
secretary of the interior, aud, at the same time, two copies of 
the laws and journals of the legislative assembly to the speaker 
of the house of representatives and the president of the senate 
for the use of congress; and in case of the death, removal, res- 
ignation, or other necessary absence of the governor from the 
Territory, the secretary shall execute all the powers and per- 
form all the duties of the governor düring such vacancy or 
absence, or until another governor is appointed and qualified. 


; SECTION 4. That the legislative powér and authority of 
said Territory shall be vested in the governor and legislative 
assembly. The legislative assembly shall consist of a council 
and a house of representatives. The council shall consist of 
thirteen members, having the qualifications of voters‘as herein- 


after prescribed, whose term of service shall continue two years. ` 


x 


The house of representatives shall consist of twenty-six mem-: : 


bers, possessing the same qualifications as prescribed for mem- 
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bers of the council, and whose term of service shall continue 
two years; and the sessions of the legislative assembly shall be 
biennial and shall be limited to sixty days’ duration: Provided. 
however, That the duration of the,first session of said legislative 
assembly may continue one hundted and twenty days. 

' That for the purpose ot facilitating the organization of a 
temporary government in the Territory of Oklahoma, seven 
counties are hereby established therein, to be known, until after 
the first election in the Territory, as the First county, the Sec- 
ond county, the Third county, the Fourth county, the Fitth 
county, and the Sixth county, the boundaries of which shall be 
fixed by the governor of the Territory until otherwise provided 
by the legislative assembly thereof. The county seat of the 
First county shall be at Guthrie. The county seat of the Second 
county shall beat Oklahoma City. The county seat of the Third 
. county shall be at Norman. The county seat of the Fourth 
county shallbe at El Reno., The county seatof the Fifth county 
shall be.at Kingfisher City. The Sixth county seat shall be at 
Stillwater. The Seventh county shall embrace all that por- 
tion of the Territory lving west of the one hundredth meridian, 
known as the Public Land Strip, the county seat of which shall 
be at Beaver: Provided, That the county seats located by this 
act may be changed in such manner asthe Territorial legislature 

may provide. 

"^  Atthe first election for members of the legislative assembly 
the people of each county may vote for a name for each 
county, and the name which receives the greatest number of 
votes shall be the name of such county. Iftwo or more coun- 
ties should select the same name, the county which casts the 
greatest number of votes for such name shall been titled to 
the same, and the names receiving the next highest number of 
votes in' the other counties shall be the names of such coun- 
ties. An apportionment shall be made by the governor, as 
nearly equal as practicable, among the several.counties or dis- - 
tricts for tbe election of the council and house of represen- 
tative, giving to each section of the Territory, representation 
in the ratio of'its population (excepting Indians not taxed) as 
nearly as may be; and the members of the council and house 
of representatives shall reside in and be inhabitants of the 
districts for which they may be elected, respectively. Previous 
to the first election the governor shall cause a census or epum- 
eration of the inhabitants of the several counties or districts of 
the Territory to be taken, unless the same shall have been 


` „taken and published by the United States. in which cáse such 


census and enumeration shall be adopted, and the first election 
shall be held at such times and places, and be conducted in 
such manner, both as to the persons.who superintend such 
election and the returns thereof, as the governor shall appoint 
and direct, and he shall at the same time declare the number 
of the members of the council and the house of representatives 
to which each of the counties or districts shall be entitled, as

shown by the census herein provided for. The number of per- 
«sons: authorized to be elected, having the highest number of 
legal votes ineach of said council districts for members of the 
council shall be declared, by the governor, to be duly elected 
to the council; and the persons authorized to be elected having 
the greatest number ‘of votes for the house ofrepresentatives, 
equal to the number to which each county or district shall be 
entitled, shall be declared by the governor to be elected mem- 
bers of the house of representatives? Provided, That in case 
two or more persous voted for have an equal number of votes, 
and in case a vacancy otherwise occurs in either branch of the 
legislative assembly, the governor shall order anew election; 
and the persons thus elected to the legislative assembly shall 
meet, at such place and on such day as the governar shall 
appoint, but after such first election, however,.the time, place 
and manner of holding elections by the people, and the appoint- 
ment of representation, and the day of the commencement of 
the regular sessions of the legislative assembly, shall be pre- 
scribed by law: Provided, however, That the governor shall have 
power to call the legislative assembly together by proclama- 
tion, .on an extr aordinary occasion, at any time 
SECTION 5. That all male citizens of the United States 
above the age of twenty-one years, and all male persons of 
foreign birth over said age, who shall have, twelve months 
prior thereto. declared their intention to become citizens of 
the United. States, as now required by law, who are actual 
residents at the time of the passage of this act of that portion 
of said Territorry which was declared by the: proclamation of 
the president to be open for settlement on the twenty-second 
day of April, anno domini, eighteen hundred and eighty- nine, and 
of that portion of said Territory heretofore known ds the Public 
Land strip, shall be entitled to vote at the first election in the 
Territory. At every subsequent election the qualification of 
voters, and of holding office, shall be such as may_be prescribed 
. by the legislative assembly, subject, however, to the follow- 
ing restrictions on the power of the legislative assembly, 
namely: First, The right of suffrage and of holding office 
shall be exercised only by citizens of the United States above 
the age of twenty-one years and by persons of foreign birtli 
above that age who have declared, on oath, before a com- 
petent court of record, as required by the naturalization laws 
of the United States, their intention ‘to become citizens, and 
have taken an oath to support the coustitution of the United 
States, and who shall have been residents of the United States 
for the term of twelve months before the election at which they 
offer to ,vote. Second, There shall be no denial of the elective 
franchise or of holding office, to a citizen, on account of race. . 
color, or previous condition of servitude. Third, No officer, 
soldier, seaman, marine, or other person in the army or navy 
or attatched to troops in the service of the United States, 
shall be allowed to vote in said Territory by reason of being 
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on service therein. Fourth, No person belonging to the army 
or navy shall be elected to, or hold; any civil office or appoint- 
ment in said "Territory. à 

SECTION 6. That the legislative power of the Territory shall 
extend to all rightful subjects of legislation, not inconsistent 
with the constitution and laws of the United States, but no law 


„nor shall the lands or j{roperty of non-residents be taxed higher 


than the lands or propéxty of residents, nor shall any law be 
passed impairing the right to private property, nor shall any 
unequal discrimination be made in taxing different kinds of 
property, but all property subject to the taxation shallbe taxed 


‘in proportion to its value: Provided, That nothing herein shall 


EN 


be held to prohibit the levying and collecting license or special 
taxes in the Territory from persons engaged in any business 
therein, if the legislative power shall consider such taxes neces 
sary. Every bill which shall have passed the council and house ` 
of repeesentatives of said Territory shall, before it becomes a 
law, be presented to the governor of the Territory. If he ap- 
proves he shall sign it, but if not, he shallreturn it with his ob- 
jections to the house in which it originated, who shall enter 
the objections at large upon their jour nal, and proceed to recon 
sider it. If, after such reconsiaeration, two-thirds of that house 
shall agree to pass the bill, it shall be sent, together with the 
objections, to the other hoüse. by which it shall likewise be 
reconsidered, and if approved by two-thirds of that house it 
shall become a law. But in all such cases the vote of both 
houses shall be determined by yeas and and nays. to be en- 
tered on the journal of each house respectively. If any bill 
shall not be returned by the governor within five days (Sundays 
excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, the same 
shall be a law in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the 
assembly, bv adjourument, shall prevent its return, in which 
case it shall not be a law. 

SECTION 7. That all township, district, and county officers, 
not herein otherwise provided for, shall be appointed or lected, 
as the case may be, in such manner as shall be provided by the 
governor and legislative assembly of the Territory. The gov- 
ernor shall nominate and, by and with the advice and consent 
of the council, appoint all officers not herein otherwise pro- 
vided for, and in the first instance the governor alone may 
appoint all such Officers, who shall hold their offices until the 
_end of the first session of the legislative assembly ; and he shall 
lay off the necessary districts for members of the council and 
house of representatives. and all other officers ; and whenever 
a vacancy happens from resignation or death, during the recess 
of the legislative council. in any office which is filled by appoint- 
ment of the governor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the council, the governor-shall fill such vacancy by granting a 
commission, which shall expire at the end of the next session of 
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the legislativé council. It ıs further provided that the legisla- 

tive assembly shall not authorize the issuing of any bond, scrip, 

or evidence of debt by the Territory, or any county, city. town, 

or township therein, for the construction of any railroad. . 

SECTION 8. That no member of the legislative assembly 
shall hold or be appointed to any office, which has been created 
or the salary or emoluments of which have been increased while 
he was a member, during the term for which he was elected 
and for one year after the expiration ot such term, but this 
restriction shall not be applicable to members of the first legis- 
lative assembly provided for by this act; and no person hold- 
ing a commission or appointment under the United States, 
except postmasters, shall be a member of the legislative assem- 
bly, or shall hold any office under the government of said Terri- 
tory. ; 

SECTION 9. That the judicial power qf said Territory shall 
be vested in a supreme court, district courts, probate courts, and 
justices of the peace. The supreme court shall consist of'a chief 
justice and two associate justices, any two of whom shall con- 
stitute a quorum. They shall hold their offices for four years, 
and until their successors are appointed and qualified, and they 
shall hold a term annually at the seat of government of said 

- Territory. The jurisdiction of the several courts herein pro- 
vided for, both appellate and ‘original, and that.the probate 

“courts and of the justices of the peace, shall be as limited by 
law: Provided, That justices of the peace, who shall be elected 
in such manner as the legislative assembly may provide by law, 
shall not have jurisdiction of any matter in controversy when 
the title or boundaries of land may be in dispute, or where the 
debt or sum claimed shall exceed one hundred doliars; and said 
suprethe and district courts, respectively, shall possess chan- 

:cery as well as common law jurisdiction, and authority for re- 
dress of all wrongs committed against the constitution or laws 
of the United States or of the Territory affecting persons or prop- 
erty. Said Territory shall be divided into three judicial dis- 
tricts, and a district court shall be held in each county in said 
district thereof by one of the justices of the supreme court, at 
such time and place as may be prescribed by law. and each 
judge after assignment shall reside in the district to which he 
is assigned. The supreme court shall define said judicial dis- 
tricts, and shall fix the times and places. at each county seat in 
each district, where the district court shall be held and desig- 
nate the judge who shall preside therein. And the territory not 
embraced in organized counties shall be attached for judicial 
purposes to such organize county or counties as the supreme 
court may determine. The supreme: court of said "Territory 
shall appoint its own clerk, who shall hold his office at the 
pleasure of the: court for which he is appointed. Each district 
court shall appoint its clerk, who shall also be register in chan- 
cery, and shall keep his office where the court may be held. . 
Writs of error, bills of exception, and appeals shall be allowed 
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in all cases from tinal decisions of said district courts, to the 
supreme court under such regulations as may be prescribed by 
law, but in no case removed to the supreme court shall trial by 
jury be allowed in said court. Writs of error and appeals from 
the tinal decisions of said supretme court shall be allowed and 
may be taken to.the supreme court of the United States, in the 
same manner and under the same regulations as from the circuit 
courts of the United States, where the value of the property or 
the amount in controversy to be ascertained by oath or affirma- 

tion of either party or other competent witnesses, shall exceed 
five thousand dollars; and each of said district courts shall have 
and exercis-, exclusive ol any court heretofore established, the 
same'jurisdiction in. all cases arising under the constitution and 
laws of the United States asis vested in the circuit and district 
courts of the United States. In addition to the jurisdiction 
otherwise conferred by this act, said district courts shall have 

and exercise exclusive or iginal jurisdiction over all offenses 
against the law of the United States committed within that 
portion of the Cherokee Outlet not embraced within the bound- 

aries of said Territory of Oklahoma as herein defined, and in all 
civil cases between citizens of the United States residing in such 
portion of the Cherokee Outlet. or between citizens of the United 
States, or any state or territory. and any citizen of or person or 
persons residing or found therein, when the value of the thing 
in controversy or damages or money claimed shall exceed one 
hundred dollars; writs of error, bills of exceptions, and appeals 
shall in all'such cases. civil and criminal, be allowed from the 
district courts to the supreme court in like manner, and be pro- 

ceeded with in like manner as in cases arising within the limits 
of said Territory. For all judicial purposes as herein defined 
such portion of the Cherokee Outlet not embraced within the 
boundaries of the Territory of Oklahoma shall be attached to, 

and be a part of. one of the judicial districts of said Territory, 

as may be designated by the supreme court. All acts and parts 
of acts heretofore enacted, conferring jurisdiction upon United 
States courts held beyond and outside the limits of the Terri- 
tory of Oklahoma as herein defined, as to all causes of action or 
offenses in said Territory. and in that portion of the Cherokee 
^ Outlet hereinbefore referred to, are hereby repealed, and such 
, jurisdiction is hereby given to the supreme and district courts:in 
said Territory but all actions commenced in said courts, and all 
crimes committed in said Territorv and in the Cherokee Outlet, 

prior to the passage of this act. shall be tried and prosecnted. 
and proceeded with until finally disposed of. in the courts now 
having jurisdiction thereof, as if this act had not been passed. 
The said supreme and district courts of said Territory, and the 
respective judges thereof. shall and may grant writs of man- 
damus and habeas corpus in all «cases authorized by law: and 
the first six days of every term of courts, or so much thereof 
as shall be necessary, shall be appropriated to the trial of 
causes arising under said constitution and laws; and writs of 
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error and appeals in all such cases shall be made to the supreme 
court of said Territory, as in other cases. ; 


SECTION 10: Persons charged with any offense or crime in 
the Territory of Oklahoma, and for whose arrest a warrant has 
been issued, may be arrested by the United States marshal or 
any of his deputies, wherever found in said Territory, but in all 
cases the accused shall be taken, for preliminary examination, 
befere a United States commissioner, or a justice of the peace 
of the county, whose office is the nearest to the place where the 
offense or crime was committed. 


All offenses committed in said Territory, if committed within 
any organized county, shall be prosecuted and tried within said 
county, and if committed within territory not embraced m any 
organized county, shall bé prosecuted and tried in the county to 
which such territory shall be attached for judicial purposes.. 
And all civil actions shall be instituted in the county in which 
the defendant, or either of them resides, or may be found; and 
when such actions arise within any portion of said Territory not 
organized as a county, such actions shall be instituted in the 
county to which such territory is attached for judicial purposes, 
but any case, civil or criminal. may be removed, by change of 
venue, to another county. 


SECTION 11 . That the following chapters and provisions of 
the compiled laws of the state of N ebraska, in force November 
first, éighteen hundred and eightynine, in.so far as they are 
locally applicable, and not in conflict with the laws of the United 
States or with this act, are hereby extended to and putinto . 
force in the Territory of Oklahoma, until after the adjournment ` 
of the first session of the; legislative assembly of said Territory, 
namely: The provisions of articles two, three, and four, of chap- 
ter two, entitled ‘‘Agriculture:’* of chapter four. entitled ':Ani- 
mals; of chapter six. entitled "Assignments; of chapter seven, 
entitled “Attorneys:” of chapter teu, entitled ** Bonds and oaths 
—official;** of chapter twelve, entitled “Chattel Mortgages;” of 
chapter fourteen, entitled “Cities of, the Second Class and Vil- 
lages:'" of chapter fifteen. entitled ‘Common law:” of chapter ' 
sixteen, entitled “Corporations: ` of chapter eighteen, entltled 
, ‘Counties and county officers; of sections fifteen and sixteen of 
article six of the constitution of said state, and of chapter twenty 
of said laws, entitled "Courts--Probate;" of chapter twenty- 
three, entitled ‘‘Decedents;” of chapter twenty -four. entitled 
“Deputies: " of chapter twenty-five, entitled : Divorce and Ali- 
mony;" of chapter twenty-six, entitled **Elections;" of chapter 
twenty- eight. entitled ‘‘Fees;” of chapter thirty-two, entitled 
‘Frauds: of chapter thirty-four, entitled ‘‘Guardians and 
. Wards;" of chapter thirty-six. entitled ‘‘Homesteads;” of chap- 

ter forty-one, entitled ‘‘Instruments Negotiable;” of. chapter 
forty-four, entitled *'Interest;" of chapter forty-six, entitled 
“Jails;” of chapter fifty, entitled “Liquors,” but no licenses shall 
be issued under this chapter; of chapter fifty-two, entitled ‘‘Mar- 
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. riage;" of chapter fifty-three, entitled “Married Women;" of 
chapter fifty-four, entitled ‘Mechanics’ and Laborers’ Liens;" 
of chapter sixty-one, entitled ‘‘Oath and Affirmations;” of chap- 
ter sixty-three, entitled ‘‘Occupying Claimants; " of article one 
of chapter seventy-two, entitled “Railroads;” of chapter seven- 
ty-three, entitled Real Estate;" and the pr ovisions of part two 
of said Jaws, entitled ‘Code of civil procedure, " and of part 
three thereof, entitled ‘‘Criminal Code." 

The governor of said Territory is authorized to divide each 
ccunty into election precincts and into such political sub-divis: 
ions other than' school districts as may be required by the laws 
of the state of Nebraska; and is hereby authorized to appoint 
all officers of such counties and snb-divisions thereof as he'shall 
deem necessary, and all election officers until their election or 
appointment shall be provided for by the legislative assembly, 
but not more than two of the judges or inspectors of election 

in any election precinct shall be members of the same political 

-. party, and the candidates of each political party who may be 

voted for at such election may designate one personwho shall be 

present at the counting and canvassing of the votes cast in each 

precinct. J 


The supreme and district courts of said Meritor shall have . 
the same power to‘enforce the laws of the state of Nebraska 
hereby extended to and put in force in said Territory as courts 
of like jurisdiction have in said state; but county courts and jus- 
tices of the’ peace shall have and exercise the jurisdiction which 

` is authorized by said laws of Nebraska: Provided, That the jur- 
'isdiction of justices of the peace in said Territory shall not ex- 
‘ceed the sum of one hundred dollars, and county courts shall 
have jurisdiction in all cases where the sum or matter in de- 

~- mand exceéds the’ sum of one hundred dollars. 


SECTION 12. That jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon the 
district courts of the Territory of Oklahoma over all conttover- 
Sies arising between members or citizens of one tribe or nation 
of Indians and the members or citizens of other tribes or nations 
in the Territory of Oklahoma, and any citizen or member of one 
tribe or nation who may commit any offense or crimein said 
Territory against the person or property of a citizen or mem- 
ber of another tribe ornation shall be subject to the same punish- 
ment in the Territory of Oklahoma as he would be if both par- 
ties were citizens of the United States; and any person residing 
in the Territory of Oklahoma, in whom thére is Indian blood, 

shall have the right to invoke the aid of coürts therein for the 
protection of his person or property, as though he were a citizen 
of the United States: Provided, That nothing in this act con- 
tained shall be construed as to give jurisdiction to .the courts 
established in said Territory in controversies arising between 
Indians of the same tribe, while sustaining their tribal relation. 


SECTION 13. That there shall be appointed for said Territory 
a person learned in the law, who shall act as attorney for the 
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United States, and shall continue in office for four years, and 
until his successor ig appointed and qualified, unless sooner 
removed by the president. Said attorney shall receive a salary 
at the rate of two hundred and fifty dollars annually. There 
` shall be appointed a marshal for said Territory, who shall hold 
his office for four years, and until his successor is appointed ` 
and qualified, unless sooner removed by the president, and who 
shall execute all process issuing from the said courts when ex- 
ercising their jurisdiction as circuit and district court of the 
United States, he shall have and perform the duties and be sub- 
ject to. the same regulations and penalties imposed: by law on 
the marshal of theUiited States, and be entitled to a salary at 
the rate of two hundred dollars a year. There shall be allowed 
tothe attorney, marshal, clerks of the supreme and district 
courts the same fees as are prescribed for similai services by 
such persons in chapter sixteen, title Judiciary. of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States. 


SECTION 14. That the governor, — chief justice and 
associate justices, attorney and marshal shall be nominated and 
by and with the advice and consent of the sénate, appointed by 
the president of the United States. The governor and secre- 
tary, to be appointed as aforesaid, shall, before thev act as such. 
respectively take an oath of affirmation before the district judge. 
or some justice of the peace or other officer-in the limits of said 
Territory duly authorized to administer oaths and affirmations 
- by the laws now in force therein, or before the chief justice 
-or somé associate justice of the supreme court of the United 
States, to support the constitution of the United States and 
taithfully to discharge the duties of their respective offices, 
which said oaths, when so taken, shall be certified by the person 
by whom the same shall have been taken; and such certificates 
shall be received and recorded by the secr etary among the exec- 
utive proceedings, and the chief justice and associate justices, 
and all other civil officers in said Territory, before they act as 
such, shall take a like oath or affirmation before the said ‘gov- 
ernor or secretary. or some judge or justice of the peace of the 
- Territory. who may be duly commissioned and qualified, which 
said oath or affirmation shall be certified and transmitted by 
the person taking the same, to the secretary, to be recorded 
oy him as aforesaid, and afterwards the like oath or affirma- 
tion shail be taken, certified and recorded in such manner and 
form as may be prescribed by law, The governor shall receive 
an annual salary of two thousand six hundr ed dollars as gover- 
nor; the chief justice and associate justices shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, and the secretary shall 
receive an annual salary of one thousand eight hundred dollars. 
The said salaries shall be payable quarter” ‘yearly at the treas- * 
ury of the United States. The members of the legislative 
assembly shall be entitled to receive four dollars each per day 
during their attendance at the sessions, and fourdollars foreach 
and every twenty miles tráveled in going to and returning from 
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said sessions, estimating the distance by the nearest traveled 
route. There shall be appropriated annually the sum of one 


- thousand dollars, to be expended by the governor to defray the 


contingent expenses of the Territory. There shall also be ap- 
propriated annually a sufficient sum, to be expended by the sec- 
retary, and upon an estimate to be made by the secretary of the 


, treasury of tbe United States, to defray the expenses of the leg- 


islative assembly, of the courts. the printing of the laws, and 
other incidental expenses; and the secretary of the Territory 
shall annually account to the secretary of the treasury of the 
United States for the manner in which the aforesaid sum ‘shall 
have been expended. ! 

SECTION 15. That the legislative assembly of the Territory 
of Oklahoma shall hold its first session at Guthrie, in said Ter- 
ritory, at such time as the governor thereof shall appoint and 
direct; and at said first session, or as soon thereafter as they 


‘shall deem expedient, the governor and legislative assembly 


shall proceed to locate and establish the seat of government for 
said Territory, at such place as they may deem eligible, which 


: place, however, shall thereafter be subject to be changed by 


the said governor and legislative assembly. 


SECTION 16, . That a delegate to the house of representatives 
of the United States, to serve during each congress of the 
Uniteđ: States, may be elected by the voters qualified to elect 
members of the legislative assembly, who shall be entitled to 
the same rights and privileges as are exercised and enjoyed 
b$ the delegates from the several other Territories of the United 
States in the said house of representatives. The first election 
shall be lield at such time and place, and be conducted in such 
manner as the governor shall appoint and direct, after at least 
sixty days’ notice, to be given by proclamation, and at all sub- 
sequent elections the time, place, and manner of holding elec- 
tions, shall be prescribed by law. The person having the, 
greatest number of votes of the qualified electors, as herein- 
before provided, shall be declared by the governor elected, and 
a certificate thereof shall be accordingly given. 


"SECTION 17. That the provisions of title 62 of the revised 
statutes of the United States relating to national banks,, and 
all amendments thereto, shall have the same force and effect 
in the Territory of Oklahoma ad elsewhere in the United States: 
Provided, That persons otherwise qualified to act as directors 
shall not be required to have resided in said Territory for more 
than three months immediately preceding their election as 
such. 

SECTION 18. That sections numbered sixteen: and thirty-six ` 
in each township in said Territory shall be, and the same are 
hereby reserved for the purpose of being applied to public 
schools in the state or states hereafter to be erected out of the 
same. In all cases where sections sixteen and thirty-six, or 
either of them, are occupied by actual settlers prior to survey 
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thereof the county commissioners of the counties in Wi such 
sections are so occupied are authorized to locate other lands, to 
. an equal amount, in sections or fractional sections, as the case 
may be, within their respective counties, in lieu of the sectións 
so occupied. 


All the lands E e: in that Sorti of the Territory of Ok- 
lahoma heretofore known as the Public Land Strip.shall be open 
to settlement under the provisions of the homestead laws of the 
United States, except section 2301 of the revised statutes, 
which shall not apply; but all actual and bona fide settlers upon 
and occupants of the landsin said Public Land Stripat the time 
of the passage of this act. shall be entitled to have preference 
to and hold the lands upon which they have settled under the 
homestead laws of the United States, by virtue of their-settle- 

ment and occupancy of said lands. and they shall be credited 
with the time they have actually occupied their homestéads, re- 
spectively, not exceeding two years. on the time required under 
said laws, to perfect title as homestead settlers. 


The lands within said Territory of Oklahoma. edid by 
cession of the Muscogee (or Creek) Nation of Indians. confir med 
by act of .congress approved March first, eight een hundred aud 
eighty-nine, and also the lands acquired in pursuance of an 
agreement with the Seminole Nation of Indians by release and 
conveyance, dated March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and : 
eighty-nine, which may hereafter be opened to settlement, shall 
be disposed of under the provisions of sections 12, 18 and 14. of 
the “Act making appropriations for the current and contingent 
expenses of the Indi an department, and for fulfilling treaty stip- 
ulations with various Indian tribes for the year ending June 
thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety, and for other purposes, ” 
approved March second, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, and 
under section 2 of an “ Act to ratify and confirm an agreement 
with the Muscogee (or Creek) Nation of Indians in the Indian. 
territory, and for other purposes," approved March first, eigh- , 
teen hundred and eighty-nine: Provided, however, That each set- 
tler under and in accordance with the provisions of said acts 
shall, before receiving a patent for his homestead, on the land 
hereafter opened to settlement as aforesaid, pay to the United 
States for the land so taken by him, in addition to.the fees pro- 
vided by law, the sum of one- dollar and twenty-five cents per 
acre. 


Whenever any of the other lands within the Territory of Okla- 
homa, now occupied by any Indian tribe, shall by operation of 
law or proclamation of the president of the United States. be. 
open to settlement, they shall be disposed of to actual settlers 
only, under the provisions of the homestead law, except section 
2301 of the revised statutes of the United States, which shall 
not apply: Provided, however, That each settler under and in 
accordance with the provisions of said Homestead laws, shall, 
before receiving a patent for his homestead pay to the United 
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States for the land so taken by him, in addition to the fees 
provided by law, a sum per acre equal to the amount which 
has been or may be paid to the United-States to obtain a relin 


quishment of the Iudian title or interest therein, but in no case’ 


shall such payment be less thau one dollar and twenty-five cents 
per acre. The rights of*honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors in the late civil war, as defined and described in sections 


'2804 and 2305 of the revised statutes of the United States, shall 


not be abridged except as to such payment. All tracts of land in 
Oklahoma Territory which have been set apart tor school pur- 
poses, to educational societies, or missionary boards at work 
among the Indians, shall not be opened up for settlement, but 
are hereby granted to the respective educational societies or 
missionary boards for wliose use the same have been set apart. 

No part of the land embraced within the Territory hereby cre- 
ated shall inure to the use or benefit of any railroad corporation, 
except the rights of way and land for stations heretofore granted 
to certain railroad corporations. Norshall any provision of this 
act or any act of any officer of the United States, done or per- 
formed under the provisions of this act or otherwise, invest any 
corporation owning er+operating any railroad in the Indian Ter- 
ritory, or Territorv created by this act, with any land or right 
to any,land in either of said Territories, and this act shall not 
apply to or affect an y land which, upon any condition on becom- 
ing a part of the public domain, would inure to the benefit of, or 
become the property of, any railroad corporation. 

SECTION 19. That portion of the Territory of Oklahoma 
heretofore known as the Public Land strip is hereby declared a 
public land district, aud the president of the United States is 
hereby empowered to locate a land office in said district, at 
such place as he shall select, and to appoiut in conformity with 
existing law a register and receiver of said land office. He may 


«also, whenever he shall deem it.necessary, establish another 


additional land district within said Territory, locate a land 
Office therein, and in like mauner appoint a.register and receiver 
thereof. And the commissioner of the general land office shall, 
when directed by the president. cause the lands within the Ter- 
ritory to be properly surveyed and subdivided where the same 
has not already been done. 


SECTION 20. That the procedüre in .applications, entries, 
contests, and adjudications in the Territory of Oklahoma shall 
be in form and manner prescribed under the homestead laws of 
the United States, and the general principles and provisions of 
the homestead laws, except as modified by the provisions of 
this act, and the act of congress approved March first and sec- 


-ond. eighteen hundred dnd eighty- nine, heretofore mentioned, 


shall be applicable to all entries made in said Territory, but 
no patent shall be issued to any person who is not a citizen of 
the United States at the time of making final proof. 


All persons who shall settle on land in said Territory, under , 


the provisions of the homestead laws of the United States, and 
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of this act, shall be required to select the same in square form 
as nearly as may be: and no person who shall at the time be 
seized in fee simple of a hundred and sixty acres of land in any 
state or territory, shall hereafter be entitled to enter land in 
said Territory of Oklahoma The provisions of sections 2304 
and 2305 of the revised statutes oí the United States shall. 
except so far as modified by this act, apply to al! homestead 
settlements in said Territory. 


SECTION 21. That any person. entitled by law to take a 
homestead in said Territory of Oklahoma. who has already 
located and filed upon, or shall hereafter locate and file upon, a 
homestead within the limits described in the presideut's procla- 
mation of April first, [March 23] eighteen hundred and eighty- 
nine, and under and iu pursuance of the Jaws applicable to the 
settlement of the lands for settlement by such proclamation 
and who has complied with all the laws relating to such home- 
stead Settlement, may receive a patent therefor at the expira- 
tion of twelve months from date of locating upon said home- 
stead, upon payment to the United States "of one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per acre for land embraced in such home- 
stead. 


SECTION 22. That the provisions of title 32. chapter $, of the, 
revised statutes of the United States, relating to “Reservation 
and Sale of Town Sites on the Public Lands,’ "shall apply to 
the lands open. or to be opened to settlement in the Territory 
of Oklahoma, except those opened to settlement by the procla- 
mation of the president on the twenty-second day of April. 
| March 23] eighteen hundred and eighty-niue: Provided, That 
hereafter all.surveys for town sites 1n said Territory shall con- 
tain reservations for parks (of substantially equal.area, if more 
than. one park), and for schools and other public purposes, 
embracing in the aggregate not less than ten nor more than 
twenty acres; and patents for such reservations, to be main- 
tained for such purposes. shall be issued to the towns respect- 
ively when organized as municipalities: - Provided, further, That 
in case any lands in said territory of Oklahoma, which may be 
occupied and filed upon as a homestead, under the provisions 
of law applicable to said Territory, by a person who is entitled 
to perfect his title thereto under such laws. is required for 
townsite purposes, it shall be lawful for such person to apply 
to the secretary of the interior to purchase the lands embraced 
in said homestead, or any part thereof; for- townsite purposes. 
He shall file with the application a plat of such proposed town’ 
site, and if such plat shall be approved by the secretary of the 
‘interior, he shall issue a patent to such person for land 
embraced in said town site, upon the payment of the sum of ten 
dollars per acre for all the lands embraced in such townsite. 
except the lands to be donated and maintained for public pur- 
poses, as provided in this section. And the sums so received 
by the secretary of the interio#shall be paid: over to the proper 
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authorities of the municipalities when organized, to be used by 
them for school purposes only. 

Section 23. That there shall be reserved public highways 
four rods wide between each seotion of land in said Territory, 
the section liues being the center of, said highways; but no de- 
duction shall be made. where cash payments are provided for, 
iu tlie amount to be paid for each quarter section of land by rea- 
son of such reservation. But if the said highway shall be va- 
cated. by any competent authority, the title to the respective 
strips shall inure to the tiren owner of the tract of which it 
formed a part by the originaV survey. ` 

SECTION 24. That it shali be unlawful for any person, for 


. himself or any company, association, or corporation, to directly 


or indirectly procure any person to settle upon any lands open 
to settlement iu the Territory of Oklahoma. with intent there- 
after of acquiring ANtlg thereto; and any title thus acquired 
shall be void; and the parties to such fraudulent settlement shall 


. severally bé guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished 


upon indictment, by imprisonment not exceeding twelve months, 
or by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or by both 


- such fine and imprisonment. in the discretion of the court. 


SECTION 25. That inasmuch as there is a controversy between 
the United States aud the state of Texas.’as to the owner- 
ship of what is known as Greer county, it is hereby expressly 
provided that this act shall not be construed to apply to said 
Greer county until the title to the same has been adjudicated 
and determined to be in the United. States: and, in order to 
provide for a speedy and final judicial determination of the 
controversy aforesaid. the attorney-general of the United States 


' is hereby authorized and directed to commence in the name and 


on behalf of the United States. and prosecute to a final deter- 
mination, a proper suit in equity in the supreme court of the 
United States against the state of Texas, setting forth the title 
and claim of the United States to the tract of land lying be- 
tween the ,North and South Forks of the Red river where the 
Indian Territory and the state of Texas adjoin, east of the one 
hundredth degree of longitude. and claimed by the state of 
Texas as within its boundary and a part of its land, and desig-_ 
ndted on its map as Greer county, in order that the rightful title 
to said land may be finally determined, and the court on the 
trialof the case may, in its discretion, so far as the ends of 
justice will warrant, consider any evidence heretofore taken 
aud received bv the joint boundary commmission under the act 
of congress approved January thirty-first, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-five: and.said case shall be advanced on the docket of 
said court, and proceeded with to jts conclusion as rapidly as 
the nature and circumstances of the case permit: 

SECTION 96. "That the following.sums, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, are hereby appropriated, out of any money in 
the-treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be disbursed under 
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the direction of the secretary of the interior, in the same man- 
ner that similar appropriations are disbursed in the other Ter- 
ritories of the United States, namely. 


To pay the expenses of the first legislative assembly of said 
Territory, including the printing of the session laws thereof. 
the sum of forty thousand dollars. 

To pay thesalaries of the governor. the judges of the supreme 
court, the secretary of the Territory. the marshal, the attorney. 
and other officers whose appointment is provided for in thisact. 
for the remainder of the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, eigh- 
teen hundredand ninety, the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 


To pay for the rent of buildings for the legislative and execu- 
tive offices, ahd for the supreme and district courts; to provide 
jails, and support prisoners: to pay mileage and per diem of 
jurors and witnesses; to provide books, records and statiouery 
for executive and judicial offices for the remainder of the fiscal 
year ending June thirtieth. eighteen hundred and ninety, the 


. sum of fifteen thousand dollars. 


To enable the governor to take a’ census of the inhabitants 
of said Territory, as required by law, the sum of five thousand 
dollars. 

To be expended by the governor in temporary € and aid 
of common school education in said Territory, as soon as à Sys- 
tem of public schools shall have been established by the legis- 
lative assembly, the sum of fifty thousand dollars. 


SECTION 27. That the provisions of this act shall not be so 
construed as to invalidate or impair any legal claims or rights of 
persons occupying any portion of said Territory, under the laws 
of the United States, but such claims shall be adjudicated by 
the land department. or the courts, in accordance with their re- 
spective jurisdictions. 


SECTION 28. That the constitution and all the laws of the 
United States not locally inapplicable shall, except so far as 
modified by this act, have the same force and effect as elsewhere 
within the United States: and all acts and parts of acts in con- 
flict with the provisions of this act are as to their effect in said 
Territory of Oklahoma hereby repealed: Provided. That section 


. 1850 of the revised statutes of the United States shall not apply 


a 


to the Territory of Oklahoma. 


SECTION 29. Thatall that part of the United States which is 
bounded on the north by the state of Kansas, on the east by the 
states of Arkansas and Missouri, on the south by the state of 
Texas, and on the west and north by the Territory of Oklahoma 


as defined in the first section of this act, shall for the purposes , 


of this act, be known as the Indian Territory; and the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States court established under and by virtue 
of an act entitled, “An Act to Establish a United States Court 
in the Indian Territory and for other. purposes,’ ' approved 


March first, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, is hereby limited — 
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to and shall extend only over the Indian Territory as defined in 
this section; that the court established by said act shall in ad- 

dition to the jurisdiction conferred thereon by said act, have 
aud exercise within the limits of the Indian Térritory, jurisdic- 
tion in all civil cases in the Indian territory, except cases over 
which the tribal courts have exclusive jurisdiction; and in all 
cases on cont£acts entered into by citizens of any tribe or nation 
with citizens of the United States in good faithand for valuable 
consideration, aud in accordance with the laws of such tribe or 
nation, aud such contracts shall be deemed valid and enforced 
by such courts; and in ali cases over which jurisdiction is con- 
ferred by this act or may hereafter bé conferred by act of con- 
gress; and the provisious of this act hereinafter set forth shall, 

apply to said Indian Territory only. 


Suction 30. That for the purpose of holding terms of said 
court, said Indian Territory is hereby divided into three divi- 
sions, to be known as the first. second and third divisions. 
The first division shall consist of the country occupied by the 
Indian tribes in the Quapaw Indian Agency and all that part 
of the Cherokee country east of the ninety-sixth meridian and 
all of the Creek country; and the place ‘for holding said court 
therein shall be at Muskogee. The second division shall con- 
sist of the Choctaw country. and the place tor holding said 
court therein shall be at South McAlister. The third division 
shall consist of the Chickasaw and Seminole countries, and 
the place of holding : sad, court tberein shall be at Ardmore. 
That the attorney general of the United States may, if in his 
judgment it shall be necessary, appoint an assistant attorney 
for said .court And the clerk of said court shall appoint a 
deputy clerk in each of said divisions in which said clerk does 
not himself reside at the place in such division where the 


_terms of said court are to be held. Such deputy clerk shall 


keep his office aud reside at the place appointed for holding 
of said courts in the division of such residence, and shall keep- 
the records of said courts for such division, and in the absence 


- of the clerk may exercise all the official powers of the clerk 


within the division for which he is appointed: Provided, That 
the appointment of such deputies shall be approved by the said 
United States court in the Indian Territory. and may be an- 
nulled by said court at its pleasure, and the clerk shall be 
responsible for the official acts and negligence of respective 
deputies. The judge of said court shall hold at least two 
terms of said court each year in each of the divisions aforesaid, 
at such regular times as said judge shall fix and determine, 
and shall be paid his actual traveling expenses and subsistence 
while attending and holding court at places other than Mus- 
kogee. All jurors for each term of said court, in each divi- 
sion. shall be selected and summoned in the manner provided 
in said act. three jury commissioners to be selected by said 
court for each division. who shall possess all the qualifications 
and perform in said division all the duties-required by the jury 
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commissioners provided for in said act. All prosecutions for 
crimes or offenses hereafter committed in said Indian Territory 
shall be cognizable within the division in which such crime 
or offense shall have been committed. And all civil suits shall 
- be brought in the division in which the defendant or defendants 
reside or may be found: but if there be two or more defen- 
dants residing in different divisions, the action may be bronght 
in any division in which either of the defendants resides or 
. may be found. And all cases shall be tried in th> division 
in which the process is returnable.as-herein provided, unless 
said judge shall direct such case to be removéd to one of the 
other divisions: Provided, however, That the judicial tribunals 
of the Indian nations shall retain exclusive jurisdiction in all 
civil and criminal cases arising in the country in which mem- 
bers of the nation by nativity o1 by adoptiou shall be the only 


parties; and as to all such cases the laws of the state of Arkan- . 


sas extended over and put in force in the said Indian Terri- 
'tory by this act shall not apply. 


SECTION 91. That certain generalAws of thestate of Arkan- 


sas in force at the close of the session of the general assembly 
of that state of eighteeu hundred and eighty-three, as pub- 
lished in eighteen hundred and eighty-four,-in the volume 
known as Mansfield’s Digest of the Statutes:of Arkansas, which 
are not locally inapplicable or in conflict with this act or with 
any law of congress. relating to the subjects specially mentioned 


in this section, are hereby extended'over and put in forcein the . 


Indian Territory until congress shall otherwise provide. that is 
to say, the provisions of the said general statutes of Arkansas 
relating to administration, chapter one, and the United States 
court in the Indiau Territory herein referred to, shall have and 
exercise the powers of courts of probate under said laws; to 
public administrators, chapter two, aud the United States mar- 
shal of the Indian Territory shall perform the duties imposed 


by said chapter on the sheriffs of said state; to arrest and bail, : 


civil, chapter seven; to assignment for benefit of creditors, -chap- 
ter eight; to attachments, chapter nine: to attorneys at law. 
chapter eleven; to bills of exchange and promissory notes, 
chapter fourteen; to civil rights, chapter eighteen; to common 
and statute law of England, Chapter twenty; to contempts, 
chapter twenty-six; to municipal corporations, chapter twenty- 
nine, division one; to costs, chapter thirty; to descents and 
distributions, chapter forty-nine: to divorce, chapter fifty-two. 
and said court in the Indian Territory shall exercise the powers 
of the circuit courts of Arkansas under this chapter; to dower. 
chapter fifty-two; to evidence, chapter fifty-nine; to execution, 
chapter sixty: to fees, chapter sixty-three; to forcible entry 
and detainer. chapter sixty-seven; to frauds, statute of, chapter 
sixty-eight; to fugitives from justice, chapter sixty-nine: to 
gaming contracts, chapter seventy: to guardians, curators. and 
wards. chapter seventy-three, and said -court in the Indian 


Territory shall appoint guardians and curators: to habeas corpus. 
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chapter seventy-four; to injunction, chapter eighty-one; to 
insane persons and drunkards, chapter eighty-two, and said court 
in the Indian Territory shall exercise the powers of the probate 
courts of Arkansas under this chapter; to joint and several obli- 


gations and contracts, chapter eighty-seven; to judgments and . 


decrees, chapter eighty-eight; to judgments summary, chapter 
eighty-nine; to jury, chapter ninety; to landlord and tenant, 
chapter ninety- -two; to legal noticesand advertisements, chapter 
ninety-four; to liens, chapter ninety-six; to limitations, chapter 
ninety-seven; to mandamus and prohibition, chapter one hundred; 
to: marriage contracts, chapter one hundred and two; to mar- 
riages, chapter one hundred and threé: to married women, 
chapter one hundred and four; to money and interest, chapter 
one hundred and nine; to mortgages, chapter one hundred and 
ten; to notaries public, chapter one hundred and eleven. and 
said court in the Indian Territory shall appoint notaries public 
under this chapter; to partition the sale of lands, chapter one 
hundred and fifteen; to pleadings and practice, chapter one 
huudred and nineteen: to recorder, chapter one hundred and 
twenty-six; to replevin. chapter one hundred and twenty-eight; 
to venue, change of, chapter one hundred and fifty-three; and 
to wills and testaments, chapter one hundred and fifty-five; 
and whenever in said laws of Arkansas the courts of record 
of said state are mentioned the said courtin the Indian Territory 
shall be substituted therefor; and whenever the clerks of said 
courts are mentioned in said laws the clerk of said court in the 
Indian Territory and his deputies, respectively. shall be sub- 
stituted therefor; and whenever the sheriff of the county is 
mentioned in said laws the United States marshal of the Indian 
Territory shall be substituted therefor, for the purpose, in each 
of the cases mentioned, of making said laws of Arkansas appli- 
cable to the Indian Territory. 

That no attachment shall issue against improvements on 
real estate while the title to the land is vested in any Indian 
nation, except where such improvements have been made by 
persons, companies or corporations operating coal or other 
‘mines, railroads, or other industries under léase or permission 
' of law of an Indian national council, or charter, or law of the 
United States. 

That executions upon judgmerits obtained in any other than 
Indian courts shall not be valid for he salé or conveyance of 
title to improvements made upon lands owiled by an Indian 
nation, except in the cases wherein attachments are provided 
for. Upon a return of nulla bona, upon an execution upon any 
judgment against an adopted citizen of any Indian tribe, or 
against any person residing in the Indian country and not a 
citizen thereof, if^ the judgment debtor shall be the owner of 
any improvements upon real estate within the Indian Territory 
in excess of one hundred and sixty acres occupied as a home- 
'Stead;.sucb improvements may be subjected to the payment of 
such judgment by a decree of the court in which such judgment 
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was. rendered Proceedings to subject such property to the 
payment of judgments may be by petition, of which the judg- 
ment debtor shall have notice as inthe original suit. If on the 
hearing the court shall be satisfied from the evidence that the 
judgment debtor is the owner of improvements on real estate 
subject to the payment of said judgment the court may order the 
same sold, and the proceeds, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary to satisfy said judgments and costs, applied to the . 
payment of said judgment; or if the improvement is of sufficient 
rental value to discharge the judgment within a reasonable 
time the court may appoint a receiver, who shall take charge 
of such property and apply the rental receipts thereof to the 
payment of such judgment, under such regulations as the court 
may prescribe. If under such proceeding any improvement is 
sold only citizens of the tribe in which said property is situate 
may become the purchaser thereof. 


The ‘constitution of the United States and all general laws 
of the United States which prohibit crimes.and misdemeanors 
in any place within the sole and exclusive jurisdiction’ of the 
United States, except in the District of Columbia, and all laws 
relating to national banking associations, shall have the same 
force and effect in the Indian Territory as elsewhere in the 
United States; but nothing in this act shall be so construed as 
to deprive any of the courts;of the civilized nations of exclu- 
Sive jurisdiction over all cases arising wherein members of said 
nations, whether by treaty, blood, or adoption, are the sole 
parties, nor so as to interfere with the right and power, of said . 
civilized nations to punish said members for violation of the 
statutes and laws enacted by theirnational councils where such 
e are not contrary to the treaties and laws of the United 

tates. 


SECTION 32. That the word ‘‘County,” as used in any of the 
laws of Arkansas which are put in force in the Indian Territory 
by the provisions of this act, shall be construed to embrace the 
territory within the limits of a judicial division in said Indian 
Territory; and whenever in said laws of Arkansas the word 
' “County” is used, the words ‘Judicial division” may be substi- 
tuted therefor, in said Indian Territory, for thé purposes of this 
act. And whenever in said laws of Arkansas the word “State,” 
or the words ‘‘State of Arkansas" are used, the word ‘‘Terri- 
tory" orthe words‘‘ Indian Territory may be substituted theref- 
or, for the purposes of this act, and for the, purpose of making 
said laws of Arkansas applicable to the said Indian Territory: 
but all prosecutions therein shall run in the .name of the 
“United States.” 


SECTION 33. That the provisions of chapter 45 of the said 
general laws of Arkansas, entitled ‘‘Criminal law,” except 
as to the crimes and misdemeanor mentioned in the proviso to 
this section, and the provisions of chapter 46 of said general 
laws of Arkansas, entitled ‘‘Criminal. procedure,” as far as 
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they are applicable, are hereby extended over and put in force 
in the Indian Territory, and jurisdiction to enforce said provis- 
ions is hereby conferred upon the United States court therein: 
Provided, That in all cases where the la ws of the United States 

— and the said criminal laws of Arkansas have provided for the 
punishment of the same offenses the laws of the United States 
shall govern as to such offenses. And provided further, That 
the United States circuit court and district courts respectively, 
for the western district of Arkansas and eastern district of 
Texas, respectively, s shall continue to exercise exclusive juris- 
diction’ as now provided by law in the Indian Territory as de- 
fined in this act, in their respective districts as heretofore 
established, over all crimes and misdemeanors against the laws 
of the United States applicable to;the said territory, which 
are punishable by said laws of the United States by death 
or by imprisonment at hard labor, except as -otherwise pro- 
vided in the followiug sections of this act. 


SECTION 84. That original jurisdiction is hereby conferred 
upon the United States court in the Indian Territory to enforce 
the provisions of title 28, chapters 3 and 4, of the revised stat- 
utes of the United Státes, in said Territory, except the offenses 
defined and embraced in sections 2142 and 2148: Provided, That 
as to the:violations of section 2139 of said revised statutes, the 
jurisdiction of said court in the Indian Territory shall be con- 
current with the jurisdiction exercised in the enforcement of 
such provisions by.the United States courts for the western 
district of Arkansas aud the eastern district of Texas: Provided, 
That all violation of said chapters 3 and 4, prior to the passage 
of this act, shall be prosecuted. in the United States courts, 
respectively, the same as if this act had not been passed. 


SECTION 35.. The exclusive original jurisdiction is hereby 
conferred upon the United States court in the Indian Territory 
= to enforce the provisions of chapter 4, title 70, of the revised 
statutes of the United States, entitled '' Crimes against justice," 
in all cases where the crimes mentioned therein are committed 
in any judicial proceeding in the Indian Territory and where 
such crimes affected and impeded the enforcement of the laws 
in the courts established in said Territory: Provided, That all 
' violations of the provisions of'said chapter prior to the passage 
of this act shall be prosecuted im the United States courts for 
the western district of Arkansas and the eastern district of 
Texas, respectively, the same as if this act had not been passed 


SECTION 36. That jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon the 
"United States court in the Indian Territory over all contro- 
versies arising between members or citizens of one tribe or nation 
of Indians and the ffembers or citizens of other tribes or nation ' 
in the Indian Territory, and any citizen or member of one tribe 
or nation who may commit any inem or crime against the per- 
son or property of a citizen or member of another tribe or na- 
tion shall be subject to the samé punishment in the Indian Ter- 
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ritory.as he would be if both parties were the citizens of United 
States. .And any member or citizen of any Indian tribe-or nation 
in the Indian. Territory shall have the right to invoke the aid of 
. said court therein for the protection of his: person or property 
as against any person not a member of the same tribe or nation, 
as though he were a citizen of the United States. 


SECTION 37. ‘That if any person shall, in the Indian Terri- 
tory, open, carry on, promote, make or draw, publicly or pri- 
vately, any lottery or scheme of chance of any kind or descrip-' 
tion, by whatever name, style or title the same may be denomi- 
uated or known, or shall, in said Territory, vend, seli, barter 
or dispose of any lottery ticket or tickets, order or orders, device 
or devices, of any kind, for or representing any number of shares 
or any interest in any lottery or scheme of chance or shall open 
or establish as owner or otherwise any lottery or scheme of 
chance in said 'l'erritory, or shall be in any wise concerned in 
any lottery or scheme of chance, by acting as owner or .agent 
in said Territory, for.or on behalf of any lottery or scheme of 
chance, to be drawn, paid or carried on, either out or within said 
Territory; every such person shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, on conviction thereof. shall be fined for the first 
offense, not exceeding five hundred dollars, and for the second 
offense shall, on conviction, be fined not less than five hundred 
dollars and not exceeding five thousand dollars. and he may be 
imprisoned, in the discretion of the court, not exceeding one 
year. And jurisdiction to enforce the provisions of this:section 
is hereby conferred upon the United States court in said Indian 
Territory; and all persons therein, including Indians and mem- 
bers and citizens of Indian tribes and nations, shall be subject 
to its provisions and penalties. i 


SECTION 38. The clerk and deputy clerks of said United 
States court shall have the power within their respective dis- 
tricts to issue marriage licenses or certificates and to solemnize 
marriages. They shall keep copies of all marriage licenses or 
certificates issued by them, and a record book in which shall be 
recorded all licenses or certificates after the marriage has been 
solemnized, and all persons authorized by law to solemnize mar- 
riages shall return the license or crtifiecate. after executing the 
same, to the clerk-or deputy clerk who issued it, together with 
his return thereof. They shall also be er officio recorders within 
their respective districts, and as such they shall perform such 
duties as are required of recorders. of deeds under the laws of 
Arkansas, and receive'the fees and compensation therefor which 
are provided in said laws of Arkansas for like service: Provided, 
That all marriages heretofore «contracted under the laws or 
tribal customs of any Indian natior now located in the Indian 
Territory are hereby, declared valid, and the issue of such mar- 
riages shall be deemed legitimate and entitled to all inherit- 
ances of property or other rights, the same as iu the case of the 
issue of other forms of lawful marriage: Provided, further, That 
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said chapter 103 of said laws of Arkansas shall not be construed 
so as to interfere with the operation of the laws governing mar- 
riage enacted by any of the civilized tribes, nor to confer any 
authority upon any: officer of said court to unite a citizen of the 
United States in marriage with a member of any of the civilized 
nations until the preliminaries to such marriage shall have first 
been arranged according to the laws of the nation of which said 
Indian person is a member: 4nd provided further, That where 
such marriage is required by law of an Indian nation to be of 

record, the- certificate of such marriage shall be sent for record 

èto the proper officer, as provided in such law enacted by the 
Indian nation. 


| SECTION 39. "That the United States court in the Indian Ter- 

ritory shall have all the powers of the United States circuit 
court or circuit court judges to appoint commissioners within 
said Indian Territory, who shall be learned in the law, and shall 
be known as United States commissioners; but not exceeding 

. three commissioners shall be appointed for any one division, and 
such commissioners when appointed shall have, within the divi- 
sion designated in the order appointing them, all the powers of 
commissioners of circuit courts of the United States. They 
shall be ex officio notaries public, and shall have power to sol- 
emnize marriages. The provisions of chapter 91 of the said 
laws of Arkansas, regulating the jurisdiction and procedure 
before justices of the peace, are hereby extended over the Indian 
Territory; and said commissioners shall exercise all the powers 
conferred by the laws of Arkansas upon justices of the peace 
within their districts; but they shall have no jurisdiction to try 
any cause where the value'of the thing or the amount in con- 
troversy exceeds one hundred dollars. 


Appeal may be taken from the final judgment of said commis- 
sioners to the United States court in said Indian Territory in 
àll cases and in the same manner that appeals may be taken 
from the final judgments of justices of the peace under the 
provisions of said chapter 91. The said court may appoint a 
constable for each of the commisioner's districts designated 
by the court, and the constable so appointed shall perform all 
the duties required of constables under the provisions of chapter 
24 and other laws ofthe state of. Arkansas. Hach commissioner 
and constable shall execute to the United States, for the secur- 
ity of the public, a good and sufficient bond, in the sum of five 
thousand dollars, to be approved by the judge appointing him, 
conditioned that he will faithfully discharge the duties of his 
Office and account for all moneys coming into his hands, and he 
shall take an oath to support the constitution of the United 
States and to faithfully perform the duties required of him. 


'The appointment of United States commissioners by said court 
held at Muscogee, in the Indian Territory, heretofore made, and 
all acts in pursuance of law and good faith performed by them, 
are hereby ratified and validated. 
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SECTION 40. That persons charged with any offense or crime 
in the Indian Territory, and for whose arrest a warrant has been 
issued, may be arrested by the United States marshal, or any 
of his deputies, wherever found in said Territory, but. in all 
cases the accused shall be taken, for preliminary examination, 
before the commissioner in the judicial division whose office or 
place of business is nearest by the route usually traveled to the 
place where the offense or crime was committed; but this section 
shall apply only to crimes or offenses over which the courts 
located in the Indian Territory have jurisdiction: Provided, That 
in all cases where persons have been brought before a United 
“States commissioner in the Indian Territory for preliminary 
examination, charged with the commission of any crime therein, 
and where it appears from the evidence that a crime has been 
committed, and that there is probable : cause ‘to believe the 
accused guilty thereof, but that the crime is one over which the 
courts in the Indian Territory have no jurisdiction, the accused 
shall not, on that account, be discharged, -byt the case shall be 
proceeded with as provided in section 1014 of the revised stat- 
utes of the United States. 


SECTION 41. That the judge of the United States court in.the 
Indian Territory shall have the same power to extradite persons 
who have taken refuge in the'Indian Territory, charged: with 
crimes in the states or otherterritories of the United States, that 
may now be exercised by the governor of Arkansas in that 
state, and he may issue requisitions upon governors of states 
or other territories for persons who have committed offenses ir 
the Indian Territory, and who have taken refuge in such states 
or.territories. 


SECTION 42. That appeals and writs of error may be taken 
. and prosecuted from the decisions of the United States court in 
the Indian Territory to the supreme court of the United States 
in the same manner and under the same regulations as from the 
circuit courts of the United States, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this act. 


SECTION 48. That any member of any Indian tribe or nation 
residing in the Indian Territory may appl the United States 
court therein to become a citizen of the United States and such 
court shall nave jurisdiction thereof and shall hear and deter- 
mine such application as provided in the statutes of the United 
States; and tlie Confederated Peoria Indians. residing in the 
Quapaw Agency, who have heretofore or who may hereafter 
accept their land in severalty under any of the allotment laws 
of the United States, shall be deemed to be, and are hereby, 
declared to be citizens of the United States from and after the 
selection of their allotments, and entitled to all-the rights, 
privileges, and benefits as such, and parents are hereby de- 
clared from that time to have been and to be the legal guard- 
ians of their minor children without process of court: Provided, 
That the Indians who become citizens of the United States 
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under the provisions of this act act do not forfeit or losefany 
rights or privileges they enjoy or are entitled to as members an 
the tribe or nation of which they belong. 

SECTION 44. That the following sum, or so; mnch thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be disbursed under 
the direction of the attorney general of the United States; in 
the same manner that similar appropriations are disbursed in 
the other territories of the United States, namely: 

To pay the actual traveling and other expenges of the judge of 
the United States court holding court in said Indian Territory 
other than Muskogee; to pay for the rent of buildings for the 
supreme and district courts; to provide jails and=sup port prison- 
ers; to pay mileage and per diem of jurors and witnesses; to pro- 
vide books, records, and stationery for thé judicial offices for 
the remainder of the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety, the sum of ten thousand dollars.

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GOVERNOR S MESSAGE. 


To the Fourth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma : 


In compliance with the provision of the statute of the terri- 
tory directing the governor at the commencement of each 
session of the legislature to communicate by message such infor- 
mation as he may-possess relative to the condition of the terri- 
tory, and to recommend such measures as he may deem expedi- 
ent, the following is respectfully submitted. 


Oklahoma is most fortunately located. The soil is so fertile 
and diversified that the cotton of the southern and the-cereals 
of the central states are produced in equal abundance. This 
happy location is in part responsible for the slight effect here 
felt of the financial distress that now prevails in so many parts 
of the country. Many ot the people are poor, and have had 
and are now having a hard struggle against the conditions that 
necessarily exist in the settlement of a new commonwealth. 
However, an examination of the expenditure of the poor fund 
made in the various counties shows that a remarkably small 
per cent. of the inhabitants are subjects of public charity. 
The people of Oklahoma are intelligent, courageous, energetic 
and frugal. You gentlemen are to be congratulated on being 
chosen to legislate in behalf of such a people. You also, com- 
ing fresh from among the people, are acquainted with their con- 
dition and familiar with their needs. Still it will not be out of 
place for me to suggest that much is expected of the Fourth 
Legislative Assembly. Many abuses exist that can be remedied, 
by proper legislation.

AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


The report of ‘the auditor for the two years ending November 
30,/ 1296, is hereto attached, marked exhibit “A.” From this 
report it will be seen that the receipts rom the three mill-levy, 
authorized by statute, is insufficient to pay tlie general expenses 
of tlie territorial government. Your careful consideration is 
invited to the remedies suggested in this report for this condi- 
tion, as well as the recomméndation for the separation of the 
office of auditor and superintendent of public instruction. It is 
a fact worthy of public notice that the expenses of the terri- 
torial government in Oklahoma, with the single exception of 
Alaska, are not half so great as in any oüe of all the other ter- 
ritories. 


It. will be seen that the indebtedness consists of $48,000 of 
bonded debt, created for the university, normal school and 
agricultural college: $163,073.98 of general fund warrant in- 
debtedness; $3,653.40 normal school warrant indebtedness and 
50,630.23 library fund warrant indebtedness outstanding. This 
indebtedness, including the bonds, draws interest at 6 per cent. 
and the bonds mature in 1903, and the warrant indebtedness is 
subject to payment whenever the revenues of the territory are 
sufficient for that purpose. Under the rule adopted by the 
treasurer the warrants are paid in the order of their registra; 
tion. The receipts derived from the lease of school lands, to- 
gether with the one mill levy for 1896, for the normal school 
and territorial university will liquidate the debt of.those insti- 
tutions during 1897. The three mill levy now being collected 
on the valuation of 1896, $24,815,711, will yield a revenue of 
about $75,000. About 80 per cent. of, this amount will be paid 
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promptly into the territorial treasury and applied to extin- 
guishing of that amount of the floating debt, reducing the 
same to about $100,000. This is comparatively a very small in- 
debtedness for a territory with the resources of Oklahoma, and 
compared with other territories is merely a trifle. A calcuta- 
tion will show that the entire indebtedness will be about fifty- 
four cents per capita. 


TERRITORIAL TREASURER'S REPORT. 


I herewith submit the third biennial report of the territorial 
treasurer, marked exhibit "B." A perusal of this report will 
disclose the fact that the total revenue of the territory from all 
sources, for the biennial period ending November 30, i896. was 
$373,757.07, which, added to the balance on hand November 30, 
1894, $7,585.95, makes a total of 3381.342.02. The disburse- 
ments for the same period were $349,004.31, leaving a balance 
on hand belonging to the various funds of 832,337.71. The total 
amount of general fund warrants redeemed was $105,381.79. id- 
terest on same $9,368.78. The amount of territorial common” 
school fund forwarded to county treasurers was $120,783.92. 
The territorial treasurer recommends that provision be made 
for the registration | of all warrants and their payment in the 
order of registration. This recommendation is certainly in 
accordance with all precedent in such matters and should be 
enacted into law. , Your attention is called to the very elab- 
orate tables showing receipts and balances due from the coun- 
ties on account of territorial tax, for 1895, also tables showing 
the balances due from the several counties on account of terri- 
torial tax for the years 1891 to 1895, inclusive. 


SCHOOL LANDS. 


The report of the board for leasing school lands is herewith 
transmitted, marked exhibit ‘‘C.” This report gives at length 
the transactions relating to school lands for the two years last 
past, and deals at some length with many of the intricate 
problems connected with the administration of that trust.. A 
complete review of the various acts of congress and rules and 
regulations of the board is appended to the report, also detailed 
tables of receipts and expenditures, leased and vacant lands, 
and much other useful information. 

During the two years last past the work in this department 
has been very heavy, requiring the services of from three to 
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five clerks. Every effort has been made to secure promptness 
and accuracy. 


The Third Legislative Assembly, after considering the sad 
of the school lands at some length, and having had under dis- 
cussion several bills, failed to pass any general bill on the 
subject but left the whole matter in the hands of the governor, 
secretary, and superintendent of public instruction, making 
provision simply for the leasing of certain western lands for 
grazing purposes. This left the board with the much discussed 
and vexed question of the renewal of leases unsolved so far as 
any legislation was: concerned. However, they assumed the 
responsibility thus thrown upon them and proceeded with their 
work. An appraisement of all lands upon which leases were 
about to expire, save in a few western counties, àlso of all 
improvements on same, was made and leases were renewed to 
lessees at appraised values unless some other persons offered 
more than appraised value and to pay lessee the appraised value 
of their improvements. The operation of this regulation has, I 
believe, been generally satisfactory and mutually beneficial 
both to the school land fund and to the lessees. I therefore 
invite your attention bothz;to the theory and actual results of 
this leasing. 


The proceeds from leasing the school lands of the territory 
for the two years last past have been $179,551.60, while the net 
cash proceeds of all leases since the beginning have been 
$319,538.86. Of this $274,714.43 has been received since the 
beginning of this administration. These figures are certainly 
-very remarkable and are, I believe, more than has ever been 
realized by any other state or territory out of the same amount 
of lands for the same period. It must not be inferred that this 
has been obtais(ed by oppressing lessees, but has been realized 
merely by~ordinary business methods as the legitimate com- 
mercial values of the lands. The prices paid in the past have 
been in the main those fixed by applicants when the lands were 
offered for lease to the highest bidder. 

Pursuant to the act of the last legislative assembly authoriz- 
ing a contract with D. A. Harvey for securing indemnity lands 
for the territory, lands have been selected by Mr. Harvey in 
the former Kickapoo Indian reservation to the amount of 101,- 
188 and 68-100 acres. These lands were immediately leased and 
are now yielding a handsome revenue to the territory. 

Pursuant to an act of the last legislative assembly, all graz- 
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ing lands in Woodward county have been leased in large bodies 
at $33.00 per section. This is now yielding from this county 
alone six to eight thousand dollars per annum. Very few tracts 
in Beaver county have been leased, though efforts have been 
made to induce stockmen to lease the lands included within 
their ranges and pastures. An act giving authority to collect 
rental from persons using school” lands without leases and 
making such use a misdemeanor would probably have a salu- 
tory effect. l al 
Having been actively engaged in this work as a ‘member of 
the Board for Leasing School Lands, I beg leave to submit a 
' few general recommendations for the consideration of the legis- 
lative assembly. 


No subject is of greater interest to the people or comes 
nearer their homes and firesides than that of the public school, 
and no subject with which your honored body will have to deal 
will be more eagerly watched by the.people than this. The 
school fund is the heritage of the whole people and no act will 
tend more to make the Fourth Legislative Assembly forever 
dear to them than the passage of a just and equitable law pre- 
serving and maintaining this beneficent trust conferred upon 
the territory by congress for the education of the boys and 
girls of Oklahoma. i l 

I would respectfully recommend the creation of the office of 
commissioner of public lands, who should have the immediate 
supervision of the leasing of all public lands of the territory 
and who should be responsible in the first instance for the 
proper conduct of the business and whose acts should be sub- 
ject to review on appeal toa superior board of commissioners. 

I would also recommend that all lands upon which leases are 
about to expire, together with improvements thereon, be 
“appraised by appraisers to be appointed by the territorial 
Officer having charge of the leasing, and that all appraisements 
be subject to review and revision and equalization by the terri- 
torial office. 


That all lands be then officially offered for lease for not less 
than the appraised rental value, with privilege on the part of 
lessees to take the land at the highest rental offered by any 
responsible bidder, or, if the tenant so elect, he may require the 
party applying to lease to pay the tenant the appraised value 
of the improvements or the lessee may remove his improve- 
ments, and that all lands for which no applications are received 
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be leased to the highest bidder, without reserve, at not less 
than two-thirds \the appraised rental value. 

It would greatly facilitate the collection of rents due on 
school land leases if rents were made a lien on improvements 
and growing crops and the school land commissioner authorized 
to issue a rent warrant to the sheriff of any county in cases of 
delinquent payments. 

I would respectfully recommend that the proceeds from leas- 
ing the lands reserved for public buildings be invested in terri- 
torial or county bonds at not greater than par value. 

More detailed recommendations may be found in the report 
of the Board for Leasing School Lands, to which your attention 

:is respectfully invited. 
SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


The report of the territorial superintendent of public instruc- 
tion is hereto attached and marked ‘‘ Exhibit D." It will be 
seen therefrom that the educational interests of the territory 
for the time covered by this report, have shown a continuous 

. and gratifying progress. The school system of the territory is 
shown to be established on a sound basis, and with but slight 
alterations in the law, will be second to nohe in any of the 
states or territories of the Union. The total scholastic popula- 
tion of the territory for'the year 1895 is given at 85,636, an 
increase over the precedine véar of 7,866, or about ten per cent. 
For the year ending June JU, 1596, the scholastic population is 
reported at 88,507, an increase of 2,871, or about three per cent, 
over that for 1895. The Superintendent estimates that the~in- 
crease from now on will average about -five per cent. per 
aunum. ` 
—. In the matter of attendance on the public schools the data 
given indicates that much- progress has been made. -During the 
year 1895. 57,674 pupils were enrolled in the public free schools, 
this number representing about 68 per cent of the scholastic 
population. During the year ending June 30, 1896, 63,686 pupils 
entered the public schools, representing 71 per cent. of the num- 
ber of children of school age in the territory. During the year 
1893, 33 per cent. were enrolled, and during the year 1894, 65 
per cent. These figures speak for themselves, and indicate 
very clearly the progress that has been made. 


AG ; TERRITORIAL UNIVERSITY. 


The report of the board of regents of the territorial university 
is herewith transmitted, marked '' Exhibit E.” Itisa matter of ,

congratulation that the territory has thus early in its history an 
educational institution of such proportions, being as it is, thor 
oughly equippea with buildings and laboratories, and having a 
corps of able and learned professors. The cause of higher edu- 4) 
cation should always be kept well to the front, and the uni- 
versity receive, as I feel assured it always will, the hearty sup- 
port of the legislature and the people. 

TERRITORIAL NORMAL SCHOOL. 

The report of the territorial normal school may be found with 
the report of the superintendent of public instruction, to whom 
by law the president of the normal school is required to report. 
The report shows the normal school to be in a flourishing condi- 
tion, well equipped, having an excellent faculty and a large 
attendance of young men and women preparing for work in the 
schools of the territory. No effort should be spared to make 
the normal school the best in the land, and through it ulti- 
mately to supply a teacher, thoroughly trained, for every school 
district in the territory. 

The colored students of the territory have not attended the 
normal school, not desiring to cause friction by presenting the 
mixed school question, and I deem it not only just and right but 
an imperative duty incumbent on the territory to provide proper 
facilities for educating colored students and supplying the col- 
ored schools of the territory with well trained and efficient 
teachers. I would, therefore, earnestly recommend that a 
branch normal school for their education be established at some 
convenient point in the territory, and that an appropriation 
ample to put the same into immediate operation be made. 


AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 


 lherewith transmit the report of the Board of Regents of the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College of Oklahoma, which is 
marked “Exhibit G,” from which it will appear that the insti- 
tution has made commendable progress in the two years past 
andis serving a very useful purpose, not only in educating the 
sons of farmers to.a better knowledge of literature, science and 
art, and in the special department of agriculture, but has been 
a great aid to the practical farmer. Every effort is being made 
to bring the institution into closer relations to the farmer and 
‘put the results of scientific investigation in his hands for use 
in his every day work. 

I desire to call the attention of the legislature to the import- 
ant fact that the United States has not undertaken to supply 
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all the funds which are needed in investigation in agriculture, 
buildings, etc. Andas the institution now stands in need of 
rooms for botanical, chemical and zoological laboratories, a 
suitable green house, and possibly a few other buildings, and as 
the Hatch Act provides for the expenditure of only $750.00 
per year for the buildings, which is obviously inadequate for the 
needs of the growing station, I would recommeñd that at least 
$5,000 be appropriated for these purposes. 


TERRITORIAL LIBRARIAN. E 


The report of the territorial librarian, which is herewith 
transmitted, marked ‘‘Exhibit H,” makes a very creditable 
showing and is entitled to careful consideration. The redemp- 
tion of warrants issued.on the library fund is a matter which 
will need attention at your hand since the proceeds from the 
sale of statutes and reports have fallen far below what was 
anticipated and the proceeds have proven inadequate to meet 
the necessary expenses of this department. Your attention is 
invited toa joint resolution now pending in Congress for the 


appropriation of five thousand dollars for the purchase of books 


for the territorial library. I trust that an appropriation ade- 
quate to meet the growing needs of the library and to provide 
rooms for the same may be made by the legislature. 

MILITIA. 


‘No report having been filed by the adjutant general, I am not 


prepared to make as extended a report of our militía as I would 


like and believe them entitled to. We have one regiment, 
well equipped and well drilled, as was fully. demonstrated at 
our territorial encampment held at Guthrie in October last. I 
feel assured that with their splendid organization they will 
prove equal to any emergency which might arise at any time 
within the territory.

VETERINARY SURGEON. 


By act of the Third Legislative Assembly, published as 
chapter 50, of the session laws of 1895, veterinary surgery was 
made a department of the Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege, and an experienced person was elected -to fill that place. 
The principal object of this enactment was to provide for the 
establishment of a quarantine line and to protect the stock- 
growing interests of the territory. This enactment has in the 
main proved satisfactory and great’ good has resulted there- 
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from; still the law is imperfect and should be remodeled so as 
to provide adequate punishment for its violation. "The report 
of the veterinary surgeon is herewith transmitted and marked 
‘exhibit “J.” 


COAL OIL INSPECTOR. 


By act of the Third Legislative Assembly the office of Soni 
oil inspector was created. I transmit herewith the first bien- 
nial report of the inspector appointed under said act, marked 
exhibit “K.” It seems that the working of this law has been 
beneficial in the main; still there is serious defect in the stat- 
ute in that oils that have been inspected and found below the 
test prescribed by law are-permitted to be sold, although ne 
are branded by the inspector as rejected. It is recommended 
that section 11 of the act be amended so as to prohibit the sale 
of iS oils ane prescribe proper penalties for its violation. 


TERRITORIAL BOARD OF HEALTH. + y - i 
t 


An elaborate report of the territorial board of healtH is here- 
with:transmitted and marked "Exhibit L,“ and your thoughtful 
consideration is invited to the same. Your attention is called 
to the recommendation for the amendment of section 352 of the 
Oklahoma statutes. As the law now stands there are two ways 
of becoming registered in order to be entitled to practice medi- 
cine in the territory. One is to present a diploma from a medi- 
cal college and the other is to submit to an examination before 
the board- of examiners. , It. seems to be desirable that only 
competent persons should be permitted to practice medicine 
and in order to accomplish this desire it is necessary that 
*medical college” as defined in the above section should be 
qualified so as to shut out the bogus diplomas, issued by certain 
colleges established for the sole purpose of selling diplomas. 


BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS. 


The report of the board of dental.examiners is “herewith 
transmitted marked ‘‘ Exhibit M." A list of registered dentists 
is given and several recommendations for changes in'the exist- 
ing laws are made to which your attention is respectfully 
invited. 

+ : HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

The report of the condition of the historical society marked 

'" Exhibit N,” is herewith transmitted. The report shows many 
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valuable collections made in the two years past aud much his- 
torical matter preserved which would otherwise have been lost. 
The territory is to be congratulated upon having thus early in 


its history begun the preservatiou of matter which in many 


states was entirely lost. Complete files of newspapers have 
been kept aud a very interestiug and valuable collection of 
Indiau relics, tribal history and general information as to 
Indians has been made which will make an interesting chapter 
in the history of Oklahoma. A liberal appropriation for the 
maintenance of this society will certainly commend itself to the 
people of the territory. 


THE INSANE. 


The Third Legislative Assembly passed an act, published as 
chapter 30 Session Laws of 1895, authorizing the governor to, 
contract with responsible individuals or a private corporation 
for the care and treatmeut of the insane within the territory 
for a term not exceeding three years from the 15th day of June, 
1895. Under authority of this statute a contract was entered 
into with the Oklahoma Sanitarium company, a private cor- 
poration. This compauy established an institution at Norman 
and furnished a building with all of the modern couveniences 
aud have given the insane, as T think, better treatment than 
they received without the territory. The patients at.that time 
confined at Jacksonville. Ill.; were tr. udierred to Norman aud 
have been cared for there since that date. Under this contract 
there has been a saving of the transportation, which would 
have been a large item in the two years past, besides the large 
amount of money necessary for the support of these unfortunate 
people has been expended within the territory. The present 
contract expires June 15, 1898. As that is before the conven- 
iug of the next legislature, it will be necessary to make pro- 
visions for the care of the insane after that date or authorize 
the making of a new contract. l 

The report of the superintendent, together with some recom- 


mendations as to a change in the law, is herewith submitted 


and marked Exhibit O.” From this report it will be seen that 
there are at present 126 persons in this institution. 
l recommend that each county be required to pay the expense 


. of transportation of their insane to the asylum instead of the 


territory. . 
The act above referred to also authorized the governor to con- 
tract for the care of the deaf and dumb, but no appropriation was . 
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made to enable this authority to be exercised. Nothing could 
be done.under it. Appropriation should be made for the care 
of this class of the unfortunate, as well as the unfortunate 
blind. 7 


PRISONERS. 


The prisoners of the territory are confined, under contract. 
in the Kansas state penitentiary, located at Lansing. The 
price paid by the territory for the maintenance of each prisoner 
is 25 cents per day, and the territory pays for the transporta- | 
tion of the prisoners to the peuitentiary, also furnishes the 
prisoner when discharged a suit of clothes valued at $20.00 and 
$5.00 in money. It appears from the report of the warden, 
marked * Exhibit P" that he bas now in his charge 113 convicts 
from this territory. I desire to renew the recommendation made 
to the last legislative assembly that some provision be made 
for allowing prisoners credit ou their terms of sentence on 
account of good behavior. Such an enactment is to be found 
in the statutes of almost every state in the Union. [t encour 
ages good conduct on the part of the prisoner and I recommend 
that you promptly pass au act of this character. 


REPRIEVES, COMMUTATIONS AND PARDONS, 


As required by section 5510, chapter 60 of the statutes, there is 
transmitted herewith, marked “ Exhibit Q” a statement of the 
reprieves, commutations and pardons granted during the two 
years last past. In explanation of the extent of this list it is 
proper to state that in nearly, every instance the pardon was 
granted near the expiration of the term, and in each case was 
made on the recommendation of the warden of the prison and on 
account-of good conduct of the prisoner, and at the time when 
the term of the sentence would have expired if the law of Kan- 
sas, where the prisoners are confined, allowing credit on term 
for good conduct, had been in force in this territory. 

INCORRIGIBLE YOUTH. 

The act of March 8, 1895, authorizing the Governor,- until 
such time as a reform school should be established in the terri- 
tory, to contract with the proper authorities of some other 
state or territory for the punishment and education of youthful 
offenders and incorrigible youths under the age of sixteen 
years. Quite an extensive correspondence was carried on in 
the endeavor to make a contract as specified in this law, but it 
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was discovered that the statutes of the a states prohibit 
the authorities of the several institutions contracting for the 
keeping of any offenders from without the state. Some private 
institutions proposed to make a contract, but on such terms 


" that I did not deem it advisable, as the expense tothe territory 


> 


would have been very great in fulfilling the terms of the con- 
tract, If this act was changed so as to authorize the making of 
a contract with some person within the territory, it is more 
than probable that satisfactory arrangements could be made 
for the punishment and education of this class ot offenders. 


FREE HOME LEAGUE. 


By act of the Third Legislative Assembly, $500 was appro- 
priated to the Free Home League to aid iu the work of that 
organization, a report of the expenditure of which is herewith 
transmitted, marked ‘Exhibit R.” The object of this organiza- 
tion is familiar to all, and has the unquestioned support of the 
people of Oklahoma. The claim of the people is founded in 
justice and supported by a heretofore almost uniform practice of 
_the government of the United States. No subject with which 
the people of Oklahoma have to deal is of greater importance 
than this, and perhaps upon no other does our future prosperity 


so much depend. With the enormous burden imposed upon the 


people of the territory by the present laws of the United 


‘States, the resources of the territory for several years to come 


will be sapped to meet payments into the treasury of the United 
States, which will amount in the aggregate to $16, 044,342. 39. 
Very few-fármers will be able to lay aside a sum adequate to 
meet the payment required by present laws and the inevitable 
consequence will be that the farms of Oklahoma must be plas- 


‘tered with mortgages and the legitimate profits of the husband- 


man paid into the pockets of the money-lender by way of in- 
terest. Anything the legislature may do by way of memorial 
to congress, would be an acceptable service to the people of 
the territory rendered in a just cause. 


UNIFORMITY OF LEGISLATION. 


By an act of the Third Legislative Assembly the governor 
was authorized to appoint, by and with the consent of the coun- 
cil, three commissioners to be known as *‘Commissioners for the 
Promotion of Uniformity of Legislation in the United States." 
The laudable object of this commission qu to work in connec- 
tion with similar commissions in other''states and territories. 
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I beg to submit herewith as one of the results of the work of 
this commission a general act relative to negotiable instru- ` 
ments. The legislatures of the various states and territories in 
the United States will be asked to enact this bill into law. 
Argument is unnecessary to demonstrate that it would not only 
be desirable but useful as well to have the same laws govern- 
ing negotiable instruments in the several'states and the pagsage 
of this act is respectfully recommended. 

In this connection I also desire to transmit herewith the reso- 
lution passed by the Territorial Bar Association and endorsed 
by the supreme court of the territory, marked *'Exhibit T,” 
asking for certain specific changes in the statute law of the ter- 
ritory, looking to the better government of the counties and 
sub-divisions thereof, and a more economical administration of 
the public affairs of the territory. These recommendations, 
coming from the source they do and endorsed as they are, are 
entitled to your thoughtful consideration. : It is estimated that 
it enacted into laws the recommendations herein made would 
reduce the expenses of the county government in the various 
. counties of the territory at least one-half. The recommenda- 
tions made meet my hearty approval and I hope to see the most, 
if not all, of them enacted into laws. Your attention is partic- 
ularly invited to the recommendation to abolish the office of 
township assessor and township board of equalization and cre- 
ating the office of. county assessor and enlarging the powers of 
the county board of equalization. It will be readily seen that 
if this resolution was enacted into law it would be a great sav- 
ing of expense and would insure a more equitable and just 
assessment of property throughout the territory. 


S RECOMMENDATIONS. 


It is earnestly recommended that chapter 26 of the session 
laws be so amended as to make thé law effective, aud to pro- 
tect the game and fish within the territory. I. is suggested 
that providing for a game warden, without salary except the 
penalties that might be collected from parties violating the 
law, would be an easy solution of the question. 

The statute authorizing the district judges to appoint atior- 
neys to defend pauper criminals and making the- county liable 
for the fees should be repealed, se far as the liability of the 
county is concerned. i 

Chapter 7, entitled “Bank Depositors." Should be so amended 
as to require from all private banking institutions in the terri- 
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tory a sworn statement from the president or cashier showing 
the financial condition of the bank, at least twice a year, on the 
call of the governor, aud proper penalties should. be provided 
to make the provision effective. 


Section 2900 of article 2, chapter 36, of the statute should be . 


amended so as to require the payment into the territorial 
treasury, in addition to the fees therein prescribed, by every 
corporation granted a charter by the secretary of the territory, 
or a permit to do business in the territory, a minimum fee of 
twenty-five dollars, the maximum to be determined by the 
amount of capital stock of the company, excepting from pay- 
ment of this fee charitable, benevolent, educational and reli- 
gious corporations. 


That chapter 44 be so amended as. to compel insurance com-. 
panies to pay the face value of policies in case of total loss 
without regard to the two-thirds value clause, 


Section 3141, chapter 47, prescribing the amount of saloon 
license, should be amended so as to provide for the payment of 
the same license into the territorial treasury by every retail 
and wholesale liquor dealer in the territory. 


That chapter 54 be so amended as to limit the number of 
notaries public in each county, and to provide for the payment 
into the territorial treasury for each Qua commission a fee 
of two dollars. 

, That county commissioners should be veined from chang- 
r ing township lines or the lines of election precincts within: six 
months next preceding any general election. 

That taxes should all be paid in cash and treasurers should 
be required to redeem: warrants in the orde® of registration, 
and proper penalties should be prescribed for violation of the 
provision. 

The provisions of the election law of the territory are not 
well adapted to the conditions existing here. The statute 
should be so amended as to be simplified and made less expen- 
sive and cumbersome. If the voter should indicate his choice 
of candidates on the ballot by an inuglible pencil, in’ place of 
the rubber stamp, there would be much less complaint of muti- 
lated ballots. Itis hardly necessary to suggest that the pro- 
viso in section 6, chapter 23, of¡the session laws, should be 
repealed. 

Your attention is called to the fact that at least in two 

. -counties of the territory the court house has been destroyed by 
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fire since the last election, the records destroyed, and that in . 
those counties there are no jury lists. It is earnestly urged 
that provision be made for supplying this loss. 

It is further recommended that a landlord and tenant act, 
giving equal protection to the landlord and tenant. should be 
enacted. 


There is no provision in our laws providing for the organization 
of new counties. A well considered enactment providing for 
the organization of new counties, providing the term of office 
and how the offices shall be filled until the ensuing general 
election would avoid much confusion and expense. Greer county 
was organized as a county in Oklahoma territory in May, 1896. 
This was after the taxing period as fixed by the statute of the 
territory, but immediately after the organization of the county 
the officers proceeded to assess the county for taxation for 
county and territorial purposes for the year 1896, fixing the 

valuation of property as of the first day of February, the period 
prescribed by the statute, and complied with the law as nearly 
as they were able. Still there were irregularities in the assess- 
ment which would probably defeat the collection of taxes by a 
proceeding in court, and a suit bas been instituted to enjoin the 
collection of taxes; but the principal plaintiffs in this suit are non- 
residents of Greer county and the territory of Oklahoma, who . 
graze stock in that country. These parties did not pay any 
taxes for the year 1895, nor have they paid taxes on their prop- 
erty for the year 1896. Most of the residents of Greer county 
have paid their taxes. It is earnestly urged that a law be 
passed providing for the re-assessing or curing of the defects 
that may have occurred in the listing and assessment of the 
property for taxation in such cases as the above. 

That chapter 17 should be so amended as to make railroad 
companies failing to fence their right of way, liable for all 
stock killed by the running of trains, without regard to the 
question of negligence in the management of said trains. 

While I am opposed to class legislation and discrimination 
by law against any person or class of persons, I beg to suggest 
for your careful consideration the fact that the statutes of the 
territory do not properly define the liabilities and obligations 
of certain corporations doing business in the territory. and the 
rights of the people doing business with them. A well con- 
sidered act on this subject would meet with my hearty approval. 

It is further suggested that the public service would be 
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improved by a law making it a misdemeanor for any railroad 
, company to give, or any public official, federal, territorial, 
— county or city. to accept or use free transportation within the 

_territory. 

To better protect the cotton growing. interests of the terri- 
tory it is recommended that a law be passed regulating the 
weighing of cotton and to prevent fraudulent packing and 
baling and to prevent other frauds incident to that industry. 

The people ought to be protected against the extortions of the 
express companies doing business in the territory. It is earn- 
estly recommended that you give early attention to proper 
legislation on this subject. 

Your attention is called to the Tennessee Centennial Expo- 
sition to be held at the city of Nashville from May to October. 
1897; also to the Trans-Mississippi Exposition at Omaha,- 
Nebraska, from June to November, 1898. Money expended in 
advertising the resources of the territory at these expositions ` 
would perhaps be wisely expended. It is suggested that you 
make such provision for that purpose as may, be deemed 
expedient. ' . 

In conclusion Í desire to say that it will be my pleasure to 
co-operate with you in matters pertaining to legislation, and 
have reason to hope and believe that the work of your session 
will be well and economically done, and the result of your 
labors will be satisfactory tu yourselves and merit the just 
approval of an honest constituency. With this end in view let 
us invoke the aid and guidance of Him who is the source of all 
wisdom. l

REPORT—EXHIBIT '*C." 


SIR:--I have the honor to make the following report of the 
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leasing of school, college and public building lands of Okla- 
homa Territory for the years 1895 and 1896. 


HISTORICAL. 


I may perhaps, be pardoned if Icall your attention by way of 
review to the several acts of congress and the territorial 
legislature and the rules of the secretary of the interior relat- 
ing to the school lands of Oklahoma, copies of which may be 
found in the appendix. By act of March 4, 1889. opening 
Oklahoma to settlement, sections 16 and 36 were reserved for 
the use and benefit of common schools, and the reservation was 
confirmed by the organic act. The authority to lease these 
lands for a term not exceeding three years for the benefit of 
the common schools of the territory under rules and regulations 
prescribed by the secretary of the interior was conferred upon | 
the governor by act of March 3, 1891. 


Pursuant to this act the rules of the secretary of the interior 
above referred to were prescribed for the guidance of the 
governor in making leases. By act of May 4, 1894. the power 
to prescribe rules and regulations was taken from the secretary 
of the interior and the legislature of the territory was author- 
ized to act, and the present board was created to proceed under 
rules and regulations already prescribed by the -secretary of 
the interior uutil such time as the legislative assembly should 
prescribe such rules and regulations. 


The third legislative assembly had this subject under consid- 
eration and several bills were introduced, but none of them 
were passed, owing to a diversity of opinion as to the best 
method of:dealing with the subject. Finally, seeing that no 
geueral bill would be likely to pass, a joint resolution was 
passed authorizing the present board to continue to lease the 
lands and permitting the leasing of lands west of range 14 west 
of the Indian meridian in such quantities as in the judgment of 
the board would be for the public interest. A copy of this act 
may be found in the appendix. i ` 


The failure to pass a general bill placed the board in a very 
embarrassing situation, since the majority of the leases in 
Logan, Payne, Oklahoma, Canadian, -Kingfisher, Cleveland, 
Lincoln, Pottawatomie and Beaver counties had already 
expired on the first of February and no adequate rule govern- 


ing their renewal had been prescribed and then, too, the season 
*2 
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had so for advanced that it was too late to offer the Jands for 
lease in any general way, the lessees having been compelled to 
plant their crops. In view of | these. facts the board, deemed it 
best to extend the leases to the first of the followipg October, - 
at which time all leases expiring October 1, 1895, were renewed 
for one year and all leases expiring February 1, 1896, were 
extended to October 1, 1896. 


Thus nearly all the leases in Oklahoma outside of the Chero- 
kee Strip were made to expire on the ist of October, 1896. The 
- first leases in the Cherokee Strip expired January 1, 1897, so - 
that very nearly all the leases in Oklahoma expired during the 
last fal or winter. 


PROBLEM OF THE RENEWAL OF LEASES. A 


This brougbt the board face to face with the exceedingly 
intricate and difficult problem of renewals. In many ofits feat- 
ures it is new. Never was land so*in demand in a territory. 
The states have usually made provision for the sale of their 
school lands soon atter their admission. The problem is unlike 
that presented to the English landlord, for there the tenants 
hold by a well understood and well defined tenure, and the 
question of renewal scarcely arises, as the rental values . 
are fixed by loug usage, and where the tenant does not 
hold for life the leases are usually renewed trom term to 
term at the same rental. In Oklahoma the problem was made 
difficult because of the unknown and uncertain value of the 
lands. the unjust and inequitable rentals heretofore paid, the 
unstable character of many of the lessees and the raw and unim- 
proved condition of the lands. Many.tenants were paying sev- 
enty-five dollars ($75.00) for a quarter section, while perhaps 
some equally good quarter near by was leased for twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00). "This result grew out of submitting lands for 
lease to the highest bidder without first having them appraised 
and establishing a minimum rate. 


It would seem at first blush that when lands were exposed on 
the market for lease to the highest bidder without reserve that 
they would bring their cash value, whatever that was, but this 
is not true, any more than that goods sold under the auctioneer’s 
hammer bring their real value, which is notoriously not the 
case. 


It is not sufficient under this system, administered without lim- 
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itation, that there be one purchaser, but there must be more than 
one desiring and contending for the same tract of land to secure 
the real rental value. - 


The system of fixing the rental values by appraisement alone 
and then granting the lessees the refusal of a new lease at the 
appraised value, without offering the lands to the general public 
seemed to many entirely just and equitable, and assuming that 
an appraiser can make no errors it is very fair and free from 
, objection: but since an appraisement is only the expressed 
opinion of one or more persons. all experience shows, both in 
court procedure and tax collections, that appraisements alone 
may or may not indicate the true value of the article appraised 
and the true test comes when it is offered for sale at the proper 
time and the general public fully advised of the fact and given 
an opportunity to purchase. 


The true solution of the problem of fixing value, a problem in 
its nature which is paramount to all others. seems to lie in 
neither leasing to the highest bidder without reserve nor yet in 
leasing at appraised value without competition. but in a com- 
bination of both principles, so that the general public may have 
an opportunity to correct any errors in judgment into which the 
appraiser may have fallen. It will be a sorrv day for the 
school fund whenever the element of competition is ignored in 
leasing school lands. We shall see how this contingency has 
been met in the recent renewal of leases. - 


But there is another and exceedingly troublesome problem 
that arises in this connection. The lessees of the school lands 
in the main leased the lands in a raw state and have by their 
industry and money made thereon valuable improvements, many 
of them permanent in their character, and others which would 
be valueless if removed. To offer these -lands for lease to the 
highest bidder, without any provision regarding improvements 
save the right to remove. would unquestionably discourage im- 
provements to such an extent that no lessee would dare make 
improvements fitting for home, and unless the land is improved . 
it cannot produce to its full capacity and, therefore. the tenant 
cannot afford to pay what the land would be worth to him if he 
could feel secure in making such improvements on the land as 
would make it most productive, and not feel at the very next re- 
newal some one else could step in and avail himself of the in- 
dustry of the former tenant without compensation. On the 
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other hand. care must be taken that under the guise of protect- 
inp improvements no undue advantage be taken of the school 
fund and the leasing of lands so far hampered that the competi- 
tory element be thereby shut out. If the valuation of the im- 
provements be placed too high and persons, other than lessees, 
contemplating leasing be required to pay for them, then the 
lessee will have an undue advantage, which he may use to the 
detriment of the school fund. z : 


Protection should only extend toa limited amount of improve- 
ments of the character necessary to develop the particular tract . 
to its highest-productive capacity. If a lessee, out of poor 
judgment, places on a piece of school land improvements not 
necessary or proper to enable him to cultivate the land to its 
highest productive capacity, then he certainly cannot justly - 
claim any right to be re-imbursed for his lack of judgment. I 
am inclined to believe, however, that the best,interests of the 
School fund are subserved by compelling applicants, other than 
lessees, to pay lessees the actual cash value of improvements of 
the character mentioned, 


THE RULES OF THE BOARD. 


Shortly after the adjournment of the third legislative assem- 
bly the Board for Leasing School Lands passed rules and regu- 
lations governing the renewal of leases, a copy of which may be 
found in the appendix; also modification of the rules thereafter 
made. 


From a careful reading of these rules it will be at once appar- 
ent what disposition was made by the board on the vexed prob- 
lems relating to renewal of leases. In the first place a general 
appraisement of the rental value of all lands in the eastern and 
central portions of the-territory was ordered; also to include all 
improvements made by lessees, giving items and stating what, 
in the opinion of the appraiser, was the actual present cash val- 
ue of each item. However, a dry spring and uncertain summer , 
unsettled land values to such an extent that the board deemed 
it best to delay the general renewal of leases for three (8) years 
until 1896, so that no appraisers were appointed until May of 
that year. 


Under the rules of the;board above referred to all lands upon 
which leases were about to expire should be offered for lease to 
the highest bidder, with privilege on the part of lessees either 
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to take the land at the highest rental offered by any responsible 


bidder or require from any other applicant payment of the. 


. appraised value of the improvements, or if the lessee so elected 
he might remove his improvements within a reasonable time, 
No bids for less than the appraised rental value, either from les- 
sees or other persons were to be received. All lands for which 
no application had been made under the above conditions were 
to be offered for lease to the highest bidder without reserve, at 
not less than:two-thirds of the appraised rental value, and in no 
case east of range 14 west of the Indian meridian for less than 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars per quarter section, unless the land 
had been appraised at a less yearly rental than twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars per quarter section. 


It will be observed that the above regulations deal with the 
very gist of the matter of leasing. The question ofa proper and 
equitable mode of regulating rental values and reviewing leases 
about to expire transcends all others in importance, so far as 
the interest of the lessees and the school fund are concerned. 
Indeed all others are mere questions of administration and do 
not very materially affect the fnnd. 


Under these regulations the principle of competition is recog- 


nized and the general public is given an opportunity to correct - 


any errors into which the appraisers or even the board may have 
fallen, for all appraisements were made subject to review by the 
board on complaint of the lessee or any other person. While 
competition has been invited the le»sée has not been left at the 
mercy of anv designing speculator who might wish to avail him- 
self of the industry of the former lessee without compensation, 
and either compel him to pay an excessive rental or practically 
lose all his labor and money invested in improvements. 


While it is entirely just that lessees should be encouraged to 
improve and put in a high state of cultivation the lands leased 
by them, care must be exercised lest under the guise of improve- 
ments the lessee acquire an interest that will hamper the leas- 
ing and sale of the land and in reality exclude all competitors. 
Experience here and in many states has proven this to be dan- 
gerous. It may aid in comprehending my meaning to state that 
there are lessees in the territory of Oklahoma to-day who have 
planted several thousand fruit trees, believing that they would 


be allowed one dollar and a quarter ($1.25) each for them,which, 
of course, would mean a practical confiscation of the land.' 
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States, not a few, have been unfortunate enough to discover too 
late their mistakes along this line. 

However, the fear of speculators should Hot prevent justice 
being done to the honest, hard working tenant who is seeking 
to bring up the land to its highest productive capacity and at the 
same time make himself and family réasonably comfortable. 

Whatever policy is hereafter pursued by the territory, ‘it is to 
be hoped that neither the sacred endowment of the great common 
school fund nor the justrights of tenants will be trampled upon, 
but that a spirit of equity may prevail and that good business 
common sense may be exercised, which is certainly more than can 
be said of the management of the school lands and school funds 
of most of the states. 


THE APPRAISEMENT. 


In April, 1896, Mr. R, B. Potts, of Edmond, was appointed . 
appraiser and put in the field, and later, Mr. John J. Sampson, 
of Guthrie, was also selected. Each worked separately and 
apart from the other. Mr. J. J. Sampson appraised Logan. 
Payne, Lincoln, Kay and Grant counties, while Mr. R. B. 
Potts appraised Oklahoma, Kingfisher, Canadian, Cleveland, 
Pottawatomie. The task was an arduous one and occupied , 
. all summer and fall. It was the original intention to have com- 
pleted the appraisement in time to make leases before wheat- 
sowing time, which was done in fourteen counties, but it was 
found impossible to reach the remaining counties in time. 

The appraisers were instructed to personally inspect each 
and every tract and note the character of the soil, lay of the 
land, its timber, water and general characteristics, and to fix 
the actual present cash rental value of the land; also to make 
an itemized statement of the improvements and their actual 
present cash value, and to give an estimate of the actual value 
of the land at present. 

Blanks were furnished the appraisers and these were filled 
out and returned each week into the office for review and 
record in a permanent, bound volume. There has been very 
little complaint as to the appraisement, and the rental values 
have in the main been satisfactory to the lessees, though there. 
was an advance in nearly every county outside of the former 
Cherokee Strip The average rental value of each county 
may be seen by referring to the table of rental values. In the 
Cherokee Outlet the average rental heretofore paid was 
lowered. There the spirit of speculation, competition and agi- 
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tation of immediate statehood and possible sale at low rate, in- 
duced applicants to offer to pay in many cases more than the 
land would really produce above the expenses oi farming. For 
example, the average yearly rental, per quarter, heretofore 
paid in Kay county was eighty-seven ($87.00) dollars; this was 
reduced by the appraiser to $50.00, which leaves it still the 
highest rental paid in any county. 

Though, no doubt, some errors have crept into the appraise- 
ment, yet the valués are much better regulated than heretofore 
and a great improvement has been made. The appraisers, jus- 
tice compels me to say, have been faithful and conscientious in 
the discharge of their duties, aud the general satisfaction the 
áppraisement has given is the best evidence of its justice 
and accuracy. There has been much laborious detail and many 
perplexing problems with the work of this appraisement, but I 
fear any further discussion of them might seem tedious and is, 
perhaps, unnecessary, 


THE WORK OF RENEWING LEASES. 


On August 11, 1896, notice was issued calling for bids on all 
School lands upon which leases would expire October 1, 1896, 
in Logan, Payne, Lincoln. Pottawatomie, Cleveland, Oklahoma, 
Canadian, Kingfisher, Blaine, “D,” “G” (now Custer), Washita, 
Roger Mills, Day and Beaver counties, which was published in 
a newspaper of general circulation in each county ; also lists of 
lands subject to leáse, showing the tract, the name of the lessee, 
the appraised rental value and the appraised value of the im- 
provements were freely distributed. Any person desiring to 
bid more than the appraised rental value and at the same time 
offer to pay to the tenant, in case he, the tenant, should be 
applying for a new lease, the appraised value of the improye- 
ments, was permitted to make a bid to that effect. In case 
such bid was made the tenant was required to elect within 
twenty (20) days whether he would take the land at the price 
offered or take the appraised value of the improvements or 
remove them from the land. However, owing to the fact that 
in most cases the appraised rental represented very correctly 
the real value of the land, only a small number of bids advanc- 
ing the rental price was received. In some cases lessees elected 


to take pay for improvements and in others to take the land at ` 


_ the advanced price. In very much the larger number of cases, 
however, the present tenant was the only applicant and his bid 
at the appraised rental value was accepted. 
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In all cases where no application to lease was filed prior to 
September 11, 1896, the date set in the notice of August 11. 
1896, the lands were offered for lease to the highest bidder at 
no less than two-thirds of their appraised rental value and in 
no case for less than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, bids to be 
received until October 11, 1896. Under this provision nearly all 
lands not applied for at the first leasing were disposed of. In 
some cases lessees who considered the appraised rental value 
. too high availed themselves of this provision and coming in 
. upon the same footing as any other applicant, secured their 
lands at prices ranging from two-thirds of the appraised rental 
to the rental value, but they were liable to lose the land alto- 
gether, provided some one else had bid more than they had. 


As soon as possible after this and under the same general 
notice the leases in Kay, Noble, Grant, Garfield, Pawnee and 
Woods counties, were renewed. 


The work not being entirely finished at this time it is impos- 
sible to state in how many cases lessees have renewed, but it 
will suffice to say that very nearly all have renewed and that 
the outlook for the next three years is brighter thar ever before. 


Very nearly all the land east of the Rock Island railroad is 
now leased. 


Thus it will be seen that an attempt has been made to recog- 
nize the rights of the tenants tu their improvements and at the 
same time hold the land, as it is clearlv entitled and required to 
be held, as the free, untrammeled inheritance of the boys and 
girls of the territory, to be devoted to the sacred cause of their 
education. 


It is these two elements, antagonistic if not properly under- 
stood and equitably administered, but harmonious and mutually 
beneficial when a correct understanding is had, that make the 
limits of the rights of each so difficult to establish and maintain 
by law. 


The relation of this fund to the lessees is very much like that 
of employer and employe: antagonistic but requiring harmony. 
The employer doesnot well to attempt to grind the employe 
down, for it will ultimately result in loss, and it is equally as 
great a mistake for the employe to be unreasohable in his 
demands of the employer. In spite of the antagonistic interest 
of each when viewed from the selfish standpoint, they are com- 
pelled to harmonize their interests if they would be mutually 
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profitable, each to the other. So with the lessees and the 
school fund. ' 1 f 


LEASING OF GRAZING LANDS. 


While the school lands which were fit for agricultural pur-- 
poses have always found a ready market, the reverse was true 
of distinctiy grazing lands, so that after several years only 
very few leases were made in the western countries. 

A short time after the meeting of the third legislative 
assembly various cattlemen in Woodward county proposed to 
lease all the school lands, common, college, and public build- 
ing, in Woodward county lying in their several ranges at thirty- 
two ($32.00) dollars per section ‘per annum. However, the 
maximum amount of grazing lanu permitted to be leased to any 
individual was limited by the secretary of the interior to one 
section. The third legislative assembly passed an act permit- 
ting the board to lease lands west of range 14 west in such 
quantities, as in its judgment, might seem best for the public 
interest. 

Immediately upon the~taking effect of this act the board 
advertised all vacant lands west of range 14 west for lease to 
the highest and best bidder. Upon opening the bids it was 
found that the bid of D. Waggoner & Son at $33.00 per section 
for all lands in Woodward, Day and Roger Mills counties was 
the highest bid and it was accordingly accepted, but this bid 
was conditional upon delivery of immediate and __ peaceable 
possession of the lands. The stockmen in Woodward county 
refused to give possession and the territory proposed to bring 
suit for possession, but as this would cause delay and as the 
grazing season was already at hand, Mr. Waggoner demanded 
the cancellation of the contract. At the same time the local 
cattlemen in Woodward county agreed to take all lands in that 
county at the price offered by Mr. Waggoner. This proposition 
was accepted and the contract with D. Waggoner & Son was 
‘cancelled. 

In several cases these contracts. were not complied with and 
the territory was compelled to bring suits. In all the cases 
except one judgments were rendered at the last term of the 
district court of Woodward county in favor of the territory. 
Appeals have been taken in two cases to the supreme court 
where they are at this time pending. On the whole the trans- 
action has been a very profitable one for the school fund and 
probably ten times as much has been realized in this manner as 
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could have been realized through leasing in small quantities, as 
heretofore. 

The probable income from Woodward county is about eight 
thousand ($8,000) dollars per annum stated in round numbers, 
and may possibly exceed: that amount. 


oe INDEMNITY LANDS. | : 

Pursuant to an act of thé third legislative assembly author- 
izing the board to contract with D. A. Harvey as territorial 
agent for selection of indemnity lands in lieu of losses from 
fractional sections, reservations and natural causes, a contract 
was made under which 101,188.68 acres of land were selected in 
the Kickapoo Indian reservation. These lands have been leased 
and are at this time producing a handsome revenue to the terri- 
tory. " 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Complete tables of receipts and expenditures of each fund from 
the first leasing until December 31, 1896, may be found in the 
appendix; also a table showing the number of quarter sections 
leaséd and vacant in each county and to what fund the same 
belong: a table showing average rental values in each county 
before the appraisement and average rental after appraisement, 
and a table showing notes on hand, when due and to what fund 
the same belong. 

An examination of these tables will show that the net pro- 
.ceeds from all leases since the beginning are $319,538.86; the 
total expenses, not included in the above figures, in seven years 
were $27,411.11. The present system of books was opened short- 
ly after the inauguration of Governor William C. Renfrow, May 
11, 1893, since which time the net proceeds from all leases have 
been $274,714.48. The net proceeds for the two years ending 
December 31, 1896, were $179,651.60. 

The expense of the care and management of school lands for 
the two years last past has been increased by three items worthy 
of mention: The expense of,securing indemnity selections, lists 
3 and 4, made by D. A. Harvey, $2,184.00; the ruling of the post- 
office department requiring the board to pay postage on all mail 
matter, and the appraisement of the lands recently made. The 
mail has been very heavy this year, owing to the renewal of 
leases, as many as 500 letters having been mailed in one day. 
The expense of appraisement was kept as low as possible, but, 
as will be observed, all falls within the last year’s expenses. 
This, too, has necessitated an increased clerical force. 
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NEEDED LEGISLATION. 


There is an imperative need for a just and equitable law reg- 
-ulating the leasing and the management of the school lands of 
the territory. It is sincerely to be hoped that in its prepara- 
tion all local, individual jand political interests may be sub- 
merged and that the genéral welfare of the whole people may 
be paramount, to the end that a fund sacred to the education of 
the boys and girls of Oklahoma may be maintained and pre- 
served. 

The experience of states, much of it very costly, has clearly 
demonstrated the advisability of the territory maintaining 
direct control over its school lands and school funds. It is also 
a matter of common experience in the administration of large 
trusts that it is necessary that the responsibility for any abuses 
may be easily fixed upon some one person and that relief be had, 
from any erroneous or malicious acts by way of appeal to some 
higher source. 


These general principles, connected with the necessity for 
immediate action, led me to recommend the creation of this 
office of Commissioner of Public Lands, who shall have the im- 
mediate charge of the leasing and whose acts shall be subject 
to review under proper limitations and conditions by a superior 
board, to be constituted either of commissioners to be appointed, 
or of officers of the territory who shall act ex-officio. Care, 
however, shouldbe taken to prevent designing persons, 
under the guise of appeals. from covering up and involving 
valuable tracts of land, and prompt action should always he 
absolutely required. In other words, the conduct of the busi- 
ness should approach, as nearly as possible, the pepares and 
and efficiency of a large business house. 


The matter-of the renewal of leases is one which will require 
most careful consideration and is of the very gist of the whole 
subject, no other feature approaching it in importance. On this 
subject. the rules of the board under which the leases of the 
territory were renewed in 1896, present a very equitable system. 
I would therefore recommend that all lands upon which leases. 
are about to expire be appraised, and that a detailed statement 
of the improvements, together with the value of each item, be 

- taken, that opportunity be given all persons aggrieved to make 
complaint, and an adjustment made by re-appraisement, or ` 
- otherwise, and that bids at not less than the appraised value be 
called for on all lands and award made in each case to the 
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highest bidder, with the privilege ou the part of the tenant to 
take the land at the highest rental offered by any responsible 
bidder, or if he só elect, to receive from the applicant the ap- 
praised value of the improvements and give possession, or 
again, to remove his improvements within a reasonable time 
and give possession. l 


In all cases where no application has been made under the 
above rules, submit the lands for bids at not less than two- 
«thirds of the appraised value, and thereafter make leases to any 
responsible applicant at not less than two-thirds the appraised 
value. + : 


Summary process for removiug trespassers or tenants whose 
term has expired or whose leases have been forfeited should be 
provided, and thereby much expensive litigation avoided. 


It would faethtate fhe collection of rent if the school land 
commissioner’ weke aüthorized to issue his warrant for rent in 
> arrears to the sheriff of any county in which lands might be sit- 
uated, and provision should be made making rent due a first lien 
on all improvements and growing crops. 


The commissioner should. be clothed with ample authority for 
protecting all lands and given discretionary powers in making 
leases and dealing with leases, sufficient to prevent sharp prac- , 
tice and speculative leases. ` i 


There is a vast amount of detail in the office work in making 
and, keeping proper record of so many leases, but much of this 
may safely be left to the discretion of the officers in charge. 


Since whole townships in the former Kickapoo Indian reser- 
vation belong to the school fund and cannot therefore be 
taxed to maintain schools in these townships, it would seem to 
be only fairif some provisions were made giving such townships 
a larger per capita distribution of territorial funds than other 
townships which have taxable. lands. 


In closing I cannot refrain from expressing the hope that 
this fund will be carefully guarded by appropriate legislation 
as the heritage of the whole people. ,

APPENDIX: 
- ACTS RELATING TO SCHOOL LANDS. 


Section 16 of the organic act provides: “Sections numbered 
16 and 36 in each township, in said territory, shall be and the 
same are hereby reserved for the purpose of being applied to 
the public schools in the state or states hereafter to be erected 
out of the same. In all cases where sections 16 and 36. or 
either of them, are occupied by actual settlers prior to the sur- 
vey thereof, the county commissioners of the counties in which 
such sections are so occupied, are authorized to locate other 
lands, to equal amount, in sections or fractional sections, as 
the case may be, within their respective counties, in nen of sec- 
tions so occupied." i 


|! An act making appropriations for the current expenses of 
the Indian department, and for fulfilling treaty stipulations, 
for the year ending June 30th, approved March 3, 1891: ‘‘The 
school lands reserved in the territory of Oklahoma by this and 
former acts of congress, may be leased for a period not exceed- 
ing three years, for the benefit of the school funds of the said 
territory by the governor thereof, under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the secretary of the interior. 


The rules and regulations prescribed by the secretary of the 
interior are as follows :: 


1. The governor shall execute the leases for such period as 


he:may deem best, in the several cases, not exceeding three * 


years in any case. i 


2. The quantity ' of school land in Oklahoma to be leased to 
any one ‘person, under the thirty-sixth section of the act of 
March 8, 1891, shall not exceed one quarter section, except in 
the country coinposed of Beaver, D, E, F, G and H counties, and 
the Cherokee outlet, west of range 13 of the Indian meridian, 
when the same shall have been opened to settlement, in which 
country the maximum quantity allowed to be leased shall be one 
Section, or 640 acres. . 


3. Sealed bids shall be received by the governor at his office, 
after proper public notice, to be giyen in a manner deemed by 
the governor the best practicable under the circumstances, and 
the lease to be awarded to the actual bidder at the highest 
amount of rent bid in each case. 


L 
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"4. The period of payment of rent shall be fixed in the lease 
by the governor at his discretion, according to the circumstances 
of each case, with security satisfactory to him to be required 
for the payment thereof when due, should he deem it necessary, 
and forfeiture to be provided for each in the case of failure. 

5. The leases, after they have been executed by the governor, 
shall be forwarded to the secretary of oe interior for his 
approval. 

6. After the leases are approved by the secretary of the inte- 
rior and returned to the governor, they shall be recorded by the 
secretary of the territory according to section 3 of the organic 
act of Oklahoma. 

7. In case a new lease is to. be made at the expiration of the 
lease, the preference shall be given to the'former lessee, if the 
governor finds that he cultivated the lands in business-like man- 
ner, and fulfilled the terms of the lease in good faith. 

'& 'The money, after deduction of the necessary expenses of 
the leasing, must be treated as a part of the territorial school 
fund, and «be placed to the credit of said fund in the custody of 
the territorial treasurer, and be appropriated as the legislature 
of the territory may enact. 

9. All necessary expense of purchasing records, stationery, 
office rent and for clerk hire and for advertising, shall be paid 
out of the fund obtained from the leasing, and must be approved 
by the secretary of the interior. 

10. The governor shall make a report to the secretary of the . 
interior át the end of each calendar.year. or as soon as practic- 
able thereafter. 

11 The precise form and methods of s die shall be left 
to the judgment of the governor, subject to the above general 
rules.

An Act to Ratify the Reservation of Certain Lands Made for 
the Benefit of Oklahoma Territory, and for Other Purposes: 
Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 

States of America, in Congress Assembled: 

That the reservation for university, agricultural coliere and 
normal school purposes, of section 13 in each township.of the 
lands known as the Cherokee Outlet, the Tonkawa Indian reser- 
vation, and the Pawnee Indian reservation, in the territory of 
Oklahoma, not otherwise reserved or disposed of, and the reser- 
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vation for the public buildings of section 33 in each township in 
said land, not otherwise disposed of, made by the president of 
the United States in his proclamation of August 19, 1893, be, and 
the same are, hereby ratified, and all said’ lands and all the 
school lands in the'said territory may be leased under such laws 
and regulations as may be hereafter prescribed by the legisla- 
ture of said territory; but until such legislative action the gov- 
ernor, secretary of the territory and superintendent of public 
instruction shall constitute a board for the leasing of said lands 
under rules and regulations heretofore prescribed by the secre- 
tary of the interior, for the respective purposes for which the 
said reservations were made, except that it shall not be neces- 
sary to submit leases to the secretary of the interior for his . 
approval; and all the necessary expenses and costs incurred in 
the leasing, management and protection of said lands and leases 
may be paid out of the proceeds derived from such leases. 


Act of March 3, 1898, session laws 1892-8, page 642: 

Section 10. Opening the Cherokee Strip to settlement: -‘And 
the president of the United States, in any order or proclamation 
which he shall make for the opening of the lands for settlement, 
. may make such other reservations of lands for public purposes 
as he may deem wise and desirable." 


Executive proclamation, August 19, 1893, opening the Chero- 
.kee Strip to settlement: 

Among others, the following lands are exempted from entry: 
“*Excepting also that section 13 in each township which has not 
otherwise been reserved or disposed of, is hereby reserved for uni- 
versity, agricultural college and normal school purposes, subject 
to the action of congress; excepting, also, that section 33 in 
each township which has not been otherwise, disposed of or re- 
served, is hereby reserved for public buildings; excepting, also, 
sections 16 and 36 in each township, which are reserved by law 
for the use and benefit of the public schools.” 


Act of February 28, 1891, provides at length for the selection 
of lieu lands by the governor. 
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COUNCIL JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 16. 
Be it Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma: 
That in case the legislative assembly fails to enact legislation 
governing the leasing of lands subject tæ lease in this territory, 
the present board having control of leasing of public lands be 
and are hereby authorized to continue the leasing of such public 
lands: Provided, also, they are authorized to lease lands lying 
west of range 14 west in such quantities as in their judgment 
may be most advantageous to the public interest. 
Approved March 8, 1895.

RULES FOR RENEWAL OF LEASES. 


The following rules and regulations governing the renewal ' 

of leases were passed by the board for leasing school lands, at . 
a meeting held in the city of Guthrie on the 27th day of March, 
1895: f ; 
Rule 1. Any lessee may at the termination of his lease 
remove any or all of his improvements of a moveable character, 
including buildings and fences which he has placed upon the 
leased premises, and he shall have a right to enter thereon to 
harvest and remove any crops thereon at the expiration of his 
lease; provided, however, that in case the lessee is in default 
for the non-payment of the rent, he shall not be allowed to 
remove the improvements, or make such entry to secure crops 
until all arrearages for rents are fully paid; and provided, fur- 
ther, that such improvements shall be removed within sixty 
days after the termination of such lease and not thereafter 
without the consent of the board for leasing school land. 

Rule 2. All leases hereafter executed shall expire on the first 
day of October of each year, and the rent reserved therein shall 
become due and payable on the first day of October each year 
covered by said lease. i 

Rule 8. Any lessee desiring to renew his lease for another 
term must make application in writing to the board at least 
thirty days prior to the expiration of his lease, and in such 
application must state clearly and precisely: 

First. The number of acres in actual cultivation. 

Second. The manner in which the land was cultivated during 
the term of his lease. 

Third. The kind, character and value of the improvements 
thereon, separately stating the value of the movable and per- 
manent improvements he has made. 
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Fourth. What, if any, timber there is growing on such tract. 


Fifth. What, if any, running water there is on such tract; 
which application shall be veritied by oath or affirmation of 
the applicant. Im case such application is not so fixed as 
herein provided, the lessee shall be deemed to have waived his 
preference right to the renewal of his previous lease, and the 
" board shall proceed to lease the same as provided by law. 


Rule 4. The board shall cause to be made a list of lands 
upon which leases are about to expire, and the board shall 
forthwith cause the same to be appraised. which appraisement 
shall be made under oath of the appraiser or appraisers, and 
Shall state the natural character of the land and the rental 
value thereof, and shall give a detailed statement of the 
improvements thereon by items, with the value of each item, 
which appraisement shall be subject to review and revision by 
the board. . 

Rule 5. Upon the return of such appraisement, the board 
shall cause to be published a circular for free distribution show- 
ing tracts for lease. appraised rental value aud value of im- 
provements, and shall give notice by publication for three con- 
secutive weeks in some newspaper in the counties where such 
lands are situated, of the leasing of said lands, and shall require 
of all applicants other than the lessee a reasonable deposit as 
an evidence of good faith. 

Rule 6. The boárd shall immediately proceed with said bids 
as follows: 


First. To all cases where the applicant other than the lessee 
shall have offered a sum in excess of the appraised rental value 
of the lànd, and shall offer to pay to the board for the benefit 
of the said lessee the appraised value of the improvements. the 
lessee shall be notified that he will be permitted to lease the 
land at the price offered by said applicant; if within twenty 
days after the mailing of said notice the lessee shall notify the 
board of his intention to lease said land at bid of said applicant 
or its equivalent. the land shall be awarded to the said lessee; 
otherwise it shall be awarded to the highest bidder, who shall 
have complied with the foregoing provisions. 

Second. All lands not leased under the foregoing provisions 
Shall be awarded to the lessee if he shall have made application 
therefor at a price not less than the appraised rental value. 

Rule 7. All lands not disposed of under the foregoing provi- 


sions shall be advertised for lease to the highest bidder. 
*3 
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. Rule 8. In computing the amount to be paid by any appli- 
cant for the benefit of the lessee on account of improvements, 
the lessee shall be allowed full appraised value for all improve- 
ments under three hundred dollars, one-half appraised value 
for all improvements over three hundred and under one thous- 
and dollars, and one-third appraised value for all improvements 
over ‘one thousand dollars. If the applicant so elect, he may 
pay to the board for the benefit of the lessee one-half cash, and 
give his note for the remainder with good and sufficient surety 
to be approved by the board, payable in one year with interest 
from date at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum. 

Rule 9. In all cases where leases shall have expired Febru- 
ruary 1, 1895, the lands covered by said leases shall be re-leased 
to the former lessees for a term to extend from the expiration 
of the leases until the ist day of October, 1895, at the same 
price as that heretofore paid. If the present lessee shall fail 
to make application for said land upon blanks prepared by the 
board, within thirty days from the date of issuance of the 
notice of this rule, he shall be deemed to have forfeited his 
rights to said land, and the same shall be leased as other vacant 
lands; or, if the board and lessee shall fail to agreé on the 
rental value of said land, the same shall be advertised for lease 
- to the highest bidder. All notes hereafter taken shall fall due 
October 1, of each year. 

Rule 10. At the expiration of the short-term leases herein 
provided for, leases will be made for all lands covered by said 
leases, and all lands ‘upon which leases are about to expire, 
according to the above general rules and regulations. l 


A RULE ADOPTED BY THE BOARD FOR LEASING SCHOOL LANDS. 


' The following regulations relating to the value of improve- 
ments on school land as appraised by the appraiers was made: 

In estimating the value of improvements on school, college 
or public building lands, trees planted shall be taken at the 
actual cost of trees, including planting, which in no case shall 
exceed the following rate: For apple trees, peach trees and 
grape vines, fifteen cents each; for pears, plums, cherries, apri- 
cots and other fancy fruit trees, twenty-five cents each. 

Breaking shall be estimated as follows: Upon the renewal 
of a lease, all breaking done by the lessee shall be estimated at 
not to exceed fifty cents per acre for prairie, and not to exceed 
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one dollar per acre for grub land. In case of transfer of lease. 
the second tenant shall be accorded the same privileges as the 
original tenant would have had. No allowance whatever will 
be made -for breaking after five years from the time the said 
breaking was done. : "

To His Excellency, William €. Renfrow, Governor of Oklahoma. 


SIR:—Pursuant to the requirements of law, I have the honor 
to present a report of the financial trausactions of this depart- 
ment for the bienuial period ending November 30, 1896. 

Itake this occasion to make some remarks and suggestions 
concerning needful changes in the existing laws relating to this 
department, and the financial affairs of the territory. which in 
my judgment, if adopted, would greatly benefit the credit ot the 
territory. Should these suggestions meet with your approval, 
I would ask that you recommend their adoption by the next

legislature. ` a :

The present laws relative to the calling and payment of ter- 
ritorial general fund, university fund and normal school fund 
warrants are not specific; and unless the treasurer is disposed 
to pay the warrants he need not do so, as the laws are not man- 
datory. Notwithstanding this, I have during my two terms as 
treasurer, called warrants for payment three times each year, 
and paid them in their order of registration. I would suggest 
that the following be incorporated iu the statutes prescribing 
the duties of the treasurer: 

“The treasurer of Oklahoma shall pay no money from the 
treasury except on warrants of the auditor, and only in the 
order of their issuance; or if there is no money in the treasury 
from which such. warrants can be paid in the order of their 
issuance, be shall upon request of the holder, éndorse on the 
"warrant the date of its presentation with his signature thereto, 
from which time the warrant shall draw the legal rate of 
interest until the time such warrant or warrants are called for 
payment by the treasurer. 

‘He shall keep a record of the number aud amount of the 
warrauts so presented and endorsed for non-payment, and ou 
the first days of February, May, August and November of each 
year he shall give notice to what registered aumber he has 
sufficient funds in his hands to pay, aud he shall pay them in 


- their order of registration by him. Im all cases he shall call 


sufficient warrants to take up all the cash in his hands belong- 
ing to a particulat fund, or to each and every fund. The notice 
to pay warrants shall be published by three insertions in a 
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newspaper printed at the seat of government. At the expira- 
tion of thirty days from the date of such notice, DALE on the 
warrants somamed as being payable shall cease." 

If in any instance the treasurer shall neglect to call the war- 
rants for payment as directed, he should be made liable to the 
territory criminally, also on his bond in a sufficient amount to 
guarantee the faithful compliance with the laws. 

It will be seen by this report that there is something over 
$10,000 in the bond interest fund, about $2,500 in the board of 
education fund, and about $15,000 in the general and other funds 
held for redemption of warrants called. on which interest is 
stopped, but warrants have not been presented for payment. 
On these balances I have been receiving a small rate of interest 

- during the year 1896, which at this time amounts to the sum of 
$810.24, which amount has been covered into the treasury. In 
the next four years, I ee that the interest on daily bal- 
ances at about 3 per,cent. per annum, about the rate heretofore 
obtained, would amount to at least $2,000 per year, or $8,000 
tor that period. This fund has been kept separate and distinct 
from all others in my hands, there being no provision of law 
requiring money received from this source to be covered into 
the general fund. Since this fund has no existence in law, it is 
not subject to the auditors warrants. and. hence, remains 
intact. JI recommend that a law be passed by the coming legis- 
lative assembly requiring the covering of the receipts on account 
of interest on all territorial funds into the general fund, to be 
used for current territorial expenses.

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Only the funds of which the foregoing statements are made 
are subject to the auditor's warrant. The territorial school 
fund is paid to the several counties of the territory semi-annu- 
ally, on orders issued by the territorial superintendent, while 
the funds for the support of the territorial university and Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical college are in charge of the respect- 
ive boards of regents of those institutions. I desire here to 
renew the recommendation made in the auditor’s last report. 
that all territorial funds, as far as practicable, be paid out only 
on warrants issued by the territorial auditor on proper 

vouchers. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


From the statement of the general condition of the general 
fund given above, it will be seen. that the expenditure for the 
fiscal year ending November 30, 1895, are $28,888.53 in excess of 
those for the fiscal year following. ‘This is to be attributed to 
expenditures for clerk hire for the Second and Third legislative 
assemblies, and for the printing of bills and publication of the 
laws and journals of the latter session of that body. 

It will be seen, further, by comparison-with expenditures for 
previous years, that the ordinary expenses of the territory have 
each year been showing a substantial increase. Going back to 
the beginning of the territorial government we find that the 
expenditures for the year ending November 30, 1891, were 
$17,735.95: for the year ending November 30, 1892, $22,210.64; 
for the year ending November 30, 1893, $62,238.71; for the year 
ending November 30, 1894, $55.818.69. Comparing these amounts 
with those above given for the last two fiscal years, it will be 
seen that while the year in which the legislature meets shows a 
greater ‘outlay than that for the year immediately following, 
the average yearly expenditures have quite rapidly trended, 
upward. This, as was pointed out in the last preceding report 
from this department, has been a necessary incident to the 
territorys growth in population and extent. Now, however, 
that the boundaries of the territory seem to be firmly fixed for 
some time to come, and its population subject to only a normal 
growth within itself, I am of the opinion that the necessary 
expenditures fora proper conduct of territorial affairs during 
the next few years will not materially exceed the average 
amount required per year during the biennial period just past. 
Indeed, it seems safe to say, that by the exercise of judicious 
economy, the expenditures of the territory on account of the 


do 
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general revenue fund for the year 1895—$109,646.24—need not 
be exceeded in any one year for several years tu come; and, fur- 
ther, that the average annual expense for the next few years 
may be kept well within the hundred thousand dollar mark. | 
Compared with other territories of the union tbe showing made 
is greatly in our favor. In none of the territories, Alaska 
excepted, is the average annual expenditure for territorial pur- 
poses less than twice the amount: expended annually by Okla- 
homa. 


But, while the expenses of maintaining the territorial 
administration of affairs is thus comparatively small, it 
will be seen from the foregoing statement that receipts into 
"the territorial treasury inue to be much less than 
expenditures. I use the wor "continue" advisedly, for 
there has not been a year since the territoral govern- 
ment was organized that receipts in the general fünd 
even nearly equalled the amount paid out in territorial war- 
rants. During the biennial period covered by this report 
the total general fund indebtedness increased $83,736.94 or 
from $91,819.26 to $175,555.50, on a total expenditure of $190,- 
495.95., This disparity between receipts and expenditures, 
resulting in a constantly increasing debt has been pointed out 
in more than one report from this department, and means of 
relief suggested, «nd I feel that, for the most part, I can not do 
better than renew the recommendations made in preceding 
reports. From what has been said, it is plain that it is not a 
matter of excessive expense to be dealt with, but one of 
deficient revenue. Receipts into the general fund, with the 
exception of about $1,000 received per year on account of 
insurance license, are derived wholly from the territorial tax, 
which is limited to three mills on the territory's assessed valua- 
tion. Theaverage valuation of the territory for the six years 
in which the territorial levy has been made has been about 
$20,000,000, which would yield on the above basis about $60,000 
per annum — provided all of it could be collected. As a matter 
of fact, however, it has been found that about 20 per cent. of 
the amount due the territory remains unpaid after every effort 
has been made to collect it. If all taxes due the territory had 
been promptly paid when due a great saving in interest 
would have been effected, and the territorial debt practically 
wiped. out on payment of taxes for the current year, now 
due. The total amount due the general fund on account 


i 
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of the three mills levy from the organization of the terri- 
tory to 1896, inclusive, was $352,250.00. Expenditures dur- 
ing the same period amount to $348,427.94. But, of the 
above amount due the territory, only $201,128 have ‘been 
into the general fund. Of this amount, $74.447 are for 1896 
taxes, the time for payment of which is not yet past, but 
after deducting this amount we find the very large sum of 
$76,073, unpaid and delinquent, the greater. part of which 
is for the years 1894 and 1895. These figures speak for them- 
selves, and indicate very clearly the cause of the territory’s in- 
creasing debt, as well as the line along which measures of 
relief may be enacted. 


If the present debt were paid, and provision made for in- 
suring the payment of the full amount of the three-mill levy 
authorized by the present revenue law, nearly sufficient funds 
would be procured to keep the territory continually on a cash 
basis. ‘The additional amount necessary should, in my opinion, 
be secured from a reasonable license fee charged the saloons of 
the territory. I beg to present for your consideration-- and; in 
doing, I quote freely from the last report from this office—the 
following recommendations, which, I believe, afford the best 
means for improving our present undesirable financial condi- 
tion: 

1. Issue bonds to the amount of outstanding general fund 
warrants with accrued interest, one-tenth of the amount so 
issued to become payable in five years, and one-tenth each suc- 
ceeding year until the total issue is paid. 

2. Require all liquor dealers to pay a territorial license fee 
of one hundred dollars annually. Information received from 
the county clerks show a total of three hundred saleons within 
the territory. The annual revenue to be derived from this 
source would, therefor, amount to $30,000 at present, with the 
probability of considerable increase each succeeding year. 

3. Give the territorial board of equalization power to add 
25 per cent. to all levies for delinquent taxes. 

If the suggestions offered above are made the basis of statu- 
tory enactments, the territory will be relieved at once of its 
present embarrassment and means provided whereby a sound 
and healthy condition of the public finances may be maintained. 
I am aware that there exists a strong prejudice against the 
issuance of bonds for any purpose whatsoever, but in this 
instance the situation is so grave, involving, as it does, the 


=

territory’s financial stability and reputation, both at home and 
abroad, that the question of prejudice should not stand in the 
way of speedy relief. Territorial warrants are circulating at 
about 85 per cent. of their face value. Creditors of the ter- 
ritory are compelled to accept depreciated warrants in pay- 
ment of their claims and make good the loss by charging a 
higher price for their goods and services. The loss in this way 
has already been great and will continually increase if present 
conditions are permitted to exist. | 

“The second proposition, that of levying an annual tax of one 
-hundred dollars on every saloon in the territory, hardly needs 
discussion. Every argument in favor of a license fee to the 
county is of equal weight with reference to the territory. It is 
not unjust that these mills of the criminal and lunatic, two items 
of expense that alone demand two-thirds of the territory’s reve- 
nue, be required to bear a portion of the expense they are in- 
strumental in causing. The additional revenue is absolutely 
required to meet current expenses. A conservative estimate of 
receipts and expenditures for the next two vears, hereafter 
given, shows a deficit of $42,000. The necessary additional 
. revenue could be provided, of course, by increasing the rate of 
the territorial levy sufficiently, but this plan is open to serious 
objection. Territorial and county taxes are already excessively 
high and burdensome, and I would recommend no increase in 
the territorial levy, except enough to make good the loss in- 
curred on account of delinquent taxes.” 

The third recommendation speaks for itself. The necessity 


for securing to the territory the full amount of the levy charged - 


to the counties has, I think, been made sufficiently plain. The 
scheme suggested is not new, but has been in effect in this'ter- 
ritory, as far as concerns county revenue, during the last two 
years, and, as far as I can learn, has worked very satisfactorily. 
“Aside from the question of placing the public finances on a 
sound basis for mere utility's sake, the desire to promote con- 
fidence in the stability and prosperity of the territory abroad 
should be a strong incentive to the speedy enactment of meas- 
ures of relief. Capital may be slow to seek investment in a 
territory where the condition of public finances gives assurance 
of no greater general prosperity than is indicated by receipts of 
one dollar and expenditures of two." A i 


NORMAL SCHOOL FUND. 


The net indebtedness of the normal school fund on November

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30, 1896, as will be seen from the statement already given, is 

$3,653.40, a decrease of about $3,000 since the date of the audi- 
tor’s last report. Within the next six months it is expected 
that all outstanding warrants on this fund will be redeemed, 
and a cash basis continually maintained thereafter. 


" BOND INTEREST FUND. 


Warrants are issued about, July first each year on this fund 
for payment of interest on outstanding territorial bonds amount- 
ing to $48,000. The annual interest, with charges for transfer- 
ring same to the fiscal agency at New York city, amounts to 
$2,890.60. The amount due for the past two years was promptly 
paid and there now remains in the fund a balance of $10,915.17. 
Under present conditions this amount will be sufficient for three 
years, at least, on which account no levy was made for this 
fund for the year 1896. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION FUND. 


This fund has been maintained by a one-tenth mill levy on 
the assessed valuation of the territory. This levy was made. 
for the years 1894 and 1895, but owing to a surplus. in the fund 
sufficient for two or three years’ requirements, it was omitted 
for the vear 1896. The cash balance November 30, 1896, was 
$2,674.59. | 


LIBRARY FUND. " 


Against the library fund, warrants to the amount of $5,630.26 
are now outstanding, $5,959.51 of which were issued during the 
biennial period covered by this report. The law commands 
the auditor to issue his warrant on this fund, and provides that 
the payment of such warrants shall be made out of money 
received from the sale of statutes and supreme court reports. 
To date no money has been covered into the treasury on ac- 
count of this fund, arid, as already stated, all warrants issued 
against it are yet outstanding. Either adequate provision 
should be made for redeeming warrants issued on this fund, or 
the “fund,” so called, should have no existence in law, as it 
now has none in fact. Under present conditions the fund is a 
farce. 


SCHOOL FUND. 


In accordance with section 19 of the appropriation bill passed 
| by the Third legislative assembly, the amount of $8,766.68 was 
. paid to D. A. Harvey on warrant of the auditor, for services in 
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securing to the territory indemnity school lands. With-this 
exception, this fund has never been subject to the auditor’s 
Warrant. 


ESTIMATES OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES ON ACCOUNT OF 


THE GENERAL REVENUE FUND FOR THEYEARS 1897 AND 
1898. 


The estimate of receipts and expenditures for the next two 
years given below are made on the assumption that present laws 
affecting. receipts and expenditures will not be changed by the 
coming legislative assembly. If, however, the recommenda- 
tions already made"om a preceeding page are made the basis of 
laws, as it is hoped they will be, the increase in the territory's 
indebtedness by the amount of the deficits estimated below 
on a basis of present conditions will be prevented. "The pros- 
pects of a further increase in the debt of the territory should, it 
seems to me, be a weighty argument for carrying out the plans 
suggested, or others if it shall seem best, that wili answer the 
same purpose. Only a summary of estimated receipts and 
expenditures is here given. On another page will be found a 
table of estimated requirements on account of each item of 
. territorial expense.

APPROPRIATIONS. 


Appropriations for current expenses of the territory made by 
the Third legislative assembly will, with two exceptions, be 
sufficient for requirements until the end of the current year, 
which marks the expiration of the period for which they were 
made. These exceptionsare the appropriations for the trans- 
portation and care of convicts, and for election supplies. For 


> 
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the payment of obligations outstanding against the former fund 
a deficiency appropriation of about $5,000 will be required, and 
the latter about $500. On other pages of this report will be 
found statements showing in detail warrants issued against the 
several appropriations, and the unexpended balances November 
30, 1896. l 1 


ASSESSED VALUATION. 


During the past three years the total assessed valuation of the 
territory has shown marked variations. For the year 1984, the 
total was $19,948,012; for the year 1895 it was $39,275,139—nearly 
double that for 1894. "For the year 1896 the total was: $24,- 
815,711. The phenomenal increase in the valuation of 1896, over 


that of 1894, was partly due to the natural growth of theterritory . 


in material prosperity, but principally to other reasons, viz; the 


assessment of property in reservations attached to the terri- ', 


tory for judicial purposes, and the increasing of the county 
assessments by the territorial board of equalization. The ter- 
ritorial board of equalization, realizing that property in all 
but two or three counties of the territory had. been assessed far 
below its cash value, added such a per cent. to the valuation of 
each county, with one exception, as would necessitate its 
paying a proportionate tax to those counties returning assess- 
ments most nearly in, accordance with the law requiring all 
property to be assessed at its actual cash value. The average 
increase for all the counties of the territory was about 30 per 


cent. Much litigation resulted, a decision being finally rendered * 


by the supreme court sustaining the action of the board. This 
decision came too late to guide the board at its regular session 
for 1896, so that no change was made in the assessments of the 
several counties. The law defining the board's powers and 
duties has always been more or less indefinite, and should be 
amended so-that no doubt can exist as to its proper interpreta- 
tion. While assessments in many counties are often ridiculously 
low, I am of the opinion that the board's power should be lim- 


ited to making such assessments conform to the average valua-. 


tion of the entire territory. This is possibly the intent of the 
present law, though the language used is subject to widely dif- 
ferent interpretations. At another place in this report will be 
found a record of the proceedings of the board for the years 
1895 and 1896, with appended tables showing by counties the 
valuation of tbe different classes of property. 
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BONDED INDEBTEDNESS. 


The present bonded indebtedness of Oklahoma is $48,000, all 
of which was contracted to provide building funds for the terri- 
tory’s three institutions of learning. -These bonds bear interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, payable annually. Sec- 
tion 388, statutes of 1393, provides for an annual tax of one-half 
mill on the dollar of assessed valuation to meet this interest as 
it becomes due. 


CENSUS AND OTHER STATISTICS. 
The census and sratistical data required by law to be collected 


by the assessors and compiled by the auditor will be found in 
this report. The census is taken every even year, while agri- 


cultural statistics are collected annually. Owing to the neg- 


lect of the assessors in several counties to properly do their 
work, the data herein given is far from complete, and though 
for the most part making a good showing for the territory, it 
nevertheless falls far short of representing actual facts. Some 
means should be devised to secure a more efficient performance 
of their duty on the part of the township assessors. The 
territory is at an annual expense of about $500 for the necessary 
blanks and supplies for carrying on this work, and either pro- 
vision should be made for having it done well or it should not 
be attempted. 


BOARD OF RAILROAD ASSESSORS. 


As secretary of the territorial board of railroad assessors, I 
have included in this report the record of the proceedings of 
the sessions for 1895 and 1896. The findings of the board at the 
regular session for 1896 was attacked in the courts by the rail- 
road companies of the territory on the, ground that the valua- 
tion as compared with that on other classes óf property was 
excessive. The court reconvened the board and commanded a 
reassessment of the property of the railroad companies oper- 
ating within the territory, which was accordingly done. Since, 
accorüing to the decision of the court, the valuation of railroad 
property must depend upon the rate of assessment of other 
classes of property, and since. further, the valuation of other 
property cannot be determined until the board of equalization 
has completed its work, it would seem necessary to revise the 
law so as to make the date of the meeting of the board of rail 
road assessors follow that of the board of equalization, instead 
of preceding it, as it now does by nearly four months. A more 
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efficient remedy, it seems to me, would be to constitute the 
board of equalization also ‘the board of railroad assessors, with 
full power to act under the provisions of the law for the assess- 
ment of railroads as it now stands. 


DELINQUENT TAXES. 


Attention has already been called to the large amount of 
taxes due the territory and delinquent. I refer to them again 
to call attention to the fact that while a large part of these 
taxes, especially those for the years 1891, 1892, and 1893 are 
non-collectable, there is no provision of law by which the audi- 
tor’s accounts with the several counties can be balanced. Some 
provision should be made to allow the auditor to give credit on 
proper showing that these taxes cannot be collected. 


INSANE. 


The transportation and care or the insane continues to be the 
most important item of territorial expense. For the first half 
of the year 1895 these unfortunates were cared for at the hos- 
pital of The Oak Lawn Retreat company, at Jacksonville, Illi- 
nois, from which place they were transferred to the sanitarium 
at Norman, Oklahoma, about July first of that year.: At the 
- time of the transfer the number of inmates was 77. From that 
time until November 30, 1896, 145 patients were admitted to the 
asylum at Norman, and 98 discharged, leaving 124 remaining on 
the above date. The cost of conveying patients to the asylum 
for 1895 was $9,851.52, and for 1896, $2,283.64, as compared with 
$6,518.79 for 1898, and $10,517.19 for 1894. Patients at the asy- 
lum are cared for at the rate of $300 each per year as provided for 
by contract between the territory and the Oklahoma Sanitarium 
Company. The cost of care and keeping for 1895 was $28,830.81, 
which includes the amount paid the Oak Lawn Retreat Com- 
pany, for the first half of that year, ard for 1896, $27,487.42, 
which amount is for the tirst three quarters of the year, the bill 
for the last quarter not yet being due, as compared with $9,351. - 
04 for the year 1893, and $19,432.91 for a like period in 1894. 
The cost of caring for the insane during the last quarter of the 
present year will be nearly, if not quite, ten thousand dollars. 
l estimate that the amount required for care and keeping dur- 
ing the year 1897 will be $39,000, and for the year 1898, $41,000, 
and that the cost of transportation for each year will be $2,300. 
It will be seen from the foregoiug figures that, while the cost 
of conveying patients to the asylum has been reduced by having 
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them cared for within the territory, the cost of caring for them 
has shown a very large increase. There is reason to believe that 
the nearness of the asylum has induced the committing to its 
care of a certain class of unfortunates that could and would 
have been cared for at home had the old plan of sending them 
far from the territory been adhered to. In order to require the 
counties to be more careful in committing such persons to the 
asylum to be cared for by the territory at a large expense, I 
recommend that the county instead of 'the territory be required 
to pay the cost of transportation to the asylum of its insane 
patients. This will tend to equalize the expense, and prevent 
the asylum from being made the dumping-ground for all classes 
of undesirable unfortunates. 
PRISONERS. ' 

Territorial prisoners are cared for at the Kansas state peni- 
tentiary, located at Lansing, Kansas, at the rate of twenty-five 
cents for each prisoner per day, in accordance with the terms 
of a contract made between the territory of Oklahoma and the 
state of Kansas. 

On November 30, 1894, seventy-four prisoners were confined 
there. For the year ending November 30, 1895, the additions 
uumbered sixty-six, and the removals from all causes twenty- 
eight, leaving one hundred and fourteen remaining at the end 
of the fiscal year. From December 1, 1895, to September 30, 
1896, the additions numbered twenty-five, and the removals 
twenty-six, leaving one-hundred and thirteen at the peniten- 
tiary on the last named date. During the year 1895 the cost of 
transportation was $2,817.90, and for the year 1896 to November 
30, $82,387 79, as compared with $1,185,54 for the year 1893, and 
$2,779.07 for a like period in 1894. The cost of maintainance 
for the year 1895 was $8,360.75 and for the year 1896 to Novem- 
ber 30, $8,806.75, as compared with $3,160.75 for the year 1898. 
and $3,828 for the year 1894. There is little room for doubt 
that under this arrangement the territorial prisoners are cared 
for at a much less expense than would be incurred in making 
provision for them within the territory. As long as the present 
favorable terms can be secured it would seem to me to be poor 
policy to incur the expense of establishing a penitentiary within 
the territory. 


TERRITORIAL LEVIES. 


t 


The following levies were made by the territorial board ot 
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equalization for the years 1895 and 1896: For 1895: General rev- 
enue fund, three mills on the dollar of assessed valuation; for 
normal school fund, one-half mill; for university fund, one-halt 
mill; for bond interest fund. one-half mill; for board of educa- 
tion fund, one-tenth mill. For 1896: General revenue fund, 
three mills, for normal school fund, one-half mill; for university 
fund, one-half mill The foregoing levies for 1895 aggregate 
four and six-tenth mills, and for 1896, four mills. 
INTEREST ON DEPOSITS. 


The territorial treasurer has been receiving a small interest 
on territorial funds deposited in banks which, to November 30, 
1896, amounts to $781.93. There 1s no provision of law concerning 
the disposition of this monéy, and it has been kept as a separate 
fund awaiting the action of the legislature. I recommend that 
a law be enacted requiring all money received on account of 
interest on territorial funds to be covered into the general 
revenue fund and used for current territorial expenses. 


WARRANTS. 


A complete list of all warrants issued by the auditor on terri- 
torial funds from November 30, 1894. to November 30, 1896, will 
be found with this report. The date of issue, the person to 
whom issued, the fund on which drawn, and the amount of 
each warrant is given. 


SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. Issue bonds bearing a low rate of interest in amount suf- 
ficient to redeem outstanding general fund warrants with 
accrued interest. 

2. Give the territorial board of equalization power to add 25 
per cent. to all levies for delinquent taxes.

4. Make provision for the paymeht of library. fund war- 
rants. 

3. Devise means tor more efficiently collecting census and 
agrcultural statistics. 

6. Require each county to pay the-costs of conveying its 
insane patients to the asylum. 

7. Insert a clause in the revenue law authorizing the auditor 
to credit county treasurers on proper showing with non-collect- 
able taxes.

On examination it appears that some of the county clerks in 
making the returns for their counties have failed to give the 
number of acres of land, and that said returns are indefinite and 
uncertain and incomplete in other respects, and that an intelli- 
gent comparison of values placed on the several classes of prop- 
erty in the various counties is practically impossible. Such 
examination discloses the further fact that where the number 
and valuation of property is given there seems to have been a 
uniform and concerted action on the part of the assessors in 
returning property for taxation for much less than its actual 
cash value; in fact, a comparison of the returns with the cen- 
sus returns discloses that the assessors placed a different val- 
uation on property for purposes of taxation than that placed 
on the same property in the census returns. Still, an examina- 
tion of the returns does not disclose that the.rule of uniformity 
has been violated. Under the construction of the statute that 
the power of equalization vested in this board does not author- 
ize a change in the aggregate of the assessment as returned to 
the auditor, it.seems that no equalization of these returns is 
necessary ; in fact, the assessments returned from the several 
counties appear to be uniform and equal. 


It is therefore ordered by the territorial board of equaliza-

'l'he territorial board of raiiroad assessors met iu the auditor's 
office, at the city of Guthrie, Oklahoma, pursuant to adjourn- 
ment. Present: William C. Renfrow, president; E. D. Cameron. 
secretary; and Thomas J. Lowe, composing said board of rail- 
road assessors, and John W. Shartel, representing the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railroad company, and the Southern Kan- 
sas railroad company, and also representing the Choctaw, 
Oklahoma and Gulf railroad company, and J. C. Cooper, repre- 
senting the Chicago. Rock Island and Pacific railroad company. 

After hearing the evidence, as they were commanded to do, 
in the order issued by Judge Dale in the suit, aforesaid, as to 
value of railroad property in the territory of Oklahoma, and 
the valuation placed on other classes of property in said terri- 
tory for revenue purposes, and being fully advised and informed 
in the premises. it is found by the board that the valuation 
placed upon railroad property at the March meeting of said

The faculty consists of a president of the university at a 
salary of. $2,400.00 per annum; a professor of chemistry, 
physics and pharmacy at a salary of $1,500.00 per annum; a 
professor of Greek and latiu at a salary of $1,500.00 per annum; 
a professor of history and civics at a salary of $1,500.00 per 
annum; au instructor in mathematics at a salary of $960.00 per 
annum; an instructor in English and common branches at a 
salary of $720.00 per annum, and an instructor in vocal music 
.atasalary of $247.50 per annum. 


STUDENTS. 


The number of students enrolled during the year ending June 
30, 1895, was 130. The number enrolled during the year ending 
June 30, 1896 was 148. - 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


During the two years covered by this report the following: 
additions and improvements have been made: . The grounds 
have been subscantially enclosed’ with a fence; a commodious 
physical and chemical labratory has been arranged and 
equipped in the basement of the building; a two hundred and 
fifty barrel cistern with plumbing for water supply has been 
put in; a large cesspool providing for complete drainage for the 
labratories has been provided; considerable additions have been 
made to the library each year, and apparatus, charts and illus- 
trative material have been provided for the use of each of the 
departments.

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$16,057.00, while the indebtedness has increased somewhat dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1896, it should be noted that such 
increase is not due to an increase of the expenditures but is due 
to the decrease of the revenue collected. 


ECOMMENDATIONS. 


The best interests of the institution require that it be placed 
upon a cash basis, and it is the hope of this board that your , 
excellency will make needed' recommendations to the- legisla- 
ture looking to that end. The interests of the institution 
demand an increase rather than a decrease of the annual 
expenditures. The most rigid economy consistent with the 
welfare of the university has been observed, so that a reduction 
of expenses can not be counted upon to bring the institution to 
a cash basis. 

The university, in our judgment, should have an appropria- 
tion of at least ten thousand dollars.

A detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures is shown 
in full in a separate report hereto attached and marked “ Ex- 
hibit A," upon examination of which the correctness of the 
above statements will be proven. 

The desparity in the balance on hand in the several funds is 
due to the laws governing the donation and use of the same—a 
matter beyond the control of the board. Any unexpended bal- 
ance of the Hatch fund on hand at the end of each fiscal year is 
deducted by the United States government from appropriations 
to the college for the succeeding year. while the Morrill fund is 
permitted to accumulate from year to year for further and future 
use. The demands in the way of equipment and preparation, 
owing to the newness of the institution, have been very heavy, 
and hence it is that the Hatch fund, which is donated tor this 
purpose, among others, has been exhausted each year, while the 
Morrill fund, which is confined to the college proper, and which 
in amount is almost double, yearly, finds fewer avenues of out- 
let. The government has been very liberal in its allowances— 
quite sufficient for every purpose for which it may be used. 
Owing to the conditions imposed as to the distribution and ex- 
penditure of the appropriation, and owing to the wholly inade- 
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quacy of the revenue from the territory, the board has been 
greatiy embarrassed in meeting the requirements of a college of 
this character and standing. Familiar as you are with the con- 
ditions imposed by law in the expenditure of the appropriations 
by the general government, as well as with the necessities of 
both college and station, which lie beyond the availability of 
either fund, it is unnecessary to go into detail of the causes of | 
our embarrassment in this respect; suffice it is to say, that: 
unless some means are adopted by the next legislature in the 
way of appropriations, with the growing needs of a growing 
institution, we feel that it will be next to impossible to do jus- 
tice in the maintaining in our midst au institution of this 
importance and benefits, by performing our duty in the way of 
defraying the incidental expenses, such as are wholly chargea- 
ble, and under the law must be paid by the territory. Our 
people have a right to expect a full equipmeut, and must havc 
it if they entrust to it the education of our youth. When we 
consider that this great government of ours has made it 
possible for the youth of this territory to acquire a most 
therough collegiate education without one cent expense, in 
the way of tuition fee or incidental charges; that it has 
placed withiu the power of every citizen to know what are the 
hidden resources of our soil and the conditions of our climate, 
by theestablishment of and guarantee to maintain the experiment 
station, or farm, whereon are tested and demonstrated for the 
right or wrong every idea known to agricultural and horticul- 
tural science; we say, that where this government has be- 
stowed such incalculable benefits, asking and exacting no more 
than that we furnish the land and buildings and defray the in- 
cidental expenses thereof, it is asking but little, and is but a 
poor expressiou of appreciation when we suggest that our peo- 
ple's representatives contribute in the. way of a suitable and 
modest appropriation. Of the thousands of dollars donated by 
the yovernment, but $750.00 are available for buildings or 
repairs. This sum is barely sufficient to keep up the repairs, 
much less to erect the necessary buildings required by the 
rapid growth and extension of the several branches of the in- 
stitution. Our college building is now greatly over-crowded. 
More than this, it is not conveniently arranged, and unless 
some change is made, we feel that the students will not be 
able to receive the full benefits such as is their right to have 
and enjoy. The board have bought extensively of apparatus 
and appliances and made heavy addition to the library, besides 
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adding a large collection of specimens to the various depart- 
ments, so that to properly house and take care of the same. the 
erection of an additional building to be used as a laboratory and . 
library, is necessary We feel that this is absolutely necessary 
for the preservation of what we already have, and hence urge 
you to the recognition of it by directing the attention of the 
legislature to it. We are also in need of a conservatory for the 
propagation and growth of plants, and, also, of a building for 
the department of mechanica] arts; the latter, however might 
be arranged in connection with the library and museum building. 
These necessities can be supplied with an appropriation of 
$5,000, which we earnestly request you may see your way clear 
to recommend. When it is recalled that this territory, for all 
the benefits received, has expended but $15,000 in the way of 
buildings and grounds, it would seem that our request is small, 
indeed, and one that a commonwealth of our importance can ill- 
afford to refuse. ; 

Owing to the strictness of the construction of the federal 
statute governing the expenditure of the funds donated by the 
government by the department at Washington, the board, to 
avoid erroneous application ot the same has thoroughly 
reorganized its system of disbursing money, and adopted laws 
and regulations which for simplicity and accuracy seems to be 
‘all that can be desired. Under the present laws all purchases 
in the way of supplies or additional apparatus, etc., come to the 
board or its committee of finance upon the recommendation and 
request of the head of the respective departments for which it 
is needed, after the approval by the president of the college. 
The purchase is then authorized by the board or its finance 
committee, and the account is then placed before the auditing 
committee, who, if of the correct amount and upon the proper 
fund, audit the account and order the clerk to draw his warrant 
upon the treasurer, by whom it is paid upon presentation. 
Thus it is that all purchases are examined by three distinct 
committees or officers before payment, thus insuring the safety 
of the board against the wrongful or erroneous application of 
its funds. One committee acts as a check upon the other, and 
both in turn a check upon the clerk, whose books are a con- 
stant check to the treasurer. . This system has worked admira: 
bly, and we feel it to be the most successful yet followed. It 
enables one to know in a moment’s time of any expenditure nec- 
essary or condition of any fund. l 
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à CONDITION. 


- We are greatly encouraged in the appearance and condition 
of the college grounds and station. Both the agricultural and 
horticultural departments have done excellent work in the way 
of beautifying the grounds and surroundings.  Grasses have 
been set upon the college campus and ornamental trees planted 
around and over the same. An additional building for the 
depositing of specimens and collections, and also for laboratory 
work in the department of veterinary science has been recently 
added. There have also been added suitable corn cribs, imple- 
ment sheds, and ice house during the iast year, The college 
building, labratory, barn, station house, and fence are all in 
good repair. Three large tanks or ponds for the supply of, 
water for stock and other purposes have been made upon the 
farm. l 

At our last report, our college was presided over by President 
H. E. Alvord and the station by Dr. J. C. Neal, director. In 
1895 President Alvord was succeeded by President Murdangh, 
` who was succeeded in 1896 by President George E. Morrow ; 
President Morrow, by order of tbe board was also made director 
of the station. In President Morrow we feel that we have one 
of America's greatest and best agriculturists. -He comes to us 
with seventeen years of experience as the head of a similar 
institution in the great state of Illinois, and we feel that under 
his direction and control our institution has done and will con- 
tinue to do a great work and good for the people of our territory. 
Professors Waugh and McGruder retired in June 1895, and in 
the same year the chair of entomology was made vacant by the 
death of Dr. J. C. Neal, in December. The board has made sev- 
eral changes ànd additions to the faculty, believing it neces- 
sary and iu keeping witb the advancement of the work, and is 
at present constituted as follows:

The work of the present faculty has been very dic 
and fully up to the expectations of the board. ’ There seems to 
be perfect harmony throughout, with good work in every depart- 
ment. 'The work of both college and station, with the excep- 
tion of the two members of the preparavory department, is 
divided among the remaining nine members of the faculty, thus 
combining both the theoretical and practical. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


All students are received at the age of 14 on passing satisfac- 
tory examination in the common. school branches. Starting 
‘from this point, a four years’ course isarranged. This has been 
recast for the present college year, and is now satisfactory, It 
«conforms to the strict provisions of the United States law 
granting the endowment, and is designed to give thorough 
instruction in English, mathematics, the sciences underlying 
the industries, especially agriculture, and to supplement these 
by teaching agriculture, horticulture, and veterinary science. 

“Because of lack of suitable building, no provision has been 

made for instruction in the mechanic arts. The laboratory 
methods of instruction are followed where the nature of the 
subject permits. 

During the junior and senior years, considerable choice of 
studies is allowed students; thus enabling them to either make 
a specialty of one or two lines of work, or to get a fair knowl- 
edge of a large number of subjects. So far as is possible, the 
different subjects are taught in their natural order of sequence. 


COLLEGE. 


. Library.—Great help is found in the work of all departments 
in the excellent library, now numbering over 3,000 volumes for 
the college, and several hundred for the station, aside from 
large collections of pamphlets, many of these being of much 
value. 
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Apparatus.—The apparatus for use in instruction and investi- 
gation in botany, chemistry, mineralogy, physics, surveying, 
veterinary science and zoology, including entomology, is of un- 
usual excellence, considering the age of the institution, and the - 
conditions under which it has made its growth. In the main, it 
has been selected with care and been kept in good condition. 
Large additions have been made during the past year, it being 
believed that supplying the best facilities for instruction is the 
best means by which to secure growth and usefulness of the 
college. In botany and entomology collections, creditable in 
extent and very valuable, have been made of plants, seeds and 
insects. 


Military.— All male students not physically disabled are given 
military drill during two terms of each year. The general direc- 
tion of this work is given to a member of the faculty, but the 
company is officered by students, who take much interest in the 
work. As yet it has been impossible to secure arms and other 
military equipment. The United States government furnishes 
such equipment and an officer from the army to give instruction 
in the case of most colleges of this class, but the list authorized 
for such details is full. It is hoped such an arrangement can 
soon be made. 

Physical Culture:—Under the direction of the only lady in- 
structor, Miss Hunter, the young women students receive in- 
struction and practice in physical culture,, adding to their 
strength and health and giving them more grace and ease of 
movement. 

Literary Societies. —Two literary societies are maintained by ' 
the students, holding weekly meetings in the college assembly 
hall during the college year. The Sigma society admits young 

men and young women students; the Webster membership is 
. confined to young men. 


Lectures. — A lecture is given before the students and -faculty 
once a month by some member of the faculty. Valuable lectures 
have also been given to the students by Dr. A. C. True, of the 
department of agriculture, at Washington, and by President 
Boyd of the territorial university... The annual commencement 
address was given, in 1896, by Horace Speed.

THE FARM. 


The farin, for the use of the college and experiment station, 
includes 200 acres of upland prairie land, of average quality of 
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its class. Except a few acres about the college main building, 
it bas all been assigned to the use of the statión — 120 acres to 
agricultural and 80 to the horticultural department. "These 
amounts include area occupied by roads. About 400 acres re- 
main in prairie grass for pasture and meadow; the remainder is 
under cultivation. 


During the past two years experiente or examinations of 
soils both chemically and physically have been continued and 


are still in progress. Especial attention is being given to the © 


relations of these soils to moisture as influenced by their fine 
texture, by deep and shallow cultivation and by addition of 
vegetable matter in the shape of stable manure and the plow- 
ing under of green crops. 

Experiments in testing different varieties of grains, grasses, 
clovers and other forage plants have received large attention 
as well as comparisons of methods of culture. Trials have 
been made of a good many plants from other countries, with 
the hope that something of perhaps equal value with alfalfa, 
kaffir corn, Japanclover, etc., might be found, but as yet no 
_marked success has resulted. Teosinte has fair promise as a 
fodder plant but not probably equal to that of corn or kaffir 
corn. Studies of native grasses and of native and introduced 
weeds have been made and attempts to improve some of the 
former by cultivation are in progress. 


In the horticultural department, much work has been done 
along corresponding lines. Apple, peach, apricot, trees, grape, 
blackberry, strawberry and raspberry vines have been culti- 
vated in large numbers and of many varieties. Trials of dif- 
ferent methods of cultivation and protection are being made. 
In such work there is danger of harm being done by publishing 
reports of the results of one or two years’ work; hence less has 


been published than might be thought desirable by some. Po-” 


tato, peanut and root culture have been given attention. A 
considerable number of forest trees have been planted. A for- 
mal co-operative experiment in forestry has recently been 
started. 


Experiments in feeding cattle, to test relative value of wheat 
and corn, kaffir corn and corn, cotton seed in combination with 
grains, out-door and stable feeding, and comparative gains of 
cattle of different ages have been made and are now in pro- 
gress. Pig feeding experiments have also been made, and 
within the last year the foundation for a dairy has been made.

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Some general conclusions have been published in press bulle- 
tins but full report has been deferred until at least ui trials in 
each line of work could be reported on. 


Owing to the fact that under construction of the law made by 
the Washington authorities no sufficient funds have been availa- 
ble for supplying a suitable. plant for irrigating purposes, no 
work has been possible in this important line of investigation, 
but arrangements have now been made for some trials in irriga- 
tion, making use m. water from one of the three ponds on the 
farm. 


Bulletins. —Aside from brief '*press bulletins" frequently sent 
to the newspapers of the territory giving brief statements of 
work done, eight regular bulletins have been issued during the 
two years, Nos. 18 to 20. The subjects were: Wheat Feeding, 
Grape Experiments, Garden Vegetables, Experiments with 
Oats, Oklahoma Weeds, Irrigation and Climatic Conditions in 
Oklahoma, Destroying Chinch Bugs, Wheat Experiments, 1896, 
Food Value of Corn Scorched by Hot Winds, Fruit Culture in 
Oklahoma, Peach Rosette, The Melon Louse. A bulletin giv- 
ing results of experiments with corn in 1896 and a discussion of 
road making is now in the hands of the printer. 


The farm now has four horses, two mules, twenty steers, seven 
cows and heifers, and ten brood sows. , It hasa good collection 
of farm and orchard working machinery, in Some cases a variety 
of tools of the same general class for purposes of comparison. 
It has a good steam engine furnishing power for threshing, 
corn grinding, fodder cutting, etc. 


Aside from the part still in native grass, most of the farm has 
beén laid out in plats designed for a series of experiments con- 
tinued through a series of years, both as regards farm and or- 
chard crops. : ) 


QUARANTINE LAW, 


The quarantine law passed in 1895, by the legislative assem- 
bly, imposed upon this board the general supervision of its 
enforcement. From the experience of the past vear, it is clear 
that to accomplish the ends intended by the legislature a sweep- 
ing change is necessary. The board has given it special atten- 
tion, but by reason of conflicts and defects in its constitution 
was uuable to accomplish the result hoped for. 'l'he people, as

a rule observed the regulations therein imposed, in all the proc- 
lamations issued by the governor thereunder, but in many cases 
unscrupulous parties, profiting by illict traffic in cattle above 
and below the quarantine line, disregarded the same, and 
brought themselves within the law, but by reason of its con- 
flicts and defects were freed by the courts from all its penalties 
and punishments. It is reasonable to assume that protected by 
such constructions these violators will continue in their prac- 
tices, and thus imperil and eventually ruin one of the greatest 
industries of our territory. 


The federal government, through the department of agricul- 
ture, has discovered and determined that Texas or splenetic 
fever is communicated through the agency of cattle ticks ; that 
by the extermination of these ticks infested localities may be 
reclaimed and freed from the conditions of the law and placed 
above the quarantine line. Oklahoma is only partially infected 
and we believe that if the present legislature will enact string- 
ent laws that the whole of Oklahoma may be placed above the 
line. We would therefore recommend that the present statute 
be abolished in its entirety, and substituted by another, the fol- 
lowing points to be observed in its construction: 


First. The supervision and control of the enforcement of the 
law and the direction of the officers working thereunder. to re: 
main in the board of regents, who shall be given power to hold 
special meetings, under the call of the chairman, at convenient 
places within the territory, and to change or alter the quaran- 
tine line at any time, and to fix the dates in each year when 
said law shall become operative and in effect. 


Second. The abolishment of the office of veterinary surgeon 
in connection with quarantine inspection, unless the salary 
thereof is paid by the territory. This is made necessary by the. 
laws of congress governing the disbursement of the funds do- 
nated for the mainteuance of the agricultural and mechanical 
college and station. 

Third. Thesappointment of an inspector who shall hold his 
office for a full year, and who shall have full power to establish 
and declare temporary quarantine upon any live stock, or any 
locality which, in his judgment, is infected, 


Fourth. Provisions of procedure whereby cattle quarantined 
by order of the inspector, shall be under the control of the pro- 
bate courts, and all violaters subject to the fines and penalties 
for disobedience of its orders. or the orders of the inspector.

Fifth. Provisions for the protection of parts or localities of 
the territory above the line, from other parts above the line, 
when, from the reports of the inspector, or the opinion of the 
board, the same is considered necessary for either the pre- 
vention or spread of contagious diseases, or for the disinfection 
and reclaiming of the same. 

We believe that we have included in the above’ report all of 
the facts and conditions and general information concerning the 
same, and the progress of the school is that contemplated in 
the statute. There are many questions coming before the 
board in their capacity as the board of regents and managers 
of the institution, which while we feel to be of great import- 
ance, and are matters which we should like to place before the 
consideration of yourself and the legislative assembly, yet are 
not contemplated in the statute, as matters to be contained in 
this report. We trust the management and progress of the col- 
lege has been satisfactory, and that this report contains all 
that is necessary for your full information. Should there be 
anything omitted we should be pleased to make a further and 
amended report upon your notification.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT—EXHIBITS “D”? AND “F.” 


Hon. William C. Renfrow, Governor of Oklahoma: 

SIR: In compliance with the law prescribing my official du- 
ties, I have the honor to submit herewith, for your considera- 
tion, the third biennial report of the Department of Public 
Instruction. 

The report covers the biennial period beginning July 1, 1994, 
and ending June 30, 1896, a period entirely within the admistra- 
tion of my predecessoi in office, Hon. E. D. Cameron, who re- 
signed November 3C, 1896, the present incumbent taking charge 
the day following. Only two weeks remained from the com- 
mencement of my term of office until the day fixed by law for 
the completion of the report of this department. Under these 
circumstances I have of necessity been compelled to be content 
with the exposition herein of only such facts as are a matter of 
record in this office. It is to be regretted that these tacts and 
figures, which I am obliged to present with little comment, 
could not be elaborated by ex-Superintendent Cameron in the 
light of his experience and efficient labors in the office during 
the period under eonsideration. I beg to close these prelimin- 
ary remarks by expressing here my obligations to him for valu- 
able advice and assistance. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


During the biennial period ending June 30, 1896, the educa- 
tional interests of Oklahoma have shown a continuous and grat- 
ifyiug growth. Everywhere the people have been alive to the 
necessity of free public instruction and have shown a willing- 
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ness to further its cause by every means at their command. No 
people have shown a greater appreciation of the work to be 
accomplish through the agency of the free public school, and 
none have more willingly imposed upon themselves the cost of 
maintaining the free school system. However much may have 
been the necessity for economy aud retrenchment in times of 
financial distress, an amount of taxes that would appear ex- 
travagant and excessive in even many of the states have been 
imposed by the people upon themselves for the support of 
schools. Education in Oklahoma is no longer an experiment ; 
it isa fact. The day of the sod school house is past, and now a 
comfortabTe structure of wood, brick or stone, is to be found in 
almost every school district within the territory. When we re- 
member that our system of free public instruction and these 
most gratifyiug results accomplished under it are the work of 
but six years, it will better be understood how much cause we 
have for congratulation. To build up from the very foundation 
a system of education within six years and accomplish under it 
as good, if not better results than are obtained in many of the 
states of the Union would be a just reason for any people to 
be proud. 


SCHOLASTIC POPULATION. 


The number of children of school age in the territory for the 
year 1895, as shown by the reports of the several county super- 
intendents on file in this office, was 85,636, an increase of 7,866, 
or about ten per cent over the preceding year. For the year 
1896 the total was 88,705, an increase of 3,069, or about three 
per cent. over that for 1895. For the year 1895, 6,582 of the 
total scholastic population was colored, which includes In- 
dians; for 1896, colered children numbered 6,623,. It is ex- 
pected that the yearly increase for the next few years will 
average about five per cent. ` l 

Tables will be found with-this report, showing by counties 
the scholastic population of the territory, as well as other 


statistical information. m 


ENROLLMENT IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Reports of the county superintendents to this office show that 
for the year ending June 30, 1895, 57,674 pupils were enrolled inthe 
public schools of the'territory, of which number 53,792 were white 
and 3,882 colored. These numbers represent 68 per cent. of the 
white scholastic population of the territory, and 59 per cent. of 


the colored for the period stated. For both races, 67 per cent. , 
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of the scholastic population was enrolled, as compared with 65 
per cent. for the year ending June 30, 1894. For the year end- 
ing June 30, 1896, 63,686 pupils entered the public schools, of 
which number 59,693 were white, representing 73 per cent. of 
the white scholastic population for that -period, and 3,993 col- 
ored, representing 61 per cent..of the colored scholastic popu- 
lation. For both races, 71 per cent, of the children of school 
age were enrolled. From the year 1893 to 1896 the per cent. of 
enrollment increased from 33 to 71. ~ 

These figures indicate very plainly a constantly increasing 
appreciation of the advantages offered by our public schools, 
and though there is yet room for improvement, assurance is 
given that at the present rate of increase the time is not far 
distant when nearly every child in the territory will accept the 
education freely offered him. 


AVERAGE DAILY ATTENDANCE: 


For the year ending June 30, 1895, the total average daily 
attendance upon the public schools,of the territory was 30,19%, 
as compared with 16,900 for the year ending June 30, 1894—an 
increase of 18,297, or about 80 per cent. For the year ending 
Jnne 30, 1896, the total average daily attendance was 35,597, an 
increase of 5,400, or about 18 per Van over the previous year 


TEACHERS AND SALARIES. 


For the year ending June 30, 1895, 1,655 teachers were em- ^ 
ployed in the public schools, of which number 667 were males 
and 988 females. During the same period of 1894 the total 
number employed was 827, so that the increase for 1895 was 
nearly exactly 100 per cent. This large increase was for the 
most part in the counties of the Cherokee outlet which came 
into the territory too late for the general establishment of 
schools in 1894. For the year ending June 30, 1896, the number 
of teachers employed in the territory was 1,733, of which 705 . 
were males, and 1,028 females, an increase over the previous 
year of 78. 

For 1895 the total amount paid for teachers' salaries and 
supervision was $156,085, as compared with $77,357 for 1894; 
while for 1896 the total amount expended on this account was 
$216,569. The average monthly salaries paid teachers holding 
first grade certificates was: for 1895, $35.19; for 1896, $34.52; 
holding second grade certificates: for 1895, $29.86; for 1896, 


l 
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. "$29.19; holding third grade certificates: for 1895, $26.21: for 


1896, $26.16. These figures show a slight decrease each year in 
average monthly salaries paid teachers since 1894. 


SCHOOLS. 


The number of organized school districts in the territory, 
June 30, 1895, was 1,710, an increase over the preceding year of 
704, nearly all of which was in the counties of the Cherokee 
Outlet. At the close of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1896, the 
number was 1.792, an increase of 82 over 1895. : During 1895, 
1,415 schools were taught in 1,361 districts,.and during 1896, 


1,640 schools were taught in 1,405 districts, as compared with 


740 schools in 675 districts during 1894. "The average length 
of the school term was 74 days for 1895, and 80 days tor 1896; 

compared with an average of 77 days for 1894. The aco pera 
number of days taught during the year ending June 30, 1895, 

was 95,029, and for the year ending June 930, 1698, 130; 182, as 
compared with 56,805 during the 1894 school year. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The total number of school houses in the territory June 30, 
1896, was 1,180, an increase of 558 for the biennial period. The 
valuation of the same was $371,460, as competed with $199, 330

- 


CHEROKEE OUTLET. 


Since the date of the last report from this department the 


counties of the outlet have completed their organization tinto - 


school districts, and with commendable zeal havé erected suit- 
able school houses and put in operation the entire machinery of 


our school system. Though but three years have passed since ` 


its settlement and organization, the outlet can offer almost the 
same school advantages that may be had in the older portions 
of the territory. a2 

SCHOOL FUND. 


During the year ending June 30, 1895, two apportionments of 
school funds were made to the several counties of the territory. 
The first aggregated $31,241.28, and the second $40,478.06. Dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1896, two apportionments were 
made: the first amounting to $12,443.20, and the second to 
$35,091.90. Since June 30, 1896, another apportionment aggre- 
gating $18,499.53, has been made. 
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. TEXT-BOOKS. ^ 


The publications of the American Book Company, adopted in 
1891 by the territorial board of education for exclusive and uni- 
form use in- the public schools of Oklahoma, are in general use 
throughout the territory. A complete list of these books will 
be found with this report. 


SEPARATE SCHOOLS.. 


I quote from the last report from this department: 

'"'There is no longer reason to doubt that the weight of pub- 
lic opinion in Oklahoma is in favor of separate schools for the 
education of white and colored races. Nearly all of the coun- 
ties have submitted the question to a vote of the, people for 
determination, as provided in the separate school law enacted 
by the last legislative assembly. In every instance the propo- 
sition to establish and maintain separate schools for the two 
races has met with popularapproval. The law provides that in 
all counties where the electors have voted to establish separate 
schools, the county commissioners shall levy an annual tax suf- 
ficient to maintain such schools. As far as I am aware, county 
commissioners have complied with this requirement. But here 
the law stops. Concerning all details it is silent. No provision 
is made for disbursing the separate school fund, for establish- 
ing school districts for colored children, for the election of dis- 
trict officers, or for the erection of school houses. The effect of 
this incomplete law is to deprive colored children of the privi- 


lege of attending white schools without providing adequate - 


school facilities for their exclusive benefit. If the present law 
is to answer the purpose for which it was enacted it must be 
revised and expanded so that no doubt can exist as to its proper 
application. Iam of the opinion that a general law providing 
for the establishment and maintenance of separate schools 


throughout the territory would answer the purpose to better | 


advantage.” 
TERRITORIAL BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Included in this report will be found a report by its secretary 
of the work of the territorial board of education during the 
past year. The report speaks for itself and gives abundant 
proof of the board's good work in placing the common school 
system of the territory on an efficient working basis.

The territorial superintendent of public instruction is also ex- 
officio territorial auditor. The character of the work of the 
two offices is entirely different and they seemed to have been 
combined, in the first instance. solely in the interest of econ- 
omy. When the territory consisted of but seven counties, as it 
did at first, this arrangement may have been justified; but, 
under present conditions, I am of the opinion that the two 
offices should be made separate and distinct. "The work of the 
territorial auditor is of such a nature that it must be done, and 
done promptly, while the scope of the work of the superintend- 
ent of schools affords almost unlimited opportuuities for indi- 
vidual effort, the field for his best work, indeed, lying entirely 
without his routine duties expressly prescribed by law. On 
account of these facts the superintendent may comply in a per- 
functory manner with the law prescribing his duties, while 
nearly all his time may be required for the proper conduct of 
the auditor’s office. Then, again, the character of the work in 


. these two offices demands the services of men of different 


attainments. The auditor should be a practical business man; 
the superintendent, a man learned iu the sciences and arts of 
education. "The two qualifications are seldom found in the 
same person. i 

I recommend the separation of the auditor’s and superintend- 
ent’s office by the present legislature. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. Change the date of the annual district meeting from the 
second Tuesday in May to the second Tuesday in July. Under 
the present law district officers are required to. make a report 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, almost tyo months before 
the year is ended. 

2. Make the payment of the last quarter's.salary of the 
county superintendent contingent upon the acceptance of his 
report by the territorial superintendent. 

3. Enact a territorial separate school law. 

4. Extend the limit of the county superintendent's salary to 
$1,500. f 
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5. Give county superintendents power to remove district offi- 
'cers for willful neglect of duty. 

6. Levy a poll tax for the benefit of the county school fund. 

7. Prohibit all school officers from dealing in school supplies 
and furniture. ^ 

8. Require probate judges to pay marriage license fees into 
the county school fund. 2E ' ' 

9. Separate the offices Gf territorial superintendent aud 
auditor.

INTRODUCTION. 


On July 2, 1895, the present executive, immediately after 
unanimous election, on that date, by the board of education for 
the normal school, took charge of the office, and at once en- 
tered upon his duties as president. 

His thanks are due to ex-President E. R. Williams, who re- 
signed Julv 2, 1895, for much valuable information and for many 
courtesies. se 

It was found upon investigation, that owing to various causes, 
the attendance o1 students in the last term had been far below 
the wishes and hopes of those who, cheerfully and earnestly, had 
spent time, energy, money; and untiring labor in behalf of the 
institution. In fact, from statements made at the time by mem- 
bers of the board, of the faculty, and by residents of the town of 
Edmond, where the school is situated, it is believed that only 
about forty students were present at the close. 

Realizing the fact that under such circumstances the school 
was failing to meet the hopes, wishes and needs of the terri- 
tory, I began to seek the cause of an attendance so low. Be- 
lieving it to be due in part to a lack of information among the 
people of the great advantages offered by the school, I began a 
system of advertising through proper distribution of catalogues, 
numerous brief articles in the newspapers, ever ready to help, 
and particularly, by means of personal visits to the summer 
normal institutes, then in session. The month of August and 
the first week in September were spent in traveling over the 
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territory and in delivering lectures fitted, it was hoped, to 
arouse an interest in the normal training school and to set 
forth the especial advantages offered the teachers of Oklahoma. 
: May I be permitted to say that the effort was eminently suc- 
cessful, many students coming to our halls from portions of the 
territory previously not represented. 

One hundred and seventy-two young ladies and gentlemen 
applied for entrance between the date of opening, September 
16, 1895, and the date of closing, June 8, 1896.. Of these, one 
hundred and sixty were accepted, the remainder being refused 
because ot lack of qualifications. 


Some of these students were forced to withdraw before the 
close of the session (a few from lack of means to continue; 
others to teach for the spring term in the district schools); but 
one hundred and thirty-two faithful and earnest souls faced the 
presiding officer on the last day. Surely, this speaks well for 
the young peuple of the territory. But the young people were 
not alone in this noble effort to train themselves for proper 
work in their profession. Many were with us who had taught 
for years. Without further mention, I remember with especial 
pleasure a glistening dome of thought that shone each day 
from one of the front seats. 


But, in a territory of over a quarter of a million people, our 
attendance should have been one hundred per cent larger. 

The causes of our failure to double our numbers are not far to 
seek, however: the successive failures in crops and the con- 
tinued drought. People were absolutely unable to find the 
money for proper support at home, and much less away from 
home, though the small sum of one hundred dollars will support 
a Student for an entire year at the normal school. 


So earnest, however, were many of our students that they 
gave their services in private families of the town in return for 
board and lodging, that they might fit themselves for their 
chosen work. 

To-day, financial depression and pecuniary oppression are 
bearing quite as hardly upon our people. I know parents who 
are denying themselves all but the merest necessaries, that 
their sons and daughters may cease their labor upon ‘‘the 
claim,” and study at “the normal.” 

Surely, such self-denial will be rewarded. 

In spite of these adverse conditions which press so hardly» 
upon our people, to-day we have one hundred and twenty-three

students in attendance as against eighty-six at this time last 
year. 

We have been forced, too, regrettully, to refuse about twenty. 
It would have been poor kindness to have given them entrance 
when utterly unprepared. 

The school, with a strong corps of teachers working har- 
moniously and faithfully, and an earnest, hard working body of 
students in its halls, may now be considered on a firm basis. 
Agricultural and business prosperity, when it comes, will fill 
our halls to overflowing. And, I believe that the next report 
from this office will chronicle success of which we may well be 
proud. 

With an apology for this lengthy introduction, which I be- 
lieve to be due under the circumstances, permit me to turn to 
other matters. 

E GENERAL INFORMATION—ORIGIN AND LOCATION. 

The legislative assembly of 1891 enacted that ‘‘The Normal 
School for Oklahoma” be located at Edmond, in Oklahoma 
county, on the following conditions: That Oklahoma county 
donate $5,000 in bonds; that the village of Edmond donate 
forty acres of land within one mile of said village, the land to 
be divided into town lots. save ten acres for school campus, 


and that these. lots be sold, the proceeds to go for the benefit of - 


the school. The conditions were promptly complied with, and 
Edmond donated $2,000 additional bonds. ` 


E BUILDINGS. 

The building was begun in the summer of 1892. By the 
beginning of 1893, it was sufficiently advanced toward comple- 
tion to be occupied. The main building is composed of brick, 
and the wings of sandstone—obtained a few miles from Edmond. 
The exterior and interior work on the south wing was completed 
last summer. The interior work on the north wing was left 
for completion as occasion may require. When the building is 
completed according to design, it will contain twenty rooms, 
including an assembly room, with a seating capacity of 600. It 
occupies a commanding position, and may be seen from a dis- 
tance of twenty miles. 

Apparatus for heating on the Smead system has been placed 
in the basement. The total cost of buildings and furniture has 
been, thus far, about $40,000. The grounds and buildings, with 


furniture, are valued at $50,000. The last session of the legis- 


irt 
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lature appropriated $3,000 for the completion of the building, a 
large portion of which bas been well expended. 


INCOME. 


The legislature of .1893 enacted a law placing a tax of one- 
half mtll on the dollar ot assessed valuation of the territory for 
the support of the normal school. The president of the United 
States, in his proclamation opening the ‘‘Cherokee Strip” for 
settlement, set apart section 13 in every township for the sup- 
port of the university, the normal school, and the agricultural 
and mechanical college. The normal school, therefore, has a 
one-third interest in this land. The income from these two 

' Sources, it is believed, will be sufficient for some years to meet 
the current expenses of the institution. 


SCOPE AND AIM. 


This institution proposes to be neither a university vor a col- 
lege: Its special fuuction is to prepare teachers for our public 
schools. - Its revised course of study, has been planned with 
special reference to this end. |, 

The principles underlying work in normal schools are that 
teachers should understand, not only the subject matter of the 
various brauches, but, also, the best methods of presentation 
aud teaching; that there is a rational aud orderly development 
of the mind; that the subject matter taught and the methods 
of presentation and teaching should correspond «with this de- 
velopment; that in this way, and in this way only, can the 
best results be achieved, and he that would teach success- 
fully must recognize these principles and make special pre- 
paration for his profession. 

The revised course of study now presented will accomplish 
this end, it is believed. i 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR ENTRANCE. 


To begin the worl: of the norma] school, the applicant should 
"present the diploma granted by the board of education for the 
territory to certain pupils of the public schools, or be able to 
pass an examination in the following branches: Reading, 
writing, spelling, arithmetic, English grammar, geography, 
American history. | 


DISCIPLINE. 


As this institution is designed especially for those who are. 
or are to become, teachers, it is presumed that the discipline 
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suitable for young pupils would hardly be appropriate. This 
does not mean that we have no disciple; it simply means that 
we shall endeavor to adapt our government to the ends in view, 
keeping in mind the fact that we are dealing, not with mere 
children, but with young ladies and young gentlemen. 

We believe that inspiration is a far greater force than repres- 
sion; that all permanent power comes from an evolution of the 
inner man; that self government is the object of school govern- 
ment. 

Reference is made to general regulations on a later page. 

REPORTS. 


It has been our custom the past session to-send to the parents 
and guardians of minors, reports of the student’s standing 
in the various classes. We expect to continue this custom in 
the future. These reports may be made helpful and stimulat- 
ing. It is certainly advantageous to parent and teacher, as well 
as student, to have an accurate account of the latter’s standing 
from time to time. 


LITERARY SOCIETIES. 


There are two literary societies in the school, the Lyceunt and 
and the Pioneer, and an oratorical association. These have 
regular meetings. Their exercises consist of debates, essays, 
recitations, readings, parliamentary drills, and orations. They 
elect their officers and manage their own affairs, subject toa 
supervision of the faculty. The societies have a joint public 
debate at the close of the fall term; and one, also, in June. 
The latter is a contest for the medal founded by the regents. 

This medal is held by the winning society until lost in some 
subsequent June contest. Membership in one or the other socie- 
ties is obligatory;-in the oratorical society, optional. - 

Another medal, founded by the faculty, is known as the fac- 
ulty medal. Students, selected from the active members of the 
societies, and subject to the approval of the faculty, contest 
for this medal in June. It becomes the personal property of 
the successful contestant in oratory. The speeches delivered 
in this contest must be original, and submitted to the inspec- 
tion of the president and faculty, for approval, not later than 
the first of May in each year. 


EXAMINATIONS. 
Educative examinations are held from time to time at the op- 


tion of teachers, whose reports,are made monthly to the presi- 
AES 
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dent for his information. Final examinations may be held at 
the close of each term, upon dates set by the executive officer 
of the institution. The student’s standing is made up from 
daily recitations and the various examinations. 


LIBRARY. 


A large number of useful and valuable books have been added 
to the library in the past session, and others will be from time 
to time. 


TUITION AND INCIDENTAL FEE. 


No resident of Oklahoma is charged tuition. An incidental 
fee of $1.25 a term is due at the entrance. No deduction is 
made for sickness or absence. 


BOARD. 


Board may be obtained in private families at from $2.00 to 
$3.00 a week. Unfurnished rooms may be rented at $1.50 a 
month; furnished rooms at $8.00. Many students rent rooms, 
furnish them and, doing their own work, live at very small ex- 
pense. 

DIPLOMA. 


Upon graduation, the pupil is entitled to a diploma, which is 
a five years’ certificate for teaching in Oklahoma. This may be 
renewed by the territorial superintendent of pusus instruction, 
after satisfactory examination. 


LABORATORY. 


A beginning has been made in the way of a laboratory; and a 
considerable increase in apparatus has been added lately, which 
will render this arm of service much more effective, 


TERMS AND VACATIONS. 


One-half the school year constitutes a term. Every legal 
holiday is observed by having no school, if not by appropriate 
celebration. A proper period is granted during Christmas holi- 
days. 


! 


REMARKS—THE ADMISSION OF THE COLORED RACE. 


This is a subject that: demands immediate attention. The 
effort has already been made to obtain entrance to our halls for 


. colored students. Thus far it has proved abortive, the pres- 


ident, with the approbation of the board of education, having 
refused admission to the candidates. 
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But the colored people are entitled to school privileges that 
will fit them for the teaching and training of their race. 

It is the duty of the territory to make provision for them; 
and I gladly concur in the recommendation of ex-Superintend- 
ent Cameron. made in the second biennial report of the depart- 
mett of education for the territory. I believe further that in 
conjunction with the other territorial institutions. and without 
serious injury to our financial condition, we can do them the 
justice which is their right and afford them the opportunities 
they need. -: -— 

Should you desire further suggestions from me upon this sub- 
ject, I shall be only too glad to answer your call. 

To admit colored students to our school would be to turn 
away the whites, if I have ascertained correctly the sentiment 
in this territory. Then, expediency as well as justice, demands 
a judicious determination of this question. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


This was carefully revised last year, and, meeting the full 
and cordial approbation of our board, published in the catalogue 
for 1896 and 1897. 

Reference is respectfully made to page —, on which it will 
be found in detail. It 1s believed to be admirably adapted to 
the present needs of the territory. The articulation with the 
“Graded Course for Public Schools," sent out by the territorial 
board of education. is believed to be so exact that a pupil may 
now pass through the grades of the district schools, enter the 
normal, aud, in due time, receive a diploma attesting his fit- 
ness to teach or his general educational qualifications. 

To those who desireía well rounded -and practical education, 
but do not wish to teach, I beg to commend an examination of 
the course. Tuition, even in music, now recognized as of the 
greatest educational value. is absolutely free. The students 
now in our halls, both those who intend to teach and those who 
desire only to secure a good education, express themselves as 
pleased with both matter and method as now given by the 
faculty. 


THE FACULTY. 


This body, now strong and well organized. consists of a pres- 
ident, four gentlemen and three ladies 

They have charge, respectively, of departments as follows: 
1. Psycology, Pedagogy, Latin. 2. Mathematics, Bookkeep-

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ing, Penmanship. 3. Nattiral and Physical Science. 4. His- 
tory and Civil Government. 5. English and Literature. 
6. Form Study, Physical Training, and Drawing. 7. Vocal and 
Instrumental Music. i 

While the school is fully organized by departments, it is not 
possible, at present, to preserve an absolute differentiation 
An excess of work in ope department is remedied through 
assigning certain classes to the charge of a professor in another. 

Thus far, no injury has resulted, and this mainly because our 
teachers are liberally educated as well as trained workers. 


I beg to express my full appreciation of their earnest efforts 
and loyal support. 


F'rom force of circumstances, they are compelled now to carry 
thirty hours of class work each week (entirely too much); but, 
when our conditions improve, I hope to reduce this to about 
twenty. Still, they labor cheerfully and successfully. I refer 
with pleasure to their reports on other pages. 


THE PRESIDENT AND HIS DUTIES. 


Until very recently, this officer carried, to use the technical 
word, four classes a day, besides giving close attention to the 
work of general supervision. Now, he has but three. Having 
no secretary, the labor of correspondence entails the use of 
much time that might profitably be given to other work; hence, 
he has been compelléd to yield one class to Dr. Doran. 

The president of the normal school for Oklahoma should be 
a leader in educational thought not only within the bounds of 
his bailiwick, but throughout the union. Were the present 
incumbent of the office vain enough to think himself possessed 
of the ability to meet such a requirement, he would be without 
the time for necessary private study and investigation. This 
problem, the future will solve at the proper time. 

Besides his regular duties, the executive, whenever possible, 


attends public meetings of teachers and people, speaking on 


subjects relative to the educational interests of the territory. 
He has but recently returned from a trip that required him to 
travel, chiefly in an open buggy, more than 500 miles. Here, in 
our new country, missionary efforts as well as zeal.and enthusi- 
asm, are necessary. 

Further, as a member ez-officio, of the territorial board of 
education, he is called on to do many duties ‘‘whose reward is 
in the doing.” This is as it should be, however, and the work

hy 
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is cheerfully undertaken. He hopes, in the future, to become 
better fitted to aid his people throughout the territory. 


FACULTY STUDY AND MEETINGS. 


Once each week, the various members of the faculty meet the 
president in his office for such formal consultation as may be 
needed and for study, under his leadership, of the science and 
art of teaching. 

The teacher who does nofzgrow, is au incubus upon the state. 
This year we have made a close and careful study of the Herb- 
artian pedagogy and philosophy. 

The reflection of this good work may be seen daily in our 
class room. In future, other phases of educational thought and 
philosophy will be studied and discussed. The interest in this 
work has grown with each meeting. and, next year, as a means 
of training for them, we purpose admitting the senior class to 
our cousultations and discussions. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 


The school, in the last year, has sustained a course of lectures 
through the kindness of many eminent gentlemen who have 
courteously responded to our call. These lectures, of a general 
or literary character, have been a prolific source of instruction, 
interest, and pleasure to students, the president, and faculty, 
and large audiences from the town and surrounding country. 
‘The law of the harvest is to reap more than you sow;" and, 
surely, in the inspiration and encouragement thus given our 
students by our kind friends, they have sown seed which will 
multiply sixty, yea, a hundred fold. 

This course will continue as occasion serves. 


MORNING TALKS. 


In additión, a series of morning talks, at assembly, has been 
giveu by the faculty (both ladies and gentlemen) and the mem- 
bers of the senior class. 

These talks have been of a varied nature. I append the 
topics ‘‘Foot-prints.” by our ever-ready and eloquent, regent, 
Brother Mitch, as we affectionately call him; ‘‘A Resolute Pur- 
pose,” the president; ‘‘The Armenian Question,” Professor 
Thatcher; .‘‘The Mound Builders," Professor Allen; “The Body 
as the Expression of the Soul,” Miss Johnson; The Mecca of 

“the South," Professor Ross; * Music in Relation to the Training 
of the Intellect, the Emotions, the Will." Mrs, York; ‘‘Inter- 


ju 
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pretations, Oral and Instrumental, of Chopin," Miss Turner; 
. “The Place of Utility in Education," Miss Belt; ‘‘The Art of 
Questioning," Mr. Adams; “Elementary Science," Miss Jack- 
son; “The Public School as a Social and Moral Factor,” Mr. 
Howard; ‘‘Attention,” Miss Eckes. + 

The last five were by members of the senior class. All were 
interesting and instructive. 

In the second term, all. the students in the *'* Normal Course” 
will lecture, subjects being assigned by the teachers. 


GRADUATING CLASS. 


In June, next, we expect to send forth a small, but strong, 
class. Every member, save one, expects to make teaching a 
. life-work. 

NEEDS. 


The board of education has been wise and judicious in ex- 
penditure during my incumbency; but, at an early day, provi- 
sion.must be made for putting in gas and water, for enlargement 
of library facilities, additions in many ways to the laboratory. 
and proper seating in the assembly room.

MODEL SCHOOL. 


Next year we expect to have a large class of graduates, and 
I trust that a school of observation and practice will be opened 
with the beginning of the session. This should be under the 
charge of a well-trained and skillful primary teacher, a graduate 
of one of our best normal schools. , 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Permit me to add, in conclusion, that the sympathy and en- 
couragement of these gentlemen (notably, of Ex-Superintendent 
Cameron), have been a source of inspiration in overcoming 
many difficulties. They have been personal friends, ever ready 
to help, ‘rather than official superiors. 

Through you, sir, I beg to offer them our sincere thanks.

GENERAL REGULATIONS—TEACHERS. 


1. Teachers will be in their rooms five minutes before the ring- 
ing of the first bell. They are expected to remain in the build- 
ing during the entire period of the session, and for at least five 
minutes after the close. 

2. Teachers will report their own tardiness, in writing, to the 
president, on the day it occurs. 

3. Teachers will not admit students to their classes, except 
those regularly promoted, without written permission from the 
president. No student will be excused from a class, by a 
teacher, without a written permit from the teacherin charge, to 
be approved, in writing, by the president. 

3. Each teacher is expected, at all times, to exercise proper 
surveillance over students as to order in the building, general 
uses etc. 

. Each teacher, having been assigned-his position is expected 
i6 s in place wheu students are passing through halls iu body. 
and to see that proper order is maintained. 


A 
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6. Teachers will report, in writing, each day all cases of tard- 
iness or absence. 

7. Teachers will not admit to their classes, without written 
permission from the president, any student who has been absent 
more than one day. 

8. Teachers will be expected to use the whole of the recita- 
tion period for the benefit of their classes, and not for personal 
conferences or private business of any kind. 

9. Teachers will meet for such study or conference, and at 
such times, as the president may deem advisable. 

10.. All society meetings, etc., will be in charge of teachers 
(who will be held responsible ), at such times, and in such man- 
ner, as may be deemed advisable by the president. 


11. Teachers are expected to perform such duties, general or ` 


special, in the work of the school, as may be assigned by the 
president ; and, in the fullest sense, to be assistants—giving 
their whole time and energy. 


STUDENTS. 


1. Students who enter the normal school are expected to take 
one of the classes regularly, as it is marked out, and to pussue 
tour studies at a time. They will be required, also, to take 
whatever drills or general exercises may be assigned. 

3. Students shall confine themselves to the studies prescribed 
for the year in which they enter; and they will not be allowed 
to select studies, except with the special permission of the 
president, and then only under such restrictions or limitations, 
as he may deem advisable. 

3. In order to keep the standard of graduation well ad- 
vanced, and to maintain a reputation- for thoroughness, and 
good discipline (a special point always in a normal school), stu- 
dents must be diligent in work, faithful in the discharge of all 
duties, and exemplary in manners and conduct. 

4. Students coming to school at irregular hours must enter 
the assembly room immediately from the cloak room. No 
loitering in the halls, or around the building, will be permitted 
at any time. Students excused before close of a session must 
leave the building and its vicinity immediately. : : 

9. Students tardy, or returning to school after absence of 
more than one day, will report to the president before going to 
class. : 

6 Students will not be allowed, in class hours, to go home, 
leave the building, or conduct visitors or friends through the

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building or over the grounds, without special permission from 
the president 

7. No student will be allowed to remain in the building, when 
school is not in session, without the permission of the president 
and the teacher in whose rooms he or she may stay. 

8. No notes or excuses will be accepted unless signed bya 
parent or guardian, and the president reserves «the right to 
reject these if, in his judgment, insufficient. For excuses. only 
the printed blanks, supplied from the office, will be accepted. 
These will be preserved in the oftice after acceptance. 

9. Any violation of rules or any conduct unbecoming a lady 
or gentleman, either at the school or abroad, will subject a 
student to suspension, or, if deemed necessary, expulsion. 

10. The president reserves the right to exercise such con- 
trol over all entertainments, social amusements, games. etc., as 
he may think proper. 

11. Since educative examinations, other than those at the 
end of the term, are held at the will of the teacher in charge, 
students will note the necessity for regularity of attendance. 
Absence will affect the standing of students, as examinations 
cannot be repeated. 

12. Students who do not maintain a grade of at least 75 per 
cent. in any subject, if this occur through idleness or inatten- 
tion, after due warning, will be suspended or dismissed; if 
through poor health or other proper cause, may be required to 
drop one or more subjects, not drills or general exercises, until 
they have sufficiently improved their standing in the branches 
in which they are deficient. : 

13. No student, under age, will be allowed to drop a study 
without a written request from parent or guardian and permis- 
sion from the president. Such requests must assign such rea- 
sons as wili not interfere with the general plan of work for the 
school, and not be based upon mere choice or inclination on the 
part of either the parent or of the student. 1 

14. Students will be permitted to take only such ciusses as 
may be deemed best by the president after due consultation 
with the teachers in charge. 

15. No work done outside of regular classes shall be accepted 
as the equivalent of school work. except by special permission 
of the president. Permission to make up, by.outside work, 
studies in which a student has failed to pass in school, will not 
ordinarilv be granted; and, if granted, arrangements must have 
been approved in advance by the president. In all cases, 
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examinations must be taken, and passed, for such outside work. 

16. Students will be held responsible for injury to the build- 
ing, breaking of apparatus, loss of books, etc. All special reg- 
ulations of instructors, or of the librarian, must be complied 
with rigidly. 


LITERARY SOCIETIES. 


1. Every student, unless specially excused by the president, 
must enroll as a member of oue of the societies. and discharge 
all duties assigned by the proper authorities. 

9. The teachers of the normal school are ex-officio members 
of all societies, and shall have seat and voice at all meetings. 

3. Societies must report to the presideut of the school, for 
approval, the names of their officers immediately aiter their 
election. 

4. Rooms will be assigned by the president of the school for 
the use of societies, and such rooms must be kept in proper 
order. , 

5. The days anc hours for the meeting of societies will be 
fixed by the president of the school. 


6. Open sessions and public contests will be fixed by the pres- 


ident of the school. Public lectures will be given from time.to 
time; and, at these, the attendance of all students, in a body, 
will be required. 


EXAMINATIONS 


1. Final examinations may be held at the close of each term, 
which must be attended by all students. 

2. Deductions will be made, from final record, for all cases of 
unexcused absence or tardiness. One such absence or tardiness 
may cause a student to fail in any subject. Notice to the stu- 
dent of absence or tardiness will not be necessary. 

3. Written or oral educative examinations are held at the 
option of the teacher in charge, and no one will be excused from 
attendance. Notice of such examinations need not be given by 
the teacher. Í 

4. At the end of the term students are “ passed,” ‘‘not 
passed," or *'conditioned." A student ‘not passed" must 
take the work over in class. A student “ conditioned” must 
remove the couditions as directed by the teacher in charge, 
after consultation with the president he may ve permitted to 
take a special examination, or he may be obliged to take the 
work again in class. 
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3. A condition must be removed within one term of its impo- 
sition, except in studies that are given but once a year—in 
which case, conditions must be removed within one year. 
Students will be held respousible for their conditions. "They 
cannot claim failure of notification of expiration of time. On 
removing a condition, a student will receive a certificate from 
the teacher in charge. He should immediately take this to the 
president and have his record made good.

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REPORTS OF HEADS OF DEPARTMENTS. 
Department of Psychology. Pedagogy. Latin.—The President. 
PSYCHOLOGY AND PEDAGOGY. '/ 

The professor in charge regrets that press of work and an 
enforced absence from his office prevents the careful and elab- 
orate treatment of this subject, so wonderful, so beautiful, that 
he hoped for. Suffice it to say that the work in psychology 
falls into two divisions: Introductorv (given in the last halt 
year of middle class); and applied (in the first half year of the 
senior). 

By the middle class, Kirkpatrick's excellent treatise on 
inductive psychology is used. = the seniors, McLuellan's 
applied. 

In the second half year the seniors study the Büilosghy of 
education and school management, with Rosenkrantz’s and 
Tompkin's books in hand. 

A certain quantity of text is generally assigned, but this is 
supplemented with much oral discussion, frequent essays by the 
class, and numerous lectures by both teacher and student. The 
assignment of special topics for investigation has proven a 


wonderful educational aid, especially wheu enforced through 


the delivery of lectures or preparations of themes. 

An examination of the course of study will show eee 
graded work for three years in pedagogy and psychology. Fre- 
quently, students speak of these subjects as dry; here one and 
all say they are interesting. That, I think, shows that the 
seed is falling on good grounds. 

The president has been ably assisted in the lower classes by 
Professor Doran, of the chair of English and literature. 

LATIN. 

Practically, latin was introduced for the first time last year. 
One year’s work has put the students on a firm footing, the 
leading class now reading Cæsar, Nepos, Cicero, and Livy with 
ease and grace. 

The study of latin should begin in the grammar school, 
where, what Gouin calls, the objective side should be empha- 
sized. ` In the normal school we seek its culture, general educa- 
tional and comparative value, as assistant to English and liter 
ature, necessary in the natural and physical sciences, and as 
giving a finish and an esthetic poise to the mind. 

The classes are showing good work, and the subject is rap- 
idly growing in favor. : 
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Another year, this branch will probably be found in the arms 
of its kindred, and not a wanderer amid the philosophies.

Department of Mathematics, 


Prof. Edmund D. Murdaugh, President of the Normal School: 

SIR:—I have the honor to submit the following report: 

It affords me pleasure to say that this department is now 
thoroughly organized and that the students are doing most 
excellent work. 

Thorough organization has existed only since September, 
1895, various conditions having rendered it impossible previous 
to that time. 

It is our aim, not only to teach the principles of mathematics, 
but, also, to correlate with the other departments of the school, 
especially those of drawing and of the natural and physical 
sciences, that we may assist them in contributing to practical 
teaching in the elementary school, as well as to our students’ 
advancement along the line of power and culture. 

At the threshold of the science of mathematics stands 

> 
ARITUMETIC, 
which is studied in the first year of the introductory course, 
not only for practical purposes, but. also, from the teacher’s 
point of view. 

We teach arithmetic both as a science and an art. We do not 
begin with the dry definition, nor, at any stage of the process, 
require the slavish process of memorizing rules; but, instead, 
develop inductively, often requiring the students to derive 
their formule, and always insisting that the expression be cor- 
rect, the thought clear and exact. 

After a very brief review upon the fundamental rules, to test 
the new student's skill in manipulation, we take up fractions, 
addition, subtraction, multiplication, partition, division 

Students are constantly trained in making rapid combinations 
of numbers. 

We develop the idea of the decimal trom the common fraction. 

In connection with decimals, we develop the idea of percent- 
age in all its simpler forms. 

Compound quantities then follow. tables being memorized 
only as needed. 

Measurements are next introduced, manv original problems 
being given by teacher and student, with much object-teaching. 
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All quadrilaterals, and the circle, are reduced to the rectangle. 
and the ideas thereby simplified. Prisms, cones, pyramids, etc.. 
are taught through the object. 

Percentage next follows. The fractional method is pre- 
ferred, thorough drill being given on the rate, both as a com- 
mon aud as a decimal fraction. 

Commission for buying is carefully distinguished from that 
for selling. In teaching the applications of percentage. 
great care is taken to emphasize the quantities, base, percent- 
age, amount, difference, etc. In connection with interest, rapid 
methods of computation are taught, and partial payments pre- 
sented simply and naturally. > 


The metric system is igiven due attention and immediate 
application. Proportion is not prized so much for its educa- 
tional value as for its convenience; hence, in compound propor- 
tion the rule of **cause and effect" is given the preference. 

Square and cube root are thoroughly taught and explained 
by the most approved methods. 

Since a correct statement of a problem is the solution, a sym- 
bolic representation of given conditions is insisted upon'for all 
written work. This statement may, or may not be carried out 
in,àll of its mechanical details to the point of obtaining a 
formal “answer.” Thus we eliminate the mere ‘‘sum-working” 
feature. 


Written work, prepared outside of the class, must be pre- 
sented at each recitation. In all written work, neatness and 
good English are required. $ 


The mathematica] imagination is brought into strong requisi- 
tion, neat diagrams accompanying many examples. A good 
illustration of the value of a well-trained ‘‘ mathematical imag- 
ination” is afforded in the solution of she following problem, 
which was given as a test : 


‘‘A farm has four sides, two of them parallel, and two non- 
parallel; distance between the parallel sides, 75 rods; non-par- 
allel sides, respectively, 80 rods and 110 rods each; find area." 


T'wo diagrams may be drawn that seem to answer the condi- 
tions; but one of these diagrams, that which many persons 
might select, is unsatisfactory, because a solution cannot be 
effected without unauthorized hypothesis. So, the trained stu- 
dents took the second form, while those whose mathematical 
imagination had not been cultivated failed absolutely. 
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In accordance witb suggestions in the report of the 'com- 
mittee of fifteen, we have introduced into arithmetic some of 
the simple functions aud processes of algebra. 

Special emphasis also is laid upon founding number work in 
elementary science. 

Thus we strive to train the prospective teacher for the 
elementary school, rememberiug that the special function of 
the normal school is to send out young men and women well 
armed and equipped to make the little learner a co-partner 
with them in the treasury of knowledge. 

The experience of the past year shows, it is believed, that 
this emphasis upon the pedagogy of arithmetic has.high value 
as an aid in developing mental power, as well as in obtaining 
the ends of mere utility. 


ELEMENTARY ALGEBRA. 


In the second year, first term of the introductory course, we 
take up the subject of elementary algebra. This strengthens 
the pupil to grapple with some of the intricacies of arithmetic. 
At this stage of the course, book-keeping is also taken up, and 
the student is thoroughly drilled in the science of accounts, and 
in the most approved methods of keeping books. The present 
year, from lack of time iu the department of mathematics, Prof. 
J. O. Allen. has charge of this subject, and, of course, is doing 
excellent work. During the second term of the second year, 
arithmetic is thoroughly reviewed. with special reference to 
teaching. 

The student, having mastered his elementary algebra, gets a 
much deeper insight into arithmetical processes through this 
review. D 
CONSTRUCTIVE AND INVENTIONAL GEOMETRY. 

This subject is taught during the second term of the junior 
year. in connection with the department of drawing. 
^ This phase of mathematical teaching, on account of its bear- 
ing upon the subject of geometry as a whole, is of incalculable 
value 

ADVANCED ALGEBRA 


is begun in the first term of the junior year, and pursued during 
that term.- The student is especially strengthened upon factor- 
- ing and simple equations. He soon learns, whatever may be 
said or thought about this branch in its educational value, that 
he has a powerful instrument at his command for obtaining 
results. 
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During the second term of the junior year, the subject of 
algebra is completed. Quadratic equations are strongly em- 
phasized. 

The subject of series is also much emphasized on account of 
its direct bearing upon the construction.of its logarithmic 
tables, radical equations. proportion, involution, etc., are all 
duly considered., In addition to the preparation of written 
work on paper and at the black-board, the dictation method is 
often employed to advantage. Some member of the class (or, 
perhaps the teacher) stands at the black-board, crayon in 
hand, and students are called upon, in rapid succession, to 
dictate the various steps in the solution of the problem. the 
work, as dictated. being placed upon the board. We have seen 
a dozen or more problems solved in this way during one reci- 
tation. 

GEOMETRY. 

During the first term of the middle year, plane geometry is 
studied, and solid geometry during the second term. No branch 
of the science of mathematics has greater educational value 
than that of geometry. | 
- The scudy is invaluable on account of the mental discipline it 
affords. 

That fixity of attention with which it chains the mind to some 
line of thought, some train of reasoning or argument, iu which 
no link in the chain, however small, must be omitted—this is 
almost an education in itself. And the present method of 
teaching geometry, unlike the old-time method, makes original 
investigation the prominent feature of the subject. This rel. 
'egates the study of geometry to the domain of reason, rather 
than to that of memory. It can no longer be pursued as a mere 
‘memory study.” 

The mind, in the study of this branch, is strengthened along 
the line of its highest mental processes. The student is com- 
pelled to think, and to think deeply, consecutively. and vigor- 
ously. 

Besides this advantage, he acquires power which may be 
utilized in the teaching of arithmetic in the public schools; 
since the attention of the student has been constantly pointed 
to the direct bearing certain demonstrations have upon kindred 
topics in arithmetic. 

No teacher can handle certain subjects of arithmetic intelli- 
gently without a fair knowledge of algebra and geometry. As 
Emerson says, ‘‘to see clearly below, one must get up higher." 
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TRIGONOMETRY. 


This subject is taken up in the first term of the senior year. 
Both plane and spherical are taught. The text book now in 
use is Wentworth’s very latest edition, 1895, which handles the 
subject quite exhaustively. 

Among certain of its unique features are several pages of ex- 
amination questions upon trigonometry as used during recent 
years at several eastern universities, such as Cornell, Hartford, 
and Sheffield, England. Also it has an extensive article upon 
the construction of tables of logarithms. 


Its articles upon geometry and anti-trigonometry are unusu- 
ally strong. - 


The present is the first year in which trigonometry has been 
taught in this school. Due attention is given to surveying and 
navigation. An abundance of field work has been given with 
transit and other instruments of the surveyor. The class has 
displayed much enthusiasm in this, as well as other phases of 
the study. At the present writing they are grappling with the 
_ problems of spherical trignometry. 


THE HISTORY AND THE PHILOSOPHY OF MATHEMATICS. 


This branch is taken during the second term of the senior 
year. It broadens the students’ view of the whole science, and 
gives him an appreciation of the subject indispensable to the 
intelligent teacher. 


The foregoing embraces all the essential features of a prac- 
tical course in mathematics. Other branches of mathematics, 
not herein named, afford fine facilities for ‘‘mental gymnas- 
tics,” or for purposes of investigation; but we believe our 
course to be sufficiently strong for practical use. 


TEXT-BOOKS USED. 


Wentworth's series is in use at: present, from his higher 
arithmetic to his trigonometry, (edition of 1895). 


In the first year of the introductory course, we use South- 
worth's essentials, a book only recently published, which has 
probably received stronger eudorsements from prominent school 
men than any similar publication on this subject issued during 
the past quarter of a century. It isa perfect embodiment of 
modern ideas and methods along the line of arithmetical teach- 
ing. 
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PENMANSHIP. 


Perhaps no part of the curriculum receives more attention than 
penmanship. It is to the detriment of the public schools that 
this subject is so svstematically neglected. In those schools, 
about ten or fifteen minutes per day are devoted to writing. In 
the normal school, we devote five full periods a week to pen- 
mauship; in other words, as much time as we devote to arith- 
metic, grammar, or history We teach more than the so-called 
**principles" of penmanship, upon which many teachers depend 
foracquiring a practical knowledge of the subject. We con- 
stantly drill. drill, drill students upon correct movement, uni- 
form. rate, and features which may conduce to grace and legi- 


| 
bility of style, as well as ease and rapidity of execution. 


Vertical penmanship was introduced last fall. Thus far, we 


are well pleased with results; not that we claim that perfection 
has been attained, but it seems to be the most natural: method 
of acquiring the art, and there seems to be sound pedagogical 
and business reasons for its general adoption.

Report of the Department of Natural and ¡Physical Sciences.

SIR:—During the current year, the work of this department l 


has included the following branches: In the first year. intro- 
ductory course; first term, nature study, to be followed by geog- 
raphy in the second term; second year, introductory course, 
first term, nature study, to be replaced by physiology in the 
second term; junior year, normal course, first term, physical 
geography, to be succeeded by botany in the second term; mid- 
dle year, normal course, chemistry for the entire year; senior 
year, normal course. physics for the entire year. 

The work in the introductory course, with the classes in 
nature study, was introduced in order to supply the present de- 
mands of the most advanced ideas on education in the public 
schools. The sentiment has beeu growing for a few years that 
children in our common schools have not been thoroughly 
taught how to observe nature about them. and how to interpret 
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the laws and principles governing its phenomena. This failure 
on the part of the teachers, it has been observed, has resulted 
in the child’s not possessing such a thorough mastery of many 
of his environments as more thorough study and accurate ob- 
servations should develop. The unusual in nature thus pro- 
duces, in the minds of many people, anxiety, dread, forebodings 
of evil; whereas, had they been’ properly instructed in school, 
they would have rightly interpreted the phenomena and their 
causes, and have regarded nature as benevolent. rather than 
malevolent. in her attitude toward.mankind. Much has been 
said concerning making the instruction of children ‘‘practical,” 
and this comparatively recent idea of nature study in all grades 
of school, furnishes the basis for the most practical teaching, 
so-called—that of instruction in those things with which the 
child' comes daily in contact—and at the same time, that which 
is truly most practical because possessing the greatest educa- 
tiona] value. It co-operates with the work in drawing, lan- 
guage, reading, numbers, and geography. and enables the 
teacher to co-ordinate his work in such a way that much more 
may be accomplished in the same time in nearly all branches by 
its use than could possibly be done withoutit. Hence, its value 
in preparing teachers for their work, is apparent. No text- 
book has been used thus far, as the natural object, rather than 
a book, is to be the source of information, a laboratory manual 
alone being required, in which the student records the exper1- 
ments as they are performed, the points observed, and the con- 
clusions deduced. For the purpose of this class, the work in 
the study of animals and plants has included their character- 
Àstic traits, their general classification, comparison, discrimi- 
nation habits, food, usefulness to-mankind, and their dis- 
tribution. 


In the line of meteorology, this work includes the study of 
the conditions resulting in changes of weather, the causes and 
effects of areas of high and of low pressure, their relation to 
winds, temperature. cloudiness, and moisture. Records are 
made by the students, each day, of the temperature, height of 
_ barometer, humidity of the atmosphere, amount of rain-fall, 
direction and velocity of wind. cloudiness, etc. The ‘‘Daily 
Weather Maps," published by the weather bureau are received 
and examined each day. 


On the whole, this work in nature study embraces some of 
the elements of -practically all of the general divisions of 
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‘natural science, and furnishes an excellent ground work for 
science in the normal course. l 

Physiology is taken up in the second year, introductory 
course, second term. The text-book used is Martin's Human 
Body. In this study the several organs of. the body and their 
functions are illustrated by dissections of similar organs of 
animals; the character of the digestive fluids are tested by 
chemical experiments, and their action upon the various classes 
of food exemplified. The common principles of physics which 
have their application in the human body are taught in the 
same connection. The principles of conservation and correla- 
tion of energy are illustrated in the rapid changes of energy 
included in the digestion and assimilation of food, muscular 
and nerve force, dissimilation of tissue, the production of heat 
of the body, etc. Regular laboratory work is thus required of 
every student in physiology, and the results of his work are 
recorded in permanent form, in order both to fix more clearly 


in his mind, the method and character of his work, and to. 


supply him with a convenient form of reference while teaching. 

Since my last report, several compound microscopes and some 
dissecting apparatus have been added to our supply. 

In physical geography the text-book used is Tarr's, and the 
study is accompanied by field and laboratory work. Physiog- 
raphy is made a promiuent feature, and meteorology is quite 
largely supplemented. So far as possible, physical geography, 
which is essentially a composite science, is made an introduc- 
tion to several of the other sciences to which it is thus related. 

Many valuable topographic maps and charts of the earth, 
and especially of the United States, have been recently re- 
ceived; and also, since my last report, some meteorological 
instruments have been purchased. A weather bureau barom- 
eter and an anemometer are much needed, as also is a stereop- 
tican which could be used to a great advantage in several 
classes. f 

The workin botany embraces the conditions and processes of 
the germination of seeds and the growth of plants, the means 
by which they are propogated; their value in nature: their 
various organs, and the structure, functions, and modifications 
of those organs. The analysis of plants, and the collection 
and preparation of an herbarium is made a regular part of the 
work. As much attention as ihe time will permit is given to 
economic botany. The text book used is Gray's, supplemented 
by Bergen’s and Campbell's. 
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In chemistry almost the entire time, one year, is devoted to 
work in the laboratory, studying the properties of the various 


“substances as they are produced by the student, the reactions 


by which those new compounds were formed, or elements freed; 
the expressions of those reactions by appropriate equations, 
and the identification of unknown substances. William's Chem- 
istry is the text book in use at present. Within the past year, 
valuable additions have been made to our supply of chemicals * 


and apparatus. Permanent working tables, chemical cases, 


sinks, and hoods are very much needed, and should be supplied 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Physics is studied during the entire senior year, its position in 
the course of study being thus changed, in accordance with the 
recommendation of the committee of ten, in order to afford the 
students an opportunity to have mastered their higher mathe- 
matics before completing the mathematical portion of this 
branch. The present senior class having completed physics 
earlier in the course, this work is omitted for this year. 

Gage's Principles o*^ Physics is the text book used. The work 
is divided between class recitation and laboratory experiments. 

Outlines of the various divisions of the subject are made in 
order that their relations may be more clearly perceived. 


'To accommodate teachers wlio enter the normal for a review, 


` a study of methods, or to prepare themselves for a first grade 


certificate, a special class in physics will be formed ım the 
Spring term, and the work will be made as nearly RONDE as 
the time will permit. 

Within the past year, numerous additions to our supply of 
physical apparatus have been made. j 

In the studies in the normal course ín the department of 
science, students are required to prepare and deliver lectures and 
illustrate them by experiments. By this means they become 
more thoroughly informed on those subjects, and at the same 
time have practice in explaining in non-technical language, 
and rendering intelligible to all, the principles, laws, or pbe- 
nomena concerned in their lectures- experience of great value 


_to one preparing to teach. Frequent written tests supplement 


class and laboratory work for the purpose of of furnishing the 
student, as well as myself, an adequate estimate of his mastery 
of a subject. And since all in the Same class are subjected .to 
the same test, it discloses to the student his relative standing 
and stimulates him to greater effort. 
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Owing to a multiplicity of classes in the department of mathe- 


- matics, the class in book-kveping has been transferred to myself,

Department of Form-Study and Drawing. 
Prof. Edmund D. Murdaugh, President of Normal School: 

Srr:--Herewith I respectfully submit my annual report as in- 
structor in form-study and drawing. 

Drawing is the short-hand of the imagination. Itis the one 
universal language; understood alike the world over. It ex- 
presses and describes more vividly the form, structure, and 
parts of an object than it is possible for common language to do. 

An eye trained to accuracy and the delicate discernment of 
the subtleties of line, form, and color, can quickly size and ex- 
press the characteristics of the various objects about it. 

The arts of drawing and color are really arts of expression, 
which everyone should be taught to use. Our public schools . 
all over the country are beginning to teach the rudiments of 
decoration, of design, and the free-hand drawing of simple 
objects. 

These schools go no farther in the great majority of cases, 
but the knowledge thus imparted is as serviceable, in point of 
power gained, to say the least, as the usual amount of training 
in grammar, latin, mathematics, or the natural and physical 
sciences. And why? 

When a demand is made for drawing an object, the attention 
is carefully and closely directed to the object and a mental 
image formed before the expression is attempted. All proper. 
attempts at the expression of an image augment the growth of 
that image. 

One of the most important psychological and educational 
reasons for placing form-study and drawing on an equal footing 
with other educational subjects is that the observation stimu- 
lated by the cultivation of the imagination is so carefully 
directed. - E 

There can be no better test of the growth. of the mind of the 
child than the expression of thought through drawing. 

The leading thought of all form-study and drawing is devel- 
opment through truth and beauty. Goethe says: 

“The beautiful is greater than the good; for it includes the 
good, and adds to it. It is the good made perfect and fitted 
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with all the collateral perfection which makes it a perfect 
thing. `` 

Drawing was first iatroduced into the normal for Oklahoma 
in 1895, at your suggestion. I have been the teacher. 

The view held by you, supported by the board of regents, 
that it should be an obligatory study, as are other subjects, has 
elevated it to the position it should hold educationally. 

‘Through the careful study of the type solids, natural objects, 
historic ornament, and well selected copies from the best mas- 
ters, new thoughts are awakened. the powers of observation 
sharpened, the creative imagination quickened, and the sense 
Of beauty in nature and in moral truth developed 

Most careful attention is given to the study of form, and our 
work is almost entirely free-hand from the object. 

Some work from the flat is also required; but only a limited 
amount, and that from the best masters, that the student may 
familiarize himself with the best methods in light and shade. 

Drawing from the flat, according to some authorities, stupi- 
fies and kills art feeling; but | hold that it is as necessary for 
the art-student to study the best masters, as for the student of 
literature to familiarize himself with the best authors. 

In the words of Sir Joshua Reynolds: 

“For my own part, I confess I am not only very much disposed 
to maintain the absolute necessity of imitation in the first 
stages of the art; but. also, am of the opinion that the study of 
other masters, which Icall imitation, may be extended through- 
out our whole life, without any danger of the inconvenience 
with which it is charged, of enfeebling the mind, or prevent- 
ing us from giving that original air which every work undoubt- 
edly ought always to have. I am on the contrary, persuaded 
that by imitation only, variety, and even originality of inven- 
tion is produced.” 

I will go further; even genius, at least what generally is so. 
called, is the child of imitation. 

I have had to do a great deal of primary and grade work, the 
_ students having had no training before entering this school. 

The senior and middle classes cannot of course, be expected to 
do in one and two years, the work of the five-years course, but 
the remaining classes will be thoroughly trained in the follow- 
ing work:

Department of Physical Training. 
Prof. Edmund D. Murdaugh, President of the Normal School for 
Oklahoma : 7 
SIR :—I beg to submit the following repott as instructor in 
physical training : 


“My mind to me an empire 18 
While grace affordeth health, 


Be it said to the credit and intelligence of the people of the 
present age that they are coming to realize that there is no vir- 
tue in beiug sickly and weakly. 

What the world wants is not invalids, but men and women, 
strong and robust physically, as well as mentally. 

Indeed, it is impossible to be strong mentally unless strong 


physically. a 
There is no such thing as a sound mind in an unsound body. 
Some one will say: “That is not true; we know many cases 


to the contrary." No, not many; though there have been, and 
are, some exceptions—the blind and deaf and dumb Helen 
Keller, the lame Byron, the blind Milton. 

Minds so strong. however, that, in spite of all, they con- 
quered the imperfections of the body. 

And it must be admitted from observation, that the average 
mind will succumb to the imperfect physical organization. 

The board of regents, appreciating these facts, introduced 
physical training into the school in 1895. 

‘The system which we have adopted is a combination of the 
various systems: The Emerson in its entirety ; portions of the 
Delsarte ; portions of the Swedish. It has its ultimate aim, the 
highest possible condition of health and beauty. ` 

Each exercise which we present is authorized and required by 
the laws of physical economy. The human body is under the 
dominion of law ; that law requires exerdibe of a definite kind. 

The improvement in our students is very marked. One young 
lady entered our school this fall for the express purpose of im- 
proving her physical condition. 
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Her lungs were very weak, and her general health so poor 
that at first it was impossible for her to attend with regularity. 
, At the present date, however, three months under my care, her 
condition is so very, very much improved that she is never ab- 
sent, and it is possible for her to exert herself in many ways 
that were impossible before. 

Thirty minutes is devoted each day to physical exercise. 
This recruiting period is, psychologically, placed in the middle 

of the day's classes, thus preventing congestion. 

'The course is as follows: 

First— 

(a) Exercises for overcomiug stoop in neck and shoulders. 
(b) Exercises for securing perfect poise. 
Second— 
(a) Exercises for freeing and senado the sides. 
(b) Exercises developing gamut of chest perpendicularly. 
i(c) Exercises for waist. | 
(d) Exercises for freeing neck. 
(e), General freeing exercises. 

Third—The exercise of head, arms and legs in their relation 
to the torso, to the end of developing and. securing the vital 
unity of movements and attitudes. 

= (a) Development of apexes of lungs by means of. certain 
^ breathing exercises. i 
(b) Bending exercises. | i 
(c) Reaching exercises, 
(d) Exercise for strengthening center and freeing surfaces: 

Fourth—Exercises for e ei of harmony of muscular 
‘ movements. :

(d) Harmonizing movement. 

Fifth—Respiratory exercises: great attention is paid to these.

The Swedish exercises are given by day’s orders. These 
gymnastics surpass all other- forms of pedagogical gymnastics 
in the care taken in co-ordinating the exercises belonging toa 
simple day's order, not only in regard to each other, but, 
also, with regard to the day’s orders that shall follow.

We do not pretend to attain to the perfection of the Greeks, 
at least in the present generation; it is impossible. 

The ancient Greek stands out the superior, both mentally 
and physically, of his fellow men both before his time and since. 
And to what is this due? Physical culture. 

Then, let us to the front, both men and women, and practice 
those exercises that free the body and aid it in expressing the 
highest impulses of the soul. 

But let us remember that there is no form,of mere manual 
labor which will-develop the body uniformly. Every form of 
manual labor, it matters not which, develops only those parts 
adapted to its néeds; the other parts falling into decay and 
ruin from non-use. 

Edward Mussey Hartwell, Ph. D. and M. D., formerly of 
Johns-Hopkins, now of Boston, says: “‘It is doubtful if any 
thing sbort of a general revival of religious asceticism could 
relegate physical training to the mean and insignificant place 
assigned to it in American education before the spirit of educa- 
tional innovation and reform gained sway in the early part of 
the century.” ` : 

Decade by decade; and at times, year by year, especially 
during the last thirty years, problems due to the growth, 
promoting and conserving the bodily health of pupils, in school 
, and college, have assumed larger and more portentious propor- 
tions. The intrinsic importance of physical education is suffi- 
ciently obvious. and has long been recognized, both implicitly 
and explicitly, in this as in other communities. Again and 
again enthusiastic attempts have been made to combine and 
correlate bodily training with mental and moral trainiug. 

At no time, within the memory. of men now living, has the 
interest in problems pertaining to the physical side of educa- 
tion been so general, active, and intelligent as it is to-day. 

Manifestations of this interest are evident on every hand, 
throughout our country and the world. Ample warrant of this 
statement is to be found in the number and character of the 
conferences and discussions which have been held' recently, in 
the reports of governmental commissions, in ministerial boards, 
and in the schemes and experiments instituted by philan- 
thropists, scientists, and educationists. 

In conclusion let me say: Special attention is given to the 
_ improvement of the physical life of our young women. 

It is not given to every woman to be robust; but it is within 
tbe power of every young woman, through well directed exer- 
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cise, careful living, and proper methods of dressing, to increase 
and preserve her physical organization. 
The use of some boneless health-waist is urged.

Department of History and Civics. 
To President Edmund Dandridge Murdaugh: 


SIR:—I submit herewith a report of the work done by the 
department of history and civics, with an outline of the course 
of study and of methods used in that department. 


EDUCATIONAL VALUE OF HISTORY. 


The question may be asked, ‘Is there any value in the study 
of history aside’ from the mere memorizing of facts and dates?” 
I wish to answer this question briefly. I will not however, take 
the time to discuss the various groups into which studies in: 
general are divided. but shall proceed at once to the considera- 
tion of those to whicb history may be assigned as of value. 

First. There are certain studies known as guidance, or infor- 
mation, studies. As an information study, history has great 
value. The experiences of the past as recorded in history are 
to the student *a lamp to his feet and light to his pathway." 
Our actions are largely guided by the past experieuces of the 
race. Doctor Hinsdale says: ‘‘As an information, we may 
well hesitate before we assign to any school study a higher 
1ank." l 

Second. History has also great disciplinary value. Any one 
can readily see that in Jearning the names of persons, places 
and events the student is disciplining his mind to remember. 
History is of great memoric value. It is. also, a valuable dis- 
cipline for the thinking faculties. Not only must the student 
memorize, but he must also learn to think correctly—logically. 
He must learn to compare facts, to analyze them, and to strike 
a balance, so to speak, after all the facts are learned. 

Third. As a culture study, also, history is of value. The 
study of history liberalizes the mind. frees it from selfishness 
and narrowness. The mind is filled with noble thoughts and 
exalted ideas. > i 

While much more might be said as to its educational value, 
yet enough has been said to show that the study of history 
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should not be neglected by any one who wishes to possess a 
liberal education. 


COURSE OF STUDY.— FIRST YEAR, INTRODUCTORY COURSE.— 


FIRST TERM. y 


English History. —English history was added to the course of ` 


study for the first time this year. As it naturally precedes 
-~ American history, more thorough work may be expected from 
the classes in that study now than heretofore. The text book 
- used is Green’s Short History of the English People. This is 
not a history of a few kings and princes, but a history of the 
manners, customs, and literature of the English people. 

About fifty students have enrolled in this class in the past 
term, and not one of them had ever before studied English his- 
tory. The work is outlined, and each member of the class dis- 
cusses a given topic. Although Green's history is very philo- 
sophical and quite voluminous for a class of beginners in 
English history, yet, the class has made much progress. 


SECOND TERM. 


American history.—The second term of the first year is de- 
voted to the study of American history. The text-book used is 
Our Country. by Cooper, Estill and Lemmon. While the above 
is our text-book, we use a number of other histories, such as 
Bancroft’s, McMasters’, Fisk’s, Ridpath’s, Johnston’s, and 
others as works of reference, so that'the student is enabled to 
discuss the given topic more thoroughly than if he had pre- 
pared the lesson from a single book. 

This class also devotes some time to the discussion of current 
history. Topics are assigned to different members of the class, 
and they are required to report the results of their investiga- 
tions at a certain time. A number of daily papers and several 
reviews are at the disposal of the class, so that they are not 
only made acquainted with the history of the distant past, but 
they become acquainted with history as it is made. 


SECOND YEAR, INTRODUCTORY COURSE, FIRST TERM. 


Political history.—In order that our students may havea 
greater appreciation of their privileges as American citizens. 
and in order that they may be enabled to exercise their rights 
as citizens with more intelligence, the subject of civil govern- 
ment is emphasized, in this institution. The first term of the 
second year is devoted to the study of governments. The 
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student is made acquainted with the theories concerning the 
origin of government. the governments of Greece, Rome. France. 
Germany, Switzerland, Austria, Hungary. Sweden-Norway, and 
England. A comparison of the governments is made with each 
other, and all are compared with this government. The text- 
book used is Wilson's The State. 


SECOND TERM. 


The Government of the United States.—In the second term, 
Wilson's The State is continued, special attention being given 
to the study of the government of the United States. The class 
does not study the history of the constitution at this time, as it 
is reserved for the middle year. The machinery of the govern- 
ment is carefully studied. "The students are required to make 
complete outlines of the departments of government, to mem- 
orize the names of the cabinet officials, judges of the United 
States supreme court, and the officials of Oklahoma territory. 


MIDDLE YEAR--NORMAL COURSE. 


First term; General History-—In the study of general history, 
the Mud made to understand more fully the philosophy of 
.history, and that ‘‘through the ages one increasing purpose 
runs." Meyer's general history is used as a text-book, but the 
class does much additional work in the library. . 

American Goyernment--In addition to general history, this 
class also studies the history and analysis of the constitution 
of the United States. Not only is the work of the second year 
reviewed, but the history and outline of the constitution are 
thoroughly discussed. The text-book used is Hinsdale’s Amer- 
ican Government. 

Second term; History of Education—As it is the aim of this 
institution to make teachers, and as all teachers should be fa- 
miliar with the history of education, the second term of the 
‘middle year is devoted to the study of this subject. The va- 
rious educational theories of the past and present are studied. 
The text-book used is Painter's History of Education. 


ADDITIONAL WORK. 


In addition to the work of my department, l was also assigned 
a class in algebra and one in English grammar. As these 
classes are virtually under the heads of the departments of 
mathematics and English, the work will doubtless be covered 
by the reports from these departments. 
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LECTURES. 


A number of students from the junior and middle classes have 
been assigned to this department to be given topics on which 
to prepare lectures to be given publicly some time during the 
second term. The following are some of the,subjects assigned: 
«The Golden Age of Athens;” “Abraham Lincoln and the Rise 
of the Republican Party;” ‘‘Thomas Jefferson, the Democrat.” 


THE NORMAL PHILOMATH. 


This department, in connection with the department of En- 
glish, will begin in January. the publication of theabove named 
monthly magazine. Our aim is to develop the literary talent 
of the students in our departments, and to promote habits ofin- 
vestigation. The first number will appear about the: 15th of 
January. i 

The outline given above is a very condensed report of the 
work of this department for the current year.

Department of English and Literature. 
To President Edmund D. Murdaugh: 

I present herewith an outline of the work of my department, 
including a discussion of the course of study, the methods fol- 
lowed in teaching the various subjects, and the results of some 
investigations pertaining to certain phases of English work not 
usually included in class room exercises. As my connection 
with the school dates only from the beginning of the present 
year, the plans of work are not so fully systematized as I trust 
they will be at an early day. I have taught, as you know, 
some subjects which do not pertain of rigbt to this department. 
These matters are spoken of, also, in the latter part of this 
report. : : 

- ENGLISH. 

Grammar.—The pupils of the first year class study grammar 
throughout the year, using the text of Baskerville and Sewell. 
A fair knowledge of English grammar is required to pass the 
entrance examinations, and, as a consequence, the subject is 


not treated as with students who are taking up technical gram- 


mar for the first time. 
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It has been found that a majority of the students lack the 
ability to use good English more than they lack a knowledge 
of the forms of the language, or the ability to parse or diagram 
a sentence. Therefore, an effort has been made to have them 
use good English both in written and oral exercises. The plan 
has been to give them frequent drills in written work, often 
only a paragraph at a time, neatly arranged upon the black- 
board. More extended work is brought to the class neatly 
written with ink. Daily drills are given upon the accurate use 
of words, requiring careful attention to the fine distinctions and 
varying shades of meaning in the expression of thought. 


Frequent exercises are required in reproducing prose or poet- 
ical selections read to the class. Sentences for illustrating the 
parts of speech and use of words are required usually to be 
selected from standard literature, and the name of the author 
given, when known. In this way th: student obtains consider- 
able information in regard to literature and the best writers of 
English. 


There have been over fifty students in this class, but it has 
been found best to divide the class into two sections, A and B, 
each of which is pursuing practically the same course. One of 
the divisions has been assigned temporarily to Professor Ross, . 
of the department of history and civics. 


Lessons in English.—The second year class, during the first 
term, has studied Lockwood’s lessons in English. A historical 
sketch of the language, the Anglo-Saxon and classical elements. | 
figures of speech, common errors, diction, etc., are carefully 
considered, while much written work and collateral study are 
required. No extended essays have.been prescribed, as it 
seemed best to drill upon special forms of the language, and the 
best results are apparently attained by requiring only a para- 
graph, or a few paragraphs, at a time. 


In the second term, Lockwood is still used, but rather as 
supplementary to Carpenter's Rhetoric, which is followed as a 
text. 

Cops practical exercises are given in puuctüation, letter 
WO puram ies, eto V together with a brief study of the 
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Rhetoric.—The junior class, during the first term, uses as a 
text Hill's Foundations of Rhetoric, which furnishes an excel- 


lent drill in the selection of proper words. arrangement of sen- 


tences and paragraphs, etc. Almost daily practice in written 
work is required. In addition to this, weekly exercises of a 
more extended kind are assigned, including carefully prepared 
notes and outlines on a series of morning lectures by members 
of the faculty, the senior class, and others. 


In the second term, this class studies Hill's Principles of 
Rhetoric, which aifords a fuller discussion of the principles of 
choice, and the use of words and sentences, and also more ex- 
tended work in composition. A certain amount of public work 
will be required. in order to give the student ease and grace 
before an audience. 


Literature —-The middle and senior classes are combined 
this year, in the first term, in the study of English literature. 
The members of the class are provided with Arnold's Manual, 
which has been used as a reference book, rather than as a text. 
Daily use is made of the school library. which is supplied with 
encyclopedias and other refereuce books. besides the complete 
writings of many of the most noted authors. "The work of this 
department could be made much more effective if our library 
facilities were better. The writings of all the great British and 
American authors should be represented at least by their mas- 


terpieces, if not by complete sets. Selections from many of the. 


authors are read in class, a review. or criticism; of some of 
these is required. besides other.theses pertaining to the subject. 
The class has studied this term selections from Addison, Scott, 
DeQuincey, Macaulay, Ruskin, Dickens. aud Tennyson. 


During the second term, the class will study American litera- 
ture, using Pattee as a text. Familiarity with the masterpieces 
of our best American authors will be the chief aim in studying 
this subject. But, aside from this study of authors and their 
writings, an attempt is made to cultivate a literary teb, aad 
to develop the power. of the class in rite? dipan 4 
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FIRST AND SECOND YEAR. 


The first year is divided into two sections; hence, I have had 
three classes. This works not entirely foreign to the English 
department, and ad ation of latin to English are constantly 
set forth. As new ds occur, lists are made of the English 
words derived from them. In this way the students get a much 
more accurate knowledge of their mothertongue. Almost every 
day they attain new meanings, and a more definite understand- 
ing of from ten to twenty English words. In the first year, they 
should gain a more accurate knowledge of not less than a thous- 
and common English words. 

[n teaching latin, careful daily drills are given in declensions, 


conjugations, translating latin sentences into English, and 
English sentences into latin. 


MENTAL DISCIPLINE. 


It is believed that these drills and these studies of the finer 
shades of meanings of words, both in the latin and in the Eng- 
lish, asa mental discipline, are fully as important as mathe- 
matics, or what are usually termed the sciences. In fact, Eng- 
lish is a science, and one well adapted to the exercise and devel- 
opment of all the mental faculties, the cultivation of a correct 
taste and the production of a ‘‘many sidedness of interest." 
Considered with respect to its correlation with latin, in fact, 
with all other departments of college work, these characteristics 
are magnified, and the great importance of thé department made 
much more evident. | 


PEDAGOGY. 


There have been assigned to the English department also two 
classes in pedagogy, the junior and the combined middle and 
senior. Each of these has recited but twice a week, alternating 
with the rhetoric and literature. The relations between the 
departments of pedagogy and English are so intimate that this 
plan has been found to succeed admirably. 

Theory and Practice.—In the fall term the junior class has 
studied Page'sexcellent work on this subject, giving attention 
especially to fitness for teaching, the responsibility of the 
teacher, the habits and qualifications of the teacher, modes of 
teaching, school government, the teacher's relation to patrons, 
‘and to his profession. In the spring term, similar methods will 
be used, following Fitch’s Lectures on Teaching. 
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Elements of Pedagogy.—The middle class uses White’s Ele- 
ments, giving especial attention to the elements of psychology, 
the principles of teaching, methods of teaching, methods of 
teaching special branches, and moral training. 

In the second term, the class will use Kirkpatrick’s Inductive 
Psychology, a work which leads admirably to McLellan's Ap- 
plied Psychology, the text for the seniors’ first term. 


ADDITIONAL WORK. 


College Paper—Some things aside from the regular class 
work are undertaken in the interests of the English department. 
One of these is the publication of a college journal by the com- 
bined departments of English and history. Professor Rose is 
associated with me in this work, assuming the greater respon- 
sibility with reference to the business management, while I as- 
sume the greater responsibility with reference to the editorial 
work. The advanced students of these two departments are 
expected to furnish the greater amount of the matter for the 
columns of the paper. In fact, the publication of the paper is 
undertaken largely to give these classes opportunities for 
training in this important line of literary work, and to encour- 
age the habit of investigation. Careful attention will be given 
to the development of specialtalent in any phase of this work. 

The paper is-to be called the Normal Philomath; the first 
copy will be issued in January, 1897, and the paper will appear 


monthly thereafter. It is expected to be an important factor | 


in making known the advantages of this institution, and there- 
by extending its usefulness. 


Students Vocabularies—Some investigations made in regard 
tothe extent of student's vocabularies have yielded results 
alike interesting and surprising ; hence, a summary of these re- 
sults is presented here. 'lhe matter was undertaken in part to 
show the correlation between latin and English, and with the 
expectation that it could be shown that students of latin have 
a much more extensive vocabulary of English words than those 
who have not studied latin. This is expected because we have 
- Something like one, hundred thousand words in the. English lan- 
guage which are derived from the latin. It is apparent to all 
that a person with a large number of words at his command has 
à decided advantage over one who has only a small vocabulary 
to draw from: and hence, must use the same words oftener, and 
then sometimes failin finding a suitable word. 
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While, perhaps, four or five thousand words are sufficient for 
even cultivated persons for ordinary intercourse, one who speaks 
or writes much for the public finds it convenient to have a much 
larger number at his command, in order to give variety, and to 
express all the finer shades of thought. In short, the person 
who is exact, clear, and forcible, must have recourse to a large 
number of words. 

The Test—All the students x the English department, ex- 
cept the B class of the first year, were tested. (The B class 
were given only a partial test, and the result is not given here). 

In all, over óne thousand words were pronounced to the 
students, taking all the words on one page of the dictionary— 
Webster's, and High School--each day. In nocase did any of the 
students know what words would be selected. From the percent- 

. age of these words which any student could define accurately, an 
estimate was made of the entire number iu the book which 
could be so defined. The work was partly oral and partly 
written. -In all, eighty-two students were carefully tested; 
these ranged in age from eleven years (the youngest not a 
student in the school, but selected for purposes of comparison), 
up to mature manhood and womanhood. All were tested upon 
the same words. The following approximate average results 
- were obtained: l 


First year, A class, - - - - 12,000 words. 
Second year. - - - - - 15,000 words. 
Junior year, - o. - - 116,000 words. 
Middle year, - - - - - + 19,000 words. 
Senior year, .- - “ - - - 21,500 words. 


^ It will be seen there is a nearly uniform gradation from the 

first year to the last, except with regard to the second year 
class, which ranks a little higher proportionately than the: 
classes next below and above. This results chiefly from the 
fact that-a few in the second year have had special opportuni- 
ties for increasing their vocabularies; three members of this 
class, for example, ranked nearly twenty per cent higher than 
any three in the junior class, and two of them ranked higher 
than any member of the senior class. 


The lowest record made was about seven thousand words, 
while the youngest student tested, one who had had unusual 
advantages, though barely eleven years old, made a record of at 
least ten thousand five hundred. The highest record made is 
not less than twenty-five thousand words. 
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Those results seem remarkably high; but it is to be remem- 
bered that this represents only the number. of words the stud- 
ents could define, or use, intelligently. and not what they have 


used, or ever will use. A much more extended test upou my- 


own vocabulary shows that I can define more than fifty thous- 
and words, perhaps seventy-five thousand. 

The conclusions drawn from this test, and other tests tuade at 
the same time, are briefly these. The study of latin, and toa 
less extent the study of Greek, with careful drills in word- 
analysis, and the reading of many good books, are among the 
most potent influences in increasing the students’ knowledge of 
good English words; and this knowledge gives him a great ad- 
vantage over his fellows in the struggle for literary existence. 

I wish to say, in closing, that the work of the department is 
in every way exceedingly pleasant, and the students are mak- 
ing commendable progress. There seems a growing zeal on the 
part of the students to get a thorough knowlédge of their mother 
tongue. With their increased information upon the subject, 
they have a more exalted opinion of the force, beauty, nobility. 
and future greatness of the English language. 

I wish to acknowledge my great obligations to you for much 
careful supervision and for many exceilent suggestions in regard 
to methods of presenting the matter pertaining to these depart- 
ments, in which, through extensive experience and scholarly 
research, you are so eminently fitted “to speak as one having 
authority."

Department of Music. 
To Prof. E. D. Murdaugh, President of the" Normal School: 
SIR—In accordance with your request, I beg leave to submit

for your consideration a brief report of the VOENIBSS of the de- 


partment of music. 

This department was created by the board of regents in Jan- 
uary, 1896, at which time I was employed. 

I am inclined to believe that the board of regents have con- 
ferred a great benefit upon those who are preparing themselves 
as teachers by giving them the advantages of free instruction in 
this department. 

Music is now recognized as a great factor in the qualifications 
of a school teacher; and, since the functions of a teacher are

being broadened year after year, a knowledge of, at least the 
elementary principles of music, will soon become a requirement 
of no small importance. 

Music is a factor in training the sensibilities; and it also pre- 
pares the individual for tie enjoyment of life in its fullest, 
deepest meaning. 

Music is one of the higb arts, and we need have no fear in as- 
. serting that it is the universal language of the heart. 

No previous training in music is required on the part of tie 
students, who enter this department, which is open to both 
sexes. 

I began my work in this department on January 5th, 1896, 
with only five advanced pupils and a number of mere beginners 
in the study. 

The few advanced students who were here when I began, 
have made rapid progress. l 

They have worked hard, and, by their work, have shown due 
appreciation of the advantages offered them. 

While the elementary pupils have made good progress, they 


would have been much more advanced, had the school owned — 


more instruments. 

As it is, the seventy students taking music divide the prac- 
' tice upon two instruments; and here I take /occasion to suggest 
that at least two more be procured. 

The recitations are divided into séven periods of forty-five 
minutes each a day, besides thirty minutes devoted to chorus 
work, two classes of sixty each. 

This consists of eight reading and singing, in which, by close 
application, proficiency is quickly attained. 

All who desire indiyidual instruction have that privilege; how- 
ever, thisis optional. ; 

The progress of the work in this department has been very 
satisfactory when we consider the burden of a full college 
course in connection with this study. 

The number of students in this department made it necessary 
to employ an associate teacher. Miss Tella Turner, whose re- 
port will be found appended. 

-It is the intention of this institution to equip teachers for 
school work; and that purpose, I think, is faithfully carried out 
in this department.

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To Prof. Edmund D. Murdaugh, President: 


SIR :—In accordance-with your request, I beg leave to submit . 


the following report : 

Music is the art which employs sounds as a medium of artistic 
expression; it embodies the inward feelings of which all other 
arts can but show the effect. It is the most popular of all the 
arts. It fills man’s breast with joy, and even the brute creation 
are not insensible to its power. Yet, at its best, music is a 
haughty being, and not without reason are training, practice, 
talent, and the development of that talent, required for the 
understanding of her secrets. 

Let us notice for a moment the educational value of music. 
Not one of tbe fine arts can fit us for the enjoyment of life as 
can music. It makes nobler men and women of us. It is being 
introduced more and more into the public schools of to-day, and 
will soon be counted as necessary to one's education as the 
"three R’s.”. Indeed, the time is not far distant when one 
who knows nothing of music will be called illiterate. 

The students of the normal school for Oklahoma have great 

advantages in the musical line, in that it is entirely free to 
them. - 
This is my first year of teaching in the normal. The begin- 
ners have been assigned to me; the more adyanced students to 
my associate, Mrs. York, who was here last year. "The choral 
-classes are under her direction. - 

In piano-forte, the course is divided into seven grades; and 
each grade into three divisions. Pupils are expected to finish 
a grade in one year with the amount of practice specified for 
each grade. 

While the seven-year course is necessary to make trained 
musicians, a much shorter time is sufficient for ordinary- pur- 
poses. 

A certificate to teach is given at the end of four years, and 
many good teachers have gone forth after-completing the four 
year course. l ; 

The utmost thoroughness is required from every pupil, 
whether beginning or advanced, many pupils being found defi- 
cient in the first principles. 

Special attention is given to the following points: A good 
position at the piano, correct shaping of the hand, good finger, 
wrist, and fore-arm action, a perfect legato, a good crisp 
staccato, the habit of fingering passages correctly; of carefully 
noting all dynamic signs, a true and exact sense of rythm and

tempo, a comprehension of phrasing and, finally, a thorough 
good conception of whatever music is performed. 

Iu grading students, the studies are made the basis of tlje 
grade, but the work is carried on in three parallel courses; 
technique, etudes and pieces. All technical work is played 
from memory, and such exercises are given as will most surely 
and rapidly advance the pupil and correct deficiencies in touch 
and execution. > 

In etudes, the course as given is followed strictly with very 
few exceptions. Pieces are used from the second division of 
the first grade. 

The end of all technique is the playing of pieces as perfectly 
as possible, and this principle is never lost sight of. The selec- 
tions are given in such a manner as to correct the bad, 
strengthen the weak; and improve the good points of a pupil’s 
playing. 

Graded course of study in piano-forte with average amount 
of practice required to finish the grade in one year: 

First Grade.—a. Doll. Introduction to Study of Piano; b. 
Kohler, op. 157; c. Gurlitt, op. 130, selections. Pieces by Lich- 
ner, Lange, Stiebelt, and others. Practice one and one-half 
hours daily. 

Second Grade.—a. Kohler, op. 50, or op. 952; b. Gurlitt, op. 
181; c. Duvernay, op. 120; sonatas’ and pieces by Clementi, 
Lichner, Kuhlan, Lange, Merkle, Behr, and others. Practice 
two to three hours each day. ! 

Third Grade.—a. Loeschhorn, op. 66, book I; b. Loeschhorn, 
op. 66, book IT; c. op. 66, of Loeschhorn, book III; Heller studies, 
op. 46 or 47; selections, Turner, elements of octave playing, 
books I and II. Easy rondas of. Beethoven, Haydn, and Mozart; 
songs without words, ot Mendelssohn, Salon, and dance music 
by Lange, Merkel, Bohm, Durand, and others. Practice three 
hours daily. 

Fourth Grade.—a. Cramer, book I; b. Cramer, book II; 
easier pieces of Bach, Franz, Kullak, Turner octaves, book II; 
Heller, op. 45, selections. Beethoven sonatas, op. 79, op. 14, 
Nos. Land II. Sonatas of Mozart and Haydn; easiest waltzes of 
Chopin; pieces by Mendelsson, Schuman, Raff, Schubert. 

Seventh Grade.—Etudes selected from Listz, Rubinstein, 
Thalberg, Nicode, Dupont, and others. Selections from Bach, 
well tempered clavichord, concertos of Mendelssohn, Beethoven 
and Chopin, Beethoven: sonatas, op. 31, 53, 57; Chopin ballads, 
scherzos; Listz, rhapsodies and fantasies; concert pieces by 
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Rubinstein, Raff, Grieg, and others. Practice, five hours a day. 

The study. required in harmony is the completion of of Emery's 
Elements of Harmony, with the ability to harmonize correctly 
a church tune in four parts. The time required for the course 
is two years. 

Tne study of theory comprises the laws of vibrations; names, 
compass, and tone. quality of orchestral instruments; rythm, 
accent, embellishments, musical form and the analysis of stan- 
dard works. The length of the cowse is one year. 

Music epee are required to lecture on musical history.

Act Locating and Establishing the Normal School. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma: 
© 1 The normal school for the territory of Oklahoma is hereby 
located and established at, or within one mile of, the village of. 
Edmond, in the county of Oklahoma, in said territory. the ex- 
clusive purposes of which shall be the instruction of both male 
and female persons in the art of teaching and in all the, various 
branches that pertain to a good common school education; also, 
to give instruction in the theory and practice of teaching, in the 
fundamental laws of the United States, and in what regards the 
rights and duties of citizens. 

2. 'The said normal school shall be under the direction of a 
board of education, and shall be governed and supported as 
hereinafter provided. - 

8. Said board of education shall consist of five members, 
three of whom shall be appointed by the governor and by and 
with the consent of the legislative council, if in session, one of 
whom shall hold his office for six years, another for four years, 
and another for two years. "The governor shall designate which 
person shall hold his office for six years, which for four years, 
and which for two years. The territorial treasurer and super- 
intendent of public instruction shall, by virtue of their offices, 
be members of said board. The territorial treasurer, by virtue 
of his office, shall be treasurer of said board, and the members 
thereof shall annually elect from their members a president and 
secretary. It shall be the duty of the secretary to keep an ex- 
act and detailed account of the doings of said board, and he 
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shall make such reports to the- legislature as are required by 
this act. ^ ‘ 

4. -Said board of education shall have power to appoint a 
principal and assistant to take charge of said school, and such 
other teachers and officers as may be required in said school, 
and fix the salary of each and prescribe- their several duties. 
They shall have power to remove either the principal, assistant 
or teachers, and appoint others in their stead. They shall pre- 
scribe the various books to be used in said school, and shall 
make all the regulations and by-laws necessary for the good 
government and management of the same. 

9. The said board of education shall ordain such rules and 
regulations for the admission of pupils to said school as they 
shall deem necessary and proper. Every applicant for admis- 
sion shall undergo an examination in such manner as shall be 
prescribed by the board, and the board may, in their discretion, 

“ require an applicant for admission into said'school, other than 
such as shall, prior to such admission, sign and file with said 
board a declaration of intention to follow the business of teach- 
ing schools in this territory, to pay, or secure to be paid, such 
fees or tuition as to said board shall seem reasonable. 

6. After said normal school shall have commenced its first 
term, and at least once in each year thereafter, it shall be visit- 
ed by three suitable persons, not members, Eo be appointed. by 
the board of education, who shall examine, thoroughly, the 
affairs of the school, and report to the superintendent of public 
instruction, or auditor, their views in regard to its condition, 


success and usefulness, and any other matters they may judge 


expedient. Such visitors shall be appointed annually. 


pan 


7. As soon as any person has attended said institution 


twenty-two weeks, said person may be examined in the studies ' 


required by the board, and in such manner as may be prescribed 
by them, and, if it shall appear that such persons possess the 
learning and other necessary qualifications to teach a good com- 
mon school, said person shall receive a certificate. 

_8 All funds appropriated for the use and benefit of said 
normal school shall be under the direction and control of the 
board of education, subject to the provisions herein contained. 
The treasurer of the territory shall pay out of such funds, all 


orders or drafts to be drawn by the territorial auditor, or on _ 


certificates of the secretary countersigned by the president of 
the board. No such certificates shall be given except on ac- 
counts audited and allowed by the board at its regular meetings. 
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9. Services and all necessary traveling expenses, as herein- 
after provided, incurred by the members of the board of educa- 
tion in carrying out the provisions of this act, shall be paid on 
the proper certificate out of any funds belonging to said insti- 
tution in the hands of £he treasurer, until the erection and com- 
pletion of the necessary buildings. The principal, assistants, 
teachers, board of education, and other officers employed in 
said school, shall be paid out of the normal school fund, and . 
and from receipts for tuition, after the erection of necessary 
buildings. 'lhe members of the board of education shall be en 
titled to three dollars a day, and ten cents per mile actually 
and necessarily traveled in attending meetings of the board. 

10. It shall be the duty of the governor to fill, by appoint- . 
ment, all vacancies that may for any cause occur in the board 
of education of the territorial normal school, and he may, for 
neglect of duty, or any violation of trust reposed, or the arbi- 
trary exercise.of the power conferred, remove any member of 
said board and appoint a suitable person in his stead. 


11. The board of education shall hold four regular meetings 
in each year, viz: During the first week in April, the first 
week iu July, the first week in October, and the first week in 
January, in each year, at which second meeting the officers of 
the board shall be elected. All meetings of the 'board shall be 
held at Edmond, and, wheu practicable, in the normal school 
building. All financial matters, allowance claims and accounts 
shall be disposed of at such regular meetings only. Special 
meetings of the board may be called upon the written order of 
the president of the same, which order shall specify the object 
of the meeting. A majority of the board shall constitute a 
quorum to transact business. A true and faithful journal of 
their proceedings shall be kept, subject, at auy reasonable 
time, to the inspection of any member of the board. 

12. The clerk of the board of education shall, on the first 
day of January of each year, transmit to the governor a full 
report of the expenditures of the same for the previous yea, 
setting forth in full each item and the date thereof. 


19. The board of education, in their regulations, and the 
principal, in his supervision and government of the school, shall 
exercise a watchful guardianship over the morals of the pupils 
at all times during their attendance on the same; but no relig- 
ious or sectarian tests shall be applied in the selection of tenci 
ers, and none shall be adopted i in the school. 
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14. For the purpose of locating and supporting said institu- 
tion, there shall be furnished forty acres of land, lying within 
one mile of said village of Edmond, which shall, without cost 
to the territory, be conveyed by good and sufficient warranty 
deed to the board of education in this act designated, for the 
use and benefit of this institution; ten acres ot said land shall 
be reserved as a site on which to erect buildings for said insti- 
tution, and the remainder shall be laid into lots and blocks, and - 
disposed of for cash, for the use and benefit of such institution. 

15. In addition thereto, the county commissioners of said 
county of Oklahoma are hereby authorized and directed to issue 
the bonds of said county for the sum oí five thousand dollars, 
due and payable in twenty years from date thereof, and draw- 
ing seven per cent. interest, payable annually, and, when exe- 
cuted, said board of commissioners shall deliver said bonds to 
the territorial treasurer, and he shall sell the same at not less 
than ninety-five cents on the dollar, and shall hold the proceeds 
thereof as a fund out of which to erect buildings on said land. 
The proceeds of the lots sold shall likewise be paid to the treas- 
urer, and by him held for the same purpose, and for the further 
purpose of paying the expenses of the commissioners desig- 
nated to erect such institution. 

< 16. It shall be'the duty of the governor, within ninety days 
after the passage and approval of this act, to appoint three dis- 
creet persons, one of them residing in the village of Edmond, as 
“commissioners to select the land, plat, and make sale thereof, 
and to make all contracts for the erections of buildings, and 
who shall draw orders upon the fund in the hands of the terri- 
torial treasurer for the payment of such buildings izand, when 
such orders are duly approved by the territorial auditor, it 
shall be the duty of the territorial treasurer to pay them from 
the normal school fund in his hands; provided, however, that no 
contracts shall be made by said commissioners to erect build- 
ings or incur expenses to be paid from any other source than 
from the money deposited with the territorial treasurer arising 
from the sale of the bonds and lots before mentioned, nor in ex- 
cess of the amount of the funds so realized. Such commission- 
ers may make deeds for al] lots sold, which must be sold for 
cash at a price fixed thereon by the board of education; but all 
payments therefor shall be paid to the territorial treasurer. 

17 Said commissioners shali, as compensation for their ser- 
vices, be paid two dollars and fifty cents per day each, for the 
time actually and necessarily employed in the discharge of 
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their duties, which shall be paid by the territorial treasurer 
from the funds of such -normal school in his hands, on an ac- 
count made out and sworn to, filed, and approved by the terri- 
torial auditor. 

18. When the buildings are so far completed as to be fit for 
use as a normal school, such commissioners shall permit the 
board of education to control and manage the same for use asa 
normal school. 

19. All commissioners appointed under the provisions of this 
act, shall give bond to the territory of Oklahoma for the sum of 
three thousand dollars, for the use and benefit of such normal 
school, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties 
and proper payment of all funds coming to their hands--said 
bond to be in form as designated by the governor, and with 
gcod and sufficient sureties to be approved by him. 

20. The bonds provided to be issued by Oklahoma county 
shall be issued only after the people of that county have so 
ordered at a general or special election. The people shall vote 
at such election for or against the issuance of such normal 
school bonds; and if a majority of the vote be cast for the 
^ issuance of such bonds, they shall be issued; otherwise, they 
shall not. 
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An Act to Provide Additional Instruction and the Issuiug of 
Diplomas. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma: 


1. That lectures on chemistry, comparative anatomy, as- 
tronomy, the mechanical arts, agricultural chemistry, and on 
any other science, or any other branch of literature that the 
board of education may direct, may be delivered to those at- 
tending the normal school, in such manner, and on such terms 
and conditions, as the board of education may direct.

a period of five years, as provided in this act.

THE COUNTY NORMAL INSTITUTE.

Our public schools are established primarily for the educa- 
tion and advancement of children. 

The children can only reap the benefits of useful instruction 
through the medium of good teachers. 

It is the mission of the institute to strengthen and fortify the 
teacher for more efficient work. 

Under provisions of the school laws of Oklahoma, each county 
superintendent of public instruction shall hold aunually a nor- 
mal institute for the instruction of teachers and those desiring 
to teach. 

In many of our counties the institute is one of the special 
educational advantages afforded the teacher, and is of great 
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value to the schools and the public in general. It may be safely 
stated that the interest taken in the county institute may.be 
safely relied upon as proper measure to mark the status of 
educational work in any county. It determines and measures 
the estimate in which the teachers are held, asit indicates their 


professional spirit and zeal. Each year, the board has pre- 


pared a manual—course of study for use in the institutes. The 
object of this manual is to furnish outlines by which the work 
of instruction in the several branches usually taught in our pub- 
lic schools may be unified, so that the time of. those attending 
the institute may be spent to the best advantage. It has been 
the purpose of the board to put a copy of this manual in the 
hands of every member of each institute for reference and 
guidance in the institute work. 


The reports from the several counties show that the work 


done by county superintendents, conductors and instructors has 
been uniformly good. In all, these meetings have been protit- 
able and the influence and benefit derived from the teachings 
are felt in the school districts of each county, even the most 
obscure. 


CONDUCTOR’S AND INSTRUCTOR'S CERTIFICATES. 


The law makes it tne duty of the territorial board of educa- 
tion to certificate persons to ‘conduct aud ihstpueca im the normal 
institutes of the territory. 

It is the high purpose of the board to certificate only such 
' persons as are amply qualified to do efficient work. The worth 
. of the institute depends upon the character and teaching ability 
of the instructors. All things else are of secondary importance. 
The institute should be largely a school of method, and only 
those who are conversant with the best methods, and who have 
used them successfully, should beemployed. "There is no busi- 
ness for which the workmen need to be more thoroughly fur- 
nished than for that of instructing in the institute.

TERRITORIAL IN STITUTE. 


The board, feeling that there should be some general plan

The second annual meeting was held on May 26, 27 and 28, 
1896, at the same place. i 
' The general results of these meetings has been that county 
superintendents, conductors and instructors have come to their 
work with a deeper conviction of the vast importance of their 
county institute work. They have contributed to the system, 
unity, interest and progress of the work in the territory. It is 
the hope of the leading educators of the territory, and of the 
board, that there may be some legislation providing for a ter- 
ritorial institute. j l 


THE DISTRICT SCHOOL. 


The beard has given special attention to the rural school 
problem for the past two or three years, having made the effort 
to grade the country schools, as well as those in villages, 
towns and cities of our territory. 

District school gradation is no longer an experiment in this 
country. In several of the states it has been thoroughly tried 
and the results, under successful management, are entirely sat- 
isfactory. - 

School gradation, therefore, needs no argument in its defense. 
It is the direct outgrowth of good supervision and intelligent 
management of our schools, and jit is necessary that they be 
granted the systematic classification in order to become en- 
tirely efficient. 

The'ungraded school is without order, without classification 
and without definite plans or purposes. Hach term is com- 
menced and ended as though it were the first, and would be the 
last ever taught in the district. There is, usudl'y, no record of 
progress made, or anything to indicate the limit reached by 
the school under the supervision of the teacher, and none is left 
for the succeeding one. Instead of each teacher beginning 
where the preceding one left off, and of having the benefit of 
his experience and judgment by following a uniform course, 
having in view the same object, he is compelled to grope his 
way in the dark and squander much valuable time by his 
random efforts. 

In view of these conditions the territorial board of education, 
during the spring of 1895, prepared a course of study for the 
rural schools of Oklahoma. This course of study outlines 
pretty definitely the work for each year or grade. 
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The first appearance of this course of study was in the normal 
institute manual for the territory for the year 1895. The plan 
was discussed in the institutes of that year, and the work of 
grading the district schools was begun during the fall and 
winter of that year in many parts of the territory. 

During the summer of 1895 Mr. Jasper ‘Sipes, of Oklahoma 
City, prepared and secured a copyright to a classification regis- 
ter—a book containing tbe course of study and blanks ar- 
ranged for the systematic record of the progress and condi- 
tion of the school in detail, not only of the school as a 
whole, but of the individual pupils of the school, thus giving 
each new teacher the benefit of the experience, judgment and 
recommendations of the preceding teacher. This-register re- 
veives the hearty endorsement of the board of education and is 
used in many schools in the territory. 

At the meeting of the board held on Jannary 10th, 1896, it 
was decided that it would be a great help to the cause to 
put a copy of the course of study in each and every home 
represented in the district schools. To this end twenty thou- 
sand copies were ordered to be printed, and the secretary of 
the board was designated to superintend the distribution of 
these books in the counties, through the county superintend- 
ents. As a result of the measure, the friends of the public 
schools in Oklahoma. pretty Sonera ny: are interested in the , 
plan for gradation: | / 

Below, see plan for "m ot pupils from the nmi 
schools of Oklahoma closing May, 1896. Under this plan there 
were 217 graduates in the territory for the year. A greater 
number is expected at the close of the present school year. 


TO COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS AND TEACHERS. 


The territorial board of education has received requests from 
a number of county superintendents and teachers, for questions 
for the examination of pupils who have completed the course 
of study in the rural schools. 

After careful consideration, the board has arrived at the con- . 
clusion that it is best to put this work in the hands of the 
county snperintendents and teachers. 

The time seems to have come when there are many of our 
rural schools that are ready. not only to follow, but to complete 
the course of study, and that this should be done in accordance 
with the plan practiced by the graded schools of towns and 
cities. 
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There is no reason apparent why the rural schools should not 


“receive whatever stimulus there may be in a final examination 


and graduation at a commencement, and that the graduates 


_ should be rewarded by diplomas that will represent attainments 


in training and scholarship that will be accepted for entrance 
by high schools, the agricultural college, the normal school and 
the university. 7 


This will complete the cherished, plan of the territorial board 
in securing to the young men and women of the territory the 
advantages of a continuous course of study, that shall reach 
from the lowest primary grade to the highest courses of study 
in the state universities. 

The board earnestly urges upon the attention of the county 
superintendents and teachers of the territory, the importance 
of developing the plan herewith submitted. The success of the 
plan will depend upon the sympathetic interest and intelligent 
study of detail given to it by the county superintendents and 
teachers. No final success in the application of any part of 
the educational system can be attained through any other 
channel than through the sympathetic efforts of the teachers. 

Confiding in the sympathetic interest and support of the 


teachers, and in the teachers’ co-operation with the county 


superintendents, the board therefore submits to them the fol- 
lowing plan of examination and graduation. 

The board entertains the hope ànd expectation that the 
experience of the superintendents and teachers in the practical 
workings of the plan will enable them to suggest valuable 
modifications and improvements in the future. 


PLAN OF EXAMINATION AND GRADUATION. 


1. There shall be an examining committee, consisting of 

county superintendent as chairman and four or six teachers; if 
possible, teachers who hold first. class certificates and are in 
the active work of teaching. 


2. This committee shall be appointed by the county superin- 


' tendent at the close of the county normal institute each year, 


and shall be appointed for one year. For the year ending June, 


. 1896, the examining committee should be appointed at once. 


3. It shall be the duty of the examining committee, under 
the direction of the county superintendent, to conduct the ex- 
amination for 1896 at such places as may be designated by the 
county superintendent, on Friday and Saturday, May 1 and 2. 
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4. The examinations in each county shall not be held at a 
greater number of places than there are members on the exam- 
ining committee, including the county superintendent. "This is 
necessary that all the examinations in each county-may De 
under the direct supervision of the committee. 

5. The member or members in charge of each place of hold- 
ing the examination shall submit the questions prepared by the 
territorial board of education, in accordance with the rules 
gived on the fourth page of this circular. 

6. No member of the committee shall conduct the examina- 
tion where his pupil or pupils are applicants; nor shall he 
mark and pass upon the manuscript of his own pupils.

At a date after the examinations. designated by the 
county superintendent, the" committee shall convene, examine 
. and grade the work, and certify to the territorial board of edu- 
cation the name, age, postotfice address, and standing of each 
pupil in the various subjects.

TEACHERS’? EXAMINATIONS AND CERTIFICATES. 


It is the conviction of the territorial board of education that 
the promotion of the efficiency of our teachers will be a great 
benefit, not only to the individual school, but to the school 
system in general. As our teachers grow more progressive, ex- 
perienced and earnest, so will our public school system advance. 
The real teacher, the professional teacher, is a vital force in 
every community. Heis the principle factor in every public 
school system and, it is hoped that wise and advanced legisla- 
tion will be enacted by our coming legislature to advance the 
teachers’ profession, for in this way our public school system 
may be revolutionized and, if so, it must be done by the able, 
persevering, and-hard working teacher. 

County certificates should be advanced at once to two grades 
first and second, and the so-called temporary certificate should 
be abandoned. 

The school law provides that teachers’ examinations shall be 


held in each county by the county examining board on the last. 


Friday and Saturday in January, April and October of each 
year, and at the close of the summer institute. 


~

The teachers’ reading circle in the territory is in good condi- 
tion. This important work has made great advancement in 
several counties and parts of the territory. As a result of 
the reading circle, a marked improvement has been observed, 
both in professional knowledge as wellas in the taste acquired 
and inspiration given for the reading and study of our best lit- 
erature. Our teachers should make their calling a professional 
oue. For this à special mental training is necessary, and this 
may be secured through the reading circle. Asarule, all other 
professional people have special lines of books, papers and 


magazines, and the teacher should realize the necessity of . 


establishing some plan, so that the teacher's vocation shalt 
have some ‘permanent basis of improvement for its members in 
the way of securing literary, scientific and professional knowl- 
edge. 

The reading circle will serve as a means to this end, and it is 
hoped that all of our enterprising teachers will become mem- 
bers of this organization. About four hundred Oklahoma teach- 
ers are members of the reading circle. It is hoped that there 
may be at least double that number next year. 


THE PUPILS’ READING CIRCLE. 

But little has been accomplished in this important work until 
the opening of the present school year. , A good many of the 
teachers of the territory have been actively engaged in the 
organization of their pupils into reading circles during the last 
few months. We have received many very encouraging reports 
of the P. R. C. work this year. There are about two thon.

TERRITORIAL LIBRARIAN'S REPORT—EXHIBIT UH.” 


GUTHRIE, Oklahoma. January 1, 1897. 
To Hon. William C. Henfrow, Governor of Oklahoma. 

The second biennial report of the transactions of the Okla- 
homa territorial library, covering the period from January 1, 
1895, to January 1, 1897, is herewith respectfully submitted, 
together with a statement of the present condition o* the library 
in its various departments. EDGAR W. JONES, 

Territorial Librarian. 


COMMENTS. -- 


Since my last biennial report to you in January, 1895, the 
library has enlarged and increased to practical and beneficial 


‘proportions. The last legislature appropriated but. one thous- 


aud dollars for the purchase of books, which as you are aware, 
is only one hundred and fifty dollars more than is necessary to 
purchase the Georgia set of state supreme court reports alone. 
Very few of the states own their own reports and codes, but 
place them in the hands of book and publishing houses who list 
and sell the same, consequently we have been unable by ex- 
change to get the books from the states complimentary, other 
than the current volumes as published, except from the states 
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that own entirely their publicatious. "These states have sup- 
plied us liberally. We are now on the exchauge list of every 
state and territory in the United States, and of Canada, and are 
receiving daily, valuable acquisitions from these sources. "This 
library purchased tbe large and carefully selected law library 
of Judge H. S. Cunniugham at a price much lower than the 
standard books could have been purchased from the publishing 
houses. 

Warrants have been issued against the library fund in pay- 
ment for these books. Warrants were also issued during the 
year of 1895 and the early part of 1896 in payment for rent, 
lights, fuel, etc. In January. -1896, through the courtesy of the 
department of justice at Washington, we were permitted to move 
the books belonging to the library in the spacious rooms used 
by the members of the supreme court, and consequently are at 
present saving the items of expense as heretofore enumerated, 
i. e., rent. lights, fuel. telephone, etc. 


This territorial library has not been helped by an appropria- 
tion by the national congress as most territorial libraries here- 
tofore established have been aided. I prepared. and had intro- 
duced by Congressman Flynn, a joint resolution asking for a 
five thousand dollar appropriation. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the appropriations committee and is pending before 
that "ny at this time. 


We' possess in the library now Standard text books covering 
every subject in law; the supreme court reports of almost every 
state and territory, the statutes and laws of twenty one states, 
and miscellaneous documents and books of vast extent, The 
value of the book property alone. at a low estimate, exceeds 
$14,000. 


The library has been conducted in the most careful possible 
economical way. The only income of money received is from 
the sale of the territorial supreme court reports, and this sale is 
greatly limited by reason of the fact that two volumes of each 
reports are furnished to each county in the territory, and as the 
opinions of the supreme court are published in the,reporter sys- 


tems. and most of the lawyers subscribe to the same. there is. 


consequently but a small demand tor the reports by the law- 
yers. The volumes of our books sold is usually done through 
law book houses—who get the money for same, and give us 
other books in exchange. The last legislature provided that 
the librarian sell for the benefit of the territory, the session 
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laws of ‘95, retaining twenty-five per cent. from said sales for 
the library fund. 


As you know, all of the territorial, county and township offi- 
cers are furnished with these session laws, complimentary, con- 
sequently there has been virtually no sale of these books. 
Judge Lowe, secretary of the territory, courteously furnished 
me with the statutes of '93 for exchange with other states. A 
few extra volumes of these were left and were sold by myself 
aud the proceeds from such sales were used to meet such cur- 
rent and urgent expenses that could not be liquidated by a 
warrant against the library fund, such as telegrams, express- 
age, freight, postage and insurance. - 


Our library is now in excellent condition and is absolutely in- 
dispensable for the use of the lawyers and litigants. legislators, 
and the various officials of the territory. The justices of the 


supreme court are aided and enlightened in their supreme court 
work by its establishment. 


The incoming legislature should by all means appropriate a - 


sum sufficient to put us out of debt, and to enable us to provide 
more commodious and enlarged quarters. 


Attorney General Galbraith has consented that his spacious 
aud valuable law library be moved into the territorial library. 
The books to be thus acquired are a great acquisition.

None to report, resulting from coal oil or gasoliue, sincé the 
-oil law went into effect. Accidents from coal oils which have 
bzen properly refined for use in the ordinary glass lamp, are of 
very rare occurrence, and if at all, are traceable, as a rule, to 
carelessness.

Proportionately there are fewer accidents from gasoline than 

- from coal oil, for the reason that consumers are cognizant of 

the danger incident to its use and are more careful. Its escap- 

ing vapors are to be avoided, especially in closely confined 

quarters. When inhaled under certain conditions and circum- 

stances it will produce intoxication or insensibility, quickly re- 
sulting in death under enforced conditions. 


^ COAL OILS. 


The different qualities are known as “Standard,” “Water 
White," and “Prime,” and are further distinguished as “low 
test " and ‘‘high test" oils. The character usually relied on in 
the trade are color and test. Test especially is emphasized and 
is of paramount importance sliowing whether the oil is free ot 
its dangerous volatile inflammable components In the matter 
of tests it is evident that in framing this statute the law makers 
had in mind the open tester as the standard instrument for the 
inspection of coal oil, whereas with it the most varying results 
may be had with the same cil by different persons. In view of 
this fact I will say that the present statute. which fixes the test 
for illuminating oils at 120? flash, is not too exacting and should 
remain unchanged. 


In conclusion I wouid recommend that the defect in the law, 
which has been so construed as to permit the sale of rejected = 
oils, be remedied.

To His Excellency, W. C, Renfrow, Governor, and the Fourth Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Oklahoma Territory : 

In compliance with the provisions of the statutes creating the 
Oklahoma territorial board of health, I herewith submit the 
third biennial report of the board, covering the biennial period 
from December 1, 1894, to December 1, 1896. This report con- 
tains an exhibit of the expenditures of the board in that time, 
a catalogue of the library of the board, reports as.made by the 
county superintendents of health, the official, register of the 
physicians who have registered in the territory since the organ- 
ization of the board, together with a directory of those here 
now. It also contains the rules and regulations adopted by the 
board for its guidance, and the government of county boards, 
and among other things, a summary of the diseases péculiar to 
our territory, their virulence and fatality as compared with 
Similar diseases in the states east of us. Much of the executive 
work of this office, in fact a very considerable part of it, cannot 
be given, and would be of no special importance in a printed 
report, as much of it consisted in correspondence containing 
written details of information, explanatory or advisory, in 
response to a great variety of inquiries and complaints received 
from parties living in different parts of the territory, and not a 
: few from the states; concerning matters coming within, or pre- 
sumed to come within, the province of the board. z 

A total of five hundred and fifty physicians have been regis- 
tered on the basis of diplomas since: the territorial board of 
health was established. One hundred and five of this number 
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were registered during the two years ending December 1, 1896. 
A total of forty-eight have been registered by examination in 
the same time, only seven of which were reyistered in the two 
years ending December 1, 1896. The last two years show a 
decrease in the number of registrations of more than 50 per 
cent., ás compared with the number registered during the bien- 
nial period ending December 31, 1894. 

The people of Oklahoma, with few exceptions, have every 
reason to be grateful for having been permitted to pass through 
two years of almost unparalleled good health. Scarlet fever, 
measles, whooping cough’ and ''mumps"--diseases incidental 
to early life in all climates—-appeared in several counties of the 
territory during that time. In a report of over 700 deaths, 
from all causes, that occurred within the two years, seven were 
from scarlet fever, five from measles and four from whooping 
cough. Payne county reports five deaths from mumps, the 
only deaths reported from that disease. Diphtheria occurred 
' in different neighborhoods of a number of counties during that 
time. principally the central aud eastern counties; however, an 
outbreak of it recently occurred in Woods county, also a few 
cases in the northeast; part of Day county where we do not have 
a board of health, and in the adjacent part of “D” county. 
The total number of deaths occurring in the territory in the two 
years from tbat cause is 55, those occurring in Day and “D” 
counties, if any, not included. In this number of deaths those * 
reported as dying from membranous croup are included. The 
occurrence of small-pox in our territory in March, 1895, E 
alluded to elsewhere in this report. 


During 1895 Texas fever appeared among some of the cattle 
of Canadian, Payne, Lincoln aud Noble counties, and a few 
sporadic cases occurred in several other counties, especially 
those bordering on the Indian reservations. The infection in 
. all these cases was either directly or indirectly traced to cattle 
introduced into the territory from the reservations mentioned, 
and this introduction was usually presumed to be made quietly, 
under cover of darkness. During the year 1896, the territory 
has been, except in a few trivial instances, comparatively free 
from this disease, and if the designated source of infection is 
cut off our territory would no longer suffer any loss of cattle 
from this cause. Excepting cholera among the swine in the 
the town of Woodward and a neighborhood in southeast Okla- 
homa county last summer, I have no reports of the existence of 
that disease in other parts of the territory. and no disease of an

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alarming or serious character existing among horses has been 
brought to the notice of our board. 
That the readers of this report might better aná the 


general conditions of the health of the people i in Oklahoma dur- 
ing the last two years, our board has endeavored to have each 


county superintendent of health give a brief statement of the 
principal diseases which have prevailed in his county in that 
time. J have had the resident population of a number of-the 
smaller towns of the territory enumerated by resident physi- 
cians, also the number of deaths and births occurring within the 
same for one year. In some of the cities and larger towns I . 
have had the undertakers’ aid in giving a correct list of those 
who died in their respective towns or- cities. . have done this 
to arrive at the death rate in such places. Taking all these as 
a whole, the approximate death rate in Olaia can be fairly 
well obtained. 


In conclusion, permit me to suggest the urgent need of some 
revision of parts. if not all of our medical law. It was enacted 
in the early days of the territory by our first legislative assem- 
bly. At that time. some sort of a medical’law was demanded 
and a correct knowledge of the kind most needed was, doubt- 
less, embryonic, and the present law, possibly, was the exped- 
ient. Section 352 should be wholly revised. While it requires 
physicians to register, and directs the superintendent how to do 
it, there is very little, if any, discretion given him as regards 
the character of the -* medical college ” from which an applicant 
presents his/diplorha. ‘In thé United Statés there are numerous 
"bogus" medical colleges, each holding a charter from the 
state it is advertised as existing in. Many of them have no ex- 
istence as teaching bodies but exist practically on paper. , 
The clause in section 352, directing registration by affidavit, * 
when diploma has been lost or destroyed, should be elim- 
inated. As many as'seven would-be doctors registered under 
this clause in the earlier days of registration. Investigation 
developed they all had made false affidavits. Three volun- 
tarily surrendered their certificates, the court cancelled one and 
residence of the others is unkown. Any honorable phy- 
sician whose diploma has been destroyed can get a protective 
certificate for five dollars, which is as good as his diploma 
anywhere in this country. I have been thus lengthy in order 
to give some of the several reasons why section 352, especially, 
should be revised. Registration should be by diploma from 
a medical collége as adjudged reputable by the territorial 
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board of health. Any one wanting to register who has a 
diploma from a disreputable n ds should be required to 
submit to an examination before the medical members ‘of the 
board. If one of the diplomas from any of these so-called medi- . 
cal schools is placed on record, a precedent will be established 
and many others will follow. Ihave no doubt that the framers 
of section 352 intended that the term *'medicál college" as used 
in that section should mean a reputable medical college as much 
so as if the word *'reputable" preceded it. Any other view of it 
would render the protective value of the clause a nullity, and 
the purposes or benefits intended to be derived from registration 
would be defeated. However, but little encouragement is given 
that a court would render a verdict in accordance with what is 
presumed to have been in the minds of the framers of that 
clause when they wrote it. 'lhere are many other changes 
nearly so important that it is desirable to have made in the law, 
but space will not permit their mention here. In makiug the 
above suggestion, I embody the views, in substance, of the 
majority of our physicians.

For the past two years the health of Canadian county has 

been somewhat better than in previous years, owing largely to 
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the fact that the sanitary surroundings of-its people are better 
than they were when the country was newer; better houses, 
better water and more of the necessary comforts of life. 
The county, however, has not been without the diseases incident 
to this latitude. Malaria, typhoid fever, diphtheria, pneumonia 
and the various respiratory affections, rheumatism and intesti- 
nal affections constituting the main diseases. Epidemics of 
whooping-cough and measles are no rare visitors to the county. 
By virtue of the light rainfall of 1895 and 1896. malaria has 
been much lighter than in any previous period in the county’s 
history. Areas comprising the North Canadiau and South 
Canadian rivers are the only sections of the country in which 
malaria is very prevalent in any season, and the areas north of 
thesé rivers are perceptibly worse in their malarial manifesta- 
tions than on the south, probably due to the almost constant 
south winds during the malarial season. A slow. continued 
fever, typhoid in character, prevails to a greater or less extent 
at the return of each summer and autumn. "This fever has not 
been as prevalent the past two seasons as was anticipated, con- 
sidering the dryness of the seasons and the consequent low 
water supply. In a collection -of these fevers of any given 
season, their typhoid character appears manifest. While many 
are mild, not a few present marked typhoid symptoms and 
cannot be mistaken for any other fever. In the fall of 1896, 
at the time diphtheria prevailed in many of the northern states, 
five cases of laryngeal diphtheria in El Reno aiid three cases 
in the surrounding country proved fatal. An element of 
contagion was not traced in these cases, and they followed 
closely upon ja sudden change of tempefature and were 
accompanied by many cases of tonsilitis, pharyngitis and 
other catarrhal affections. In the month of October, 1896, 
twelve or fourtéen cases of diphtheria appeared suddenly in 
different sections of the country and were laryngeal and pharyn- 
gealin type. All but one of the seven laryngeal cases proved 
fatal. An element of contagion was noticed in them, and many 
catarrhal affections prevailed at tbe same time, and a few 
cases of pneumonia. Pneumonia is not as prevalent and, it is e 
thought by many, not as severe as in the northern states, this 
being due to the mild winters of this latitude.” Oklahoma, on 
account of its sudden changes of temperature and its pene- 
trating winds, is not an ideal resort for the consumptive, but 
it is probably better than most of the northern states, as it has 
more bright, pleasant days during the winter, when the patient 
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can be out. Inflammatory rheumatism does not prevail here as 
in the north, and many so afflicted there, are improved by 


coming here. The altitude of Canadian county is between 1300 


and 1400 féet. and the dry, bracing air of its mild winters is 
not conducive to rheumatism of an inflammatory character. A 
muscular rheumatism, however, is not rare and is probably in- 
duced by exposure to draughts and sudden changes of temper- 
ture, especially does this obtain in those of a rheumatic ten- 
dency. Owing to the depressing influence of our warm summers, 
the lack of pleasant. shady resorts and the rapid deterioration 
of foods, catarrhal and inflammatory affectations of the stomach 
and bowels are quite prevalent, especially among infants has 
this-been a cause of great mortality; many of them perishing 
each summer. Measles, the most common eruptive disease, is 
not, I think, followed by serious pulmonary OD ee as in 
in the more northern sections. | 

In 1895, some twenty-five or thirty ead of cattle, mostly 
milch cows of high breeding, died of Texas fever, on the Fort 
Reno military reservation and adjacent farms, infection due to 
cattle brought to Darlington for issue to the Indians. Since, 
our county has been free from that disease. No disease among 
horses or swine. The expenses of our board for the last two 
years will not, perhaps, exceed 820. One record book for death 
returns, original cost $15.

Dr. C. D. Arnold, Territorial Superintendent of Board of Health: 
The health of Oklahoma county is at present exceptionally 
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good. - A very few cases of typhoid fever now, very few at any 
time during the year: more cases with grave symptoms the , 
latter part of last winter and early spring than the present 
autumn. Very few fatal cases during the year, and none re- 
ported for the autumn months, though, doubtless, some deaths. 
Not so many diphtheria and allied diseases in city and county 
as usual. Very few fatal cases among children; less than any 
year since the settlement of the country—this is positively true 
of the city, and probably true of the county. In the early 
spring, a case or two was reported as scarlet fever; but as there 
was no spread of the disease, and as some of the children were 
said to have had the disease once or twice before, it is possible 
that there.were mistakes in diagnosis. One was a girl, aged 
seven, an orphan, brought from Rantoul, Kansas, by some so- 
ciety of the homeless, was sick on arrival, it seemed like a 
typical case of scarlatina; but investigation showed that there 
was no affliction-of the kind at Rantoul, and none met enroute 
so far as known; then there were children in the house where 
this little sufferer was sick and where she died, and these ex- 
posed childred remained in bealth; hence, a reasonable doubt 
as to name of disease. There was a fatal case of diphtheria in 
the city in.September last, another in October, while there were 
three or four other cases in October which recovered. A few 
cases of *'sore throat," ten to sixteen miles southwest of the city, 
were probably diphtheritic, as the disease seemed-to have been 
conveyed from Yukon, where. diphtheria existed. These cases 
were in October and November; no deaths reported. Sifice the 
last report to your board there has been a less number of 
fatal cases of '“sore throat" than ever before in the same 
length of time in this city and county. Not so many 
cases of pneumonia last winter and spring as. usual; and, 
as a consequence, not so many deaths. Many cases, as 
usual, were reported and treated as la grippe, all through 
the year; a number of cases of long complications proving fatal. 
Some catarrhal afflictions in city and county now, said to be la 
grippe, but not in a severe form. Probably no catàrrh here 
that cannot be accounted for by the alternation of heat and 
cold in the transition from autumn to winter—known to medicine 
before the invasion of la grippe in the autumn and winter of 1859 
and 1890. My experience is that almost with exception, all 
asthmatics are benefited markedly; sometimes seemingly per- 
manently cured, though generally with some of the trouble in a 
mitigated form remaining. Have met one patient who says her

*asthma troubles her less in Illinois, than here." There is not 
a question about this being a better climate for cónsumption 
than the regions east, northeast and southeast of our territory. 
It is just as certain that western Oklahoma is better than here; 
and the same is true of the Panhandle of Texas. It is my 
opinion drawn from a practical work in the field of sickuess 
in Oklahoma, and close observation that approximately 80 per 
cent. of our people who come here suffering from bronchial 
afflictions are relieved, and a large per ceut. of the young aud 
middle aged are cured. Complete cures in the aged are rare; 
However, I believe tbat much talk in dust and wind eventuates 
in bronchitis. In eastern Kansas twenty years ago, malaria was 
an hundred fold more malignant than in Oklahoma now. Itis not 
as mild now in that region as here, though growing milder all 
the time. Oklahoma City has a population of 7470; I think 7000 
are permanent residents. Our undertakers have a record of 
about 46 deaths for the year ending November 1, 1896; of this 
number five are recorded as dying of old age, two from acci- 
dental causes, two were transient persons, two of cancer, one 
cancer of the stomach, the others from various diseases, 
including all ages, both white aud black. Deducting the two 
deaths from accidental causes and the two transients we have 
a death list of 42 from the various diseases for the year end- 
ing November 1. 1896. ^ Probably there may be a few 
of the economic or very destitute who are not reported by the 
undertaker, but the number cannot be many, if any. While 
there may not have been any not reported, I will place the 
number at seven, which would make the deaths among our res- 
dent population forty-nine. or an annual death rate of seven in 
the 1,000 inhabitants. Ihave practiced medicine in Oklahoma 
City for somewhat more than seven years; the remainder of 
over thirty years of practice was in the states of Kansas, Mich- 
igan and Pennsylvania: and I have found the eruptive and the 
communicable diseases of a milder type here than in those 
states. but the malaria here is not so mild as where I resided in 
Michigan and Pennsylvania, but milder than in eastern Kansas. 
It is believed that the lessening of the number and fatality of 
malignant throat difficulties is more due to the better sanitary 
conditions of the homes and schools, through the educational 


efforts of the board of health, than in anything exceptionally 


thealthful iu the past season. This is possibly true. too, of the 
milder forms and better death rate in cholera infantum and 
kindred diseases of summer and early autumn. The growing 
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belief in the sure penalties of broken sanitary laws, is marked 
with parents and teachers. This is the direct result of the 
efforts, through circulars and other efficient means, of the terri- 
torial and county boards of health, the constant presence and 
pressure of health boards all the time impressing the public 
that there is something wholesome to do and something 
unwholesome to avoid. The health officer at, first was regarded 
as a persecutor. Through sanitary knowledge, he is now wel- 
comed as a friend, and his interference is invited. 

There has been no epidemic among domestic animals. No 
cattle have died, and excepting two or three glandered horses 
which were ordered killed, there has been no disease among 


horses from-poor corn or other causes. Some cholera existed. 


among a few of tHe swine southeast of the city during midsum- 
mer. The expenses of our board for the two years ending 
December 1, 1896, were $98.35.

What deaths have occurred iu the county are the result of no 
one prevalent disease. The most common disease is the fever 
common to this territory. Nearly all the deaths come from 
fever. old age, intestinal disorders, child birth and diptheria. 
Of contagious diseases only diptheria has been reported. Out of 
eleven cases reported to me, seven proved fatal. [These cases 
doubtless include those alluded to in Dr. Thacker's report.—Su- 
perintendent]. "There has been a few cases of what was called 
by some membranous croup, going down and involving the cap- 
illaries of the lungs thereby causing death; by others the same 
trouble was diagnosed capillary bronchitis. The county 
board of health has received from the county $118.00 from De- 
cember 1, 1894) to November 1, 1896. If I could be furnished 
with proper books, ‘reports, etc., I would be much pleased to 
keep a complete record of my office and would require every 
physician in my county to make full reports every month.

Dear Docror:—From a period dating from January 1, 1895,

to November 1. 1896, we have had principally the following 


diseases to contend with: During the winter and spring of 1895 
there was some pneumonia and la grippe, showing a mortality of 
perhaps one death in every 25 or 30 cases; these diseases all 
run a mild course, ending in recovery except in weakly and ill- 
nourished infants and where old age was about to claim its 
victim. So far as known no bad sequela resulted from these 
diseases. During the spring of 1895 there were epidemics of 
measles in several different neighborhoods, all running a mild 
course. ending in recovery; very few needing the attention of 
a physician. No scarlet -fever or diphtheria during this season 
except two cases of membranous croup, both of which died. 
During the summer and fall of 1895. there was quite a number 
of cases of entero colitis among chiidren, ages from eight 
months to three years, with a mortality of about five per cent. 
During this period there was quite a number of cases of 
typhoid fever. or as some call it. ‘‘slow fever;" they all run a 
more or less typical course. with a very light mortality and 
when death did occur, it was almost always due to some indis- 
cretion of the patient. This fever continued to occur in isolated 
cases late in the winter of 1895 and 1896. During the winter 
of 1895 and 1896, there were very-few cases of pneumonia and 
all run a mild course, ending in recovery. .No pronounced 
cases of la grippe during this winter. During the spring of | 
1896. we had epidemics of measelé in different sectións, all 
cases running a mild course with no deaths, very few requiring 
the services of a physician. No scarlet fever or diphtheria 
during this period, except three sporadic cases of membranous 
coup in the country. mortality 100 per cent. During the 


summer and fall of 1896, we had quite a number of cases of 


typhoid fever, mortality greater that the previous season. 
perhaps six per cent. There were also several cases of entero 
colitis among children with verv few fatalities. During the 
summer and early autumn of the present year nine cases of 
diphtheria occurred in Lexington and vicinity with a mortality 
of over 40 per cent. "Two cases of sporadic membranous croup 
also occurrred within that period, both of which died. Diligent 
search was made for the cause which I believe to have been 
found in part, if not altogether, in an overflowing stream. 
Just previous to the appearance of these tases we had two over- 
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flows- of a little creek that runs through our town, flooding 
several buildings and leaving quite a lot.of deposit. These 
overflows were followed immediately by extremely hot weather. 
"The seven cases of diphtheria that came under my care were 
laryngeal aud I think all the cases herein reported were similar. 
No scarlet fever during this period. Three deaths from 
phthisis pulmonalis; two of the victims moved here with the 
disease, the third developed it while a resident in this section. 
Lexington has a resident population of about 1,200. During 
the year ending November 1, 1896, (including those who died in 
the epidemic of diphtheria) we had twelve deaths from all 
causes; three of this number were from accidental cause, which 
gave us a death rate from disease of 7.5 per 1,000 inhabitants. 
During this period we had twenty-five births. 

There has been no cholera among hogs. or glanders among 
horses reported since November 1, 1895. The above report sets 
forth the principal diseases prevalent in this section of Okla- 
homa that the physician is called upon to deal with. also the 
rate of mortality, which is very nearly correct. The above is 
based on a general Pus of four years’ in this section, and 
close observation.

sce health of Logan county for the past year has been 
extremely good and our climate, which has been almost all that 
could be asked, has proven to be very beneficial to some 
diseases, especially asthma, catarrhal and bronchial troubles. 
lam acquainted with a number of persons who came here 
suffering from catarrh who have entirely recovered, also, 
persons who had suffered from asthma in the states east, 
atter being here for about a year were relieved and have not 
Suffered a paroxysm since. I have observed, also, that many 


persons who came to Oklahoma suffering from chronic 


EET 
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bronchial affections have improved so much that their lungs 
no longer give them any troublé. While we have not been 
free from contagious diseases, we have been free from any 
serious epidemics arising from them, and have suffered 
but little from any of such. Twenty-two case of diphtheria 
have been reported as occurring during the year, with a mor- 
tality of twelve; two or three of these cases were in Guthrie, 
the others in Mulhall, Marshall and other parts of the county. 
The greater number of these cases occurred in the latter part 
‘of last winter and the early.spring. They were sporadic, com-. - 
ing on without reference to weather, rain, etc. Thirty cases of 
scarlét fever have been reported, with two deaths only. The 
number of cases of; measles not known, but no fatalities have 
. been reported from that cause. The principal disease we have 
had to contend with during the summer and autumn have been 
malarial fever and bowel troubles, and they were of a character 
not hard to control, though some of the malarial cases run a 
slow, lingering course but terminating, save in a MEI few 
"instances, in recovery. 

Guthrie is principally located on a high elevation with nos 
excellent drainage, and the health of the city during the past 
year has been superb, indeed. There has been no contagious 
diseases among domestic animals during ‘the year. Our city 
officials are always ready to do anything to promote the good 
health of our city, have readily complied with the requests of. 
our board and enforced its orders. The cost of the board for 
city and county for the past year will not exceed $100.00.

With but few exceptions, the physicians of this county 
bave so completely failed to send in or make regular reports of 
any kind during the year, that my report can be but little 
more than a record of facts that have come under my observa- 
tion or of which I have incidentally learned during the year. 
Bearing in mind this statement, there has been less sickness 
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this year than any previous year since the strip opened. There 
has been considerable influenza and a slight amount of malarial © 
fever, but no contagious diseases. 

There has been about twenty deaths among cattle from the 
disease known as black leg. 


In the latter part of July, and in August, 1895, an epidemic of 
typhoid fever prevailed in the vicinity of Cleo Springs, this 
county. It originated in a family who built their house in à ~ 
basin, the ground sloping in all directions toward it. A heavy 
rain came, and the water stood three feet deep in the house. 
The family moved out at the time, but as soonas the water 
disappeared from the building they moved back intoit. Soon 
they were all taken down with typhoid fever, and all died 
except two small children, who were taken to a neighbor’s 
house during the sickness at home. These children also had a 
light attack of the fever. I think five died out of this family. 
At first the neighbors rushed in and scattered it some, but as 
soon as I heard of the existing conditions I went down and had 
the house quarantined and disinfected. By due care thereafter it 
«was circumscribed to that district. 1 think about fifteen deaths 
occurred from that outbreak. We also have bad an epidemic of 
follicular tonsilitis through the county, which has been diag- 
nosed diphtheria by some of our doctors and all the old women. 
To keep down any possible spread of it from any-contagious 
character the disease might possess, I thought it best to quar- 
aptine the cases. One or two of our schools, in consequence of 
it; were closed fora short time. We have had more typhoid 
fever this last year than any previous year since the strip 
opened. Inthe city of Alva we have had but little sickness 
this year—much less than last year—caused, I think, by better 
Sanitary regulations and dry weather. Alva has a resident 
population of 1,050, and from November 1, 1895, to November 1, 
1896, we had three deaths and twenty births, giving us an 
annual death rate for that year of only three to the 1,050 
population. One of the greatest prevailing causes of malaria 
in Woods county is the poor habitations of the people, the 
“most of whom live in sod houses and dugouts, with no ventila- 
tion, and the failure of crops for the past two years has made 
them so indigent they are compelled to live on just what they 
can get. In my opinion, there is no place in the west superior 
to Woods county for health. When the inhabitants get ahead 
so they can build convenient and comfortable houses to live in, 
we will have but little, if any, ofthis malaria. The climateis fine. 


— + 
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Atmosphere dry and pure. Woods county is located between 
the 36th and 37th parallels of latitude, and the 9sth and 90th 
meridians; hàs an elevation above salt water of about 1300 feet. 
. Its surface is sufficiently undulating to carry all rainfall to the 
proper currents where it is carried from our county without. 
leaving any standing water pools or basins to impregnate our 
air. Perhaps fifty per cent. of the asthmatics, if not too old. 
and fifty per cent. of the consumptives, if not too far advanced 
in that disease, find relief on coming to this part of Oklahoma. 
It is my experience and observation that seventy-five per cent. 
of those coming here with bronchitis, find relief, and about 
twenty-five per cent. are cured. The general health in Okla- 
homa is better than where I practiced in Missouri, Kansas aud 
“Colorado, and the eruptive diseases are more amenable to treat- 
ment. Our county and city officers are ready and willing to 
enforce the orders of the board. Expenses of the board of 
-health for the past year were $27.44.

Dr. C. D. Arnold:—Yours of this date to hand, and in reply, 
willsay an epidemic of follicular tonsilitis, pharyngitis and 
diphtheria has existed in the vicinity of Hopeton, twelve miles 
south of Alva, for, perhaps. three weeks., It Occurred in a 
neighborhood made up of a sect calling themselves Christian 
Scientists, who do not believe in the medical profession, and 
will not have doctors called in. In that sect, six have died; 
among other beliefs, adjacent, two have died. Where medical 
aid was rendered the disease in nearly all cases yielded readily. 
As health officer I visited the neighborhood, quarantined, stopped 
the public school, Sunday school and other gatherings, tor four 
weeks, from November 16. At this time there are but two or 
three sick and the epidemic seems to be nearly abated. If auy

I hereby submit tne following report including the year from 
November 1, 1895, to Novémber 1, 1896. Garfield county has 
passed through the most healthful year since its organization 
and the present indications point to a continuance of the same. 
During the past year we have had reported one death from 
diptheria, four from membranous croup, five from pneumonia, 
one from septicaemia, one accidental, three from typhoid fever, 
two from malarial fever, and ten from various other diseases. 
There has been a large number of cases this autumn, through 
the county of acute sthenic follicular tonsilitis, some quite 
severe and seemed to border on diptheria, but no deaths oc- 
curred from them, except one case followed about ten days 
after infection with membranous croup. A very few cases of 
typhoid, continued or malarial fevers as compared with former 
years. No contagious diseases existed in the county among 
the cattle, horses or sheep during the past year. The sanitary 
condition of this county (especially the city of Enid) is good. 
I will say the membranous croup cases were isolated cases and 
in entire different localities. This county is nearly 1,300 
feet above the sea level, is well drained and has_no pent up 
basins of standing water to vitiate the air, which is dry and 
pure. It is my observation and «experience that asthmatics 
and consumptives, if not too old and advanced in these dis- 
eases, find relief. after coming here from the states east or 
northeast of us. I believe I am conservative in saying 50 per 
cent of the former and 40 per cent. of the latter find this relief. 
Persons suffering from bronchitis, at least 50 per cent. of them 
get relief, and quite a per cent. are cured. . The average gen- 
eral health of this part of Oklahoma is better than where I 
have practiced:in Minnesota, Iowa and Missouri; and the erupt- 
ive diseases are more amenable to treatment than in those 
States. Enid has a population of 2,400 residents, and from 
November 1, 1895, to November 1, 1896, wé had twelve deaths 
from various causeg and twenty-nine births. "This gives us an 
annual death rate of five to the 1,000 inhabitants. Officials, 
When requested, have given all aid sought to obtain the desires 
of the board. The board, through its superintendent, filed an 


information against one J. S. Crabtree for practicing medicine : 


in'this county without a license to do so. He gave bond, 
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secured a continuance, and removed from the territory. The cer- 
tificate of one Frank E. McClane, has been cancelled by the dis- 
trict court. This certificate was obtained on a false affidavit. 
Some parties were practicing in this county without license 
last year, but now are all registered. I favor a revision of the 
law regulating the practice of medicine in Oklahoma, making 
it more stringent. The expenses of our board for the past year 
for books, Dom burying dead animals, per diem and mile- 
age, etc., was $176.7 M. A. KELSO, 
pones ardens County Board of Health.

During early part of 1895 several cases ol chicken-pox 
made their appearance in the county, which were of such 
character that several were at a loss as to the proper diagnosis 
of the cases until the disease was well advanced; all terminated 
favorably. Tonsilitis was much more prevalent during the 
first three months of 1895 than during the same period in 1894 
or 1896. The autumn of 1895 did not bring so great a number 


of cases-of either typhoid or malarial fevers as its predecessor ; 
however, an occasiohal case extended well into the winter. 


There were comparatively few fatalities from either. The year 
1895 opened with very cold weather which continued for about 
six weeks before the ground thawed out thoroughly; the spring 
was wet, and’ the summer dry and hot. The lowest tempera- 
ture was in January, when one morning there was a registry of 
16 degrees below zero. The highest temperature observed was 
104 degrees in the shade. The year closed with mild weather 
and much rain. The year 1896 opened with mild weather 
which continued during all the winter months with the 
exception of one or two intervals of a few days of cold weather. 
There were fewer cases ot laryngeal, bronchial or pulmonary 
troubles than we had the preceding year, probably due to the 
milder winter weather. Scarlet fever and diphtheria made 
their appearance in some localities in the country during August, 
1895, and an occasional case was seen for two or three months 
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‘later. Both again made their appearance in the same months 
of 1896 in the same communities; several fatalities resulted. 
There were more than the usual number of cases of malarial 
fever during the summer and autumn of 1896, but fewer cases 
of typhoid fever. We may congratulate ourselves upon the 
general good health of the county for the last two years as we 
might have reasonably expected more sickness incident to the 
opening and bringing into cultivation of a new country. 

Two or three herds of 'l'exas cattle were quarantined 
during the summer of 1895. This summer the necessity of so 
doing did not exist. No case of cholera among swine has been 
brought to the notice of this office. There was some loss to 
poultry raisers from chicken cholera during 1895. No cases of 
glanders in horses are known to exist.

The period covering from January 1, 1895, to November 1, 
1896, in Kingfisher county, did not develop any contagious dis- 
eases. During the late winter and early spring of 1895 we had 
an epidemic of bronchial coughs accompanied with fever, but 
all cases were of short duration and, as far as learned, no com- 
plications or deaths. Pneumonia is rare in this vicinity; no 
cases occurring in the last two years. We had comparatively 
few cases of fever of any kind during the summer and autumn 
of 1895 or of 1896, and percentage of mortality -was small, 
indeed. The majority of cases assumed the usual type of 
malaria. Among the continued cases of this fever now and 
then one would assume the typhoid type. While cholera 
| infantum visits us during the heated term the cases are usually 
few for this altitude, and the cause is nearly always traceable 
to want of care and ill-feeding. We have had no measles, 
scarlet fever or diphtheria except a few cases of the latter in 
the vicinity of Hennessey. During the year ending November 
1, 1896, there were 12 deaths in the city of Kingfisher, which 
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has a population of 1,800, making our death rate about seveu in 
each 1,000 inhabitants for the last year. Experience and obser- 
vation have led me to the conclusiow that we have a most 
excellent climate for asthmatics and persons suffering from 
chronic bronchial troubles. A very large per cent. of this class 
of sufferers find relief on coming here and remaining. Con- 
sumptives are also benefited. Our city and county officials give 
our board all required aid in enforcing its orders, The expense 
bill of our board, which is only $32.00, has not yet been allowed 
by the commissioners. Value of books in my office belonging 
to the county, about $15.00. I respectfully submit the above 
report, and, while brief, I think it fully covers the ground.

I hereby submit to you my report of the condition of the health 
existing in the county from January 1. 1895, to November 1. 
1896. The general health of our county has been good for the 
past year. Very few cases of intermittent or remittent fevers 
existing. During February and March. 1896, we had a few ' 
cases of scarlet fever of a very mild form, no deaths resulting 
therefrom. We have not had at any time during the year an 
epidemic or endemic of contagious diseases and very few deaths 
from any cause. We havea dry, pure atmosphere in which con- 
sumptives and asthmatics find more or less benefit and one-half 
of those coming here from the east suffering from bronchitis find 
relief. The general health of the people here is better than 
where I practiced in Iowa and Kansas and the eruptive diseases 
and malaria are milder. 

Pond Creek has an elevation of 1.062 feet and a population of 
100. From November 1. 1895 to November 1, 1896, we had two 
deaths and eight births, giving us a death rate of five in the l 
1,000 inhabitants. Our medical practice act should be revised. 
Our town and county officials give the board their assistance in 
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enforcing its orders. The expense of our board for 1895 and to

The health of Pawnee county has been exceptionally good. 
During the months of August, September and October 1895, 
there was a great deal of malaria of the remittent type which 
run a low, slow and tedious course:and in many cases it was 
complicated with typhoid fever. There were very few cases of 
typhoid fever that year uncomplicated. Pneumonia, pleurisy, 
bronchitis and allied diseases were almost absent in 1895, as 
well as during the present year. The conditions were favorable 
for these diseases, but I cannotadvance any theory asto why they 
were not present. During the present year malaria has been 
tbe prevaling disease but of a much milder form than last year, 
generally from one to two weeks with very few deaths. We 
have had some few cases of typhoid fever this year with a 
light mortality. 1n.1895 we had three cases of diphtheria, all of 
which died. During the present year ten cases with three 
deaths hàve been brought to my notice. Chicken-pox prevailed 
for several months and two cases of scarlet fever developed 
this year without any fatalities. There never has been a rec- 
ord made of our precipitation, but owing to our extensive water 
courses and timber we no doubt are blessed with more raiufall 
than many other parts of Oklahoma. The general health of 
Pawnee county is better than where I practiced in Illinois and 
Kansas. During the present year I have quarantined two cases 
of scarlet fever and ten of diphtheria. Expenses of our board 
to November 1, 1896, $43.80.

During the months of January, February and March we 

‘had many cases of acute inflammatory catarrhal troubles, 
including tonsilitis, pharyngitis and bronchitis also three 
cases of pneumonia, one of which died. Several persons died 
of consumption, who came here in the advanced stages of the 
disease. During the summer months we had many cases of 
intestinal disorders among the children due to the hot weather, 
impure water and bad feeding, but no deaths were reported 
from this cause. In July and August we had ‘five cases of 
typhoid fever and one death from same. Impure water and 
filthy surroundings were the cause of most of these cases. 
Whooping-cough has prevailed in our county since August 
without any fatalities. No diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles 
have existed in the county the past year. We have hada 
number of casés of malarial or continued fever, but no deaths 
from this cause. A great many people suffer here from a 
light form of- muscular rheumatism, often transitory in charac- 
-ter. : 

The town of Woodward is not incorporated and we have had 
quite a number of hogs in the town, forty-five of which died the 
past year of cholera; these were all removed and pens cleaned 
and disinfected. We have had thirteen deaths (reported) in 

> the county the past year; two of these were the result of gun- 
shot. Our annual death rate is exceeding low. In 18951 did 
not have a death in my practice. Quite a per cent. of persons 
suffering from asthma and bronchitis find a relief after coming 
here from the states east, and perhaps ten per cent. of those 
having bronchitis are cured. The average general health in 
this part of Oklahoma is better than where I practiced in Mis- 
souri and Texas, and the malaria is milder. 'The expenses of 
our board since January 1, 1896, to November 1, 1896, was

The, mor- 
tality from typhoid about seven per. cent., which could prob- 
ably have beeu reduced by better care and surroundings. One 
case of scarlet fever occurred in March, with recovery. Only 
one case of diptheria, iu October, which was not diagnosed as 
such until throat trouble had subsided and post diptheritic 
paralysis ensued, resulting in death. Iam of the opinion that 
three-fourths of the asthmatics that come here find relief, if 
they remain, and nine-tenths.of those who come here suffering 
from bronchial affections find relief and probably one-half of 
them permanently. I have practiced medicine in Minnesota 
aud Illinois, and I find the general health of this part of Okla- 
homa better than in those states where I observed it.

As Iam not in possession of any facts relative to my prede- 
cessor's term of office, I cannot refer to the conditions of health 
only since January 1, 1896. The people of Noble county 
have enjoyed a year of excellent health. January and the 
first half of February were noticeable for the small amount of 
sickness. The city of Perry was visited the latter part of Feb- 
ruary by mumps, which run its usual conrse, without serious 
results. During the spring months we had some quite severe 
cases of bronchitis among children. A few fatalities resulting 
from intestinal disorders among 'the children were reported 
early in the summer. During July and August malarial 
diseases were exceedingly prevalent, especially in the country. 
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During these two months there was more sickness than during 
the balance of the year. The intermittent form prevailed, but 
all forms of this disease seemed to-yield readily to treatment, 
and there were very few cases that resulted unfavorably. A 
few isolated cases of typhoid fever were reported during the 
year. Scarlet fever appeared in one family in the city and one 
in the Otoe reservation without any fatalities or transmissions. 
We have been free from measles during the year. During Octo- 
ber there was some catarrhal trouble (acute inflammatory) with 
simple tonsilitis. etc. Our undertakers report sixty deaths 
during the year, distributed as follows: February, 6; March, 
2; April, 4; May, 7; June, 9: July, 15: August, 11; September, 
4: October, 2. Consumptives that come here early find much 
relief, and so do asthmatics. The general health is better here 
than where I practiced in the District of Columbia, and the 
malarial fevers yield more readily to treatment. 

Our board has had no trouble in city or county enforcing its 
orders, and this year it bas done its work without cost nearly. 
not exceeding $5. Expenses for 1895, created through the 
county commissioners, principally, in handling the smallpox 
cases, were about $1,500, and are yet unpaid.

DEAR DOCTOR:—During the winter from January 1, 1895, and 
the following spring, our prevailing disease was malarial fever, 
many of the cases of which being slightly complicated with 
typhoidal symptoms. These cases usually run a lingering 
course, most all recovering; perhaps one in about every 20 cases 
died. During the summer of 1895, dysentery large prevailed, 
perhaps one in every 30 or 40 cases died. Malaria prevails to a . 
much greater extent in the eastern part of Pottawatomie county 
than it does in the central or western parts, due to decaying 
vegetation and low land. In the central and western portions 
it is principally confined to the streams. This county, unlike 
quite all the other counties in Oklahoma, is well timbered and 
has an abundance of vegetable growth. There has not been 
an epidemic of any contagious disease in the county during the 
last two years. A few cases of measles in the neighborhood of 
Henderson and Burnett during the early part of 1896. Te- 
cumseh, our county seat, has sold six coffins for persons who 
died within the town limits during the year ending November 
1, 1896; population 1,200.

Dr. C. D. Arnold, Superintendent Territorial Board of Health : 

-Beaver county being 169 miles long and 35 miles wide, 
makes it quite impossible to give you an accurate report. All 
cases are not reported to me, and in many cases what is 
reported is vague. Ifind nophysician besides myself on record 
in this county. [Dr. McGinnis is located at Kenton, Beaver 
county.—Ter. Supt.] Nineteen deaths have been reported to 
me, one of consumption, two typhoid fever, two influenza, one 
pneumonia, two organic heart disease, one disease kidneys, one 
inflammation abdominal viscera, two cholera-infantum, four 
from other diseases, and two accidental; nine females and ten, 
males. Six died in the winter, three in the spring, six in the 
summer, and four in the autumn. Two of these were over 80 
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years old, three between 70 and, 80 years, and two between 60 
and 70 years old. It is my opinion that all asthmatics and 
four-fifths of the consumptives that come here from the states 
east of us find relief, (if not too old and broken down in health, 
or the latter disease too far advanced). All bronchic persons 
tind relief and two-thirds of them are cured that come here and 
remain. The average general health is better here than in the 
states of California, Iowa and Missouri, where I have practiced 
medicine, and the eruptive diseases are more amenable to treat- 
ment. Beaver City has a population of 150, and we have had 
in the last year only two deaths, but seven births. We have 
no malaria in Beaver county. I am in favor of revising our 
medical law (if not made worse).

The health of our county has been very good during the- 
last two years. Nota single case'of diphtheria, scarlet fever 
or measles was known. or reported, to have existed init during 
that time, and only one case of typhoid fever. Arapahoe has 
a population of 208. From November 1, 1895, to November 1, 
1896, we had but one death, making a death rate of about five 
in the thousand inhabitants. In that time we had ten births. 
From January 1, 1895, to November 1, 1895, we had a precipi- 
tation of 26.68 inches; 16.44 inches of this was nearly equally 
divided between the months of June, July and August of 
that year. From November 1, 1895,:to Nevember 1, 1896, we had 
& precipitation of 26.04 inches, 11.07 of this being distributed to 
June, July and August of the present year. In 1896 we had 217 
clear days, 67 partially clear days and 81 cloudy days. In 1896, to 
November 1, we have Had 126 clear days, 121 partially clear days 
and 57 cloudy days. Arapahoe is not incorporated. We have 
great trouble in both town aud county in getting the orders of 
the board enforced. The; people, that is, those who are the 
offenders of good health regulations, think we are assuming too 
much authority; however, the county commissioners have regis- 
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tered our bills which have amounted to but $80 in the last two 
years. The per cent. of deaths from disease in Custer county is 
exceedingly small. Our medical law should be revised.

Pursuant to your request, I beg to say by way ot annual re- ` 
port, that our county classes are ‘‘ distressingly healthy,” among 
the profession. During the past year epidemics of measles and 
whooping cough have swept the county, resulting in a mortality 
of two from each of those diseases, those from the former being 
adults, and the latter children. Probably twenty cases of 
typhoid (or slow) fevers have occurred with a mortality of prac- 
tically nothing. In my opinion this disease is the result of a 
miasma peculiar to elevated regions—a modified form of the so- 
called mountain fever. Of diphtheria there has been no cases 
reported. Of scarlet fever, two cases, with recoveries. 

Our population is almost entirely rural. Cloud Chief, the 
county seat, being the largest village, with a population of 100 
souls. Only two deaths have occurred there during the past 
two years. No cases of contagious diseases, among domestic 
animals. My thanks are due Professor G. W. Hunt, our connty 
superintendent of public instruction, for his interest and effi- 

: ciency in matters concerning our board.

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REVISED RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


The following rules and regulations were adopted by the 
Oklahoma territorial board of health for the government of 
+ 23 - 
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county, city and town boards of health, and in force on and 
after December 1, 1896: 


When a town or city board of health fails to perform its duty, 
as a board of health, by reason of negligence or a lack of 
proper city ordinances, the county board of health of the county 
wherein such dereliction or failure of duty occurs, shall imme- 
diately proceed to do the work such local board of health has 
failed to perform. Local boards of health are the wards of the 
county boards of health and their work is subject to inspection, 
and, when found not consistent with the sanitary rules and 
regulations of the county and territorial boards of health, must 
be corrected. 

Any county, city or town board of health may, at its option, 
make and adopt any other rules and regulations for its covers 
ment than the following, if not in conflict therewith. 

Rule 1. Boards of Health Shall Exercise Supervision Over 
School Houses, Etc.—County, city and town boards of health 
shall exercise supervision over the location, drainage, water- 
supply, heating, ventilation, supply of light, plumbing, if any, 
and disposal of excreta, of the schools and school houses within 
their respective jurisdiction, and when any hygienic faults are 
found the same shall be at once reported to the proper author- 
ity with a demand that the fault or faults be immediately rem-, 
edied. 

Rule 2. Boards of Health Shall Inspect.—County, city and 
town health officers shall inspect all public or private institu- 
tions, buildings, residences, of whatever kind, within their 
respective jurisdiction, at any and all times, whenever any 
unsanitary conditions or any contagious or infectious disease is 
reported or suspected to exist therein, and if any of the former 
conditions are found, such must be ordered corrected at once, 
and if any contagious or infectious disease exists or is suspected, 
the requirements in rule 17 shall be put in force. : 

Rule 3. Who Teachers Shall not Admit in Their Schools. 
Certificates Must be Indorsed by Health Office. —No person shall 
be admitted into any public or private school in this territory, 
from any house, of whatever kind, infected with a contagious 
or infectious disease, or who may have recently been sick with 
smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, membranous or laryngeal 
(diphtheritic) croup, or other contagious or infectious disease, 
until a certificate is first presented from a reputable physician, 
stating that all danger of communicating such disease to others 
has passed, and said certificate is indorsed by the local health 
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officer having jurisdiction over the district wherein the disease 
“occurs. ` - 

Rule 4. Parents, Guardians, Btc., Shall not Permit Their 
Children to Infect Others.—No parent, guardian or other per- 
son having control of any child or children, in'the territory of 
Oklahoma, shall allow or permit such child or children to go 
from any house infected with smallpox, diphtheria. scarlet 
fever, measles, or any other contagious or infectious disease, to 
attend any public meeting, public or private school, ride in 
any public conveyance, go upon any public street, highway, or 
elsewhere, where such child or children may endanger the 
health of other children or persons. 

Rule 5. Must Have a Certificate Indorsed by Health Officer. — 
No person who is or has recently been afflicted with, or exposed 
to, any contagious or infectious disease, dangerous to the pub- 
lic health, shall be permitted to appear upon the public streets 
or highways, or in any public place or conveyance, unt'l a cer- 
tificate is made by the attending physician to the local health 
officer having jurisdiction, and such certificate is indorsed by 
the said health officer. 

Rule 6. Local, Health Officer Must See the Case.— In any 
and all cases of suspected contagious or infectious disease, 
wherein the attending physician is in doubt as to a correct 
diagnosis, the local health officer having jurisdiction must see 
the case with the attending physician, or without him if he is 
absent and does not expect to return for some hours, aud exam- 
ine the person sick with the suspected disease, and if it is 
found to be contagious or infectious he must act in accordance 
with the rules governing his office in such cases. 

Rule 7. Proprietors ot Public Houses and Householders Must 
Report Any Contagious Disease in their Buldings.— Whenever 
any hotel, boarding house or lodging house keeper, householder; 
proprietor, manager, or owner of any public or private institu- 
tion of any kind, belongiug to the territory, county, city, town, 
township, or individual, shall know or suspect that any person 
within his or her family, building, place of business, or res- 
idence, who is there either permanently or temporarily sick 
With smallpox, scarlet fever, diptheria, measles, or any other 
disease dangerous to the public health, he or-she shall imme- 
diately give notice to the nearest health officer or board of 
health within whose jurisdiction such disease occurs. 


Rule 8. Physicians Must Report.— Whenever any physician 
shall know or have good reasons to suspect that any persons 
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whom he is called to see is sick with smallpox, scarlet fever, 
diptheria, membranous (diphthiretic) croup, measles, whoop- 
ing cough, or other disease of a contagious type, he or she shall 
immediately report the same. giving exact location with a de- 
scription of the case, to the health officer or board of health 
having jurisdiction over the place where such disease exists. 

Rule 9. Those Who Have Had Smallpox.— No person shall 
be allowed to leaye any house, building or premises infected 
with smallpox. unless he or she has heretofore had the disease, 
then such leaving must be after first takiug a disinfecting bath, 
making a complete change of clothing, and have a permit with 
instructions from the health officer. f 
; Rule 10. Those Who have been Exposed.—All persons who 
have been exposed to small-pox shall not be permitted to go at 
liberty under eighteen days after such exposure, and only then 
in cases where they have remained well and used "proper disin- 
fection during quarantine, and have the permit of the county 
superintendent of health, or the local health officer. 

Rule 11. Vaccination Must be Enforced.—In all cases where 
there has been au exposure to, or suspected exposure to, small- 
pox, it shall be the duty of the board of health having juris- 
diction, to compel vaccination, or re-vaccination. of all exposed 
persons or suspects, aud if danger of an epidemic of small-pox 
is eminent, compel all persons in the city, town or community 
to be vaccinated. _ 

Rule 12; Shall Use Non-humanized Virus.—All vaccinations 
shall be done with non-humanized virus. Only when small-pox 
is epidemic, and non-humanized virus cannot be obtained by the 
board of health, will vaccination with humanized virus be per- 
mitted, and then the virus must come from a young persou 
known to be well and perfectly sound. 

Rule 13. Who shall Place Flag of Warning in Town, City or 
County in Contagious Disease.— On the appearance of small-pox, 
yellow fever, diphtheria, membraneous (diphtheritic) croup, 
scarlet fever, measles, or any other contagious or infectious 
disease, the county superintendent of health shall cause tbe at- 
tending physician, when such cases are outside the corporate 
limits of any town or city, to place the proper flag of warning 
on the front door or any other place more conspicuous about 
the house wherein the disease prevails. Whenever any of the 
foregoing diseases exist in any town or city where there is au 
organized board of health, such flag of warning shall be placed 
by the local health officer having jurisdiction; such county 
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superintendent of health, or health officer, shall hold all per- 
sons who have been exposed to such contagion under observa- 
tion and apart from the public for the number of days named in 
“Length of Quarantine,” rule 16, or as such officer’s judgment 
may decide to be safe, 

Rule 14. Kind of Flag to Use.—The flag for small-pox, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria and measles shall be a bright yel- 
low, and not less than fifteen inches square. with the pre- 
vailing disease for which it is used, plainly printed thereon. 
The flag for cholera or yellow fever shall be black and not less 
than 15 inches square, with ‘‘Choiera” or “Yellow Fever” 
plainly printed thereon with white or red letters. 

Rule 15. How Flag Shall be Removed.—No person shall be 
permitted to remove any such flag of warning until a certificate 
is made by the attending physician to tbe county superin- 
tendent of health or the local board of health baving jurisdic- 
tion, that the disease has subsided and all danger from infection 
by reason of such disease has passed and the proper disinfection 
accomplished, and the indorsement of such local board of 
health is obtained. 


LENGTH OF QUARANTINE. 


Rule 16. Length of Quarantine After Exposure to Various 
Contagious Diseases.—Persons who have been exposed to the 
contagion or infection of any of the following diseases, may 
safely be liberated if they have remained in good health and 
been properly disinfected, after the following periods of quar- 
antine: Diphtheria, 12 days: scarlet tever, 14 days; small-pox, 
18 days; measles, 18 days; chicken-pox, 18 days; mumps, 24 
days; whooping cough, 21 days. 

Rule 17. -Who Shall Quarantine.—See Instructions for Quar- 
antining, page 46.—County superintendents of health of city 
health officers shall quarantine all persons afflicted with or | 
who have been exposed to small-pox; cholera, yellow fever, 
Scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, membraneous (diphtheretic) 
croup, and in their judgment, whooping cough, mumps and 
chicken:pox, or any other infectious or contagious disease dan- 
gerous to the public health. . 

Rule 18. Disposal of Bodies Dead of Infectious Diseases.-— 
Any and every person having charge of anyone who has died of. 
small-pox, cholera or yellow fever shall cause the corpse of 
Such person to be interred immediately after death. Whenever 
any person has died of scarlet fever, diphtheria, membraneous 
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(diphtheritic) croup, or any other contagious disease, the corpse 
must be wrapped in a sheet saturated with a solution of one 
ounce of bi-chloride of mercury to one gallon of« water, and 
placed in an air-tight casket, or the casket, if not air-tight, 
must be put into a zinc box and hermetically sealed, and the 
whole inclosed.in a strong wooden box, to be opened no more. 
In all cases of death from the above named diseases the funeral 
must be strictly private. j 


DUTY OF SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


Rule 19. Duty of.School Superintendents and Teachers. — 
School teachers and superintendents of schools shall closely ob- 
serye the pupils in their schools at all times when any conta- 
gious or infectious disease is prevailing in the city or county in 
which such schools are located, and if any pupil is found to be 
unwell with any suspicious eruptive disease, sore throat or con- 
tagious sore eyes, he shall be dismissed from school with writ- 
ten reasons therefor, until pronounced cured or innocuous to 
other children by a reputable physician or the local health 
officer having jurisdiction. Schools should close and all 
boards of health. are herein instructed to have them closed 
when any contagious or infectious disease assumes an’epidemic 
or serious form in the city or couuty wherein such schools are 
located. 

, Rule 20. Exhuming of Bodies for Local Re-Interment and 
Transportation from the Territory. When to be Done.—No 
person shall be permitted to exhume the body of anyone for 
transportation to any state, or other point in this territory, or 
to be buried in another grave in the same cemetery or commu- 
“nity, between April 15 and December 1, of any year, except by 
special permit from the county board of health having jurisdic- 
tion, with the indorsement of the superintendent of the territo- 
rial board of health. Between December 1 and April 15, of any 
year, any county board of health may give such permit, pro- 
vided, always, if a body is to be transported away from the 
community by railroad or otherwise, the requirements in Rule 
2, under “Rules of State Boards of Health,” are complied with. 

Rule 21. Concerning the Exhuming of Bodies Dead of In- 
fectious and Contagious Diseases.—The disinterment of bodies 
which have died of cholera, yellow fever, small pox or an- 
thrax is strictly forbidden, while those which have died of 
diphtheria, membraneous croup, scarlet fever, measles or other. 
contagious disease dangerous to the public health, not 
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in the forbidden list, to be buried in another grave in 
the same cemetery or adjacent community shall not be 
permitted unless such body or: bodies were embalmed or 
wrapped in a bi-chloride of mercury sheet as directed in rule 2, 
under “Rules of State Boards of Health,” before burial, then in 
which case the county superintendent of health must direct such 
disinterment, the transfer and re-interment. When such body 
or bodies were not embalmed or wrapped-in the bi-chloride of 
mercury sheet before burial, the casket must be wrapped ina 
double sheet saturated in the standard bi-chloride of mercury 
solution, placed in a new, strong, tight box. which must be im- 
mediately closed, transferred and re-interred without unneces- 
sary delay. When it is desirable to ship such body or bodies to 
another part of the territory or into any state, excepting bodies 
dead of diphtheria or membraneous croup, which are not per- 
mitted to be shipped, a new casket, box, etc., must be provided, 
and placed open along side of the grave to be vacated; a large, 
heavy sheet saturated in the standard bi-chloride of mercury 
solution must be placed over the casket and pressed down so as 
to fit as a lining to the inside thereof, the sheet must be suth- 
ciently large to wholly protect the outside of the casket while 
transferring the corpse. The contents of the old casket must be 
turned into the new one and the sheet turned over aud closely 
and tightly fitted around the corpse, the completion of the work 
should be as directed in rule 2,.‘‘Rules of State Boards of 
.Health." The old box, casket and garments of those making 
the transfer should be thrown iuto the grave, cremated and the 
place filled up with earth. All such work and transfers must 
be done under the immediate supervision of the county superin- 
tendent of health of the county wherein the disinterment takes 
place and must be absolutely private. 

[NorE.—Parsons engaged to do the work of transferring 
Such bodies should dress in garments, including hat, as are 
inexpensive and can be burned with but little loss. The hair 
and whiskers of meu engaged iu the work are liable to become 
the carriers of the infection, Hence men without whiskers and 
with short hair who can wear close fitting skull caps should be 
employed or it will be necessary to thoroughly disinfect these 
parts. In addition, men in this work should take a disiufctant 
bath and put on garments that are clean and free from the 
infection before going among the people. Too much care can- 
hot be taken as an epidemic may be started from slight care- 
lessness and many deaths result.] 
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NUISANCE. 


No lapse of time can legalize a public nuisance. * * * * 


The remedies against a public nuisanceare: First, indictment; 
second, a+civil action; or, third, abatement.—See chapter 55. 
Oklahoma statutes, 1893. 

Rule 22. Nuisance.—No person shall create or maintain, or 
cause to be created or maintained, any nuisance either upon his 
or her premises or grounds or upon the premises or grounds of any 
other person, or upon any street, alley, public or private road, 
school or common section, reservation, or in any stream in this 
territory, that will in any way affect the health of the people 
or of domestic animals. A nuisance for the purpose of this 
board is defined to mean anything that contaminates air,. water 
or soil, rendering them impure, unwholesome or obnoxious. 
Any person who creates or aids in creating, retaining or sup- 
porting, or in anywise contributes to the continuance of such 
contaminations, or by omitting to perform a duty, permits that 
which is deleterious to human life and health to exist, shall be 
deemed guilty of creating or maintaining a nuisance in viola- 
tion of these rules and regulations. 


Rule 28. Slaughter House Not- Permitted Witbin Certain 
Limits. —No person shall maintain in the territory of Oklahoma, 
a slaughter house within less than one-half mile of any tract of 
land platted into lots and blocks a5 an addition io any town or 
city, or a tract of land platted into acre lots and sold for resi- 
dence purposes. 


Rule 24. Slaughter Houses Shall be Kept Clean.—No owner 
or owners, occupant or occupants of any slaughter house or 
any premises where hogs, beeves’or other animals are slaugh- 
tered, shall permit the same to remain unclean, or leave any 
blood, heads, feet or any refuse matter from animals on the 
surface of the ground. 

Rule 25. Cemetery Shall Not Be Established Within Certain 
Limits.—No person, company, corporation or association, shall 
establish, maintain and use for burial purposes, in the territorv 
of Oklahoma, any graveyard or cemetery located less than 
three-fourths of one mile of any tract of land platted as an ad- 
dition to any town or citv, provided said land was platted aud 
Sold before said burial ground was established, etc. Ñ 

Rule 26. Shall Not Put Dead Animals in Certain Places; 
Shall Bury Them Two Feet Beneath the Earth's Surface. — No 
. person or persons shall put or cause to be put, leave or cause to 
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-be left, any dead animal in any stream, public or private road, 
lane, alley, street, lot, field, meadow or school section, nor- 
shall the owner or owners of such dead animal permit the same 
to remain in any of the aforesaid places, but shall cremate or 
bury,or cause to be cremated or buried, the carcass of such 
animal, if in or near a town or city, in a common ground pro- 
vided for such purposes, or if in the country, on the common or 
school section, whereon the owner or owners of such dead animal 
lives. The carcass shall be buried, if not cremated, to a depth 
of two feet beneath a level of the earth’s surface, but in no case 
shall such carcass be buried in a water ditch, wet weather 
drain or stream leading to the vicinity of any well, spring or 
water supply, either public or private. | 

Rule 27. Shall Not Keep Infected Animals Where Other An- 
imals Will Become Infected.— No person shall permit to run at 
large or keep, in any place where other animals cau have access 
toor become infected by them, any horse, mare, mule, ass, ox, 
bull, cow, sheep, or domestic animals owned by him, or good 
reasons to believe such animal to be infected by glanders or 
farcy, Texas fever, mange, or other contagious disease. 


DELETERIOUS FOOD. 


Rule 28. Diseased cor Unwholesome Provisions.— No persons 
shall sell any kind of diseased or corrupted or unwbolesome pro- 
visions, whether meat or drink, without first making the fact 
fully known to the buyers 


Rule 29. Shall not Adulterate Food or Offer Such for Sale.— 
No person shall fraudulently adulterate, for the purpose of 
sale, or shall offer for sale, any substance intended for food, or 
any wine, spirits, malt or other spirituous liquors, or any other 
fluid intended for drinking, or any candy or sweetmeat with 
any substance, coloring or anything poisonous and deleterious 
or injurious to health, or any article of food or drink that is not 
just what, in purity, it is claimed to be; or shall manufacture, 
sell or offer for sale, any such adulterated food, liquor, candy 
Or sweetmeat. 

[NoTEÉ.— The statuteg provide a punishment for a violation of 


above rule; confinement in the county jail not exceeding one 
year or a fine not exceeding $200, aud the adulterated articles

forfeited and destroyed. | 


Rule 30. Shall not Sell Unwholesome Water.—No person or 
company of persons shall sell, or cause to be sold, any impure, 
unwholesome or ‘noxious water for drinking or culinary pur- 
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poses from barrels, tanks or waterworks that will endanger E 
health of the people. 

Rule 31. .Shall not Adulterate any Drugs, Etc.—No person 
shall traudulently adulterate, for the purpose of sale, any drug 
or medicine, or offer for sale, or sell, any drug or medicine con- 
taining any foreign substance to itself. or in such a manner as 
to render the same injurious to health. 

Rule 32. Milk Drawn from a Diseased Cow.—No person shall 
bring or send to any person, company or corporation, to be used 
for the manufacture of butter or cheese, or shall sell. furnish or 


supply to any other person, to be used in any manner whatever, 


any milk drawn from a cow not iu proper condition of health, 
or any milk adulterated by any deleterious substances, or that 
has been adulterated with water, or colored by auy substance 
whatsoever. 


Note—Statutory punishment for violation of above rule is 
confinement in county jail not more than thirty days or a fine 
not exceeding $50 and is civilly liable to the party wronged ina 
sum of not less than $5. 


Rule 33. Appeal from Local Health Officer may be Taken. — 
In case of any act on the part of any local health officer not au- 
thorized by, or in harmony with the rules and regulations gov- 
erning the territorial board of health, appeal may be taken to 
said board in session, but pending such appeal the action of 
said local health officer shall remain in force. i 

Rule 34. Wilful Violation of Quarantine Regulations. Pun- 
ishment.~Every person who, having been lawfully ordered by 
any health officer to be detained in quarantine and having not 
been discharged, leaves the quarantine grounds or wilfully vio- 
lates any quarantine law or regulation, is guilty of a misde 
meanor. Ñ 

Rule 35. Wilfully Opposing a Health Officer. —Every person | 
who wilfully opposes or obstructs any health officer or physi- 
cian charged with the enforcement of the health laws, in Bes 
forming any legal duty, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Rule 36. Wilfully Exposing One's Self when Infected with 
a Contagious Disease.— Every person who wilfully exposes him- 
self, or another person being affected with any contagious dis- 
ease in any public place or thoroughfare, except in the neces- 


_ sary removal in a manner not dangerous to the public health, 


is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Rule 37. Sewerage Vaults--How Made.— No person shall make, 
or cause to be made, or permit to be made on his or her prem- 
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ises, any vault, for the sewerage of any building, public or pri- 
vate, without making the same water tight by lining the base, 
wall and top with brick and mortar, or cement, and’ then sub- 
stantially cementing the the whole inside and so constructing 
the opening into it so that no obnoxious odors from its contents 
will contaminate the air without. The contents of such sewer- 
age vault shall be pumped into an air-tight container without 
aeration and removed to a place designated by the city local 
health officer, at such hours as will not disturb the pubiic. 


STATE BOARDS OF HEALTH RULES. 


Rule 38. Rules of the State Board of Health and National 
Association of General Baggage Agents—-Adopted by this 
board. In effect since March 1, 1892: 

When it is desired to ship a corpse from the territory into any 
of the states, or to any other part in the territory, Rule 2 below 
must be observed. Bodies dead of diseases named in Rule 1 be- 
low are not permitted to be shipped. 


Rule 1. The transportation of bodies of persons dead of 
small-pox, Asiatic cholera, diphtheria, membraneous croup, ty- 
phus fever, or yellow fever, is absolutely forbidden. 


Rule 2. The bodies of those who have died of anthrax, 
scarlet fever, puerperal fever, typhoid fever, erysipelas, meas- 
les, and other contagious, infectious or communicable diseases.. 
must be wrapped in a sheet thoroughly saturated with a strong 
solution of bi-chloride of mercury, in the proportion of one 
ounce of bi-chloride of mercury to a gallon of water, and in- 
cased in an air-tight zinc. tin, copper or lead-lined coffin, or in 
an air-tight irou casket, hermetically sealed, and all enclosed 
in a stroug, tight, wooden box ; or the body must be prepared 
for : shipment by being wrapped in a sheet and disinfected by 
solution of bi-chloride of mercury as above. and placed in a 
strong coffin or casket, and said coffin or casket iucased in an 
hermetically sealed (soldered) zinc, copper or tin case, and all 
enclosed in a strong outside wooden box of material not less 
than one inch and a half thick. 


Rule 3. In case of contagious, infectious or communicable 
diseases, the body must not be accompanied by articles ee 
have been exposed to the infection of the disease. And, i 
addition to a permit from the board of health or proper RN 
authority, station agents shall require an affidavit from the 
Shipping undertaker, stating how the body has been prepared, 
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and kind of coffin or casket used, which must be in conformity 

with rule 2. 
Rule 4. ` The bodies of persons dead of diseases that are not 

contagious, infectious or communicable, may be received for 


. transportation to local points in same state, when incased in a 


sound coffin or metallic case, and enclosed in a strong wooden 
box, securely fastened so it may be safely handled. But when 
it is proposed to transport them out of the state toan interstate 
point (unless the time réquired for transportation from the 
initial point to destination does' not exceed eighteen hours), 
they must be incased in an air-tight zinc, tin, copper, or lead- 
lined coffin, or an air-tight iron casket incased in an hermetic- 
ally sealed (soldered) zinc, copper, or tin case, and all enclosed 
in a strong outside wooden box, of material not less than one 
inch thick. In all cases the outside box must be provided with 
four iron chest handles. 

Rule 5. Every dead body must be accompanied by a person 
in charge, who must be provided with a ticket, and also present 
a full first-class ticket marked ‘‘corpse,” and a transit permit 
from the board of health, or proper health authority, giving 
permission for the removal, and showing name of deceased, age, 
place of death, cause of death (and if of a contagious or infec- 
tious nature), the point to which it is to be shipped, medical 
attendaat and name of undertaker. 

Rule 6. The transit permits must be made with a stub to be 
refained by the person issuing it, the original permit must 
accompany the body to destination, and two coupons; the first 
coupon to be detached by station agent at initial point and sent 
to the general baggage agent, and 'the second coupon by the 
last train baggageman. The stub, permit and coupons must be 


"numbered so the one will refer to the other, and on permit will 


be a space for undertaker's affidavit, to bé used in case of con- 
tagious or infectious diseases, as required by rules 2 and 3. 

Rule 7. The box containing corpse must be plainly marked 
with paster, showing name of deceased, place of death, cause 
of death, the point to which it is to be shipped, number of 
transit permits issued in connection, and name of person 1 
charge of the remains. There must also be blank spaces at 
bottom of paster for station agent at initial points to fill in the 
form and number of passage ticket, where from, where to, and 
route to destination of such ticket. 

Rule 8. It is intended that no dead body shall be moved 
which may be the means of spreading disease; therefore, all 
disinterred bodies. dead from any disease or” cause, will be 
treated as infectious and dangerous to the public health, and 
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will not be accepted for transportation unless said removal has 
been approved by the state board of health, and the consent of 
the health authority of the locality to which the corpse is con- | 
signed has been first obtained, and the disinterred remains 
inclosed in an hermetically sealed (soldered) zinc, tin or copper- 
lined coffin or box, or box incased in hermetically sealed (sol- 

dered) zinc, tin or copper cases. ` 

Rule 9. That no case, box or coffin containing a dead body 
shall be received for transportation if fluids are escaping there- 
from, or if it be otherwise offensive to the senses. 

Nots.—The approval of the state board of health for disin- 
terment must be attached to the transit permit. - 

i PENALTY. 

Rule 39. Every person who wilfully violates any provision of 
the health laws, the punishment for violating which is not other- 
wise prescribed by those laws, and every person- who wilfully 
violates or refuses or omits to comply with any lawful order, 
direction, publication or regulation prescribed by any board of 
health or bealth officer, or any regulacion lawfully made or 
established by any public officer under the authority of the 
health laws, is punishable by imprisonment in a county jail not 
exceeding one year, or by a fine not exceeding $2,0C0, or both. 
F 


HOW TO QUARANTINE. 

Town and city councils by ordinance or through their mayor 
should, and usually do, direct the marshals of such places to 
_ execute this work and the cost is charged to the town or city. 

County commissioners should have this work executed in the 
county. outside of cities and incorporated towns. When an 
efficient quarantine can be conducted without public expense, the 
health officer should have it done, but if public expense is. 
to be incurred he shonld go to the proper authorities and direct it 
through them, when the required help will be employed and 
the bills paid. 
PUBLIC FUNERALS. 


Public funerals, over the corpse at the residence, church or 
cemetery, of persons dying of small pox, scarlet fever, measles, 
diphtheria, membraneous (diphtheritic) croup or other contagious 
or infectious diseases dangerous to the public health are strictly 
forbidden. Health officers are hereby instructed to enforce a 
rule to this effect in their respective jurisdictions, and clergy- 
men are requested to advise their church people and their 
friends of the necessity of submitting to such restrictions. 

The extreme limits of the periods of incubation and infectious- 

_hess of contagious and infectious diseases are given below. 
Authors vary somewhat. but thé outside limits are here given as 
gathered from different authorities. 


SCARLET FEVER. 
i Period of incubation, one to fourteen days; usual period, five 
9 seven days; quarantine period, fourteen days from last expos- 
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ure to infection. Period of infectiousness from commencement 
of the disease until peeling has ceased. if there is no sore throat 
or nose, time about six weeks. 

i MEASLES. 


Period of incubation, four to twenty days; usual period, nine 


to twelve days. Period of quarantine, twenty- days from last 


exposure to infection. Period of infectiousness about three 
weeks from the commencement of the disease, if all rash and 
the cough have ceased. 

GERMAN MEASLES. 


Period of incubation, five to twenty-one days; usual period 
nine to twelve days. Period of quarantine, twenty-one days 
from last exposure to infection. Period of infectiousness from 
the commencement of the disease until all rash and cough have 
ceased—about three weeks. - 

WHOOPING COUGH. 

Period of incubation, six to twenty-one days; usual period, 
seven to ten days. Period of quarantine, twenty-one days from 
last exposure to infection. Period of infectiousness about six 
weeks from the commencement of the disease, if all cough has 
subsided. 
CHICKEN POX. 

Period of incubation, seven to eighteen days; usual period, ten 
to thirteen days. Period of quarantine, eighteen days from last 
exposure to infection. Period of infectiousness about three 
weeks from commencement of the disease, if all scabs have 
fallen off. 

. DIPHTHERIA. 

Period of incubation, two te twelve days; usual period, five 
to eight days. Period of quarantine, twelve days from last 
exposure to infection. Period of iufectiousness, six weeks from 
commencement of the disease, if all sore throat and other symp- 
toms of the disease have disappeared. Diphtheria is a nasal. 
specific and laryngeal infectious disease, highly contagious. 
The poison is given off in the pharyngeal secretions and the 
saliva. Every particle of the virus from the throat, mops and 
cloths used, etc., should be at ouce cremated. Infection may 
be communicated by cats, rabbits, house dogs, and in many 
other similar ways. Thorough disinfection should follow all 
cases of diphtheria. 

MUMPS. 


Period of incubation, twelve to twenty-one days; usual 
period, fourteen to sixteen days. Period of quarantine, twenty- 
one days from last exposure to infection. Period of infectious- 
ness, about three weeks from commencement of disease, if all 
swelling has subsided. 

SMALLPOX. f 

Period of incubation, seven to eighteen days; usual period, 
ten to thirteen days. Period of quarantine, eighteen days from 
last exposure to the contagion, if party exposed is well. Period 
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of infectiousness, about six weeks from beginning of disease, if 
every scab has fallen off and there are no sequele retarding 
recovery. The period of greatest contagiousness is during the 
papular, vesicular and pustular stages, but the dust-like ema- 
nations or fomites from the dried scales, in the room of conva- 
lescence, are highly contagious. It is one of the most virulent 
of the contagious diseases, but isolation, vaccination and disin- 
fection, when promptly, efficiently and timely accomplished, 
will reduce the.danger to a minimum percent. Dr. Osler says: 
"Smallpox is communicated through fomites, the secretions, 
the excretions and the exhalations from the lungs and skin, and 
persons exposed, if not well vaccinated, are almost invariably 
attacked, and 33 to 35 per cent. of such who are not vaccinated 
aud have it, die; whereas, only 8 to 10 per cent. of those who 
are vaccinated and have it, die.” Since the establishment of 
the Michigan state board of health in 1873, its campaign of ed- 
ucation concerning the value of vaccination and the best 
methods of restriction of smallpox, ‘‘its mortality has decreased 
from a little over five deaths in every 10,0C0 of the living be- 
tween 1869 to 1873, to one death in that number of living since 
1873 ; that is, there were over five times more deaths before the 
board was established, than since.” Since vaccination was in- 
troduced'in London, the number of deaths from smallpox in 
every 10,000 of the living has been decreased from thirteen to 
one; that is, there were thirteen deaths in every 10,000 persons 
living before vaccination was introduced, where there is but 
one death in that number of the living since its introduction. 
Indians and negroes are very susceptible to the disease ;^so are 
children not,vaccinated. Of the 3,164 deaths from smallpox in 
Montreal in the epidemic of 1885, eighty-six per cent. were 
children under ten years of age, quite all of whom were not vac- 
cinated. The early diagnosis of smallpox is important to the 
patient, physician and the community. Sporadic cases of 
smallpox are liable to occur in this or any other territory or 
state at an unexpected time, and often in quite out-of-the-way 
places in rural districts it may break out and for a time the 
doctor and the people may be unable to recognize its character 
or trace its origin. The initial rash sometimes is measly in 
appearance and even experts are often undecided in making a 
diagnosis until the disease is well advanced. When it is known 
that smallpox exists and the patient has been exposed. the 
diagnosis is easily enough made. Competent physicians have 
felt certain of their diagnosis, sent their patient to the hospital 
only to learn, when too late. they had made a serious mistake. 
Very few, even of our most extensive practitioners of: medicine, 
have ever seen a case of smallpox, especially in its incipient 
Stage, when a correct diagnosis'is very important. Itisnottbe 
best protection for our people that all our doctors should turn 
out and visit smallpox patients when such are in the community ; 
one is usually chosen to do that practice, hence why the masses : 
of our doctors are not practically familiar with the disease.

SMALL-POX IN CLEVELAND AND NOBLE COUNTIES. 


Early in March, 1895, a lady fourteen days out from Hot 
Springs. Arkansas, was taken sick in Cleveland county, eight 
miles in the country from Norman. She called Dr. J. H. 
Fenolen, of that city, on the fourth day of her illness, who 


‘diagnosed her disease small-pox. This woman recovered but 


two others were taken with the disease in the same house and 
died. In the latter part of the same montha citizen of Noble 


-county returned from Taylor, Texas, where small-pox existed, 


to his home six miles southwest of Perry. While in Taylor, 
Texas, he was vaccinated, and for three or four days after his 
return home he was unwell, suffering some pain in the back 
and limbs, presumed to be due to the vaccination. In about 
two weeks after his return, his wife was taken ill. Several 
days later Dr. W. H. Brengle, of Perry, was called, who pro- 
nounced her disease small-pox. This woman recovered but the 
neighbor woman, the mother of several children, who nursed 
her at intervals before her sickness was diagnosed, took the 
disease and died. Her children with other exposures were well 
vaccinated and isolated, which prevented any further extension 


of the disease. 
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The timely and efficient work of Dr. T. M. irc super- 
- intendent of health for Noble county, and Dr. J. H. Fenolen, 
. Superintendent.of health for Cleveland county, with the strong 
arm of the law in the hands of the county commissioners of 
those counties, doubtless saved many from this horrible. 
disease. 
! _ DISINFECTION AND FUMIGATION. 


Isolation and disiufection are the only known methods of 
staying the fearful firebrands of infection, and there is, per- 
haps, nothing more inefficiently and- worthlessly done than the 
latter in nearly all cases wherein it is attempted. Ninety per 
cent. of the efforts at disinfection may safely be classed as abor- 
tions. The frequent custom of burning a little sulphur in a 
room without reference to-the amount of space to be disinfected, 
the amount of sulphur required,the arranging of articles of furn- 
iture, carpets, clothing, bedding, etc.; or the sprinkling of such 
room and articles with a water scented with an uncertain 
amount of carbolic acid, following cases of infectious diseases, 
is but a travesty on disinfection. ‘To be efficient and effective 
in results, disinfection must be radically accomplished. The 
solution, whatever it may be, should be sufficiently strong to 
neutralize morbific effluvia, to kill, destroy, or render inert the 
living germs or fomites of disease, wherever they may exist, in 
air, water, filth, the concealed meshes of-woven -fabrics, furni- 
ture, walls, etc.. A single germ of an infectious disease left 
unharmed in some concealed nidus, set free after months or 
years of confinement, if the atmospheric conditions are favora- 
ble, may put in motion the wheels of an epidemic. 


WHAT SHOULD BE DISINFECTED. 


+ 


Everything in and about a room or building which ‘has been 
exposed to an atmosphere infected by a person sick with infec- 
tious or contagious disease, coaches and .vehicles of all kinds. 
which have been or supposed to have been infected by reason of 
conveying infected persons therein, clothing and baggage of all 
sorts from an infected district, whether “known to have been 
infected or not. A.large per cent. of the sporadic cases of infec- 
tious diseases are contracted from unsuspected infected clothing 
and the persons conveying the infection in their clothing and 
contract the disease themselves. 

One of the most important and first things to be done with 
a person from an infected district is to efficiently disinfect 
"the body, clothing, and all baggage of whatever kind; the 


ra 
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hair, NA whiskers, if any, of the person to be disinfected 
should be well attended to. Upholstered furniture, woolens, 
furs, velvets, carpets, curtains, rugs, mats, books, bric-a-brac, 


. etc., too often negligently left in a room occupied by an in- 


fected person, should command strict, thorough disinfection by 
washing or rubbing with a two, per cent. solution of carbolic 
acid and then fumigated. Discreet persons, however, will never 
permit such articles to remain in a room to be occupied by an 
infected person. If the slightest doubt of the physician super- 
tending the disinfection that such articles cannot be thoroughly 
fumigated they should be cremated without delay, regardless 


- of value. 


--- DISINFECTANT SOLUTIONS. 

The committee appointed by the American Public Health 
Association in 1884 in its report recommended the following 
standard solutions for the disinfection of the. dejections of pa- 
tients suffering from cholera, typhoid fever, etc.: 

** Pure, fresh chloride of lime, six ounces to each gallon of 
pure water. Use one quart of this solution for the disinfection 
of each discharge in cholera, typhoid fever, etc. Mix well and 
leave in vessel at least, one hour before throwing into privy 
vault or water closet. The same directions apply to the disin- 
fection of vomited matter. Infected spitum should be discharged 
in a cup half full of this solution. A five per cent. solution of 
carbolic acid may be used instead of the chloride of lime solu- 
_ tion, the time of exposure to the action of this disinfectant be- 
ing four hours.’ 7 

The American Health Conference in 1885 placed carbolic acid 
and chloride of lime alongside with the following directions: 

* Weak solutions, carbolic acid, two per cent., chloride of lime, 
one per cent. ; strong solutions, carbolic acid, five per cent. chlor- 
ide of lime, 4 per cent. The stronger solutions to be used in 
disinfecting excreta." "They will alike apply to the disinfec- 
tion of the dejections of persons afflicted the communicable dis- 
eases their sputa and their virus. The chloride of lime solu- 
tion should be kept in cuspidores and other vessels about a sick 
room and in vessels for consumptives to discharge their sputa 
into. "Thirty minutes boiling will destroy all living germs. Im- 
mersion of infected articles in either of the stronger solutions 
the required time where no injury will result to the article or | 
fabric immersed will destroy the infection. 

Articles of clothing, of bedding, furniture, pictures and orna- 
ments that cannot be moistened and rubbed without injury, 
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should be fumigated. Where thorough disinfection is not prac- 
'ticable cremate the articles. 

“Objects made of leather, such as trunks, boots, etc., hala 
be washed several times with disinfection solutions—carbolic 
acid two per cent., or chloride of lime one per cent. Soiled 
mattresses and beds should be burned, or their contents burned, 
and the covers washed in boiling water after treatment with a 
disinfectant solution.” 

Recently burned quick-lime is given an advanced place by 
George M. Sternberg, M. D., surgeon U. S. A., as a disinfectant 
of excreta in privy vaults and'ón the surface of the ground.

MILK OF LIME, 


-Milk of lime may be made by the gradual addition of one 
quart of water to one quart of quick-lime broken in Small pieces. 
When this lime slacks to powder add four quarts of water, stir, 
and it is ready for use. This is an excellent disinfectant and in 
much favor for sewers, privies, water- closets, yards, cellars, 
Stables, cesspools, etc. It is cheap and has no unpleasant odor. 

Corrosive sublimate one ounce, permanganate of potash one 
ounce, pure water four gallons, is a standard solution. It 
requires a contact of one hour to be effective. It is highly 
poisonous, therefore dangerous and «should be used with great 
‘care and only in such cases or places whére no harm will result. 
Its color is some safeguard against its being mistaken for harm- 
less solutions. It should not be put in metallic vessels or on 
metallic substances; it destroys leaden bodies. It is well to 
employ great discretion in the use of this solution and it should ` 
- be done under the advice of a competent physician only. The 
solution should be Pepe in wooden, porcelain, granite or crock- 
ery vessels. - 

A body dead of an infectious disease should be washed with 
one of the weaker solutions, then wrapped in a sheet saturated 
with one of the stronger solutions or the corrosive sublimate 
solution. 

We append the following excellent directions of disinfecting 
a room taken (except parenthetical clauses) from the report of 
the Pennsylvania state board of health of 1890: 

If it is possible, let the room be thrown wide open for several 
days for a thorough airing. If papered, let the paper be all 
removed with care and burned. Then let all the walls, the 
floors and the wood, work of the room, as well as the furniture, 
be washed ( with a solution of corrosive sublimate one dram to

FUM!IGATION. 

Fumigation is believed in by many as very efficacious, but 
should not alone be allowed to take the place of the scraping 
and scrubbing. It is performed in the following manner: 
Open wide all the drawers and closet doors. Hang on a line, 
open up as much as possible, all the woolen articles which 
have been in the room during the sickness, and which have not 
been disinfected and washed ; (rip open all pillows, mattresses 
or feather-beds used by the infected person, cremate contents, 
fumigate and afterwards wash casings. Comforters and pad- 
ded quilts used should be cremated also); then burn three 
pounds of sulphur to every one thousand cubic feet of air space 
in the room. Every opening in the room — flues, doors, win- 
dows, cracks and crevices — must be closed, except the door 
by which the disinfector is to escape. "The sulphur is to be 
burned in an iron kettle or other vessel set in a tub, containing 
a little water to guard against fire. (If the space to be fumi- 
gated is large, two or more kettles better be used in different 
parts of the room and to prevent accident from burning sulphur 
flying out of vessels, wire screens may be; laid over the top of 
the kettles. Use pure sulphur broken into pieces size of a 
hazelnut). A little alcohol or kerosene, must be poured upon 
the sulphur by means of which it may be ignited. Leave the 
room quicklv, for the fumes are highly poisonous when 
breathed, and close the door tightly. Let the room remain 
closed twenty-four hours or more. Then air thoroughly for 
several days. Fumigation may be practiced while the body is 
still in the room. 


.BEDS -WHICH HAVE BEEN SATURATED WITH THE DISCHARGES 
OF À PATIENT. 

Children's playthings used during sickness, papers, books, 
articles of fur and wool, strips of carpets and pieces of badly 
infected woolen clothing should be burned, never given away. 
If there is an open fireplace or a stove in the room many small 
articles may at once be burned on the spot. Ina city this is 
best done by making them up into a compact bundle in the 
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suck roam, thorosglüsy damp ning ihe puisie of tho Guile 
with a solution of Clderide of ine or corrosive subounate or 
water, then carrying tuem into a fiel or wood far from any 
haman habitation, and there made to burn thorauchiy ami 
quickly, to do which the bundle should be opened and saturated 
with petroleum. Under no circumstances should such things 
be thrown into an open space or into a stream or pond. 


CRIMINAL ABORTION. 


The following from the Oklahoma statute is sufficiently clear 
on this subject: 

(2177) Section 1. Every person who administers to any 
pregnant woman, or who prescribes for any such woman, or 
advises or procures any such woman to take any medicine, drug 
or substance, or uses or employs any instrument, or other 
means whatever, with intent thereby to procure the miscarriage 
of such woman, unless the same is necessary to preserve her 
life, is punishable by imprisonment in the territorial prison not 
exceeding three years, or in a county jail not exceeding one 
year. - 

(2178) Section 2. Every woman who solicits of any person 
any medicine, drug, or substance whatever, and takes the same, 
or who submits to any operation, or to the use of any whatever, 
with intent thereby to procure a miscarriage, unless the same 
is necessary to preserve her life, is punishable by imprison- 
ment in a county jail not exceeding one year, or by a fine not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, or by both. 

(2179) Section 8. Every woman who endeavors either by her- 
self or by the aid of others to conceal the still birth of an issue 
of her body, which if born alive would be a bastard, or the 
death of any such issue under the age of two years, is punisha- 
ble by imprisonment in a county jail not exceeding one year, or 
by a fine not exceediug one thousand dollars,.or both. 


REGISTRATION BY DIPLOMA. T 


Applicants for registration by diploma must furnish in the 
form of an affidavit, the following facts in the verification of 
their diplomas. The superintendent will furnish the blank for 
the affidavit. 5 

1. Name as it appears in diploma. 

2. Name and place of college of graduation.  , 

3. Date of graduation. 

4. Postoffice and.state from which applicant registered while 
attending college of graduation. 
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5. That applicant is the identical person: named in diploma 
presented for verification. 

6. Applicants place and date of birth. 

7. Last place applicant was regularly engaged in the prac- 
tice of medicine, and in what state registered. 

8. 'Time of practice in Oklahoma, if any. 

9. Total years of practice. 

10. Applicant must state that he des not use intoxicants to 
excess and has no vicious habits. 

If an applicant's past life is unknown to the territorial super- 
intendent of health, he must furnish the certificates of two 
known, reputable physicians or citizens as to his temperate, 
moral and worthy habits. In the absence of such certificates, 
references may be given, büt applicant's certificate will be held 
until such references are heard from. 

In case a diploma has been lost or destroyed, applicant must 
furnish above facts with the additional information that his 
diploma is lost or destroyed, stating when, where and how. In 
which case he should command the certificate of his college of 
graduation certifying to his graduation and the date thereof. 
In the absence of this certificate applicant must wait for his 
certificate until the superintendent can communicate with his 
medical college of graduation. These requirements are clearly 
indicated by past experience in the office of registration. 

In view of the fact that all reputable schools in the United 
States have adopted tne three-years course, diplomas issued 
during and after 1895 will not be recognized for registration un- 
less the same is from a school recognized by the Association of 
American Medical Colleges.

7th, obstetrics; 8th, chemistry; 9th, surgery; 10th; ‘medical 
jurisprudence; 11th, hygene. At least 70 per cent. of correct 
answers must be made in chemistry, pathology, anatomy and 
medical jurisprudence and 80 per cent. in all other branches. 
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TO COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS OF HEALTH. 


County superintendents will please preserve the rules and 


regulations of this board, and in.case any superintendent’s term 
of office should be terminated by resignation or otherwise, he 
will transfer such rules, etc., with the other effects of his office 
to his successor. Superintendents will keep ascorrect a report 
as is possible of the number of persons sick of contagious 
diseases in their respective counties and the deaths occurring 
from each. There are no provisions for reporting births, but 
this board expects the number of deaths from all contagious 
diseases to be reported. ' . 


SOME OBSERVATIONS ON THE DISEASES OF OKLAHOMA WITH 
ALLUSIONS TO THE BENEFICIAL EFFECTS OF ITS CLIMATE ON 
ASTHMA, BRONCHITIS, CONSUMPTION, ETC..

(By Dr. C. D. Arnold, Territorial Superintendent of Health. ) 


Not having any legalized system in our territory of collecting 
mortuary and other Vital statistics so much needed in collating 
reliable data pertaining to our diseases, their virulence, resist- 
ance and fatality, as compared with kindred diseases in the 
States east of us, together with such general information as 
might develop any influence our climate may have on diseases 
of the respiratory organs, or uponage or sex, induced me, nearly 
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two years ago to attempt the collection: of some such informa- 
tion, in a small way, through the medium of correspondence. 

Early in 1895 I formulated a tabulated circular whereiu were 
named twenty-one supposed leading causes of death, other than 
accidental orsuicidal. In this circular were also provided con- 
venient places for sex and age, the latter being classified under 
one year of age, between one aud five years, five to ten years, 
ten to fifteen years, fifteen to twenty years; above that the ar- 
rangement was in periods of ten years. I do not attempt in 
this paper to offer any scientific deductions as to the value of 
the climate of Oklahoma, as its prevailing meteorological 
conditions have not been observed for any number of years, nor 
has the physiological action of its climate an the human system 
been scientifically studied to that end, but I do propose to offer 
a few practical facts gleaned from the experience and observa- 
tions of our physicians, which I earnestly believe time and scien- 
tific experiment will verify. | 

Itis only through the medium of some practical method of 
comparison that we arrive at the comparative values of any 
two or more given areas of country for any use mau may desire 
to make of them, and in nothing is this more satisfactorily 
demonstrated than in matters pertaining to health. To get 
the comparative value of each physician’s report this paper 
contained among other interrogations, the following questions, 
to the first five of which close attention and thought was re- 
quested, as special information on the diseases named therein 
was desired and that the same questions would be asked, again 
a year hence :, DX d 

28. Is it your M and observation that asthmatics 
from the states northeast, southeast or east of us find relief on 
coming to Oklahoma? if so, approximate per cent. 

29. Isit your experience and observation that consumptives 
from area referred to in 28 fiud relief on coming to Oklahoma? 
if so, approximate per cent. relieved. o 

30. Is it your experience and observation that bronchitic 
persons from area referred to in 28 find relief or a cure on com- 
_ ing to Oklahoma? if so, approximate per cent. relieved ; per 
cent. cured. 

31. Are the eruptive and other communicable diseases and 
malaria of a milder type and more amenable to treatment in 
Oklahoma than in the states where you came from? 

32.’ Is the average general health (annually) better in Okla- : 
homa than in the state where you came from?

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33. What states have you practiced medicine in? 

One hundred, and fifty, perhaps a few more, physicians re- 
sponded to the circulars sent them, and save a very small per 
cent, all gave full answers to each question and many em- 
phasized their answers by additional remarks corfirmatory of 
their experience and observations. These correspondents re- 
ported 788 deaths from all causes, and-2,375 births. Before pro- 
ceeding further I desire to analyze the deaths in reference to 
cause, age and sex: 18.7 per cent. of all deaths reported were 
under one year of age as compared with 22.5 per cent. in the 
United States census report of 1890, and about 22 per cent. in 
the state of Massachusetts for each of the three years ending 
with 1892. These were due to diseases peculiar to dentition. 
Much of the mortality here among this class of children is due 
to exposure to the' sun, the lack of shady lawus or cool places 
of resort and not a few die from bad feeding; 15 per cent. 
died between one and five years, 5.4 per cent. between five 
aud ten years, 4.2 per cent. between ten and fifteen years, 
5.5 per cent. between fifteen and twenty years, 12.3 per 
cent. between twenty and thirty years, 10.6 per cent. be- 
tween thirty and forty. years, 10 per cent. between forty and 
fifty years, 7 per cent. between fifty and sixty years, 5.5 per 
cent. between sixty and seventy years, 3.4 per cent. between 
seventy aud eighty years, and nearly 2 per cent. after eighty 
years of age., Three: hundred,and eighty-one of those who died 
were males and 357 were females. The only appreciable dif- 
ference observed in the number of males and females as regards 
comparative ages at death, was 120 per cent. more females died 
between ten and fifteen years of age, than males, but between 
fifteen and twenty years the per cent. was nearly so great in 
favor of the females, and nine females and four males lived 
beyoud eighty years. Of all the deaths reported 3 per cent. was 
from intermittent and remittent (malarial) fevers; 5.7 per cent. 
from typhoid (enteric) fever; 9 per cent. from cholera infantum; 
2.8 per cent. from pneumonia, compared with 9.2 per cent. in 
Illinois; 10.2 per cent. 1n Missouri; 10.5 per cent. in New York; 
11.8in Michigan; 1.2 per cent. from heart disease, compared 
with 7.7 per cent. in Massachusetts, for the four years ending 
with 1892; 6.6 per ceut. from consumption, compared with 10.4 
per cent. in Pennsylvania; 10.7 per cent. in Illinois; 10.2 per 
cent. in Missouri and Michigan; 12 per cent. in New York; 12.8 
percent in Ohio, and 12.7 per cent. in Massachusetts, for the 
four years above named ; 1.2 per cent. from bronchitis as com- 
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6 
pared with 3.5 per cent. in Massachusetts, for the four years 
above named. During the last two years fifty-five were 
reported as- dying from diphthéria, including membraneous 
(diphtheria) croup, many more than in the previous years Since 
the territory was settled; seven from scarlet, rever, five from 
measles, six from whooping cough, and five from pertussis, 
probably complicated in the very young. These deaths 
have no relation to the other deaths reported as deaths 
from contagious diseases are required and are well reported, 
neither does the number of births represent the total births in - 
the areas from which the deaths were reported as in rural dis- 
tricts unlicensed mid-wives are employed. There is some 
division of opinion among many of our best physicians as to 
what extent the plasmodium of malaria is exhibited in many of 
our *continued" or ‘‘slow” fevers. That malaria does prevail, 
especially on the low lands and along the streams in Oklahoma, 
in a degree relative to the amount of spring and summer rain- 
fall and that its maximum exists in the eastern part, gradually 
decreasing to a minimum in the western part, is not question- 
able. Beyond that produced by decaying vegetable matter on 
the low lands and creeks due to an excess of rainfall, there are 
malarial manifestations in many persons resulting from the 
turning over of virgin soil and a residence in ‘‘dugouts” and 
““sod houses’’ so common in western Oklahoma. The prolonged 
resideuce in;these dirt habitations with a diet often insufficient 
in quantity, variety or nutrition, does produce in many an 
anemic and depraved condition of health, resembling that 
resulting from malaria, wherein vitality is lowered beyond its 
resisting powers and the subject goes down in a ‘‘low, slow, 
lingering” fever, cannot be doubted. These cases are largely 
classed as malarial, only when the abdominal and other 
typhoidal symptoms predominate are they classed as enteric 
fever by the majority of our physicians. Whenever our virgin 
soil is turned and “dugouts” and ''sod houses" are relegated to 
the past and our people get better houses this class of fevers 
will doubtless cease to exist. Another factor in the production 
of our typhoid (enteric) fever for which our people are largely 
responsible, is the water supply of many. In the rural districts 
wells are usually, in fact always, when such places are con- 
venient, dug in ‘‘swags” or low places towards which the water 
fall on the higher lands adjacent, and very often from barn- 
yards, flows. The majority of these wells are unprotected 
against this surface water. Numerous and repeated observa- 
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tions have pointed to the water of such wells as the direct 
primary cause of much of our typhoid fever. * In further proof 
of this, our physicians have observed in a marked degree, 
especially in the city of El Reno, that in the last three years 
there has been much less typhoid (enteric) fever among those 
. who used ‘‘hydrant” water than among those who used water 
from wells. This class of sickness is preventable, aud when 
our people become ‘‘better fixed," and more observant of the 
common sense health laws applicable to its prevention, there 
will be no reasons why our mortality from this source should 
not be reduced to a minimum. As the number of enteric cases 
of fever are relatively increased in proportion to the lowering 
of the water supply in wells, should be a warning to our people 
to make timely.defense against such a contingency, by provid- 
ing cisterns and boiling the water drank therefrom, or filtering 
and boiling all low or suspected water from wells. Thirty min- 
utes' boiling will remove all germ life. 

Of the correspondents, to revert to the quisas set out 
above, about ten per cent could not answer any of them, either 
from experience or observation, some of whom had not been 
here long enough and some had not observed any cases. How- 
ever, the remainder were more or less enthusiastic in their re- 
plies, especially to question 28—asthma, and 30, bronchitis. 
While the per cent. of relief given to asthmatics varied from 10 
to 100, the average of all was 80 per cent. Many stated perfect 
immunity from thisdisease followed the majority of these cases, 
if they remained here. In this disease, as in bronchitis and 
consumption, the percentage of reliefs increased as the loca- 
tions from which replies came approximated western Oklahoma. 

To question 29—consumption, a small number answered in 
the negative. Some had not had any cases to treat—some had 
not observed any cases, and a very few had observations not 
favorable, hence the replies of about 80 per cent of the corres- 
pondents, nearly all residents of the “central and western part 
of the territory, gave opinions that relief was obtained if the 
subjects came here before the disease was too far advanced. 
The percentage of reliefs varied from five to ninety and the av- 
erage per cent. of over one hundred replies was forty-five. To 
question 30—bronchitis, the replies were about as in 28, the av- 
erage of all correspondents being seventy-five per cent. To 
questions 31 and 32, ninety per cent. of the replies were in the 
affirmative, a few of these qualifying their answers to 33, in ref- 
erence to malaria, giving.it a negative reply; however, these 
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were very few, their locations doubtless dictating their reply. 

The replies to question 33, represented, nineteen states to the 
east of us, the states more largely represented were Missouri, 
Tllinois, Iowa, Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, Tennessee, Arkan- 
sas, Kansas and Nebraska, and a few from several east- 
ern states. Many of these physicians had practiced in 
from two to four different states and nearly all of them 
natives of the states east of the 95th meridian. After a 
residence in Oklahoma for more than seven years, and having a 
general acquaintance with its natural geography, its air, tem- 
perature and distribution of rainfall, together with some prac- 
tical observations on the effects of its climate on diseases of the 
respiratory organs as compared with kindred diseases in the 
Ohio valley, l am prepared to say that a very large per cent. 
of those suffering from asthma and chronic bronchitis in the 
states east of us can find relief by coming here and remaining. 
That iucipieut consumption, in many cases, may be benefited 
in central or western Oklahoma cannot be doubted. Hippocrates 
said: ‘‘Whoever desires to understand medicine can by no 
means neglect the study of the seasons, with the variations of 


- their winds, both as to heat and cold and those peculiar to cer- 


tain regions, and of the properties of different waters.’? This 
advice is as applicable to the citizen personally who is seeking 
climatic medicine as it is to the student of medicine. He who 
comes here suffering from bronchitis, asthma, or incipient con- 
sumption must be judicious and possessed of wisdom sufficient 
to know how and when to keep his body well protected by suita- 
ble clothing against sudden declines of temperature and cold 
winds in winter, and avoid locating near creeks, if he expects 
to benefited. 

Our elevation in central Oklahoma varies with the different 
localities from 950 feet at Guthrie to 1,300 at Alva, 1,400 at Ft. 
Reno, 1,600 at Mangum, an the southwest, 2,300 at Woodward, 
gradually rising to over 4,000 feet at the west end of Beaver 
county. Our rainfall is usually greatest in the spring months. 
The annual rainfall is about forty inches on the east, thirty 
in ceutral Oklahoma and twenty to twenty-five in the western 
part. Winters are short, with an average temperature of 
thirty-nine degrees; summer, seventy-seven degrees; mean 
annual temperature, fifty-eight degrees. Our air, bathed in 
sunshine for nearly three hundred days in the year, is rare, dry, 
pure, fresh and invigorating. We have our occasional winds 
and dust, but we have one-third less depressing influence from 
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dull, dark, cloudy days than in the Mississippi valley and a 
man can take fifty per cent. more exhilerating sun baths and 
breathe more pure, fresh air here during autumn and winter 
than in any place between us and the. Atlantic seaboard, in the 
same time.

REPORT. 


Since taking charge of the work of territorial veterinarian on 
July 1, 1896, my attention has been cálled principally to the 
necessity of enforcing the quarantine laws. The municipal 
quarantine liue adopted by the board of regents of the agricul- 
tural and mechanical college August 7, 1896, coincided with the 
national quarantine line, and after its adoption required the 
attention of the inspector the greater portion of his time. 

The local conditions in the territory are such that it is neces- 
sary to have and enforce quarantine regulations in order that 
the cattle industry may be protected. in i. the non-infected por- 
tions. 


. The work during the past season has clearly proven that por- 
 tiqus of the territory are infected with;the cattle tick (boophilus 
bovis) and ibe object of the municipal quarantine line was to. 
prevent the introduction of infection into non-infected areas. 
Considering the great loss which results every year through the 
dissemination of Texas fever infection, I have decided to give a 
short discussion of the subject in this report, not in detail, but 
as gereral information to those interested in the cattle industry, 
for it is the most important question relating to the stock indus- 
try with which the people of the territory have to deal. Drs. 
Salmon and Smith, of the bureau of animal industry have made 
very extensive investigations in regard to the nature and cause 
of this disease and the results obtained by them have been veri- 
fied by experiments conducted by different experiment station 
workers. 

Texas fever is a specific fever communicated by infected cat- 
tle when moved north among susceptible cattle or may, be con- 
tracted by susceptible animals when taken into the infected ` 
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area. The peculiarity of the disease is that animals which 
disseminate the affection are apparently healthy, while it is-be- 
lieved by many that those which are sick do not infect others. 

Cattle affected with the fever will infect pastures and if this’ 
occurs sufficiently early in the season the disease may be ex- 
pected to appear in the same way asif the infection was direct 
from southern cattle. The fever is very severe in July, August 
and September, but exists in a milder form during, the cooler 
months of autumn and disappears after several frosts.

TRANSMISSION OF TEXAS FEVER BY MEANS OF THE TICK. 


Experiments conducted by the bureau of animal industry 
prove that Texas fever is-transmitted from infected cattle to 
susceptible cattle by means of the cattle tick (boophilus bovis). 
This has been proved experimentally by placing on cattle 
young ticks hatched artificially in the laboratory. 

Experiments have also been conducted which prove that 
southern cattle freed from ticks are not dangerous, while north- 
ern cattle grazing over pasture where ticks had been scattered 
contracted Texas fever as readily as if they had been pastured 
with infected cattle. Many questions relating to the appear- 
ance of the disease after southern cattle have infected a pasture 
are readily auswered since the life history of the tick is known. 

The life history as first worked out by Dr. Curtice is briefly 

as follows : 
- Thetime requiréd for the tick to mack maturity is from twenty- 
one to twenty-three days: . When the; female’ reaches maturity 
she loosens her hold and falls to the ground. where, after a few 
days she begins to deposit eggs. The effect of temperature is 
very important in determining the length of time necessary for 
the eggs to hatch. During the summer months the time may 
vary from fifteen to twenty days but during the cool season the 
time is much greater. 

It will be seen that the time of appearance of the disease 
among cattle after grazing over pastures infected by southern 
cattle may vary considerably, depending upon the season of the 
year. It may appear in summer in from thirty to thirty-five 
days after infection, the time becoming longer as the season 
advances, No development takes place in the young tick until 
it becomes attached to some animal, it then: undergoes a com- 
plete metamorphosis before reaching sexual maturity, these 
changes occupying about two weeks’ time. 
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The ticks are not the cause of Texas fever, but are the means. 


of transmitting the disease to susceptible animals. It is claimed 
by the investigators mentioned that the disease is due to the 
action of a protozoan, a one celled animal of microscopic size 
which lives in the red blood corpuscle finally destroying them. 
Texas fever is then, essentially, a blood disease. 


SYMPTOMS. 2 


The fever usually precedes any visible symptoms of the di- 
sease by two or three days and a temperature of 104 f to 106 f is 
usually found when the animalis first noticed to be sick. The 
first symptoms noticed are dullness, diminished quantity of 
milk in cows and a tendancy to leave the herd. 

Loss of appetite and cessation of rumination usually noticed 
after one or two days. 'The rapid breaking down of the red 
blood corpuscies causes the blood to become very thin and 
watery, and the coloring matter is frequently noticed iu the 
urine, giving it a red color, hence the name, ‘‘red water." Asa 
rule the bowels are constipated and remain in this condition 
during the period of high fever.

PATHOLOGY. 


The pathological changes may¡in some cases be mistaken for 
those of anthrax, but the most important point of resemblance 
is the enlarged condition of the spleen; this being marked, in 
both diseases. ¿The blood in^Texas fever, is thin and watery, 
while in, anthrax the blood is very dark in color aud tarry in 
consistency. In Texas fever the liver is greatly enlarged and 
of a yellowish cast due to retained bile. The gall bladder is 
greatly enlarged, the contents are yellow and contain a consid- 
erable amount of solid matter, The kidneys are frequently 
colored by the coloring matter of the blood, and the fatty tissue 
on the under surface of these organs-is found infected. 

The bladder usually contains a considerable quantity of urine 
which is frequently colored by the coloring matter from the 
broken down blood corpuscles. 

Red water is not ‘always seen as I have examined cases that 
had died from an acute attack, as well as cases of longer stand- 
ing, without finding it present. ' 

The lungs are generally not affected. An important aid in 
diagnosing the disease is to establish the presence of ticks. 
This is usually not difficult, but in the acute cases they may be 
small and difficult to find. 
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TREATMENT. 


Medical treatment is not very successful because the disease 
has usually made considerable progress before the ordinary 
observer detects its presence. Some stock men become very 
expert in detecting the disease, and will recognize it in its first 
stages. Such observers have reported good results following 
the use of a purgative when administered as soon as the animal 
is noticed to be sick. For this purpose sodium sulphate or raw 
linseed oil may be administered, one pound of the former and 
one quart of the latter for adult animals. Quinine has been 
recommended in two to four dram doses three times daily. In 
addition to any medical treatment the ticks should be promptly 
removed from the animal ard destroyed. To effect tnis there 
is probably nothing better than a liberal application of oil. 
Good results have been reported from the use of cotton seed oil 
75 parts and kerosene 25 parts, or crude cottou seed oil may be 
used alone. Such a mixture can be applied quite effectively aud 
rapidly by means of a large brush. This is probably the most 
economical way to remove ticks from small herds. A stanchion 
can be so arranged that the preparation can be applied without 
difficulty, and the cost per head will be very small. 

Most of the outbreaks of Texas fever which have come under 
my observation during the past summer have been in small 
herds of cattle that had been gathered from comparatively small 
areas of territory below the quarantine line. This seems to 
prove that-there are sraall areas within what is considered the 
permanently infected territory that are free from infection, and 
cattle from these non-infected areas are as susceptible to Texas 
fever as northern cattle. 


_ MEANS OF CONTROL. 


After the manner of dissemination of Texas fever is under- 
stood, it is easier to prevent outbreaks of this disease than it is 
to treat them, and prevention is very much cheaper. 

The ebject of the quarantine is to control the movements of 
infected cattle and should be strictly enforced. Cattle from 
the south and the infected portions of the territory should not 
be allowed to pass into the safe area during the portion of the 
year when they are capable of Infecting other animals. 

Since August 7th the national line has been protected by 
adopting a municipal quarantine line that coincided with it, 
and I believe that the best interests of the territory will be 
served by adopting a line that will coincide with the national 
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line,-going into effect February 1st and continuing until Novem- 
ber 15th, in order that the territory and the government may 
work jointly, and for the better protection of the stock interests 
of the territory. I also believe that au effort should be made 
to have Canadiau county placed above the national line next 
year. The greater portion of the territory below the 
national.quarantine line is infected. but considerable dam- 
age will result if herds of southern cattle are allowed | 
to be moved through that portion of the territory. For the bet- 
ter enforcement of the quarantine law, I recommend that the 
inspector be employed'for the entire time that the quarantine 
law is in force, instead of for five months as is now provided 
for. Some difficultv has been encountered in securing services 
of special inspectors where their presence was necessary to 
prevent quarantine violations. This difficulty was on account 
of the expeuse and whether it should be paid by the EEDPILOTY Or 
by the county where the work was done. 

Outbreaks of Texas fever and infected cattle have been quar- 
antined in the following countiés: Pawnee, Payne, Logan, 
Kingfisher, Washita, Wood, Grant and Blaine. 

By a special order of the sanitary board, cattle were allowed 
to cross the municipal quarantine line by permit after Novem- 
ber 15, when the national line ceased to be in force— By means 
of this order about 31,000 head of cattle have been permitted to 
move north and west to pastures and for feeding purposes. 


GLANDERS. 


Glanders was reported to exist among the horses of Logan 
county. Upon investigation the disease was found to be present 
only to a limited extent, two well marked cases being found. 
There are doubtless sporadic cases of this disease scattered 
over the territory, but I do not belieye that it exists to any con- 
siderable extent. = 

The cause of glanders is an organism known as the bacillus 
malleus or glanders bacillus. These germs. will live outside of 
the body from four to six months. 

In most of the states and territories this disease is controlled 
by compulsory quarantine, slaughter and thorough disenfection. 

Medical treatment is not to be recommended. Apparent 
recoveries|h have been reported in many cases, but unfortudately . 
they are too often apparent only, the affected animal serving 
to continue the spread of the disease. The only practical way 
to deal with the disease is to destroy all affected animals as 
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soon as the character of the disease is known, thoroughly dis- 
infect the stable and all articles that have been used about the 
animal. Farcy is only a different form of the disease and 
frequently terminates in acute glanders, consequently all 
animals‘affected with farcy should be dealt with in the same 
manner as recommended for glanders.

SIR: The board of dental examiners of Oklahoma territory 
submits the following as the sixth annual report of its proceed- 
ings, together with an account of all moneys received and dis- 
bursed, in compliance with the requirements of that certain act 
of the legislature entitled “An Act to Regulate the Practice of 
Dentistry Within the Territory of Oklahoma.” .

OKLAHOMA DENTAL LAW. 


[Chapter 28 Oklahoma Statutes. Took effect December 25, 1890. ] 
An Act to Regulate the Practice of Dentistry Within the Terri- 
E tory of Oklahoma. 
Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma: 
"Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person to prac- | 
tice or attempt to practice dentistry or dental surgery in the `. 
territory of Oklahoma without having first received a license 
from the board of dental examiners, as hereinafter provided. 
Section 2. A board of dental examiners is hereby created 
whose duty it shall be to carry out the purpose and enforce the 
provisions of this act. The members of such board shall be 
appointed by the governor, and shall consist of five practicing 
dentists, residents of Oklahoma territory, who shall have been 
engaged in the continuous practice of dentistry or dental sur- 
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gery for at least two years prior to the passage of this act. In 
case of a vacancy occurring in said board such vacancy shall be 
filled by the governor. 

Section 3. Said board shall keep a record, in which shall be 
registered the names and residence and place of business of al 
persons authorized under this act to practice dentistry or dental 
surgery in this territory. It shall elect one of its members as 
president, one as secretary, and one as treasurer thereof, which 
election shall hold during the term for which the incumbent 
was appointed or during his or her residence in the territory. 
It shall meet at least once in each year, ard as much oftener 
and at such times and places as it may deem necessary. A 
majority of such board shall at all times constitute a quorum, 
and proceedings thereof shall at all reasonable times be open 
for public inspection. 

' Section 4. Every person who licis a diploma from a recog- 
nized college of dentistry, or who was engaged in the practice 
of dental surgery in the territory, three months previous to the 
passage of this act, and who has been regularly engaged in the 
practice of dentistry for three years next preceding the passage 
of this act, shall within six months thereafter cause his or her 
name, residence and place of business to be registered with the 
board of dental examiners and pay the fee hereinafter provided, 


whereupon the board shall issue a license duly signed by a' 
majority of said board, and such license shall be primg facie . 


evidence of the right of the holder thereof to M dentistry 
or dental surgery in the territory. 

Section 5. Any person desiring to commence the practice of 
dentistry or dental surgery in the territory of Oklahoma after 
the passage of this act, shall, before commencing such practice, 
file for record, in a book kept for that purpose, with said board 
of dental examiners, his or her diploma or a duly authenticated 
copy thereof and pay the fee as hereinafter provided, where- 
upon the said board shall issue to such person a license, the 
same as provided in section four of this act; provided, however, 
that any person who shall pass a satisfactory examination 
before the said board regarding his or her qualifications to 
practice dentistry or dental surgery and pay the fee as herein- 
after provided, shall also be granted a license as provided in 
section four of this act. 

Section 6. To provide for the proper and effective enforce- 
ment of this act, said board of dental examiners shall be 
entitled to the following fees, to-wit: For each license issued 
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to persons engaged in the practice of dentistry or dental surgery 
in this territory three months previous to the passage of this 
act, the sum of three dollars; for each license issued to persons 
not engaged in.such practice three months previous to such 
passage, the sum of ten dollars. 

Section Y. The members of said board shall each receive the 
compensation of three dollars per day for each and every day 
actually engaged in the düties of their office, which together 
with all other legitimate expenses incurred in the performance 
of such duties, shall be paid from fees received by the board 
under the provisions of this act, and no part of the expenses of 
said board shall at any time be paid out ot the territorial treas- 
ury. All moneys in excess of said per diem allowances and 
other expenses shall be held by the treasurer of such board as 
a special fund for meeting the expenses of said board, he giving 
such bond as the board shall from time to time direct, and such 
board shall make an annual report of its proceedings to the 
governor by the fifteenth of December of each year, together 
with an account of all moneys received and disbursed by them 
in pursuance of this act. 

Section 8. Any person who shall violate this act by practic- 
ing or attempting to practice dentistry or dental surgery in this 
territory without first complying with the provisions of this 
act shall be deemed guilty ot a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be fined in a sum not less than twenty-five 
. dollars, nor more than two hundied dollars, or by confinement 
in the county jail for not more than six months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the, court; provided, 
that nothing in this act shall be so construed as to prevent 
physicians and surgeons or other persons from extracting teeth, 
and all fines collected under this act shall belong to the common 
school fund of the county where the offense was committed. 

This act shall take effect and be in force from and after the 
final adjournment of this legislative assembly. 

Since the last report was issued, all the members have re- 
signed and their successors appointed.

The next regular meeting of the Oklahoma dental examiners 
for examination of candidates will be held in Oklahoma City, 
commencing the 11th day of May, 1897, at 9 o’clock. 

It seems to be popularly supposed that the board of dental 
examiners shall prosecute all persons violating the law. This 
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is not the case ; but it is the duty of every dentist to see that the 
law is enforced. M. 
And it is the duty of every prosecuting attorney of each 
county to prosecute every person violating the law, on receipt 
of information of such violation, and the necessary evidence to 
establish the fact. 

Positive evidence of the violation of the law must first be 

obtained. This with a formal information and a list of wit- 
` nesses, should be handed to the prosecuting attorney, who will 
then be in duty bound to prosecute the case. 

We also recommend that our present law be amended so as to 
fix the term of office, and to retire one of its members each year. 
We furthermore believe that our law should prohibit any per- 
son from making application to the board for examination who 
has not taken at least one full term at some one of the recog- 
nized dental colleges, or been in practice at least five years. 

We also believe that no others than regular surgeons and 
physicians should be permitted to extract teeth, and so recom- 
mend that a clause be inserted to this effect. We further rec- 
ommend that a clause be added for the protection of our 
profession and the general public, to the effect that, any person 
who shall knowingly or falsely claim, or pretend to have or 
hold a certificate of license, diploma or degree, granted by any 
society organized under and pursuant to the provisions of this 
act, or who shall falsely, and with intent to deceive the public, 
claim or pretend to be a graduate from any incorporated dental 
college,.shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
liable to the same penalty as provided in section 8 of this act.

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Of this amount $6.50 was in cash, leaving $1,510.25 of the 
$2,000 used. The monthly salary of $30 to be drawn January 
10th, 1897, will leave in the hands of the society $459.75. Owing 
to the 15 per cent. discount on these warrants, this means in 
reality only $391.78 to the society. Owing tothe general public 
interest and the absolutely non-profit bearing work done by 
those lending their aid to its upbuilding; the Guthrie Leader 
and State Capital have each agreed to do one-half of the bind 
ing at cost; the work to be done when their offices were short on 
work. Atour last directory meeting it was thought best to 
hold $460 of the 1895 appropriation in readiness for the time when 
these offices would find the work convenient. You will note 
that, upon drawing December salary, just that amount, minus 
25 cents, will be remaining on hand. In view of this I ask you 
to consider the propriety of an early date appropriation for 
this society. The remaining part of the appropriation will bind 
everything up to January Ist, 1897. > 

Since last spring our rooms have become crowded, and the 
university has shown much hberality by doubling the former 
space allowed us. 

I desire to add that the warrants of$50 and $76.54 which were 
issued to me personally were drawn for society furniture and 
incidentals. Iam required to report the detail purchases to the 
society. This is to evade a loss of fifteen cents on every dollar 
used. No warrants can be drawn until the money has been 
spent, so the society pays back eighty-five cents for the hun- 
dred expended. The $50 was issued ‘‘for extra work," but it 
was spent for society furniture aud incidentals.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF INSANE.—EXHIBIT “0” 


Norman, December 15, 1896. 
Govornor W. C. Renfrow, Guthrie, O. T. 
DEAR SIR:—In compliance with your letter of December 5, 1 
_herewith submit the following report, by months, ot the care 
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and treatment of the insane of Oklahoma territory, by the Okla- 
homa Sanitarium company, from June 15, 1895, to December 15, 
1896, together with the following recommendations. As will be 
seen in our report, we have received to this date, two hundred 
and twenty-five patients; seventy-seven from Oak Lawn Re- 
treat, and one hundred and forty-eight direct from the counties. 
Of this number, one hundred and thirty-eight were males, and 
eighty-seven were females. Their ages range-from six years to 
eighty-eight years. 

Of those we brought from Jacksonville, sixteen have been 
discharged, nine have died, two escaped; leaving on hand of 
those brought from Jacksonville, fifty. 

Of those received direct from the counties, forty-eight have 
been discharged, nineteen have died, five escaped; leaving on 
hand of those received direct from the counties, seventy-six. 
All of the escapes were males. Four of the escapes were crim- 
inals and were not insane. 

Of the deaths fourteen were males and fourteen were females. 
Of those who died, five were in a moribund condition when they 
were received here. 

The causes of death were as follows: consumption, ten; 
exhaustion of dimentia, four; apoplexy, one: heart-failure, one; 
general paresis, two; suicide, one; nervous exhaustion, two; 
paralysis, one; epileptic exhaustion, one; senile exhaustion, 
two; cerebro-spinal-schlerosis, one; unknown, two. 

The physical condition of all the patients now confined in the 
asylum is good. During the summer just passed we had only 
one case of fever, and that recovered. We have comfortable 
accommodations to care for one hundred and fifty people. The 
sanitary condition of the buildings and grounds is most excel- 
lent. Our buildings are equipped with all the modern appli- 
ances and improvemeuts for the care and treatment of the 
insane. No expense has been spared for the comfort of the 
inmates. With few exceptions, all of them are contented. 

We ask that a committee be appointed by the legislature to 
visit the sanitarium and give it a careful and thorough in- 
spection. 

We would recommend that ele legislature pass an act giving 
the superintendent of the.Sanitarium company the power to 
discharge inmates of the asylum when, in his opinion, they 


- have sufficiently recovered to be entitled to a discharge; as 


under tbe present law, to be discharged by the board of 
insanity, a person is not entitled to a re-examination for six 
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months from the time when he was first committed. This 
works a great hardship in many cases. We have given quite a 
number of patients the liberty to return to their homes and 
marked them as discharged, where they had only remained 
with us‘from two weeks to three months, while the papers under 
which we held them directed that we should hold them until 
they were legally discharged. In each case that was thus 
dismissed the patient had been restored to his or her normal 
condition. Power should be conferred on the superintendent to 
restore such cases to their civil rights. This will be a'saving 
to the territory. ° 

We recommend that the superintendent should be given power 
to grant furloughs to patients. 

We recommend that laws should be passed governing the care 
and management of the insane by the contractors the same as 
though the asylum belonged to the territory and was a terri- 
torial institution.

. The objects of the Free Home league are so well known that 


they need hardly be dwelt upon in this report. However, to. 


show the intention of those persons who undertook the organi- 
zation of the territory, a printed copy of an address which was 
issued is given below: 


To the People of Oklahoma: 

The free home league of Oklahoma was organized by a dele- 
gate convention held at Perry. O. T., February 12, 1895. The 
call for this convention was issued and widely published by 
delegates from four counties of the territory on the twenty- 
third day of January, 1895. 

The convention thus called adopted a constitution and by- 
laws and elected permanent officers who are expected to carry 
on the work. 


THE OBJECT OF THE LEAGUE 


is to obtain legislation by congress repealing those parts of the 
acts opening to settlement the various Indian reservations in 
this territory whereby the settlers are compelled to pay an 
aggregate of about $20,000,000 for these lands in addition to 
complying with the homestead laws; and benefits to*our terri- 
tory which would follow. ' 
It is hardly uecessary to call attention to theimmense benefit, 
the justice and the necessity of such legislation. If the pres- 
ent laws be enforced and the settlers compelled to pay these 
amounts, it means to him grinding poverty (unless only those 
who are well off are allowed to take homesteads); to business 
menit means dealing with empty pocket books; to the people 
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of "old Oklahoma? it means that they will be surrounded by 
poor people on whom is placed an unjust burden, which they 
were not compelled to bear, and that they will have to bear 
the territorial tax for years; to the territory it means an 
impoverished untaxable citizenship aud the loss of our pro- 
ductions; to the United States it; means an unjust imposition 
on us of the final settlement of the Indian question, the prob- 
lem of this continent for four centuries. If the settlers cannot 
pay for their homes it means to them a present location but not 
a home; to the territory hopeless occupants, unsettled com- 
munities, not home-loving, resolute, patriotic residents; to the 
United States no more income to meet its obligations to the 
Indians than if it had made no charge for the.lands. [Is it pos- 
sible for us to pay this $20,000,000 in from one to three years? 
These propositions and many others must be presented. 

We have three ways of reaching congress: 

First. Through our delegate; and Mr. Flynu assures us that 
he ‘‘will make the fight of his life" for us during the coming 
winter—therefore now is the time to assist him. 
` Second. By memorial and petition. 

Third. By personally interesting the members and bringing 
influence to bear upon them. 

To get the full force of our people in the last two methods, 
the necessity of organization and its advantages over irregular 
individual effort, however energetic, are apparent; to learn our, 
necessities, to inform ourselves as to our rights and the justice 
of our demands; to interest business and professional men as 
well as claim holders; to systematically circulate and sign a 
memorial and petition to congress; to obtain information from 
different parts of the territory that will assist us in our object; 
to obtain concerted action in the line of personal requests to and 
influence on every congressman accessible, either through per- 
sonal acquaintance, former support or obligation or through 


, friends in their districts who have influence; to bear equally our 


share of the work and expense; these and many other reasons 
convince us that complete organization of the whole territory is 
necessary, and the following plan of organization has been 
adopted: 

Let the people of the different localities form local leagues 
and report to the territorial league officers. Each local league, 
in addition to its other officers, to elect three county delegates, 
all the county delegates of their respective counties to meet and 
form county leagues for the purpose of interesting and organiz- 
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‘ing all persons in the county and to clect three territorial dele- 


gates to attend conventions called by the territorial president. 

Our legislature recognized our league and showed its desire for, 
and faith in, our success by appropriating $500 for the expenses 
of our organization. Now we want complete and perfect organ- 
ization all over the territory. Let us unite all our forces. 
Remember that nothing is of such vital importance to us as in- 
dividuals and as a territory as: free homes. 

We have prepared the constitution for lccal leagues. Write 
immediately for them, giving your address plainly. When you 
receive these, get the people in your locality together and or- 
ganize and enroll your membership, report your organization to 
us with names and address of your officers, and we will give you 
a number. Perfect your county organization and see that the 
whole county is interested. We will furnish you memorial and 


- petition for signature and all information at hand, later.

In response to this address the people in all the counties of 
the territory (except perhaps in counties better suited for graz- 
ing than agriculture) organized local leagues, perfected their 
county organizations by electing presidents and secretaries.—I 
hereto append a copy of the constitution under which these or- 
ganizations were formed: 


CONSTITUTION FOR LOCAL LEAGUES. 


— 


ARTICLE I. —ORGANIZATION. 


Section 1. A local league of the free home league may be or- 
ganized by four or more persons in any locality in Oklahoma. 
Persons desiring to form a league shall write to the president, 
signify their intention, and obtain from him a copy of the con- 
stitution, and upon receipt thereof shall immediately organize 
by signing the constitution and electing officers; and shall at 
once report their organization and tlie names and postoffice ad- 
dress of the officers to the president of tbe league, and to the 
president of the county organization, if there be one. 

Section 2. Each local league shall receive its number from 
the territorial president, and shall not be entitled to represen- 
tation in a county or territorial convention unless numbered.

Section 3. It ig recommended that no local league -shall be 


organized within a distance of five miles from any league already 
organized without consent of the county president. 


ARTICLE II. —MEMBERSHIP. , 


All persons may become members of the local league by sign- 
ing the constitution and paying such reasonable fees as the 
league may find necessary; aud each member is expected to do 
all in his power to assist in accomplishing the objects of the 
league. 


ARTICLE IIf.—OFPFFICERS. 


Section 1. "The officers of a local league shall be: 

First. A president, whose duty it shall be to preside ac all 
meetings, to be diligent in securing membership, and in circu- 
lating petitions and memorials furnished him by the territorial 
or county organization. 

Second. A secretary, who shall keep the minutes of all meet- 
ings and‘assist the president; he shall draw orders on the treas- 
urer when ordered by the league. 

Third. A treasurer, who shall have charge of the funds of 
the league, subject to the order of the league, and shall keep 
a correct account thereof. 

Fourth, Three delegates to represent the local league in the 
county league organization, it there be one; but if there be no 
county organization, the delegates shall assist, in forming other 
local leagues in their county or in organizing their county. 

Section 2. All officers shall answer promptly all communica- 
tions received from county or territorial league officers, and 
give such other assistance as may be required of them. 

Section 3. Terms of office shall be for six months, and shall 
commence :on the first days of January and July, and officers 
shall be elected at the last reguiar meetings in June and 
December. 


ARTICLE 1V.—MEETINGS. 


Meetings shall be held regularly and at least monthly, but 
may be held weekly if desired; but in all cases the time of hold- 
ing meetings shall be stated in the by-laws. 

ARTICLE V.—DUES. 

Each local league may assess upon its members such 
amounts, to be paid to the treasurer, as are necessary to defray 
the necessary expenses of its meetings and its officers; members 
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will also be expected to pay their proportion of any county or 
territorial league expenses or assessments which may be found 
necessary by those organizations. 


ARTICLE VI.—BY-LAWS. 


Each local league shall adopt such by-laws regulating the 
time and place of holding its meetings, quorums, dues. commit- 
tees, government; etc., as its members may deem advisable. 
Provided, that such by-laws shall not be inconsistent with this 
constitution. 


= 


THE LEAGUE’S OBJECT. 


To the People of Oklahoma: 

. The free home league of Oklahoma was organized by a dele- 
gate convention held in Perry, O. T., February 24, 1895. The 
call for this convention was issued and widely published by. 
delegates from four counties of the territory on the twenty- 
third day of January. 1895. 

The convention thus called adopted a constitution and by- 
laws and elected permanent officers who are expected to carry 
on the work. 


THE OBJECT OF THE LEAGUE 


is to obtain legislation by congress repealing thuse parts of the 
acts opening to settlement the various Indian reservations in ^ 
this territory whereby the settlers are compelled to pay an 
aggregate of about $26,000,000 for these lands, in addition to 
_complying with the homestead laws, and benefits to our terri- 
tory which would follow. 

It is hardly necessary tocall attention to the immense benefit, 
the justice and the necessity of such legislation. If the pres- 
ent laws be enforced and the settlers compelled to pay these 
amounts, it means to him grinding poverty (unless only those 
who are well off are allowed to take homesteads): to business 
men it means dealing with empty pocket books; to the people 
of “old Oklahoma" it means that they will be surrounded by 
poor people on whom is imposed an unjust burden, which they 
were not compelled to bear, and that they will have to bear 
the territorial tax for years: to the territory it means an 
impoverished untaxable citizenship and the loss of our produc- 
tions; to the United States it means an unjust imposition on us 
of the fiual settlement of the Indian question, the problem of 
this continent for four centuries. If the settlers caunot pay for 
their homes it means to them a present location but not a home; 
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to the blo hopeless occupañts, unsettled communities, not 
home loving, resolute, patriotic residents; to the United States 
no more income to meet its obligations to the Indians than if it 
had made no charge for the lands. Is it possible for us to pay 
this $20,000,000 in from one to three years? These propositions 
and many others must be presented. 

We have three ways of reaching congress: 

First, through our delegate; and Mr. Flynn assures us that he 
‘‘will make the fight of his life" for us during the coming 
winter; therefore, now is the time to assist him. 

Second, by memorial and petition. 

Third, by personally interesting the members and bringing 
influence to bear on them. 

`- To get the: full force of our people in the last two methods, 
the necessity of organizatiou and its advantages over irregular 
individual effort, however energetic, are apparent; to learn our 
necessities, to inform ourselves as to our rights and the justice 
of our demands; to interest business and prolessional men as 
wellas claim holders; to systematically circulate and sign a 
memorial and pétition to congress; to obtain information from 
different parts of the territory that will assist us in our object; 
to obtain concerted action in the line of personal requests to 
and influence on every congressman accessible, either through 
personal acquaintance, former support or obligation or through 
friends in their districts who have influence; to bear equally our 


share of;the work and expense: these and many other reasons ' 


convince us that complete organization of the whole territory 
is necessary, aud the following plan of organization has been 
adopted: 

Let the people of the different localities form local leagues 
and report to the territorial league officers. Each local league, 
in addition to its other officers, to elect three county delegates. 
all the county delegates of their respective counties to meet 
and form county leagues for the purpose of interesting and 
organizing all persons in the county and to elect three terri- 
torial delegates to attend conventions called by the territorial 
president. 

Our legislature recognized our league and showed its desire 
for, and faith in, our success by appropriating $300 for the 
` expenses of our organization. Now we want complete and per- 
fect organization all over the territory. Let us unite all our 
forces. Remember that nothing is of such vital importance to 
us as individuals and as a territory as free Romes: y 
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We have prepared the constitution for localleagues. Write 
immediately for them, giving your address plainly. When you 
receive these, get the people of your locality together and 
organize and enroll your membership, report your organization 
to us with names and address of your officers, and we will give 
youa number. Perfect your county organization and see that 
the whole county is interested. We will furnish you memorial 
and petition for signature and all information at hand later.

Prior to the present organization several leagues or associa- 
tions having the same object in view had been undertaken, but 
local in character. The first meeting of the free home league 
was held in January, 1895, and temporary organization was 
then effected and a call issued for a delegate convention which 
was held in the city of Perry, February 12, 1895, when a perma- 
nent organization was made and the objects and procedure out- 
lined. At that time a committee was formed and instructed to 
secure an appropriation from the legislature then in session for 
the necessary expenses of the league. The amount considered 
necessary was $2,000. The president of the league as chairman 
of the committee appointed for that purpose, laid the matter 
before the legislature and obtained an appropriation of $500, 
most of which has been used, and an account of the expend- 
iture will appear as a part of this report. 

The desire for tree homes is natural and has the appearance 
of selfishness, and this appearance is the great weakness ; its 
necessity is obvious to all classes of citizens of Oklahoma; the 
great object is to impress all parties concerned with the justice 
and right underlving the demand. 

To do this it became necessary to be fully acquainted with all 
of the acts of congress opening our lands to settlement and the 
history of public land as well as with the condition of the set- 
tlers and their ability to meet the payments to the government. 

This required a study of the purchase of lands by the United 
States; of the disposition of the public land funds; a study of 
the Indian treaties and agreements ; an examination of the re- 
ports of the commission which was acting for the government 
in determining the Indian title or easement to these lands; and 
the subsequent action of congress. The result of these exam- 
inations has been given to the press from time to time and 
finally resulted in, first, a tabulated statement of the lands in 
Oklahoma both opened and not opened to settlement, which 
statement appears below ; and second, in the publication of an - 
article under the title, ‘‘Our Claims,” over the signature of the 
president, which article was adopted by the free home conven- 
tion of El Reno as its memorial to congress, and which also 
follows as a part of this report.

It will be seeu that when these' lands are all fully settled and 
paid for under existing laws the people will have paid over 
$16,000,000. | 

The total value of the personal property and improvements 
of the settlers on the lands charged by the government, com- 
puted ou the returns of 1895 after the assessed valuation had 
been increased by the territorial board of equalization, is less 
than $10,000,000. This valuation is full high and the payments 
are at hand. It will thus be seen that the people will be 
stripped of all property and improvements and still be in debt 
in paying for the lands. 

As was remarked in a recent address, while these debts are 
individual, in the aggregate the amount is so large and the date 
of payment so near at haud, they are a public menance. 

OUR CLAIMS. 

I desire to present briefly some of the arguments for the ap- 
plication of the general homestead laws to all the lands in this 
territory. . 

We do not base our claims on our poverty or necessity. We 
have that respect for ourselves and for the credit of the terri- 
tory which impels us to bear an unjust burden. rather than 
parade our misfortunes or appeal for tbe remittance of these 
charges as au act of charity : but as good citizens, as builders of 
a commonwealth, as people on whom’ the government has im- 
posed a singular responsibility, we ask only the same consider- 
ation and the same privileges which have been granted to and 
enjoyed by those around us. l 

First then we are warranted ir our demand by the past policy 
of the government: 

1. That since 1862 settlers on public lands have been granted 
160 acres of land each, under the general homestead laws free 
of cost except land office fees. 

2. That settlers onland similar in character to our western 
lands have been granted 160 acres each, under the timber cul- 
ture laws free of cost except fees. l 

3. That the settlers have been granted 160 acres each under 
the pre-emption law at the minimum price of $1.25 per acre. 

4. That some-of our lands are similar in character to the 
lands in which one person was allowed the benefit of all the * 
above meutioned laws, thus being enabled to secure title to 
180 acres.

5. That almost the entire western portion of the United 
States has been purchased with the outlay of large sums of 
money wbich the government has not attempted to recover 
from the homesteader. d 

We claim a precedent: 

6. That the free homestead policy was adopted in the initial 
step in the opening of this territory, to-wit: In original Okla- 
homa, although the government paid the Creeks and Seminoles 
as high a price for those lands as has been paid for other lands, 

7. That prior to itspolicy of free homesteads the government. 
had in many instances extended, reduced and remitted the 
amount charged to settlers on, or grantees of, public lands. 

On account of the unexpected action of the government in 
changing from a policy under which the people had made their 
preparation to settle on these lands: 

8. That the act of congress of March ‘3, 1889, under which 
original Oklahoma was opened to settlement, and under which 
negotiations were begun for obtaining and opening other reser-. 
vations contemplated and provided for the opening of all lands 
obtained under the general homestead laws. 

9. That the lands were obtained at prices very little if any 
above those contemplated in said act. 

10. That said act of congress, and the precedent and policy 
before mentioned induced the people to gather around the lands 
to be opened or to make preparations to enter them expecting 
the benefit of the general homestead laws. Especially was this 
true on unoccupied lands to which the Indians had little or no 
title. 

11. That the selection and settlement was an actual necessity ` 
to those who had made preparations to do so. 

12. That the settlement of the people was made under pro- 
test as to the prices charged for the lands and discrimination 
against the homesteader. 

13, That itis wrong and unjust to propose that the people 
leave the land if they do not wish to pay the price charged, for 
here they have established their families, improved the land, 
helped to erect peaceable communities and municipalities and 
enhanced the value of all property with the name and evidence 
of peace, law and good citizenship. 

On account of the extraordinary burdens imposed on us: 

14. That under the present system of allotment, citizenship 
and freedom from taxation guaranteed to the Indians by the 
government, the United States has transferred its duty to us, 
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and placed among us without power of transfer, a class 
endowed with power to compel us to educate and civilize thenr 
without expense to themselves or the nation. 

15. That the- allotments to Indians were selected from the 
first choice and best of the lands, leaving the settler the second 
choice. ; 

16. That both our personal and court expenses are heavier 
on account of the manner of opening these lands. 

17. That our situation in the center of this civilized and 
developed nation makes it necessary to incur greater expenses 
than are necessary in other territories, and these heavy taxes 
and expeuses of civilization fully compensate for the enhanced 
value of the lands obtained. , 


Because the prices charged impose on these settlers a debt of 
the nation. | ‘ 


18. That asthe price charged for the lands is supposed to be 
based on the price paid to tbe Indians for their claims thereto, 
we are justified in questioning the means employed in arriving 
at these and in protesting that the government, in fear of 
imposing on what have been considered its helpless wards, has 
been too generous and extravagant with them at the expense 
of these pioneers and homesteaders on the public domain. 


19. That when the claims of the Indian tribes to these lands 
were extinguished. or their occupancy terminated, the lands 
became a part of the public domain, as such were subject to the 
general homestead laws, and shouid not have been made the 
` subject of special legislation. 


20. 'That the assumption that the ludis owned the land is 
questionable and incorrect, and the amount paid to them is not 
chargeable to the laud, hence should not be required of the set- 
tler thereon. . 


21. That the right of occupying these lands had been given 
tothe tribes either in exchange for other lands or with a view 
of subduing and civilizing them, therefore we are now compelled 
to pay for the lands formerly relinquished or to pay the as- 
sumed obligation of the government in subduing and civilizing 
the tribe. i 

22. That the amount paid to the Indians is more in settle- 
ment of the Indian question which has confronted this govern- 
ment during its entire existence than for money justly due them 
for land, and the varying prices paid to the tribes, regardless 
of the quality of the lands, warrant this conclusion. 
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On account of the direct benefit tothe nation in oe this 
territory: 

23. That the United States will eventually ps relieved of 
heavy court and other expenses in the territory. 

‘24. "Thatthenation is benefited in determining its incongruous 
relations to the Indian nations; in rounding out and completing 
the broad liberal policy of its development, avoiding the sus- 
picion of becoming parsimonious where it has been benevolent, 
and of discrimination; in the construction of a prospective com- 
monwealth and in avoiding the appearance of compelling a peo- 
ple to buy their way into a.place among the states. 

Because the present laws are wrong in policy, were passed 
under pressure and will not accomplish the results urged for 
their passage. 

25. That the intent of the present laws is based either on 
the cupidity or necessities of the people and not on the broad 
policy of benefit to the homeless. 

26. That these prices were fixed, these laws passed aud ap- 
propriations made in the hurry of the last hours of congress, 
under pressure of interested lobbies and the result of the laws 
and prices should now receive full consideration. 

27. That the collection of the amounts from the settlers 
means, to hundreds of them. the loss of homes and sacrifice of 
improvements, while the United States can remit the amounts 
without realizing that it had entertained any expectation of 
their collection... 
^ 98. That as ase due the Indians will have been paid or 
provided for before the government receives payment for the 
lands, then these payments cannot be considered, as a source to 
- meet the Indian payments, but simply as a source of revenue. 

Because the laws are unjust, unequal and discriminating, 

29. That other domain has been paid for out of the public 
treasury. 

80. Thatthe settlers should receive the same benefits as others 
surrounding us, as set forth in the first five articles. 

31. That the laws touching the different reservations hereto- 
fore opened impose different prices and terms regardless of the 
quality of the land, as shown in full by a memorial to congress 
passed by our legislature. 

32. That part of the lands are still unsettled, and their value 
for agricultural purposes, if not poor, is still a matter of exper- 
iment and uncertainty. 
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33, That it has been fully demonstrated to those acquainted 
with farming in this part of the United States, that settlers on 
public lands cannot establish new homes, improve the land, 
provide for their families and accumulate in so short a time suf- 
ficient money to pay for their homes. 

34. That although inthe earlier days of our national exist- 
ence, Settlers were expected to pay for their lands, this was 
afterwards balanced by the distribution of $28,000,000 to the 
different states ; and that Oklahoma will not get the benefit of 
a free distribution, nor do her citizens enjoy the homestead 
privileges granted to the citizens of states admitted since the 
distribution of that sum. 

The effects of the present laws: 

35. That the present law and the prices imposed, create an 
incentive to speculation in claims and an inducement to the 
settler to relinquish rather than complete his residence and pay 
for the land, and will result in an unsettled population and not 
in a patriotic citizenship. 

36. That the payment by these settlers of these large sums 
of money, aggregating more than the extended indebtedness of 
some of the older states will result in an impoverished terri- 
tory, either cursed with a mortgage indebtedness or stripped of 
its property and products, and unable to take the place in the 
rank of states and territories to which we are entitled. 

Now the question we wish to present to. congress is: Will it 
Cancel an unjust source of revenue held against this body ot 
people, or, either transfer them,’ to tlie money loaner ot eject 
them from homes to which they are justly entitled and from 
communities which they have erected. 

Let us make a united effort in the next congress for free 
homes. Respectfully,

CONVENTIONS. 


«ln addition to the conventions above referred to, two others 
have been held. At the first of these, held in the city of Perry 
on the 9th day of October, 1895, sixteen counties were repre- 
sented. Addresses were made by Delegate Flynn and other 
prominent citizens, reports were read and received and resolu- 
tions adopted. The people were urged to write congressmen 
and a time set apart for that purpose. A form of petition was

The next convention (called as the annua] convention) was 
held on the 10th day of January, 1896, and, according to former 
resolution, at the city of El Reno. At this meeting every 
county in the territory was represented except Beaver and 
Mills counties. The memorial was adopted as heretofore 
recited and a committee appointed to tabulate a statement of 
Oklahoma lands. (This committee subsequently was called to 
meet at Enid; only two of the committee being present and 
being unable to fully agree, the president has presented the 

table as prepared and hereintofore presented). 

' Resolutions were adopted. the outline of future work dis- 
cussed and permanent officers elected for the year. The follow- 
ing is a copy of the memorial as adopted, which was published 
by the recording secretary and presented to congress through 
Delegate Flynn.

We have that respect for ourselves and for the credit of our ter- 
ritory which impels us to bear an unjust burden rather than 
parade our misfortunes or appeal for the remittance of these 
charges as an act of charity; but as good citizens, as builders of 
a commonwealth, as people on whom the government has im- 
posed a singular responsibility, we ask only the same consider- 


ation and the same privileges which have been granted to and 


enjoyed by those around us. 


First then we are warranted in our demand by the past policy 
of the government: 


'1. That since 1862 settlers on public lands have been granted 
160 acres of land each, under the general homestead laws free 
of cost except land office fees. 

2, That settlers on land similar in character to our western 
lands have been granted 160 acres each, under the timber cul- 
ture laws free of cost except fees. 


3. That the settlers have been granted 160 acres each under 
the pre-emption law at the minimum price of $1.25 per acre. 

4. That some of our lands are similar in character to the 
lands in which one person was allowed the benefit of all the 
above mentioned laws, thus being enabled to secure title to 480 
acres. 


9. That almost the entire western portion of the United 
. States has been purchased with the outlay of large sums of 
mouey which the government has not attempted to recover 
from the homesteader. 

We claim as precedent: 


6. That the free homestead policy was adopted in the initial 
step in the opening of this territory, to-wit: In original Okla- 
homa, although the goverument paid the Creeks and Seminoles 
as high'a price for those lands as had been paid for other lands. 

7. That prior to its policy of free homesteads the govern- 
ment had in many instances extended, reduced and remitted the 
amount charged to settlers on, or grantees of, public lands. 

On account of the unexpected action of the government in 

+29 
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changing from a policy under which the people nae made their 
preparations to settle these lands: 

'8. That the act of congress of March 3, 1889, under which 
original Oklahoma was opeued to settlement, and under which 

negotiations were begun for obtaining and opening reserva- 
tions, contemplated and provided for the opening of all lands 
obtained, under the general homestead laws. 

9. That the lands were obtained at prices very little if any 
above those contemplated in said act. 

10. "That said act of congress, and the precedent and policy 
beforé mentioned induced the people to gather around the 
lands to be opened or to make preparations to enter them 
expecting the benefit of the general homestead laws.  Espe- 
cially was this true on unoccupied lands to which the Indians 
had little or no title. 

11. That the selection and settlement was an actual necessity 
to those who had. made preparations to do so. 

12, That the settlement of the people was made under pro- 
test as to tbe prices charged for the lands and discrimination 
against the homesteader. 

13. 'Thatitis wrong and unjust to propose that the people 
leave the land if they don't wish to pay the price charged, for 
. here they have established their families, improved. the land, 
helped to erect peaceable communities and municipalities and 
enhanced the value of all property with the name and evidence 
of peace, law and.good citizenship. 
^. On account of the extraordinary burdens imposed on us: . 

14. "Phat under the present system of allotment, citizenship 
and freedom from taxatiou guaranteed to the Indian by the gov- 
ernment, the United States has transferred its duty to us, and 
placed among us without power of transfer, a class endowed 
with power to compel us to educate and civilize them without 
expense to themselves or the nation. 

15. That the allotments to Indians were selected from the 
first choice and best of the land, leaving the settler the second 
choice. 

16. That both our personal and our court expenses are heav- 
ier on account of the manner of opening these lands. 

17. That our situation in the center of this civilized and de- 
veloped nation makes it necessary to incur. greater expenses 
than are necessary in other territories, and these heavy taxes 
and expenses of civilization fully compensate for the enhanced 
value of the lands obtained. 
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Because the prices cliarged impose on these settlers a debt of 
the nation: 

18. That as the price charged por the lands is supposed to be : 
based on the prices paid to the Indians for their claims thereto, 
we are justified in questioning the means employed in arriving 
at these aud in protesting that the government, in fear of impos- 
ing on what have been considered its helpless wards, has been 
too generous aud extravagaut with them at the expense of these 
pioneers and homesteaders on the public domain. 

19. That when the claims of the Indian tribes to these lands 
were extinguished, or their occupancy terminated, the lands 
became a part of the public domain, as such were subject to the 
general homestead laws, aud should not have been made the 
subject of special legislation. 

90. That the assumption that the Indians owned the land is 
questionable and incorrect, and the amount paid to them is not 
chargable to the land, hence should not be Bea of the set- 
tlers thereon. 

21. That the right of occupying the lands had been given to 
the tribes either in exchange for other lands or with a view of 
subduing and civilizing them, therefore we are now compelled 
.to pay for the lands formerly relinquished or to: pay the 
assumed obligation of the government in subduing and ine 
ing the tribe. - — 

22, That the amount paid to the Indiansis more in settle- 
ment of the Indian question which has confronted this govern- 
ment during its entire existence than for money justly due them 
for land, and the varying prices paid to the tribes, regardless 
of the quality of the lands. warrants this conclusion: 


On account of the direct benefit to the nation in opening the 
territory: i 


23. That the United States will eveatually be relieved of 
heavy court and other expenses in the territory. 


21. That the nation is benefited ia determining its incongru- 
ous relations to the Indian nations; in rounding out and com- 
pleting the broad, liberal policy of its development, avoiding 
the suspicion of becoming parsimonious where it has been benev- 
olent; and of discrimination in the construction of a prospective 
common wealth, and in avoiding the appearance of compelling a 
people to buy their way into a place among the states. 


Because the present laws are wrong in policy, were passed 
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under pressure and will not accomplish the pests urged for 
their passage: 
-25. That the intent of the present law is based either on the 


‘cupidity or necessities of the people and not on the broad policy 


of benefit to the homeless. 

26. That these prices were fixed, these laws passed and ap- 
propriations made in the hurry of the last hours of congress, 
and the result of these laws and prices should now receive full 
consideration. "T 

97. That the collection of the amounts tioni the settlers 
means, to hundreds of them, the loss of homes and sacrifice of 
improvements, while the United States can remit the amounts 
without realizing that it had entertained any expectation of 
their collection. i 

28. That as amounts due the Indians will have been paid or 
provided for before the government receives payment for lands 
then these payments cannot be considered as a source to meet 
the Indian payments, but simply as a source of revenue. 

Because the laws are unjust, unequal and discriminating. 

29. That other domain has been paid for out of the public 


` treasury. 


30.' That ‘the settlers should receive the same benefits as 
others surrounding us, as set forth in the first five articles. 

31. That the laws touching the different reservations here- 
tofore opened impose different prices and terms regardless ot 
the quality of the land, as shown in full by a memorial to con- 
gress passed by our legislature. 

92. 'That part of the lands are still unsettled, and their 
value for agricultural purposes, if not poor, is still a matter of 
experiment and uncertainty. 

38. That it has been fully demonstrated to those acquainted 
with farming in this portion of the United States, that settlers 
on public lands cannot establish new homes, improve the land, 
provide for their families and accumulate in so short a time suf- 
ficient money to pay for their homes. 

34. That although in the earlier days of our national exist- 
ence, settlers were expected to pay for their lands, this was 
afterwards balanced by the distribution of $28,000,000 to the 
different states; and that Oklahoma will not get the benefit of a 
free distribution, nor do her citizens enjoy the homestead privi- 
leges granted to the citizens of states admitted since the distri- 


. bution of that sum. 


— 
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The effects df the present laws: 

35. That the present law and the prices imposed, create an 
incentive to speculation. in claims and an inducement to the set- 
tler to relinquish rather than complete his residence and pay 
for the land, and will-result in an unsettled population and not 
in a patriotic citizenship. 

36. That the payment by these settlers. of these large sums 
of money, aggregating more than the extended indebtedness of 
some of the older states, will resultin an impoverished territory, 
either cursed with mortgage indebtedness or stripped of its pov- 
erty and products and unable to take the place in the rank of 
states and territories to which we are entitled. 

Now the question we wish to present to congress is: Will it 
cancel an unjust source of revenue held against this body of 
people, or, either transfer them to the money loaner or eject 
them from homes to which they are justly entitled and from 
communities which they have erected? 

We therefore respectfully ask congress to extend to the set- 
tlers of the whole territory of Oklahoma the full benefit of the 
free homestead law, and all other relief herein indicated.

RESULTS. 


The results of the labor and expense have been good in many 
ways: 

1. The people mane become satisfied of the justice of their 
demand. 

2. They have iad opportunity for making ajunited effort. 

3. Asa result of. the foregoing propositions they have been 
enabled to memorialize congress more intelligently and confi- 
^ dently. 
|  & They have systematically petitioned congress for relief. 

5. Many. persons who, perhaps would not otherwise have 
done so, have been induced to write and urge personal claims 
on members of congress. 

6. Asa result of this agitation and education the people of 
- all political parties in electing their delegates to the different 
national conventions insisted that a resolution favoring our 
proposition should bé adopted by each. This was accomplished 
in Janguage more or less direct in each party. . 


NON-PARTISAN. i 


It has been the determination of the officers of the league to 
be entirely non-partisan. Among people of the intelligence of 
Oklahomans it is improbable that as individuals they should 
..fail to ally themselves with one or another of the political par- 
ties. But it is: gratifying to state that neither the officers of 
the league, as such, nor the league as an organization have 
been used for partisan purposes during the late exciting polit- 
ical contest. 


IN CONGRESS. 


While this work -has been going on at home our worthy and 
efficient delegate, Hon. Dennis T. Flynn, has again introduced 
the bill in congress and so ably and energetically presented the 
proposition to the members, that his bill has been passed by 
the house and now stands at the head of the calendar in the 
senate, although amended, and will probably be acted upon 
immediately upon the reconvening of that body; and although 
there is a strong opposition, the friends of the measure feel 
assured of its passage. If the bill passes the senate, there is 
no deuot but that it will sooner or later become a law. 

An address has just been issued urging that immediate appeal 
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-be made to senators in every way possible to induce them to 
support the bill. 


THE PRESS. ^f 


To the press of the territory is largely due the success of the 
agitation, and it is due them to say that they have freely given 
their space and ability to thecause of freehomes. At-all of the 
recent meetings of tlie territorial press association able resolu- 
tions on the subject have been adopted. 

The thanks of the league, representing the free home interests 
of the territory, are also due to yourself and the members of 
the last legislature for the appropriation which has enabled us 
to carry on the wórk, and to the delegates to the different 
national conventions for their efficient services. 

It would be pleasant and instructive to include in this report 
the names of persons who have rendered valuable assistance 
and to lay before you letters received from our citizens who are 
acquainted with the necessity of our demands, and experienced 


in obtaining legislation; but for fear of making this report so 


voluminous that it would be useless, they are omitted. 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In view of the critical condition of the free homes bill at this 
date I am unable to comply with your request as to suggestions 
and recommendations for the future. The.senate doubtless will 
have acted on the pending bill before the 12th proximo; the 
date on which the convention is called; and, if agreeable to 
you, plans for the future, if they should be necessary, may be 
laid before you. ~

Resolved, by the Territorial Bar association of the territory of 
Oklahoma, that we recommend to the legislative assembly of 
said territory the following changes in our statute law: 

First. We recommend a law providing that all taxes and 
license charged be paid in cash. 

Second. We recommend that the maximum levy of taxes for 
all purposes, except the payment of judgments, that may be 
made by boards of education of and including cities of the first 
class be limited to 10 mills n any one year. 

Third. Werecommend that the laws be revised and harmon- 
ized in such a way as to compel all treasurers, immediately 
upon the receipt of public money to disburse the same in pay- 
ment of outstanding warrants and other liabilities if any such 
there be, and that the hoarding of money in the hands of treas- 
urers be prohibited. 

Fourth. We recommend that all nominations for public office 
_by politica! parties bẹ, made by, petition; as now provided by 
law, or by primary election to be conducted as our general 
elections are conducted and under the same restrictions. 

Fifth. That the terms of all elective officers be extended to 
three years and that they be ineligible to election to the same 
or any other office under the same municipality for three years 
after the expiration of their terms. 

Sixth.. That the county attorney be required to certify to the 
legality of every bill presented to the board of county commis- 
sioners before its allowance by the board, and the city attorney 
to the legality of every bill presented to the city council before 
its allowance. 

Seventh. We recommend that all public officers, including city 
councils, county commissioners and school boards be prohibited 
from contracting with themselves or with any member of such | 
council or board, and from contracting with or employing any 
relative within the fourth degree by consanguinity or affinity of 
such officer or any member of such Toara or [oe "|

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Eighth. We recommend the enactment cf a road law provid- 
. ing for the location and building of roads upon practicable 
routes, regardless of section lines, and with full compensation 
to land owners whose damages resulting therefrom. exceed the 
benefits gained thereby. 

Ninth. We recommend a general scaling of salaries so that 
compensation for public services may correspond with the finan- 
cial conditions of the country and the ability of the people to 
pay taxes, as measured by the conditions of business. 

Tenth. We recommend that the number of the townships in 
the various counties be decreased so that no township shall con- 
tain less than one hundred and forty-four square miles, to be 
laid off in square form as nearly as practicable, and that the 
number of justices of the peace and constables be then reduced 
to one in each township. 

Eleventh. We recommend that the number of officers in town- 
ships and school districts, and the number of members of boards 
of education be reduced, and that in the smaller counties the 
different county officers be consolidated as far as possible. 

Twelfth. That the officer of township and city assessor be 
abolished; that the township and city boards of ‘equalization 
be abolished; that the office of county assessor be created; that 
the board of county commissioners together with the county at- 
torney and the probate judge as a county equalization board be 
given power to raise, lower. and equalize individual assess-- 
ments;, Provided, , That they ‘shall hot have ipower to make any 
general raise of the assessed valuation of the county. That this 
equalization board have power to assess omitted property and 
to correct assessments; and to correct and remit illegal taxes. 

Thirteenth. We recommend that the sale of real estate for 
. taxes to individuals be discontinued, and that provision be made 
for the foreclosure of tax liens by the counties. 

Fourteenth. We recommend that the law providing for sepa- 
rate levies for specific purposes now in force, as to the counties, 
be extended to all municipalities; that all lesser municipalities 
be brought to a cash basis as the counties were brought two 
years ago; that the creation of debt by any municipality be 
henceforth prohibited; and that some provision be made for the 
payment of their outstanding indebtedness. including bonded 
warrants when the bonds cannot be sold; and we further rec- 
ommend that any money against which warrants have not been 
drawn, remaining in any special fund at the close of the fiscal 


year be carried over to said, fund for the succeeding year.

Sixteenth. We recommend that the diversion of the separate 
fands provided as above suggested., from the purposes for 
which they were levied or the payment from any of such funds 
of any claim not properly chargeable thereto. be prohibited and 
made punishable by stringent criminal statutes. 


Seventeenth. We recommend statutory limitations, such that 
the entire levy of all territorial, county, city. township, road 
. and school district taxes for any one year, exclusive of levies 
to pay judgments, shall not exceed five per cent. In case the 
aggregate of the different levies certified to the board of county 
commissioners shall, together with the territorial levies, and 
the county levies intended to be made, exceed the aggregate of 
five per cent. for any sub-division in said county, it shall be the 
' duty of the said commissioners to readjust the levies except the 
levies for territorial purposes so as to bring the total levy 
within five per cent. and if in the readjustment of said levies 
any municipality sball feel aggrieved an appeal may be taken 
to the judge of the probate court who shall.finally adjust such 
levies. 


Eighteenth. We recommend that the territorial auditor be 
required to examine the records of each county in the territory, 
at least once each year. for the purpose of determining the 
amount of moneys received as fees by the several county 
officers; and for the purpose of making a proper examination 
said auditor shall have access to all records and papers on file 
in any office or in the possession of any officer; and shall be 
authorized to administer oaths to any person he may inquire of, 
and further that said auditor shallfilein the office of the clerk 
of the district court his written report, which shall fully embody 
the results of his investigations. As compensation for such ser- 
vice the auditor shall be allowed his actual and necessary expen- 

ses incurred. 


Nineteenth. We recommend an amendment to article 3, chap- 
ter 36, statutes of 1898, relative to fees allowed for public print- 
ing, so that the rate paid for public printing shall correspond 
to the rate paid by private individuals for similar service, and 
that the required publicatiou of notices by officers and munici- 
palities be reduced to the minimum in every iustance consistent 
with the public good.

. PERRY, O. T., January 13, 1897. 
` To His Excellency, W. C. Renfrow, Guthrie, Oklahoma Territory: 

In compliance with the pharmacy law, we have the. honor to 
submit herewith the fourth annual report of the board of phar- 
macy for the year ending June 3), 1896. The board reorganized 


April 7th by electing W. T. Mayfield president, G. B. Dean | 


treasurer, and E. E. Howendobler secretary. 

The board has held four meetings during the year and exam- 
ined twenty-six candidates, twelve of whom were successful. 
Four licentiates of other state boards and five graduates in 
pharmacy were registered without examination, making a total 
registration for the year of twenty-one. 

The report shows one hundred and thirty-four registered phar- 
macists and one assistant. We have made no radical changes 
in the requirements for examination. We have been pleased 


with the addition of practical work and find it a very good- 


index to the candidates' capabilities. 

The pharmacy law is now fairly understood by the pharma- 
cists of the territory and generally complied with, and we are 
pleased to report no prosecutions during the year. The law is 
productive of much good in inciting to study and obtaining a 
greater knowledge of the practice of pharmacy tham is the case 
where no legal requirements prevail.,

Minority Report:— 

Mr. Speaker: 


In the matter of the contest of Fulkerson versus Mouriquand, 
the facts of which contestant relies are admitted to be that, in 
Lincoln township, in the Twenty-fourth District, the judges of 
election gave to each yoter as he presented himself at the polls 
to vote, a ballot, but the same was not endorsed with the in- 
itials of the clerks of the election board, and the ballot was 
thus taken by the voter to the booth and stamped by him, 
folded and returned and handed to one of the judges of election, 
and by the judge deposited in the ballot box. That about 55 
ballots not endorsed with the initials of the clerks were voted, 
when the omission,fon the part of the clerks and élection board 
was noticed, and after that the balance of the votes cast at said 


IS 


—polls to the number of 25, were properly endorsed when handed 


to the voters as they presented themselves to yote. That after 
the polls were closed to the reception of votes, the election 
board unlocked and opened the ballot box, took out all the 
ballots and separated those having the initials of the clerks 
endorsed thereon from those not so endorsed, unfolded those 
not so endorsed, and spread the same face downward on a 
table. The clerks then endorsed their initials on the ballots 
and the same were folded and all the ballots were then 
placed back in the box. and the same were then counted. 

On the part of the contestee the undisputed facts given to’ 
the committee are: > 

That Cedar Valley township, in Blaine County, and Little 
Robe and ‘Sickles township, in D county, in the legislative 
apportionment of representative districts by the Legislature of 
1895, omitted the three townships named from any representa- 
tive district. A - i 

That voting precincts had been regularly fixed in each of 
such townships and elections regularly held therein. And con- 
testant:and contestee each submitted their names to the voters 
of said townships for the office of Representative of the 24th 
District and were voted for, and the votes cast for each of them 
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were counted and recorded; but that the voters of said town- 
ships.did not cast any vote for any legislative candidate except 
for Representative for the 24th District. 

That in Flynn township, in Blaine: county, being in said 24th 
District, the election board at about the noon hour of election 
day closed the polls for the space of about two hours, and dur- 
ing the interim transported the ballot boxes with all the votes 
that had been cast and deposited therein, for a distance of 
about two miles from the voting place in said township, but 
afterward returned, and the election at said polling place was 
regularly proceeded with. No other irregularities are asserted 
by.either party, in the elections held in any precinct in said 
24th District, and no fraud in any particular is charged by 
either party. is 

On the above facts the Committee are left to decide as to 
which of the parties to this contest is entitled to a seat in this 


"House as member from said 24th District. 


As members of the Committee we differ from the majority of 
the Committee, and are of the opinion that in order to give full 
effect to the reform ballot law as intended by the Legislature 
enacting the same and as plainly expressed in its terms, the 
directions therein to the voters and officers in charge of elec- 
tions should be closely observed and followed. 

The highest prerogative of an American citizen is to be per- 
mitted to cast one legal vote, and to have the same honestly 
and fairly counted and recorded, and no legal voter should be 
disfranchised nor have the expression of his vote made ineffect- 
ive as intended except in cases when it may beimpracticable to 
do.otherwise; and no act.of any officer in charge of an election 
or the retürns'or canvass of any vote should be permitted to 


defeat the expression evidenced by such vote whenever it can 


be fairly determined, and the same should not be defeated by 
any irregular, mistaken or wrongful act of any officer, except 
when from such irregular, mistaken or wrongful act of such offi- 
cer it becomes impossible to determine the evident expression 
of such legal vote and voter. 


The voters of Cedar Valley township, in Blaine county, and 
of the townships of Little Robe and Sickles, in D county, hav- 
ing at an election regularly and legally held in said several 
townships, cast their ballots for contestant and contestee, both 
of whom submitted their names to the voters of said towuships 
for the office of Representative of the 24th District and each 
well knowing that such townships were not by act included in 
the 24th district, or in any Representative district, and it was 
well understood by the said candidates and the voters of the 
24th District that the voters of said townships were going to 
vote for the candidates for Representative for the 24th District 
and the same was done. 

In our opinion it would be a gross injustice to prevent the 
voters of these towuships from exercising a voice in the selec- 
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tion of their representative, their vote being confined to the 
24th District in the casting and counting the same; and no over- 
sight or a mistake of a Legislature should disfranchise any 

voter whose vote has been given in all other respects in a legal 
and regular manner. 

We are therefore of the opinion that the vote of these town- 
' ships for Representative in the 24th District, should be counted 
as cast, and tbat the irregular acts of the election board of 
Flynn township, in Blaine county, in carrying away the ballot 
boxes irom the polling place during the noon hour, there being 
no charge of fraud or corruption, should not defeat the honest 
intentions of the voters in that township. and the same should 
be counted. "This leaves for consideration the one question, of 
the vote in Lincoln township. 

We are of the opinion that while the wrongs committed by 
the election board in taking the ballots from the box, unfolding 
them and causing the clerks to endorse their initials thereon, 
contrary to law, so long as the face of the ballot was in no way 
altered or changed should not defeat the voters will; but the 
acceptance of a ballot by the voter from the judges to be voted 
by him not endorsed with the initials of the clerks, made it in 
hands of the voter an illegal ballot, one prohibited by law to be 
placed in the ballot box by the judges of the election, and one. 
when so deposited, prohibited: from being counted. It was 
therefore the voter’s own fault if he be disfranchised by the 
casting of an illegal ballot, and the vote being one probibited 
by law from being cast cannot be by the act of any officer, 
purged of its illegality and made good, and ballots so cast 
should not be counted. 

But owing to the commingling of the legal ballots with the 
illegal, it becomes impossible in any practicable way to distin- 
guish the one from the other, the good from the bad. Weare 
of the opinion that the entire vote of Lincolu township, in 
Blaine county should be thrown out, and not be counted in the 
vote for Representative from the 24th District. 

Modifying the votes in the 24th Representative District as 
returned by the proper officer, to conforní to this opinion, would 
make the total vote given Mr. Fulkerson 934, and the total 
vote given Mr. Mouriquand 921, or a majority of thirteen in 
favor of the contestant. 

We therefore recommend that the seat now held in this House 
by J. P. D. o be adjudged and given to S. J. Fulker- 
son,

GENTLEMEN: I beg leave to return herewith House Joint 
Resolution No. 6, without my approval. My objections to the 
resolution are:

First. That it directs the Treasurer ‘‘to pay out of any cash 
in his hands all warrants drawn for pay of employes,” over- 
looking the fact that the cash in the treasury is divided into 
various funds, to-wit: General Revenue, School, University, 
Normal, Agricultural and Mechanical College, “Public Build- 
ings; etc., and is as much a command to the Treasurer to pay 
these warrants from the College, School or Building Fund as , 
from the General Revenue Fund, upon which they should be 
drawn. > 


Second. It is to be regretted that all warrants issued upon 
the Territorial Treasury can not be paid in cash when pre- 
ssented; but so long as the revenues are insufficient to meet ex- 
penses this can not be done, and all creditors of the Territory 
ought to stand on an equal footing. 3

To the Fourth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma: 
GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to transmit herewith for your 


consideration, a letter from His Excellency, the Governor of 


Kansas, of date, February 4, 1897, transmitting a copy of Sen- 
ate Concurrent Resolution No. 14, passed by the Legislature of 
the State of Kansas, inviting the legislators of the Territory 
of Oklahoma and the State of Texas to join with the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Kansas in the appointment of a committee 
of conference, to be composed of citizens of said states and 
territory, whose duty it shall be to devise ways and means to 
obtain relief from the exhorbitant freight rates now in effect to 
the seaboard of the south. 

The resolution meets with my hearty approval, and I trust 
same may commend itself to your Honorable Bodies, and that 
immediate action to carry out its provisions may be taken, to 
the end, that the products of Oklahoma may find cheaper trans- 
portation to market, and that reasonable rates may be obtained 
on goods shipped into the Territory. 

To anyone familiar with the present rates, it must be at once 
apparent that there is an unjust discrimination in favor of tbe 
long haul to the Atlantic seaboard, and it must be equally ap- 
parent that decisive measures to secure an adjustment of rates 
are imperatively demanded. . 

Now that there is a deep water harbor on the Gulf of Mexico, 
it is exceedingly difficult to understand why the’ products of 
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Oklahoma, or goods-purchased from without, should travel so 
many hundred miles to or from the Atlantic, when a much 
shorter and cheaper route could be found. | 
I have the honor to call your attention tothe fact, that the 
Governor of Texas in response to this request, has recom- 
mended the passage of a similar resolution by the legislature 
of that State. l

You, I believe, will agree with me that with the magnificent 
harbor we have on the Gulf, our grain and stock exports should 
not be required to pay tribute to the long lines of railroads 
reaching to our eastern seaports, but rather that we should do 
all in our power to encourage a shorter line to Galveston and 
the Gulf. At present we are so situated that the cost of ship- 
ping the few hundred miles to the Gulf is equal to the many 
hundred miles to the Atlantic coast. I believe that we could 
not serve our people better than to take steps to either correct 
this evil or else, as the resolution cites, build-a north and south 
road through our respective statés. I am in full accord with 
the spirit of the resolution, and allow me to hope that you will 
be also.

Mr. Speaker: 
We, your committee appointed in compliance with Section 
5958 of the Statutes of Oklahoma, required 
By House Resolution No. 14 
'To look into and examine the condition of the Treasurer's and 
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Auditor’s books of this Territory, beg leave to make the follow- 
ing report: | 

Iu the limited time given your Committee, it was impossible 
to make the thorough examination contemplated by the Reso- 
lution. It would take several months to properly examine the 
many accounts and claims that have been allowed and paid 
through the above mentioned officers. 


Therefore, with the limited time at our disposal, we have for 
the most part confined our investigation to the book accounts 
of the two officers, and so far as we have been able to ascer- 
tain, we have found them correct. 

With the exception of the salary warrants, and warrants 
received in the payment of taxes, we find that warrants have 
been paid iu their regular order of registration. 

We wish to call your attention to the sum placed to the 
credit of the Territory from interest on daily balances. As 
this is not required by law, the Treasurer certainly deserves 
special credit for giving the Territory this benefit. 

In conclusion, we wish to compliment Messrs. M. L. Turner, 
Treasurer, and A. O. Nichols, Auditor, on the neatness and 
accuracy of their work.

WHEREAS, By the organic act of the Territory of Oklahoma, 
all the Indian reservations, viz: The Osage Indian reservation, 
the Ponca Indian reservation, the Otoe and Missouri Indian 
reservation, the Kaw Indian reservation, the Kiowa, Comanche 
aud Apache Indian reservation, and the Wichita Indian reser- 
vation are included within the exterior boundaries of the Ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma; and 


WHEREAS, The Territorial Legislature of the Territory of 
Oklahoma has enacted a code of criminal procedure; and 


WHEREAS, Each and all of said Indian reservations are not 
open to settlement and by the terms of the organic act are 
attached to organized counties of the Territory of Oklahoma 
for judicial purposes; and 


WHEREAS, Ít is a question whether the criminal and other 
laws of the Territory of Oklahoma run in said Indian reserva- 
tions; and á 


- WHEREAS, The courts of the Territory of Oklahoma have 
recently held that the territorial laws do run in said Indian 
reservations and that crimes committed on said Indian reserva- 
tions are violations of territorial law and to be prosecuted by 
the territory in the county to which such Indian reservations 
are attached for judicial purposes; and 


WHEREAS, The counties of said territory must bear the ex- 
penses of such criminal prosecutions.and the expenses of such 
prosecutions are, serious burdens that ought not to be borne by 
the counties of said territory. "Therefore, be it
